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Gentlemen of the City Council : 

Two centuries ago the liberties of Boston were 
great and intact. A century ago they were still 
great, but have since diminished. Boston is now a 
complicated system of co-ordinate governments, with 
the good Commonwealth as the director of all. In 
addition to the City Government proper, consisting 
of the City Council, with the Mayor and the De- 
partments under his immediate care, we have the 
School Committee, in all respects a co-ordinate branch 
of the City Government; we have many County 
offices, generally independent of the City Govern- 
ment, which pays all the bills; and we have the 
Metropolitan Boards, especially for water, sewers, 
and parks, quite independent of the City, which pays 
whatever is ordered. I wish to add that all these 
branches of our Government, independent of City 
Hall, or semi-independent, like the Transit Commis- 
sion and the Board of Police, act with loyal fidelity 
and great skill. No person has been injured by 
this confusing system of Government, and we may 


properly acknowledge the fact that the division and 
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scattermg of municipal power would never have 
taken place, had City Hall proved equal to all 
demands. In the opmion of the State and many of 
our own citizens such was not the case. 

The lesson is obvious. Whenever and wherever 
we fail to satisfy the reasonable requirements of the 
City, the Commonwealth is pretty sure to be called 
upon for interference, and generally responds. If we 
believe that this interference was not always wise in 
all respects, and that it has resulted in considerable 
confusion, financial and other, it is for us, the City 
Government proper, to prove satisfactorily that we 
are better able to deal with municipal concerns, and 
to disburse rising thirty millions a year in local 
home rule. Let us make the ‘attempt. Let us 
prove that our ancient public spirit 1s not dead. In 
all our official acts and deliberations, let us have 
but one object and test, the good of the City. Let 
us beware of playing politics. Let us shun sectional 
views, and consider the whole. Let us keep within 
the bounds assigned by law and reason. Let us 
remember that offices and contracts are not a reward 
for .schemers, but a sacred trust that cannot be 
violated with impunity. The civil-service law, among 
the best of all our statutes, is entitled to your 
hearty support, which will be rewarded, while place- 
hunting and the pursuit of patronage never fail to 
plague. The moment you undertake to place candi- 
dates for favor or employment, you disable yourselves 
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for the work for which you were elected. You will 
be overrun by applicants, and for the few you 
may place you will mcur the resentment. of those 
you cannot place, learning -too late that patronage 
weakens the patron, that it disables and incapacitates 
the legislator for his legitimate duties. 

More than fifteen years ago the members of the 
City Council were deprived of the appointing power. 
The law was altogether in their interest. It excludes 
them from the conduct of executive or administra- 
tive business, leaving them vast legislative duties, 
especially the appropriation of taxes and loans, and 
the enactment of Ordinances, Rules and Orders for 
the conduct of public business and the comfort of 
the people, not to mention the right of official in- 
quiries and investigations, supervision and recom- 
mendation. On the whole, this legislative work, not 
dissimilar from that performed in the General Court 
and Congress, has been neglected, and the achieve- 
ments of the City Council in the past fifteen years, 
judged by our public records, and especially by our 
City Ordinances, are unduly slight, I think. Older 
members of the City Council know from experience 
how very little they can do im the line of patronage 
and other favors; the younger members should save 
themselves from such unfortunate experiments, and 
bravely undertake the legitimate business confided to 
them by the people. Unless the City Council con- 
fines itself to legislative work, and drops executive 
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business, we shall surely lose what power 1s now 
left to City Hall. I ask you to act so well, and so 
efficiently, and so much in the public interest of the 
entire municipality, that City Hall may regain what 
it has lost, both im power and popular esteem. You 
are at the parting of the ways, and I beseech you 
to choose the right way, lest we go into municipal 
destruction. 

Municipal failure or success 1s always recorded in 
our financial condition. During the past year the 
gross debt of the city was reduced $3,112,450, leav- 
ing it at $81,948,128.98, when this calendar year 
began. The net City debt was reduced $6,241,445.44 
to $50,964,702.30. If the money due from the State 
be paid im, and if appropriations in 1901 be made 
on a business basis, the present year should bring a 
further reduction in the City debt. During the past 
year the City Government authorised loans aggregat- 
ing $3,341,501, of which only a part was issued, 
namely, $1,010,000. Of this sum, $1,000,000 was 
for sewer construction, a large part of which should 
come back through special sewer assessments. The, 
same expectation apples to $1,500,001, authorised at 
the close of the year for street construction. A loan 
of $500,000, authorised for the extension of water 
mains, I shall ask you to rescind. The financial 
results of the past year, then, are highly satisfactory. 
In truth, the financial course of the City, pursued for 
fifteen years, from 1885 to 1900, was radically 
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changed, not without help from the City Council and 
the State. That course involved low taxes and 
liberal expenses, the shortage bemg met from loans. 
However the facts be expressed, the simple truth 
remains that the City did not pay its current ex- 
penses from current income. 

To change this condition, which was not creditable 
to the City that ran in debt, nor to the State pro- 
hibitmg a tax levy equal to our requirements, an 
effort was made to place Boston financially under 
the statute applicable to all other Cities in the Com- 
monwealth, and to attain uniformity in the law 
applicable to Cities. This uniformity, meaning the 
substitution of general for special laws, was not 
fully attained. But after a full debate the right step 
in the right direction was taken. Our debt and tax 
limit was raised by the State, and by increasing our 
tax rate we were able to meet all current expenses 
from current receipts. With few exceptions, the 
Departments were enabled to meet public require- 
ments, and to do work unduly neglected in the past. 
All taxpayers are not expected to laud an addition 
to their bills; demagogues and theorists may de- 
nounce higher taxes; especially when they do not 
pay any; men of affairs, men fully acquainted with. 
our City finances, and many or most taxpayers ap- 
prove the step taken, which permits the City to begin 
the new century financially right. Under the old 
law, the appropriating power of the City Govern- 
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ment was slight; it merely distributed a confessedly 
insufficient amount. Under the present law our 
rights and duties are increased, and I ask you 
seriously to make a cautious and prudent use of this 
power, lest it be taken away. Beware of luxuries; 
consider first whatever will enable the people to pay 
taxes. We are trustees; we were not sent here to 
spend public money for the gratification of political 
or business speculators. Members have no right, 
moral or political, to demand things for themselves 
or for heelers. We are here as trustees for the entire 
City. 

If the Act of June 26, 1900, known as Chapter 
399 in the Statutes of 1900, be the most memorable 
feature in our recent financial history, the settlement 
of our claim against the Commonwealth for our 
water supply system is hardly less important. The 
State, by the Metropolitan Water Board, took three 
years ago about one-half of the water system built 
by the City, leaving us the distributing half in the 
City limits, while the supply system, from the Chest- 
nut Hill reservoir west, was transferred to the Metro- 
politan system. The construction account of the 
whole system stood at about $26,000,000 when the 
division of the property took place on January 1, 
1898; it appeared that the supply part represented 
about one-half of the total cost, and on that general 
basis a settlement was effected as of November 1, 
1900. We had received $5,000,000, which had earned 
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interest, leaving $7,531,000 due from the State, The 
‘State acknowledged this obligation, and agreed to pay 
interest from November 1, 1900. It is doubtful 
whether history shows a more equitable settlement of 
a claim for which no precedent existed. Had we gone 
into Court the litigation might have lasted for years, 
without resulting so favorably to all parties in 
interest. I renew the expression of high obligation 
under which the State, the City, and the cause of rea- 
sonable equity are to the Governor of the Common- 
wealth for prudence and good judgment. The settle- 
ment is an honor to Boston and to Massachusetts. 
It should enable us to adopt a new course in our 
Water Department, to extinguish what remains of 
our water debt, and to meet all water expenses from 
water income. Until this policy is fully established 
I think it premature to reduce water rates. 

The financial policy of the past coupled low receipts 
with high expenses. To make both ends meet, all 
sorts of relief were attempted. It would be unfair 
to think that Metropolitan Boards were created for 
this purpose. They began in 1889. Their gross debt 
amounted, at the the begmning of this year, to 
$37,583,412; their net debt was $35,087,983.58. 
Of this amount the larger part is payable by Boston. 
It is thought that this debt will be much increased 
during the present year. The Metropolitan Park 
Commission was established in 1893.. The Metro- 
politan Park debt is now about eight million dollars, 
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half of it payable by Boston; yet up to this time 
no Metropolitan Park assessment whatever has been 
levied. It is believed that our share, due this year, 
will be $517,923.18. Our Metropolitan Water as- 
sessment, in 1901, is to be $742,851; the able and 
competent Metropolitan Water Board declares that it 
should be $1,266,809. In short, our liabilities 
through Metropolitan Boards conceal, or serve to 
conceal, the true financial condition of the City; and 
the financial course forced upon the Metropolitan’ 
Boards by statute law has not been quite prudent, I 
think. For this the City and the Metropolitan Boards 
are not to blame; but we of the City Government 
cannot afford to forget that our municipality owes 
some $25,000,000 through Metropolitan Boards, that 
the amount is to increase, and that we have merely 
begun to pay a fraction of what should have been 
levied under correct laws. I concur in the views 
expressed by the Governor of the Commonwealth, 
and I do not find fault with the Metropolitan Boards. 

The School Department of the City is entitled to 
early relief, in which the City Government should 
help. Some three years ago, by Stat. 1898, ch. 400, 
the School Committee was made an independent 
branch of our municipal Government, with separate 
powers of assessing and appropriating taxes. The 
result has not been fortunate, if general opinion 
may be trusted. The transfer of political or Gov- 
ernment power from City Hall to the School Com- 
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mittee has plunged the latter ito political confusion, 
and the financial rights of the School Department 
are not equal to its wants.. Durig the past year 
the School Committee wanted considerable loans for 
building. Our jomt Law. Department, the official 
adviser of the School Committee and the City Gov- 
ernment, held such loans to be doubtful in law. 
Clearly the City could not decently issue bonds of 
doubted legality. As clearly the School Department 
is in. constant need of buildme. It pays rents 
greatly exceeding the charges on a million dollars. 
It is undesirable that the School Committee should 
follow the precedent of County offices deriving all 
their power from the State, while the City pays all 
the bills, for the reason that school expenses encroach 
so strongly upon the general tax levy and_ borrow- 
ing power. If the School Committee is to remain 
an independent branch of our Government, its debt 
limit should be fixed by law, like its tax limit. It 
might be given a higher tax limit, to cover all 
ordinary building expenses, extraordinary cases to be 
met by the City Government, unless the welfare of 
the schools should make it desirable to confine the 
duties of the School Committee to educational work, 
and to transfer real-estate operations for schools to a 
separate office under the control of the Mayor. The 
City Council should consider this great question, so 
closely affecting our finances, our children, and 
public education. It is proper to add that, during 
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the past nme years, there have been authorized for 
new school buildings loans aggregating $6,344,925. 

We should be cautious in spending public money 
for luxuries, liberal in promoting whatever helps our 
people to earn a living and pay taxes in comfort. 
Vast sums have been recently spent on streets and 
sewers. The hope that abutters would pay for all 
these improvements has been disappointed. ‘None the 
less the work cannot stop. The Street Departments 
submit herewith a report of their doings during the 
past year, and the public is aware of the very active 
work in paving, sewers and bridges. The proper 
paving of Tremont, Beacon, Boylston, Devonshire, 
Oliver, Summer and Commercial streets, of Temple 
place and Atlantic avenue, is evident to all. Busi- 
ness streets In particular are to have further atten- 
tion, residence streets, will not be neglected, and the 
construction of new streets is well in hand, together 
with the building of sewers, the system of which 
begins to approach a satisfactory condition. Among 
the heavy expenses about to be incurred are the 
bridges. Cambridge, Broadway, Cove-street, Congress- 
street, and Mt. Washington avenue bridges call for 
an expense of $2,750,000 on our part, and about 
$750,000 should be expended this year for new bridge 
work. It is extremely desirable that appropriations 
for these works, whether ordinary or extraordinary, 
be made at the beginning of the year. Proper esti- 
mates will be promptly laid before you for action, 
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and your early attention is solicited on the ground 
that public work ‘not begun in spring is apt to go 
over to next year: This applies equally to main- 
tenance and loan appropriations. 

The eight-hour law, and the law limiting the hours 
of work for employees in the jail and the houses of 
correction, have been complied with, at a cost, it 
seems, of several hundred thousand dollars. The 
theory of the eight-hour law appears to be correct; 
but it takes time to apply it in practice with justice 
to all. With the eight-hour law has come the 
practice of paying for work by the hour. 

As usual, our work in benevolence has been active. 
Special mention should be made of the relief afforded 
to the Texas sufferers. It will be remembered that 
Galveston and other parts of Texas were over- 
whelmed, on September 8, by the most disastrous 
hurricane in American history, mvolving the loss of 
more than six thousand lives and over thirty mill- 
ions in property. Our Committee collected $68,- 
653.16, and transmitted all to Texas, less $34.90 
for expenses. We forwarded, also, about nine tons 
of clothing, and the Committee, their bankers, the 
City Messenger, and the forwarding companies are 
entitled to thanks for their service. The never- 
failing generosity of our people is above praise. In 
a minor way we contributed to the relef of oe 
Ottawa-Hull sufferers from fire. 
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Aldermen, Councilmen: We are entrusted with 
numberless duties. These duties call for diligence 
and patience, unselfish hearts and unfailing fidelity. 
If our history of municipal government has been 
disappointing in some respects, [ ask you to begin 
the new century with a new spirit. Let Boston be 
governed by its own citizens and their representatives. 
Let it be well governed. Let us be true and trusty 
in all things. Let us make outside advice and inter- 
ference needless. Let the true American spirit of 
home rule prevail. Let municipal self-government be 
vindicated. And may the Lord be with us, as he 
was with our forefathers.

The Trustees are building a new floating bath-house 
to take the place of the one which has been condemned 
as being unfit for further use. 

Owing to the great success attending the Convenience * 
Station on the Common, and of the great Public Service 
which it has proved to be, the Trustees recommend that 
one be placed at Post-office square, feeling that it would 
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be of benefit to the public who have business relations 
in that neighborhood. 

The attendance at the summer bathing places last 
summer has been the greatest in the history of the De- 
partment. 

The Dover-street bath-house continues to do good 
work and the attendance at this place is steadily in- 
creasing. 

The Gymnasia in the various sections of the City are 
well patronized by both sexes. 


BUILDING DEPARTTIENT. 


From January 1 to December 24, inclusive, 1900, 
the Department has granted for first and second class 
buildings 419 permits; for third class buildings, 761 
permits; for alterations, 2,216 permits; for boilers, 
engines, etc., 933 permits; for plumbing, 4,740 per- 
mits; for gasfitting, 11,121 permits. 

During this period 583 first and second class build- 
ings have been turned in as completed, at an estimated 
cost of $6,820,710, and 1,195 third class buildings at 
an estimated cost of $5,650,595.

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CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. 


The clerical force employed by this Department has, 
during the past year, completed the copying of the 
inscriptions in the old burial-grounds for the card cata- 
logues, and plans of the grounds, locating lots, graves, 
and tombs, are partly finished. These plans have been 
prepared by the City Engineer in conjunction with this 
Department, and on them each tomb and gravestone 1s 
represented and numbered, so that by reference to the 
cards in the catalogue and accompanying plans every 
stone now standing in the old burial-grounds can be 
accurately located. 

This Department found the records of Evergreen 
Cemetery in an incomplete condition, inaccurate, and of 
little use. As a result we have been obliged to take 
the names and other information in regard to inter- 
ments from the original orders of interment and from 
the gravestones, that bodies might be accurately 
located, which is a very important and imperative task 
in a modern cemetery. 

A new plan of the cemetery has been made, 
showing all lots and single graves laid out at the 
present time. In addition to this, a plan book is in 
process of preparation, containing a plan of every 
lot purchased, and on each plan a record is made 
of the number of graves available in the lot, indi- 
cating the graves at present occupied. 

A copy of the Mt. Hope Cemetery record of in- 
terments is being prepared for the card catalogue, 
in order that the City office of the Department may 
have a complete record of the interments made in 
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every cemetery in its charge, which records will be 
available to the public, and for protection against 
loss by fire or other cause, as it 1s deemed unwise 
to have only one set of records of such a large and im- 
portant cemetery as Mt. Hope. 

The cards, which are being prepared for the card 
catalogues of the old burial-grounds, contain an accu- 
rate copy of the imscriptions on the stones and such 
other information as has been collected from other 
sources pertaining to the bodies interred or the eee 
themselves. 

The cards already copied from the inscriptions in 
the old burial-grounds number fifteen thousand (15,000). 
The cards required for the catalogue pertaining to Mt. 
Hope Cemetery will number sixty thousand (60,000), 
and those of Evergreen about five thousand (5,000). 

The value of this work is In its accuracy and com- 
pleteness, and all cards written and inscriptions copied 
are verified, and this is true of all locations of lots and 
graves or monuments on the plans, the card number 
referring to a number on the plan, so that the same is 
absolutely located. 

This is the first time any attempt has been made 
to establish an accurate record pertaining to the old 
grounds, and its value appears daily. Inquiries are 
constantly made of this Department from all parts of 
the country as to the location of certain bodies in the 
old grounds. |

Superintendent’s house, and stable adjoining same, repaired 
and painted; one hot-water boiler placed in greenhouse; one 
shed built ; one stone-crusher contracted for, now being 
erected. 

Greenhouses. — Raised ninety thousand (90,000) plants, 
same used for ornamentation of Mt. Hope, Dorchester 
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Grounds, Evergreen Cemetery, Eustis-street, and other old 
burial grounds in charge of this Department. 


In addition to the above, which is special work, the 
routine work of keeping the grounds in condition, cut- 
ting grass, raking, pruning, and trimming trees, and lots 
in perpetual care, etc., has been properly attended to. 


Horses and Teams. — The horses and teams used in the 
Department have been cared for. 

Chapel. —'The chapel is being furnished from funds of ap- 
propriation. The chapel was in readiness to use June 20, 
1900, and since then has been used twelve times for funeral 
services.

THE OLD BURIAL GROUNDS. 

Copp’s Hill, kept open daily for accommodation of visitors. 
Granary and King’s Chapel and Eustis-street, Roxbury, open 
Sundays during seven months. The Granary, King’s Chapel, 
and Central Burial Ground have been opened at any time on 
application at the office of the Cemetery Department. None 
of the old grounds are open, except the same is in charge of 
some one representing the Department. The old _ burial 
grounds have been kept in condition, the grass cut, trees cared 


~~ 
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for, tombs repaired, and such improvements made as are war- 
ranted by our appropriation. The old grounds in charge of 
custodians are as follows: 


Under General Superintendent. 
King’s Chapel, Granary, and Central in City Proper; War- 
ren Ground, Roxbury; Centre street and Walter street in 
West Roxbury. 


Under Mr. John J. Burnes. 


Dorchester, North and South; Evustis-street, Roxbury ; 
South End, South and Hawes, South Boston. 


The employees of Mt. Hope have done the necessary 
work in the care of the Granary, King’s Chapel, Cen- 
tral Burial Ground on Common, Westerly and Walter 
streets grounds, West Roxbury. 

Hight (8) tombs have been repaired at Copp’s Hill, 
one hundred and twenty-one (121) feet of fence built, 
old fence repaired and trees removed in Bunker Hill 
grounds. 

Wiring for. electric lights in the buildings at Mt. 
Hope Cemetery is now going forward. Heretofore, all 
light has been furnished by kerosene lamps. 

The Department is in a satisfactory financial condi- 
tion, the increased appropriation for the fiscal year 
1900-1 enabling us to employ men on the grounds for 
a longer period than usual, which has resulted in many 
improvements, and the getting of the Department work 
into satisfactory shape. : 

The Department work is exacting, and has to be per- 
formed to the satisfaction of many thousand citizens, 
who are directly interested, as lot or grave owners, in 
the cemeteries of the Department. 
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The appropriation for the past year was liberal, and 
evidently made with an understanding of the Depart- 
ment needs. A _ slight increase has been asked for this 
year, for reasons set forth in detail in a communication 
already sent in. 

The bills of the Department have been paid as pre- 
- sented, and no indebtedness incurred has been held over 
to embarrass the finances of the coming fiscal year. 


CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS. 


The Trustees for Children report that the total 
number of children under their care on December 22 
was 1,463. The amount appropriated. by the City 
Government for their support and care for the year 
was $182,010, or $124.41 per child, and the ap- 
propriation is sufficient to cover all expenses of the 
Department. 

The Placing-Out and Office Division of this Depart- 
ment has felt throughout the past year the need of 
sreater accommodations. The rooms we now have are 
overcrowded, and we have no place to take proper care 
of the numerous children who are brought to the office 
every day. Neither have we fit accommodations for 
the many callers and applicants. The visitors’ desks 
are crowded together, and the ventilation is very bad. 

We have admitted to the care of the Division in ten 
months 160 children. Fifty-seven of these have been 
placed in hospitals for special treatment, 99 have been 
placed at board with families in the country, 4 have 
been placed in free homes. 
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We have discharged during the same length of time 
165 children: 52 from boarding homes in the country, 
74 from free homes in the country on account of age 
limit or other reasons, 59 from hospitals. We have 
also transferred from homes in the country where board 
has been paid to those where no board is paid 73 chil- 
dren. We have increased the number of children at 
the Massachusetts School for Feeble Minded by 16. 

One new visitor has been added to the staff who 
holds the diploma of a trained nurse. She has been 
engaged especially for the care of infants and sick and 
feeble children. 

At the Parental School at West Roxbury the number 
of boys increased from November 15, 1899 (199 boys) 
to November 15, 1900 (221 boys) over 10 per cent. 
The accommodations have not increased. We have 
had two outbreaks of diphtheria, one in the spring and 
one the last of November. Fortunately in both cases 
the disease was overcome without loss of life, but it 
has only been by the greatest watchfulness and care 
that this has been accomplished. 

The needs of this Institution are too well known for 
us to add many words. More land and more build- 
ings, —dormitories and other buildings,—are abso- 
lutely necessary, if the present number of boys is to be 
properly taken care of. This matter has been urgently 
brought to the attention of the City Government for 
the last two years by our Board, and every Committee 
from the Government which has visited the Institution 
has recognized these needs. We earnestly hope that 
some relief may be granted. 

At the House of Reformation on Rainsford Island 
there have been no changes in management. On 
March 20 a fire was started by a number of boys, 
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the stable being destroyed and the main building 
partly burned. Five boys were sentenced in conse- 
quence to the Concord Reformatory or the Lyman 
School. Other futile attempts have been made to set 
buildings on fire. 

Of 344 boys now under sentence to this Institution, 
245, or 68 per cent., are on probation, either in their 
own homes, or with families m the country, or are 
self-supporting; 52 per cent., only, or 99 boys, are 
under the immediate care of the Superintendent. The 
entire services of one man and part of the services of 
another are given to visitmg boys thus placed on 
probation. 

The two greatest needs of the Institution are, — 
Ist, the right to transfer, with the consent of the 
proper authorities to the Concord Reformatory, boys 
whose age or conduct render them unsuitable,— a power 
which has always been given to the Lyman school at 
Westboro’; 2d, a fire service. This we have many 
times asked for, as our present service is totally 
inadequate. 

The lack of buildings for manual training, the old 
buildings having been pronounced unsafe, is evident, 
and has been commented on by all Committees who 
have visited the island during the past year. 

The Board would again emphasize the fact that 
Rainsford Island is an unsuitable place for this Reforma- 
tory, and, in their opinion, the Institution should be 
removed to some better location. 

The property of the Marcella-street Home, which is 
still under the care of the Trustees for Children, is 
lying idle, and, in their opinion, should be sold, and the 
proceeds devoted to the needs of the two Institutions 
above mentioned. |

CITY MESSENGER DEPARTMENT. 


The duties of the Department include the attendance 
at the meetings of both branches of the City Council 
and their committees; the care, custody, delivery, and 
filing of the City Documents, minutes, and books issued 
during the year; arranging for review of military and 
civic parades by the Mayor in front of City Hall; the 
display of the City flags as required, by ordinance, and 
the care and maintenance of the twenty-two flag-staffs ; 
roping and staking off streets and squares; the care 
and cleaning of the City Hall. 
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Under the direction of the Mayor about nine tons © 
of clothing were received, packed, and shipped by this 
Department for the relief of the Galveston sufferers ; 
this entire amount, contained in 51 cases, 11 boxes, 10 
barrels, and 3 trunks, was forwarded by the American 
Express Company without charge. 

Arrangements for receiving and announcing the 
State and City election returns were made the past 
year in accordance with custom. ; 

The appropriation of $34,000 made for the mainte: - 
nance of the Department the past year was sufficient. 

The total number of persons employed and paid from 
the Department appropriation, including the City Mes- 
senger and two police officers who attend the meetings 
of the City Council, is twenty-four. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


The Clerk of Committees is elected annually by con- 
current action of both branches of the City Council, 
for the term of one year from the first of May in the 
year of election. He acts as clerk of all committees, 
joint or special, of either or both branches of the City 
Council, keeps a record of their meetings, and prepares 
all reports. : 

During the current year more than three thousand 
communications, petitions, and orders have been re- 
ferred to committees, and over ninety per cent. have 
been acted upon. 

The only matter out of the ordinary routine of 
committee work was an investigation of the Park De- 
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partment by a committee of the Board of Aldermen, 
which covered a period of about three months, and 
resulted in a printed volume of about 1,650 pages. 

In addition to the ordinary duties of the office, the 
Clerk of Committees is charged with the licensing of 
minors to sell newspapers, black boots, and peddle 
small wares. The number of minors so licensed has 
steadily increased in the last few years, and at present 
the proportion engaged in these occupations illegally 
is very small. 

The appropriation for the financial year was $15,000, 
which will be expended, with the exception of perhaps 
a balance of a few dollars.

Every member of this Department has paid _ his 
taxes for 1899 and 1900; and, as far as it has been 
possible to identify them, all City employees have been 
obliged to pay the taxes due the City from them. 


ELECTION DEPARTMENT. 


The work of the Election Department has been 
greater than in any year since it was established. The 
number of registered male voters at the City election 
was 106,879, thus exceeding by 4,004 the registration 
for 1899, which, up to that time, was the largest in 
the history of the City. 

The 105 voting booths made of thin corrugated steel, 
which have been in use for three years, are now well 
adapted to the purpose for which they were intended. 
They have been lned throughout with wooden sheath- 
ing, which renders them comfortable for the work of 
the election officers in cold weather; and the necessary 
painting has been done on the outside, to protect the 
material. 

Fifty-two wooden booths, of which twenty are per- 
manent buildings, are also used by the Department. 
Thirty-one City buildings are used as voting places. 
It was necessary during the past year to hire six build- 
ings of private parties for such use.

The law requires the appointment of 1,146 regular 
election officers and the same number of deputies. The 
service of these officers in the main has been satisfac- 
tory. But the number of precints where the work has 
been carelessly or imperfectly done does not diminish 
from year to year. Under the existing law, regulating 
their appointment, this cannot be wholly avoided. HI 
the appointment of such officers was made only after 
suitable examination there would be less occasion to 
criticise their work. 

Petitions for recounts of votes cast at caucuses and 
elections have become more numerous and unwarranted 
than ever. The system adopted in 1898 of having the 
general recounts following the State and City elections 
in Horticultural Hall has been continued with entire 
success. If voting by machinery should be authorized 
the abuse of the right to petition for recounts would 
be removed. 

One matter which seems to require the attention of 
the City Council is the inequality in the number of 
registered voters in the several precincts, the number 
varying from 990 to 278, the average being 559. 
While there cannot be a new division of wards until 
1905, a change is demanded, either by creating addi- 
tional precincts or rearranging the present lines. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTIIENT. 


ATLANTIC AVENUE EXTENSION. 
Borings have been made along the line of the pro- 
posed new street, and-plans are nearly completed for the 
masonry ramps and the piers in the Terminal Company’s 
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ground. Proposals for the building of the approaches 
will be asked for in a few weeks. 


BROADWAY BRIDGE. 


Some surveys and borings have been made for the 
new bridge, but nothing can be done toward construc- 
tion until a settlement with the railroad company of 
the amount to be paid by them to the City, as by the 
terms of the Act of the Legislature this money must be 
expended before any bonds can be sold by the City for 
payment for this work. 


CONGRESS STREET GRADE CROSSING. 


During the year the work of building a new street in 
substitution for Congress street, where it crosses the 
tracks of the Midland Division of the N.Y., N.H. & H. 
R.R., has been carried on in accordance with the 
decree of the Superior Court. This work has furnished 
anew thoroughfare, 100 feet wide, to South Boston, in 
extension of Summer street, from the new South Station 
to L-street bridge, with an approach 80 feet wide from 
Atlantic avenue, another 60 feet wide from A street, 
and a third by way of C, Fargo and D streets from the 
Commonwealth’s land, South Boston Flats. 

The portion of this new street over Fort Point chan- 
nel and as far as A street, South Boston, which had 
been open to public travel smce August, 1899, was on 
January 26, 1900, turned over to the care of the Street 
Department, and on December 4, 1900, the entire length 
of the new street and its approaches were placed in 
charge of that Department and opened to public travel. 
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DorcHESTER AVENUE GRADE CROSSING. 

The bridges on Dorchester avenue and Boston street 
have been finished, and the abutments for the bridge on 
Swett street are completed. A temporary superstruct- 
ure was built for the latter bridge. The grading and 
surfacing of these three streets and of the cross streets 
adjacent to them have been completed. The railroad 
work is completed between Columbia road and the 
crossing of the old New England road. 


CHELSEA BripGcE, Nortu. 


The draw-way of this bridge has been widened from 
45 to 60 feet. While the work was bemg done travel 
was turned over a temporary bridge, built for its accom- 
modation; the temporary bridge has been removed, and 
the whole work was completed December 22. 


MALDEN BRIDGE. 


The old bridge has been nearly all removed, and the 
travel now goes over. a temporary bridge constructed 
during the year. The new bridge, to be 60 feet wide, 
is beg built under an Act of the Legislature requiring 
its construction; about one-third of the work has been 
completed. 


Lone IsLanD, SALT-WATER SYSTEM FOR FIRE PRo- 
TECTION. 


During the past year the salt-water system for fire 
protection on Long Island has been completed. Its 
essential features are a 1,500 gallon pump, situated on 
the shore of the Island at high water mark, with pump 
well, inlet, etc., and about 4,400 feet of 6-inch, 8-inch, 
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and 10-inch pipe extending to the different buildings, 
and equipped with the necessary hydrants. Several 
practical tests have proved the efficiency of the system. 
At a few minutes’ notice, six good fire streams can be 
depended upon, each of 250 gallons per minute. 

The need of a plan, particularly of the City proper, 
upon a larger scale and of greater accuracy than now 
exists, has been evident for some years past, and conse- 
quently many new surveys have been made and con- 
nected with the work of the United States Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, which was also used as the basis of 
the Boston Board of Survey Work. These are being 
plotted on a plan made on a scale of 50 feet to an inch, 
which will prove of much general value. 


BRIDGES. 


The Cambridge bridge, by act of the Legislature, 
is now being built by the Cambridge Bridge Commis- 
sion; is paid for, one-half by the City of Boston, and 
one-half by the City of Cambridge. It is estimated 
that the expense of this structure to each City will be 
about $1,250,000, and that in 1901 each City will 
expend about $250,000. 

The Broadway bridge, by act of the Legislature, is 
to be reconstructed at an estimated expense to the 
city of $300,000. Probably $100,000 will be ex- 
pended in 1901. 

The Cove-street bridge, by an act of the Legislature, 
is to be built over the tracks of the Terminal Com- 
pany, and over Fort Point channel. The estimated 
expense of this structure, exclusive of land damages, 
is $500,000; about $150,000 will probably be ex- 
pended in 1901. 


48 APPENDIX. 


Malden bridge, by act of the Legislature, is now 
being built. It will be completed in 1901, and it 
is estimated that the expenditure in 1901 will be 
$90,000. 

Mt. Washington-avenue bridge is in poor condition, 
and if it is to be maintained, should be reconstructed 
at a cost of $200,000. 

Congress-street. bridge is in poor condition, it is 
narrow, and the roadway over its draw is still more 
narrow than it is on the main bridge. The bridge is 
in the line of a wide and important thoroughfare. It 
should be reconstructed and widened at an estimated 
expense of $500,000. 

The bridges across Charles river, above the new Cam- 
bridge bridge and their approaches, should be raised, so 
as to eliminate the existing draw-bridges. This work 
can be done for a comparatively small sum of money, 
if temporary wooden bridges, good for say twenty-five 
years, are now built; the permanent stone or steel 
bridges to be built from time to time in the future. 
The streets forming the approaches to these bridges 
should be raised at once to conform to, the new levels, 
in order that the development of the adjacent territory 
may proceed on a permanent basis. Should this work 
be undertaken now the estimated cost in 1901 would 
be $75,000. 

Commerce will require the widening of the Dover- 
street bridge and of the Chelsea-street bridge draw- 
ways in the near future; Dover street, probably this 
year. The expense of the ‘Dover-street bridge work, 
outside of the new water-works syphon required, will 
be small. : 

Canal or Craigie bridge. This is the last of the older 
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pile bridges leading into the city; the Craigie bridge is . 
in poor condition, and will soon have to be replaced by 
a modern bridge of steel on masonry piers. The 
expense of this work will be about $1,000,000, exclusive 
of street widenings, which should be made any way, 
even if the bridge did not require reconstruction. One- 
half of the expense of this bridge would be borne by 
the city of Cambridge. 

The total number of employees of this Department is 
104. , 

The expenditures for the calendar year, ending 
December 31, 1900, was $80,532.88.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The work of the Department has been distributed 
as usual between its several divisions, namely, the 
treatment of contagious diseases, mortality and mor- 
bidity returns, the administration of the laboratory, 
disinfection, quarantine, and hospitals for contagious 
diseases, the inspection of public nuisances, of milk, 
vinegar, foods, and dairies, school-houses, tenement 
houses, lodging-houses, bakeries, barber shops, and the 
medical inspection of diseases among children of ‘the 
public schools. 

The death rate for 1900 was under 21 per thou- 
sand of the inhabitants, but a trifle over that of 1899. 
There has been a large increase in the prevalence of 
diphtheria and scarlet fever this year over that of last 
year, as has been the case elsewhere in the State and 
the country. This has occurred with us, although the 
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best known forms of vigilance for the control of these 
diseases have been employed, and faithfully exercised. 
Typhoid fever has been less prevalent, and consump- 
tion has been added to our list for supervision. The 
hospitals under the care of this Board are now empty, 
with the exception of one case of leprosy at Quarantine. 

The ordinary work of the laboratory has been con- 
stantly increased, not only by the more common bacte- 
riological work in the diagnosis of the several infectious 
diseases, but by new investigations of suspected causes 
of disease, until the work is now nearly double that of 
one year ago. The value of the work done in this divi- 
sion is second to none in the department. The amount 
of disinfection performed by the Department during the 
past year has also been very largely increased. Regu- 
lations for the contro] and better condition of barber 
shops have been made and put in force during the year, 
and a much better condition of safety and cleanliness 
prevails. Regulations for the improvement of laundries 
and restaurants are being prepared in the interest of 
health and cleanliness; the sources of our ice supplies, 
and of oyster and clam supplies, have been carefully in- 
vestigated, and will soon be acted upon by this Depart- 
ment. A new city morgue has been erected in place of 
the old one on North Grove street, but cannot be furn- 
ished and put in use until the expected appropriation 
therefor has been made. 

Among the public nuisances which have been acted 
upon by the Board during the past year are several 
which have not been abated owing to the difficulties and 
delay encountered in the administration of the law. 
The Board will ask for an appropriation with which it 
will be able to proceed summarily and abate some of 
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Or 


these nuisances without resort to the slow processes of 
the law, but strictly in comphance with the statute law 
which places such a duty upon the Board of Health. 

Inventory: Gallop’s Island, with hospitals and 
other buildings thereon; the steamboat’ “ Vigilant,” 
in quarantine use, with full equipment; small-pox 
hospital, and disinfecting plant on Swett street, each 
fully equipped; the Morgue on North Grove street, 
incomplete and not in use; disinfecting supphes stored 
in old sheds at North Grove street; five horses and six 
wagons, two ambulances and two vans used in the 
disinfecting department and kept at a private boarding 
stable on West Cedar street; a full bacteriological 
laboratory equipment in quarters rented in Sudbury 
building; a laboratory equipment for the use of the 
milk and vinegar inspector in quarters rented on 
Washington street, and one horse and two wagons con- 
nected therewith; also four horses, four buggies, with 
harnesses, and one sleigh, used by inspectors and the 
Board. 7 

The expenses of this department for the fiscal year 
1900-1901 will be $158,314. The number of persons 
regularly employed in this department on the 31st of 
December, 1900, was 127. . 


HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The experience of this year bears out that of pre- 
vious years; namely, that there is each year an in- 
crease in the number of patients treated. During the 
eleven months of the present year, 11,807 patients 
have been treated, which is 1,038 more than for the 
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corresponding period of last year. The number that 
will be treated for the whole year will probably ex- 
ceed 12,500, which will be 4;% per cent. increase over 
the previous year. The number of out-patients has 
also increasetl, but to a less degree than the ward 
patients. 

The principal events in the Hospital during the 
past year are as follows: 

The Vose House for Nurses, which was completed 
at the close of last year, was furnished and occupied 
at the beginning of the present hospital year, and was 
thrown open to a public visit in the month of April. 
This building proves to be one of the most valuable 
acquisitions to the present buildings. 

When the nurses were transferred from the Nurses’ 
Home to the Vose House, the Home was given a 
thorough overhauling in the way of repairs,. which 
had been allowed to go for several vears practically 
without any attention. This building is occupied by 
probationers in the Training School and by the upper 
domestics, and. gives more desirable accommodations 
than were heretofore possible. 

The Hospital kitchen has been reconstructed and 
enlarged to meet the wants of the enlarged Hospital. 
and is eminently satisfactory in the result. This work 
was done from the Wyman Building Fund. 

The surgical elevator has been installed in the Surgi- 
cal Department. This elevator is a great relief, par- 
ticularly in the transportation of patients. 

The additional appropriation received during the 
year, made possible by the increase of the tax-rate, has 
permitted a large amount of small repairs in various 
directions, that have been so long neglected, and which 
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have been alluded to in the annual reports for several 
years. It will be the continued policy of the Trustees, 
if the appropriations are sufficient, to bring the old 
buildings into a condition of modern improvement to 
compare favorably with the buildings recently con- 
structed. Much more remains to be done in this direc- 
tion. 

The South Department for infectious diseases has 
carried on a very Important part in preserving the 
health of the city, by the large number of patients 
who are treated there. The normal number of beds, 
according to the original plans, is 220; yet the Hospital 
commenced the year with 258 patients, and at the 
present time there are 318. For several months past 
there have been more than 200 patients treated in 
wards originally intended for 110. The crowding of 
the wards, particularly for diphtheria, has cut down 
the cubic capacity of fresh air, and obviously must 
retard the recovery of patients. In addition to this, it 
was found necessary to reject a large number of diph- 
theria patients for want of vacant beds. Patients with 
infectious diseases now willingly seek the Hospital, 
instead of shunning it. Hf this condition continues, 
some relief must be had by way of additional buildings 
for this class of patients. 

The Convalescent Home carries on its usual work, 
the only notable event being the improvement of the 
sewerage, which now enters the Metropolitan sewerage 
system. 

During the year, the Trustees have made contracts 
for building the Relief and Ambulance Station: on the 
land owned by the City in Haymarket square. The 
excavations and foundations are practically completed, 
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but probably it will require a whole year before the 
building is ready for occupation. It is expected that 
this will meet the demand which has been mace upon 
the Hospital for several years, for accommodations of 
this sort in that part of the city. This addition to the 
Hospital Department has been made possible through 
the Wyman Building Fund, the gift of the late Thomas 
T. Wyman. 

There has been no calamity, such as a fire or acci- 
dents during the year, and the Trustees believe that 
never in the history of the Hospital has it done so much 
and important work as during the present year. 


INSANE HOSPITAL. 


There are under the care of the Insane Hospital 
Trustees, seventeen hundred insane patients, twelve 
hundred of whom are boarded in State Institutions, 
and five hundred are in the Boston Insane Hospital 
—an increase the past year in the number of the 
Boston insane of over fifty.

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The appropriation for maintenance at the Boston 
Insane Hospital the past year was $125,000. This 
amount has been expended. No bills remain unpaid. 

The appropriation for the support of the insane in 
State Institutions was $192,000. This amount was in- 
sufficient, and $3,500 was transferred to meet the 
deficit. No bills remain unpaid. 

The appropriation of $16,500 for the electric lhght 
plant was expended, and a deficit was assumed by the 
electrical division.

The weekly cost at the Boston Insane Hospital has 
been $4.86 per patient. 

The expense at the Boston Hospital is necessarily 
greater than at the State Institutions, first, because it 
receives and cares for the excited and infirm patients 
of the Metropolitan District. This class of patients 
requires more attendants and more nursing, is more 
destructive, and calls for a more expensive dietary and 
a greater expense for medicine than do the chronic 
insane. 

Secondly, the Boston Hospital is so arranged that it 
is practically two hospitals, each requiring a staff of 
officers, so that the expenses of adminstration are in- 
creased. With the development of the Hospital, the 
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staff of the Hospital would not have to be materially 
increased, and the expense per patient would decrease. 

Thirdly, it has been necessary to expend large sums 
the past year, to make long-neglected repairs. 

The Hospital is now lighted with electricity, and 
the laundry has been equipped with electrical apparatus, 
so that it has been possible to do away with the danger- 
ous gasolene plant. 

Permanent roads are being built, and trees and 
shrubs planted under the direction of a competent land- 
scape gardener. Swamp land hitherto useless is being 
gradually reclaimed with the assistance of the patients. 

The needs of the Hospital are more land and more 
buildings.

INSTITUTIONS REGISTRATION. 


The Institutions Registration Department is not only 
carrying on the work already adopted, but is extending 
its influence and co-operation to the other co-ordinate 
Departments. 

By successive stages, the new system of registration, 
begun in the fall of 1899, has, within the present 
year, been extended to the cases coming before the 
Pauper, Insane, Penal, and Overseers of the Poor 
Departments. There are now being assembled in one 
place, in a form convenient for reference, all the 
available data relating to the dependent and delinquent 
classes immediately cared for by the municipality. 
This Department is, therefore, in a fair way to be- 
come an adequate clearing-house for the constantly 
required information regarding the various groups of 
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public charges, as well as a medium for correlating 
and utilizing the information for purposes of public 
enlightenment. The new methods adopted to this 
end have passed the experimental stage, and prove 
adequate for present needs. 

In addition to its greatly increased routine work 
the statistical division is frequently called upon to 
perform various services for other Departments, and 
must meet many requests for information and help 
from outside sources. 

A statistical investigation of some magnitude relat- 
ing to habitual offenders and “rounders” is in progress, 
also a somewhat extensive tabulation and analysis of 
statistics for the Overseers of the Poor. 

The Settlement Division decides all legal settlements, 
and receives applications and prepares papers for com- 
mitment of the insane, and, as Agent of the Pauper 
Institutions Department, all applications for admission 
to almshouses. These cases are investigated, and 
written reports submitted as to the physical, moral and 
pecuniary condition of applicants. Those unable to 
come to the office are visited at their homes, and 
removed thence in the Department ambulance or 
carriage to their destination. 

The policy of excluding the vagrant classes from our 
almshouses is still followed. Since September, 1899, 
124 cases of unworthy and dissipated applicants have 
been complained of in the Municipal Court for 
vagrancy, most of whom were committed , to the State 
Farm. Their fate has been a warning to others, with 
the result that the City is supporting in its almshouses 
at the present time fewer inmates than at any similar 
period for many years. 
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Since April 7, 1900, the Department has issued a 
Weekly Bulletin showing the movement of population 
in all the City Institutions and of the City cases in 
State Institutions. Up to June 16 the Penal, Chil- 
dren’s, Pauper, and Insane Departments only were in- 
cluded in this Bulletin. On that date the Overseers of 
the Poor Department and the Suffolk County Jail were 
added, and on September 22, the Bulletin was still 
further enlarged by the addition of the Police, City 
Hospital, Health, Soldiers’ Relief, and Institutions 
Registration Departments, and the Agency for Dis- 
charged Prisoners. These comprise all the City 
Departments engaged in the disbursement of public 
moneys in the way of public aid. A recent issue of 
the Bulletm shows that during the week ending 
December 22, 1900, Boston fully or partly supported 
12,525 dependents, deficients and delinquents, of whom 
9,172 remained in charge of the City at the close of the 
week. 1,283 of these were in State Institutions, and 
7,889 in City Institutions. This information is now 
available for the first time in the history of Boston.

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LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


This Department has installed durimg the year 1900 
a large number of lamps in new streets, and made 
many changes in the location and method of lighting 
in various sections of the City, which upon investigation 
have been found to be inadequately lighted. The 
square at the South Terminal Station, and the streets 
leading to the same, have had additional lamps installed. 
The hghtimg of the new Charlestown bridge has been 
assumed, and on Main street, Thompson and Hancock 
squares, the arc lamps have been relocated and new 
ones added, so as to overcome the darkness caused by 
the new elevated railway structure. In Washington 
street the arc lamps have been relocated and lowered, 
as the requirements of the elevated structure have made 
it necessary. Summer-street extension and L street 
have been lighted their entire length. The lighting of 
Haymarket square has been improved. 

The main thoroughfares in the outlying sections have 
received special attention by the substitution of arc 
lamps; and fifty-three arc lamps have been added to 
the Franklin Park system. Work has been commenced 
on the lightng of Commonwealth avenue, Brighton. 
Talbot avenue, between Washington and Nightingale 
streets, has been lighted with the Kitson hydro-carbon 
lamps, as an experiment. The several gas companies 
have extended their mains in the various sections, and 
the new Welsbach gas lamps have been substituted for 
the naphtha lamps, and on all new streets lamps have 
been located as far as possible. 

Blue Hill avenue, between Harvard and Walk Hill 
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streets, has been lighted with the new boulevard Wels- 
bach gas lamps. <A considerable number of lamp-posts 
has been reset to line and grade, as required by the 
change of street grades, and a large amount of under- 
ground work has been done.

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MARKET DEPARTMENT. 


The work of the Department has been of a general 
routine nature. Extensive repairs, long needed, have 
been made on that portion of the buildings used for 
market purposes. These are now in good repair, and 
will need only a small outlay during the year 1901. 
The rents have been promptly paid, and the regulations 
for the government of the markets cheerfully complied 
with. The inspection of provisions has been carefully 
attended to, and the Department has been called to 
condemn a much smaller quantity of provisions unfit 
for food than in previous years. During the year a 
permanent awning of iron and glass has been con- 
structed at New Faneuil Hall Market over the base- 
ments occupied by the lessees, at their own expense, 
which was supplemented by the City constructing a 
similar awning over the entrances to the market and 
Faneuil Hall. This has been a great convenience to 
the public as well as to those who use Faneuil Hall, as 
it is a protection from the weather, and has replaced 
the old canvass awnings which were unsightly and con- 
stantly out of repair. In addition, many extensive im- 
provements to the stalls and basements have been made 
by the lessees, which have been of benefit to the build- 
ings. The most pressing need at present is the renovat- 
ing and improving of the toilet facilities in the basement 
of Faneuil Hall Market. The Public Buildings De- 
partment has given this matter considerable thought ; 
plans have been prepared which, if carried out, will 
enable the City to establish a public sanitary in the 
apartments now intended for the use only of the 
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occupants of the market, and will supply a want greatly 
needed in this busy section. At the time of renovating 
Faneuil Hall, arrangements were made for a ladies’ 
toilet-room in the building; but as the apartments are 
placed on the third floor of the building they cannot 
be of practical use until such time as a proper person 
shall be placed in charge of them, whose duty it will 
be to care for them at all hours when the hall is 
open to the public. This will be of great benefit, 
not only to the thousands who annually visit Faneuil 
Hall, but to women employed in the markets, of whom 
there are at present a large number. 

The income from the Market Department for the year 
has been from rents of stalls, cellars and _ outside 
stands, eighty-four thousand nine hundred and ninety- 
nine (84,999) dollars; from weighing fees at City 
Scales (eleven months) five hundred ninety-one and 
roo (591.59) dollars, making a total income of eighty-five 
thousand five hundred ninety and yor (85,590.59) dollars. 
The appropriation for the Department of Markets for 
the year 1900 was ninety-three hundred (9,500) dollars, 
which has been exceeded by thirty and roo (30.28) 
dollars. 


METROPOLITAN BOARDS. 


[From the Auditor of the Commonwealth. ] 


The armory loan which was issued by the Common- 
wealth for the purpose of building armories in the 
City of Boston was $720,000. 

In reference to the abolition of grade crossings loan, 
there has been no further issue of bonds on this 
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loan. The condition of the Commonwealth as regards 
the City of Boston varies somewhat, owing to further 
expenditures on account of grade crossings in the City 
of Boston, and owing to the payment during the year 
1900 of Boston’s assessment on account of certain 
crossings. The Commonwealth is entitled to recover 
from the City of Boston in consequence of the abolition 
of grade crossings from January 1, 1901:

with interest thereon. The interest on Dorchester 
avenue and Congress street is by law 4 per cent. 
per annum. The mterest on Tremont street is 34 
per cent, per annum. ‘These assessments are all made 
up in the Treasury Department, and the interest up 
to the present time has been figured up to and includ- 
ing 1903, so that I shall give you the interest for 
that period only. The time for payment on the 
Dorchester-avenue grade crossing runs from the year 
1900 up to and including 1907. You can very readily 
see that the mterest on these assessments gradually 
decreases, so that it will be an easy matter to estimate 
the probable amount of interest from 1903 up to and 
including 1907. The amount of interest that will be- 
come due from the City of Boston on account of the 
assessment of Dorchester avenue will amount to —

The last of these assessments comes due in 199. 

In reference to the assessment on the grade crossings 
of Tremont street, the interest in 1901 is $16,994.68 ; 
1902, $15,914 38; 1903, $14,834.16. The last assess- 
ment in this grade crossing will become due in 1920. 

Metropolitan Sewerage Loan.—The total issue of 
bonds on account of the Metropolitan Sewerage up to 
date, including what is called the High Level Sewer, is 
$8,265,912. The law provides that one-eighth of this 
amount shall be assessed the first ten years; one-sixth 
the second ten years; one-third the third ten years; and 
the balance in the remaining ten years, the bonds run- 
ning forty years. Under the new assessment, which 
was decided by a Commission appoimted last summer 
and approved by the Court, Boston pays in 1900, on ac- 
count of interest, $28,613.01; sinking-fund require- 
ments, $15,660.52; maintenance, $53,721. This Com- 
mission determined the amount to be paid for the next 
five years; but the amount is lable to vary from year 
to year for the following reasons: 

In the first place, the State has authority to issue 
$3,600,000 worth more of bonds for the High Level 
Sewer ; these bonds when issued, as a rule, bring a 
premium. The premium by law must be used to pay 
interest on the bonds; hence if new bonds are issued 
durmg the year 1901 the premium will reduce the as- 
sessment for interest, but the smking-fund requirements 
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will be increased by such amount as the issue bears to 
the whole. The maintenance charge is not liable to 
be very materially increased. 

Metropolitan Parks. — The total issue of bonds for 
parks and boulevards amounts now to $9,830,000, of 
which $1,512,500, or one-half the boulevard, so called, 
designated on the bonds as Series Two, will be assessed 
upon the State at large; the balance will be assessed 
upon the Metropolitan Parks district. 

During the early part of last summer a Commission 
was appointed to determine the proportion of assess- 
ment for interest, snking-fund requirements and main- 
tenance for the Park system, in accordance with chap- 
ter 419 of the Acts of 1899. This Commission met 
and held a large number of meetings, and finally made 
a report to the Court. There were quite a number of 
cities and towns in the Commonwealth which appeared 
before the Court and objected to the apportionment, but 
the judge before whom this apportionment was sent, 
approved the findings of the Commission. Thereupon, 
one town (I believe the town of Brookline) petitioned 
for a further hearing in the matter before the full bench 
of the Supreme Court. This matter was argued in the 
Supreme Court, as I understand, late in December, and 
as yet no decision has been reached. The decision of 
the Commission so far as Boston is concerned is as fol- 
lows :

This assessment, if sustained by the Supreme Court, 
will be the assessment for the next five years, and will 
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not be changed, except on the issue of new bonds, in 
which case the premium on those bonds will go to pay 
the interest on the same and reduce the assessment for 
interest, but the smking fund will be increased thereby. 
Should the Court sustain the Commission (and it is the 
general opinion that they will, as I understand it) prob- 
ably the assessment next year on December 10 will be 
for two years—the year 1900 and 1901, so that you 
can determine from these figures the probable amount 
that Boston will be called upon to pay on account of 
parks December 10, 1901. 

State Highways. — There has been issued up to the 
present time $3,100,000 worth of bonds for the pur- 
pose of building State highways. The law provides 
that one-quarter of any money expended under the pro- 
visions of this Act, with interest at the rate of three 
per cent. per annum, shall be repaid by Counties to the 
Commonwealth im such reasonable sums and at such 
times within six years thereafter as said commission, 
with the approval of the State Auditor, shall determine. 

Metropolitan Water Loan. — During the year 1900 
there has been $1,000,000 worth of bonds issued on 
account of the Metropolitan Water Loan, making the 
total issue $21,000,000. 

Within the past two or three months there has been 
between the Governor and Council and the City of 
Boston a settlement of Boston’s claim for the taking of 
her water privileges, and I understand by the circular 
of the Metropolitan Water Board that the sum set upon 
is $12,531,000; and Boston having received on ac- 
count $5,000,000 leaves $7,531,000 due Boston. 

The Metropolitan Water Board estimates that these 
water works will cost when finished $39,478,567. 
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They claim in their estimate that the law providing for 
annual assessments is defective, insomuch as the annual 
cost for interest, smking fund and maintenance falls 
short of the total amount necessary.

In 1909 the assessment will be sufficient to pay in- 
terest, sinking fund and maintenance, so that there 
will be no shortage. The total deficiency they refer to 
is $4,554,100. They suggest in their circular some 
provision for this deficiency. In the deficiency they 
report Boston as paying under the existing law, in 
1901, $742,851. It should pay $1,266,809. There 
seem to be but two ways out of this difficulty. One is 
to increase by law the annual assessment. Another 
would be to fix the amount annually that each city and 
town in the district should pay. In view of these facts 
and in view of the uncertainty as to what the present 
Legislature 1s going to do, it is hardly possible to esti- 
mate the amount that Boston will be required to pay, 
but one can very readily see that it will be considerable, 
as in 1902 it will be 19 per cent. more than in 1901; 
in 1903,.29 per cent. more than in 1901; in 1904 it 
will be 36 per cent. more than in 1901. They claim 
that the water income would increase faster than the 
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annual charge for interest, smking fund and mainte- 
nance for 1903, so that 1905 will be the year when the 
expense will be the largest in proportion to the water 
income. Inasmuch as the Legislature has authorized a 
loan of only $27,000,000 it will be necessary for the 
present Legislature to issue at least $13,000,000 more 
during the coming year. 


METROPOLITAN PARKS. 


The total appropriations made by the Legislature to 
date have been $9,830,000, of which $6,205,000 were 
made under the Park Act, $3,025,000 under the Boule- 
vard Act, and $600,000 under the Nantasket Beach 
Act. These appropriations will all be required to pay 
for the takings already made, and construction under 
way or determined upon. The total area of the reserva- 
tions is 9,377 acres. The total length of parkways is 
22 miles. To the latter should be added the Speedway 
section of the Charles River Reservation, two miles in 
length, which has been built out of the Boulevard 
‘appropriations. Among the principal land takings of 
the year has been the acquirement of the banks of the 
Neponset river, including substantially all of the banks 
in Boston from the Hyde Park line at Mattapan to 
the Granite avenue bridge at Neponset, a distance 
of 3.41 miles. Fuller’s Wharf on the Charles river at 
Brighton has been purchased at the request of the 
Mayors of Cambridge and Boston, as private ownership 
of this property was an obstacle to the proposition to 
build the new West Boston bridge without a draw. 
This plan has now been authorized by the United 
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States authorities. Nantasket Beach has also been 
acquired under the authorization of a special act of the 
Legislature. 

The principal work of construction has been the 
building of the Revere Beach Parkway to sub-grade 
from Main street in Everett to Mill street, Revere. 
Plans are being prepared, and an appropriation 1s 
available for completing this portion of the parkway 
during the coming year, so that with the rebuilding 
of the Malden bridge a broad and comfortable road- 
way will be provided from Sullivan square in Charles- 
town to Revere beach. As soon as the contemplated 
bridge and roadway from the Poimt of Pines to Lynn 
is built a continuous and agreeable means of com- 
munication will be provided from the thickly popu- 
lated portion of Boston to the whole North Shore 
and beyond. ‘The wall and roadway between Grover’s 
Cliff and Great Head in Winthrop were finished last 
spring. The Charles River Speedway has been im- 
proved by the construction of a half-mile exit, and the 
work upon this section of the reservation substantially 
completed. Just across the river in Cambridge a 
parkway has been constructed from Gerry's Landing 
to Fresh pond. This parkway is a link in the pro- 
posed parkway for connecting the Boston and Cam- 
bridge park systems with the Mystic Valley Parkway, 
and thus with the westerly section of the Middlesex 
Fells. The Blue Hills Parkway, which continues Blue 
Hill avenue from Mattapan square directly into the 
heart of the Blue Hills Reservation, is now completed 
from the Neponset river, the boundary between Bos- 
ton and Milton to Canton avenue. Plans have been 
prepared and bids are about to be obtained for build- 
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ing a substantial stone bridge over the river, which 
will suitably connect Blue Hill avenue and the park- 
way. At present the line between Milton and Boston 
passes through the middle of the wooden bridge which 
is to be replaced by the new one. This bridge is in 
a precarious condition, and has been for several years a 
source of anxiety to the officials of the City and the 
Town. Under an understanding arrived at between the 
representatives of the City and this Commission before 
the necessary legislation was obtained this bridge is 
to be built by this Commission out of funds appro- 
priated therefor by the last Legislature. The City is 
to provide the land on the Boston side for the bridge 
abutments which, with the whole of the bridge, is to 
become a part of the parkway. The building of this 
bridge would seem to demand a proper grading of 
Mattapan square, and a speedy completion of the 
widening of Blue Hill avenue between Walk Hill 
street and the square, according to the plans adopted 
by the City, and for which appropriations have already 
been made. ‘This would also involve the carrying out 
of the decree already approved for the separation of 
the crossmg of Blue Hill avenue and the tracks of 
the Midland ;, Division of the N.Y., N.H. & H. R.R. 
The completion of these improvements will furnish a 
magnificent parkway from Grove Hall to the Blue 
Hills Reservation, which will thus become easily acces- 
sible to the whole southern section of Boston. 

The Special Commission, appointed by the Supreme 
Court to fix the proportion in which the towns and 
cities of the Metropolitan Parks District shall pay to 
the State Treasurer the amount required annually to 
meet sinking-fund and interest requirements and cost 
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of maintenance of the system, have filed their award. 
The proportion of Boston under the Park Act was 
fixed by the original act for the first five years at 50 
per cent. This is less than would have been required 
of Boston under an apportionment on the basis of valu- 
ation or population, the Legislature having apparently 
taken into consideration the value of the park work 
already done by the city. The Boulevard Act provides 
that one-half of the cost shall be paid out of the State 
tax, but no provision is made by the Statute as to what 
proportion Boston shall bear of the remaining 950 per 
cent. The Apportionment Commission, however, has 
followed the analogy of the Park Act, and has fixed 
the proportion to be paid by Boston under the Boule- 
vard and Nantasket Acts at 50 per cent. The award 
of the Apportionment Commission has not been finally 
accepted, but it is now before the full Supreme Court 
on appeals, taken by the towns of Brookline and West- 
wood. If the award is sustained, the State Treasurer 
estimates the amount to be paid by Boston annually 
for the next five years to be $258,961.59. 


METROPOLITAN SEWERS. 


The Metropolitan Sewerage District embraces, in 
whole or in part, 24 cities and towns (Boston among 
the number), of which the included area amounts to 
187 square miles, with a present population of 700,- 
000. It consists of two main divisions, located gener- 
ally north and south of the Charles river, and known 
respectively as the North and South Metropolitan 
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Districts, of which the former covers 85 and the latter 
102 square miles. The City of Boston is represented 
by an area of 3.5 square miles (with an estimated 
population of 94,000) in the North Metropolitan, and 
by 20.9 square miles (with an estimated population of 
112,000) in the South Metropolitan District, a total of 
24.4 square miles, inhabited by 206,000 persons. The 
proportions of area and population due to the City of 
Boston in the North Metropolitan District are respect- 
ively 3 per cent. and 21 per cent. The corresponding 
figures for the South Metropolitan District are 20 per 
cent. and 44 per cent., and for the entire district 13 
per cent. and 29 per cent. 

The North Metropolitan District has been extended 
during the year by chapter 172 of the legislative Acts 
of 1900, which provides for the mclusion of that part 
of the town of Wakefield not previously within the 
metropolitan area. Works for giving effect to this 
act, for which an appropriation of $175,000 was made, 
are now under construction. Chapter 184 of the Acts 
of 1900 provided an appropriation of $90,000 for the 
construction of relief sewers in Chelsea and Everett. 
No increase of area is involved herein. These relief 
sewers are now under construction. 

In the South Metropolitan District large works of 
sewer construction known as the High Level System 
“are now in progress, under the authority of chapter 
424, Acts of 1899, which appropriated $4,600,000, 
with the object of providing an independent outfall, 
off Nut Island, for the whole of the South Metropol- 
itan District. At the close of the official year of the 
Commission (September 30, 1900) five miles of this 
system, out of a total of sixteen miles, had been con- 
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tracted for. The work is being vigorously prose- 
cuted. 

On the same date the total expenditures upon 
metropolitan sewerage systems were as follows:

Unexpended balances, amounting in all to $4,512,399, 
were available. The total length of metropolitan 
sewers was about seventy-two miles. About 770 miles 
of local sewers, owned and operated by contributary 
cities and towns, were connected with the system. 

The ratios in which individual cities and towns 
shall contribute to meet the expenses of construction 
and maintenance are determined at intervals of five 
years by separate apportionment commissions, ap- 
pointed by the Supreme Judicial Court for each of the 
two districts. The latest award for the North Metro- 
politan District, dated October 16, 1896, established 
ratios of contribution for the years 1896-1900, in- 
clusive. The City of Boston’s assessment was at the 
rate of 18.96 per cent. of the total on that district for 
interest and sinking-fund requirements, and 22.82 per 
cent. of the total required for maintenance. An award, 
dated June 1, 1900, establishes the ratios for the 
South Metropolitan District for the years 1900-1904, 
inclusive. The:contribution by the City of Boston is 
therein fixed at 42.42 per cent. of the total for in- 
terest and sinking fund, and at 43.50 per cent. of the 
requirements for maintenance. 

On this basis, the payments by the city of Boston for 
the current year will be as follows : 7

METROPOLITAN WATER. 


The work of building the Wachusett Reservoir has 
been carried on during the year, and the soil has been 
removed from about one-third of the area of 64 square 
miles to be included within the limits of the reservoir, 
the larger part of the soil being used in the construction 
of the North dike which is to flank the main masonry 
dam on the north. A contract has been made for build- 
ing the main dam, and the necessary excavations have 
been nearly completed and preparations made for a 
vigorous prosecution of the work during the coming 
season. , 

The new low-service pumping-station at Chestnut 
Hill has been substantially finished, as well as the new 
pumping-station at the Spot pond, and four large new 
pumping-engines have been put in operation. 

Spot pond has been enlarged and improved for the 
purposes of a storage and distributing reservoir. It is 
now made an efficient factor for the supply of the Dis- 
trict, and has been so increased in capacity as to contain 
1,800,000,000 gallons in storage within the District, 
ready for use in case of emergency or accident. 

Considerable other construction work has _ been 
carried on in various portions of the District. . 

The expenditures during the year 1900 for the con- 
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struction of new works have amounted to about 
$2,055,000. 

The Board has carried on the work of supplying water 
for distribution to all the nine cities and eight towns 
included within the District, with the exception of two, 
which still maintain their own systems of water supply, 
and the larger part of tbe water has been supplied at 
increased pressure by means of pumping. The amount 
of water thus supplied during the past year has a little 
exceeded 94,000,000 gallons per day. The expendi- 
tures incurred for operation and maintenance during 
the year have amounted to about $295,000. 

The petition brought by the City of Boston for the 
determination of its damages under the Metropolitan 
Water Act has been settled by an agreement entered 
into by the City Solicitor of the City of Boston and the 
Attorney-General of the Commonwealth, by which the 
entire damages are fixed at $12,531,000, so that the 
City of Boston is to be paid $7,531,000 in addition to 
the $5,000,000 already paid to the City on account. 
This sum does not, however, include the amount of 
$1,154,776.84 which was paid the City of Boston in 
reimbursement for the expenditures made by the City in 
beginning the construction of the Sudbury Reservoir. 

The Board has deemed it necessary to begin the con- 
struction of an additional aqueduct for conveying water 
from the Sudbury Reservoir to the Metropolitan 
District. The State Board of Health declared that such 
an aqueduct would be required within a period of ten 
years from 1895, and estimated its cost at a little less 
than $5,000,000. No appropriation, however, was 
made in the Act for this purpose. 

The State Board of Health, in its report to the Leg- 
islature of the year 1895, recommended a scheme for 
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Metropolitan Water Works, which it estimated would 
cost. $19,045,800. The Metropolitan Water Act as 
passed, however, required the Board not only to carry 
out the scheme as recommended, but also required the 
Board to assume and complete the construction of the 
Sudbury Reservoir, and to take the main works of water 
supply of the City of Boston, and of the cities of Malden, 
Medford and Melrose at Spot pond. No estimate was 
made of the additional amount which would thus be 
required, but the Legislature in the Act authorized the 
issue of bonds for the payment of the operations of the 
Board as might be required, to an amount not exceed- 
ing a lump sum of $27,000,000. 

The Board has thus far kept within the original esti- 
mates, and believes that the works embraced in the 
original scheme will be completed within’ the 
$19,049,800 estimated by the State Board of Health. 
The Board has expended on account of the Sudbury 
Reservoir, which was not included in the original esti- 
mate, $2,919,767, and has paid, on acconnt, to the City 
of Boston for its works taken, for which also no esti- 
mate was made, the sum of $5,000,000. These pay- 
ments and requirements will absorb substantially all of 
the $27,000,000 already appropriated. 

In order now to go on and complete the additional 
aqueduct, the construction of which was anticipated but 
not provided for, and to pay the further sum agreed 
upon to be paid to the City of Boston in settlement of 
its claims, there will therefore be required an additional 
Metropolitan Water Loan of about $12,500,000. 

A considerable sum in addition will also be re- 
quired, if no change is: made in the amounts of the 
annual assessments required to be paid by the various 
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cities and towns in the District, in order to meet the 
cost of maintenance and operation of the works, in- 
terest on the loans, and the requirements of the sink- 
ing fund provided for to defray the whole cost of the 
works. These assessments began only in the year 
1898, and, according to the plan adopted in the Act, 
will be for several years entirely adequate to meet 
the annual requirements ; so that the deficiency arising 
in the first eight or ten years will have to be made 
up by increasing the ultimate total mdebtedness or 
loan. To meet this deficiency, it 1s estimated that 
the amount of the loans ultimately necessary will have 
to be increased by about $4,500,000. 

The Board believes that it would be much wiser for 
the District to adopt the “pay as you go” policy and 
obtain legislation by which the amount of the annual — 
assessments upon the cities and towns shall be made 
sufficient to meet the annual requirements for main- 
tenance, interest and the sinking-fund, and thus avoid 
a deficiency which will have to be provided for by 
increased loans. 

Under the Act, as it stands, the total of the as- 
sessments for the District for the year 1901 will be 
$900,000, of which Boston’s share will be $742,851. 
If, on the other hand, the amount necessary to meet all 
the year’s requirements is assessed, the total assess- 
ment of the District for the year 1901 will, as esti- 
mated, amount to $1,534,800, of which Boston will 
be called upon to pay $1,266,809. 

The Board has felt compelled to call the attention 
of the municipalities included within the District to 
the great increase from year to year in the use of 
water. ‘The consumption of water has risen from 73.3 
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gallons daily per person in 1890, to 112.9 gallons per 
person in 1900, an increase in the ten years of 54 
per cent. The Board has asked that especial atten- 
tion be given by the various municipalities to the 
regulation of water rates, and to the abuses which 
may arise from the improper use of hose and other 
appliances, and from defective fixtures. It is a ques- 
tion for the municipalities to consider whether it may 
not be wise to seek for legislation by which in some 
manner it shall become a matter of direct interest to 
each city and town to place reasonable restrictions 
upon the use of water within its own limits.

While the monthly reduction seems to have stopped, 
there has been no increase from the reduced numbers. 
Many of the beneficiaries are aged people who will re- 
quire to be relieved as long as they live, while many 
others are widows with young children needing aid 
until the children become of an age to be wage earners. 

In addition to caring for the poor at their homes, and 
paying for such care given to our poor residing in other, 
cities and towns of the Commonwealth, the Board has 
charge of Charity Building; the Temporary Home for 
Women and Children in Chardon street; and the Lodge 
for Wayfarers and the woodyard on Hawkins street. 

The Charity Building was erected to bring together 
public and private charitable agencies, and to secure 
greater co-operation between them, and thus prevent 
duplication and waste. The rooms in the building are 
all occupied, and the desired co-operation is secured. 
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The Temporary Home provides temporarily shelter 
and food for homeless women while seeking employ- 
ment or friends, and for children until permanent pro- 
vision can be made for them. 

The Lodge for Wayfarers shelters and feeds men who 
are out of employment and temporarily homeless, and 
who make some return for the relief granted by work- 
ing in the woodyard connected with the Lodge. 

The Overseers of the Poor as Trustees have charge 
of various funds left by charitable people for “ those 
who have seen better days,” the income of which is 
disbursed in accordance with the wishes of the donors 
of the funds. The income from these funds has been 
reduced by the necessity for investing the proceeds of 
city securities which have fallen due, in city securities 
bearing less interest, and the usefulness of the funds 
has been correspondingly lessened. 

The Board continues to collect a considerable sum 
from the Commonwealth and from various cities and 
towns for the care of persons in the City Hospital who 
have no claim on the City of Boston.

PARK DEPARTMENT. 


At the close of the year 1599 careful estimates of 
the cost of finishing the parks showed that a further 
expenditure of $250,000 would substantially complete 
the parks proper. This estimate did not provide for 
the completion of the West Roxbury Parkway, or for 
any work of construction in the playgrounds. It did 
provide for all work in the nature of construction in 
every part of the system, including much-needed sani- 
tary buildings, shelters, tool-houses, and all other build- 
ings. In the estimate was included the purchase of 
loam needed for new plantations, the care of young 
plantations for at least two years after the trees are 
planted, and the proper care of natural woodlands 
throughout the parks where such work had not been 
previously undertaken. 

Of the $250,000 asked for this Department received 
$25,000. Of this sum about $9,000 has been used in 
building a culvert between the Parkway and Woodman 
street in Jamaica Plain, to connect at Woodman street 
with the sewer now being constructed by the Street 
Department to provide for the overflow of Goldsmith 
brook, one of the feeders of Stony brook. This culvert 
has been urgently needed for many years to carry off 
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the water which annually floods parts of the Arnold 
Arboretum, injuring and often killing the trees, and 
interfering with one of the city drives through the 
Arboretum. | 

The work of planting has been continued throughout 
the parks on as extensive a scale as the small amount 
of money at disposal would allow. This has been the 
principal and most important work of the year, and , 
some progress has been made in extending and im- 
proving the plantations. The Commission believes that 
this is the most important work now to be done in the 
parks, and feels that any further delay of planting will 
be a serious misfortune, in depriving the people of 
their best enjoyment of the parks. The small amount 
of money at the disposal of the Commission made it 
impossible to cultivate thoroughly all the new planta- 
tions during the past summer. 

The City supplied $25,000 this year for Playground 
construction. This was applied to the preparing of 
several Playgrounds for use, the work being simply 
that of grading, the preparation of loam beds for 
bordering trees, and the provision of drainage and 
water, as follows: 

The new Columbus-avenue playground, containing 
nearly five acres, has been graded, water and drainage 
pipes have been laid in the grounds, and loam beds 
prepared for the planting of the trees. Part of the 
playground is now flooded for skating. 

At Roslindale playground, containing three and 
seven-tenths acres, a conduit has been built, which 
carries the brook below the ground, grading has been 
nearly completed, and loam beds for the bordering trees 
have been made. ‘The grounds are now flooded for 
skating. 
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At the Charlestown playground, consisting of four- 
teen acres, largely reclaimed from Mystic river by 
fillmg the flats, the filling will be, completed during 
this winter. ‘he grounds have been partly graded, 
bordering tree spaces have been dug and filled with 
loam in readiness for planting. The grounds are now 
flooded for skating. 

At Savin Hill beach a dyke has been constructed, 
which more than doubles the depth of the beach and 
shuts out tide water from the marsh behind. 

At Rogers park, Brighton, a playground of seven 
acres, the grounds have been fenced and tile-drained. 

North Brighton playground, of fourteen acres, has 
been tile-drained. | 

At the Christopher Gibson playground, Dorchester, a 
shelter and sanitary building was completed out of 
the appropriation of 1899. The tree beds have been 
prepared in readiness for planting the bordering shade 
trees in the spring. The grading of the triangular | 
piece of the playground has been completed, and its 
surface flooded for skating. 

There is need of money for sanitary and shelter 
buildings in the playgrounds, and also for fencing. 

With the appropriation of $75,000 for park con- 
struction, favored by the two branches of the City 
Council, it would be possible to complete the planting 
throughout the parks, to provide a sufficient quantity 
of loam to do this planting in a thorough manner, to 
finish various small pieces of work which have -been 
begun and suspended for lack of funds. It will not 
provide the much-needed shelter and sanitary build- 
ings, nor the completion of the small park, north of 
Beacon street, between Charlesgate East and Charles- — 
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gate West. The Commission believes that an appro- 
priation of not less than $150,000, which would enable 
it to close next year the park construction account, 
would be more economical and more for the public 
interest than the postponment of this work and the 
keeping open of the construction account. 


PAUPER INSTITUTIONS. 


The annual appropriation for the Boston Almshouse 
at Long Island for the current year was $116,000; the 
sum of $2,448 was received from the United States Goy- 
ernment for the board of soldiers in 1898; making a 
total of $118,448 for the expenses at Long Island. The 
expenditures for Long Island, to date, are $117,421.32 ; 
leaving a balance of $1,026.68. This balance will be 
applied to a special draft, which will be required before 
the close of the financial year. 

For the Almshouse for Women and Aged Couples 
at Charlestown the appropriation for the year was 
$15,000, and the expenditures to date have amounted 
to $13,254.19. Of the balance ($1,745.81), $600 has 
been transferred, with the approval of the City Auditor, 
to the Office Expense Account, and the remainder will 
be applied, durmg the present financial year, to the 
purchase of supplies for the institution. 

For the Office Expense Account, the appropriation 
was $4,000, which was insufficient to meet the ex- 
penses. As stated above, a transfer of $600 was made 
from the Charlestown Almshouse appropriation. The 
amount standing in the name of this appropriation 
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being thus increased to $4,600. The expenditures to 
date are $4,567.58, leaving a balance of $32.42. A 
larger appropriation for this division is urgently 
needed, the office expenses being kept at a lower figure 
than is really commensurate with the needs of the 
Department. — 

The Pauper Expense Account varies from year to 
year, according to the number of persons properly in the 
charge of the City of Boston, but boarded in other 
towns or cities of the Commonwealth. The appropria- 
tion for the year was $1,500, of which $1,203.75 has 
been spent, and the balance, $296.25, will be trans- 
ferred, with the approval of the City Auditor, to the 
Account of the steamer “ John Howard.” 

For the steamer “ John Howard,” the amount appro- 
priated was $8,500, a sum insufficient to meet the un- 
usual expenses incurred by the boat for coal and re- 
pairs. A transfer from the Pauper Expense Account, 
mentioned above, will bring the amount to $8,796.25. 
Of this amount, $5,602.93 has been expended. For 
repairs and extraordinary expenses $3,000 has been 
spent; making a total expenditure of $8,602.95. <A 
balance of $193.22 remains on hand. As the unusual 
expenses incurred by the boat will not, in all proba- 
bility, occur again, the amount asked for the steamer 
“ John Howard” for the year beginning February 1, 
1901, is $1,500 less than the amount actually expended 
during the current year. 

Of the special appropriations for this Department, 
$21,894.46 has been expended towards the completion 
of the work at the new Power House. 

For the Salt-Water Fire Service, the balance at the 
beginning of the year was $5,579.75, of which 
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$5,035.78 has been expended, leaving a balance on 
hand of $543.97. 

The appropriation of $5,000 for providing a Cattle 
Tie-up at Long Island, was found inadequate for the 
expense of erecting such a building, and of the amount 
only $14.04 has been expended for blue-prints, plans, 
etc. 

Of the amount appropriated for the erection of 
buildings in connection with the expenditure of the 
Randidge Fund for picnics for poor children, the 
amount of appropriation on hand at the beginning of 
the current year was $794.05, no part of which has 
been expended. 

Concerning the population in the Pauper Institutions, 
on the first of February, 1900, there were at the 
Boston Almshouse and Hospital on Long Island 650 
inmates; at the Almshouse for Women and Aged 
Couples in Charlestown there were 102 inmates. On 
December 24, 1900, the population atthe Boston Alms- 
house and Hospital was 613, and at the Almshouse in 
Charlestown 97. ‘The slight difference in the popula- 
tion between the two years will be noted. 

Since February 1, 1900, there have been 598 admis- 
sions to the Boston Almshouse and Hospital at Long 
Island, and 39 admissions to the Almshouse in Charles- 
town. ‘This covers a period of not quite eleven months, 
including December 24. | 

The needs of the City for the Department of Pauper 
Institutions are chiefly as follows: 


1. A new wing for the Hospital at Long Island, imper- 
atively needed for the isolation of tuberculous or other con- 
tagious cases. 
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2. A Nurses’ Home, which has become a necessity of the 
Hospital, as the present accommodations for nurses are 
wholly inadequate. 

3. Fire Escapes for the Charlestown Almshouse. The 
City cannot afford to take the risk of leaving nearly one 
hundred old and helpless people with no provision but 
wooden staircases as a means of escape in case of fire. 

4. <A suitable coal-shed at Long Island for the protection 
of the City’s property, which is at present exposed to weather — 
and depredations from outside. 

5. Fire Hose for the steamer “ John Howard,” as a pro- 
tection to Long Island and the adjacent islands in the 
harbor. 

6. The interests of the City demand that the new and 
expensive power-house and the salt-water fire system should 
be completed, to the end that they may be maintained in the 
best order and condition. An appropriation for this purpose 
is desired. 


PENAL INSTITUTIONS. 


The institutions of this Department are the Houses 
of Correction of Suffolk County, located at South 
Boston and Deer Island. 

The South Boston institution is to be removed as 
soon as the necessary appropriation can be made for 
the construction of new buildings. Consequently no 
more money should be appropriated than is absolutely 
necessary for the proper maintenance of the 418 men 
and 79 women there. | 

The Deer Island institution contains 745 men and 
230 women. The greatest need at present is for a new 
buildmg for the proper accommodation of women 
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prisoners. This building will be started upon as soon 
as the necessary appropriation 1s forthcoming. The con- 
tagious ward of the hospital is nearing completion, and 
a new operating room has just been added. A sufficient 
appropriation is needed to repair the wharf at Deer 
Island, as many of the piles have rotted, and replank- 
ing of the whole wharf is needed. A further extension 
of the electric lighting system is necessary. A new 
water main has been laid across Shirley Gut, which 
gives a better supply of water for the island. 

Owing to the passage of the law requiring that sixty 
hours constitute a week’s labor for officers in public 
institutions, it will be necessary to ask for a larger 
appropriation for the next year’s work, owing to the 
increased number of officers and matrons required to 
conform to the law. 

The Steamer ‘‘J. Putnam Bradlee,’ connected with 
this Department, has been in active service for the past 
twenty-five years and requires a considerable outlay 
each year to keep her in proper condition. It 
seems to me expedient that a new and more modern 
boat be built for the harbor institutions. A contract 
for the erection of new buildings on Eastern Avenue 
Wharf has been awarded.

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On November 30 there were 81 vacancies, viz.: 52 
patrolmen, 28 reserve men, and 1 assistant keeper. 
During the year 212 officers were appointed (including 
106 reserve men), 6 discharged, 5 resigned, 19 retired 
on pension, and 11 died. 

To police the parks during the past year it took a 
permanent force of 52 men, consisting of one lieuten- 
ant, 5 sergeants, 48 patrolmen, 6 men mounted on 
bicycles and 12 on horses. To aid this force, details 
were made on Sundays, holidays and special occasions, 
aggregating 821 men, and consisting of 2 heutenants, 
30 sergeants, 735 patrolmen and 656 reserve men. 

On the Ist of December, 1899, there were 92 horses 
in the service. During the year. 13 were sold and ex- 
changed, 13 were purchased, and one died. At the 
present time there are 91 in service. 

The number of arrests for the year 1s 53,655, being a 
decrease of 6,105 from last year, and 10,058 less than 
the average for the past five years. There were 18,601 
persons arrested for drunkenness, being 5,274 less than 
last year and 8,811 less than the average for the past 
five years. Of this decrease in drunkenness this year 
23.24 per cent. were males and 13.46 per cent. females. 

The nine police ambulances are stationed in Divisions 
dee Oi 10, P1183, 14, 1d,and: 16. “Ambulanee No: 
1 made 418 runs and conveyed 361 persons to the hospi- 
tals, 10 home, and 25 to other places. Ambulance No. 
2 made 32> runs, and conveyed 504 persons to the hos- 
pitals, 10 home, and 11 to other places. Ambulance 
No. 5 made 116 runs, and conveyed 92 persons to hos- 
pitals, 14 home, and 4 to other places. Ambulance No. 
4 made 61 runs, and conveyed 45 persons to the hos- 
pitals, 9 home, and 4 to other places. Ambulance No. 
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5 made 51 runs, and conveyed 40 persons to hospitals, 
6 home, and 3 to other places. Ambulance No. 6 made 
539 runs, and conveyed 28 persons to the hospitals, 8 
home, and 1 to another place. Ambulance No. 7 made 
187 runs, and conveyed 144 persons to the hospital, 
15 home, and 3 to other places. Ambulance No. 8 
made 202 runs, and conveyed 162 persons to the hospi- 
tals, 21 home, and 6 to other places. Ambulance No. 9 
made 195 runs, and conveyed 170 persons to the hospi- 
tals, 13 home, and 2 to other places. Ambulance No. 
10 went into service November 16, 1900, made 2 runs, 
and conveyed 2 persons to a hospital. 

Requisitions were made on the City Council for the 
sum of $1,720,959.97 to meet the running expenses of 
the Department, including the pensioned police officers, 
house of detention, station-house, matrons, liquor 
license expenses, and police signal system, for the 
present financial year. } 

The total expenditures for police purposes during the 
past year, including the pensions, house of detention, 
station-house matrons, and liquor license expenses, but 
exclusive of the maintenance of the police signal 
system, were $1,594,667.54. From this should be 
deducted the amount received for uniform cloth, etc., 
and paid into the treasury, $12,948.52, leaving the net 
cost for maintaining the Department $1,581,719.02. 

‘The total revenue paid into the City Treasury from 
fees for licenses over which the police have supervision, 
was $1,552,175.55. 

The cost of maintaining the police signal system dur- 
ing the year was $55,280.48.

PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 


The number of employees now engaged in this De- 
partment is 109, allotted to the different branches of 
the business, as follows: Composing-room, 61; press- 
room, 30; proof-room, 8; office, 7; Superintendent, 
Assistant Superintendent, and Purchasing Agent. The 
above number comprises the permanent staff of em- 
ployees. 

The work of the Department at certain seasons of 
the year necessitates the temporary employment of a 
large number of compositors, especially durmg the 
printing of the Assessors and Voting Lists. During 
the busy seasons the force in the composing-room is 
generally augmented to 1265. 

Employees are chosen for their reliability and com- 
petency to perform the different grades of work done 
in the Department. Good salaries are paid, and the 
customs of the several unions affiliated with the Allied 
Printing Trades are observed. 

The financial statement from February 1 to Decem- 
ber 31, 1900, shows a net balance in favor of the De- 
partment of $15,492.19.

It was found expedient to revise the prices, to com- 
ply with the conditions under which the Department 
works. A new price list was made, and went into 
effect on Sept. 1, 1900. Itwas previously submitted to 
J. Stearns Cushing, Esq., of the Norwood Press; 
James Berwick, Esq., of the firm of Messrs. Berwick & 
Smith; and Richard L. Tweed, Esq., formerly Superin- 
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tendent of the State Printing Office, all experts in their 
respective branches of the printing business. 

The old contract system established years ago, which 
applied to the different grades of work at that time, is 
obsolete. The present price list, which shows a varia- 
tion in prices (some higher and some lower) has proved 
more equitable and satisfactory, and compared with the 
old price list, shows as a whole, a material reduction in 
prices from the previous system. ; 

When the old contract was made, ten hours consti- 
tuted a day’s work. The Department is now working 
under an eight-hour law, with the additional expense 
of the half-holidays on Saturday (six months in the 
year) and all legal and special holidays, for all of which 
the men are paid. , 

Against private concerns averaging perhaps nine 
hours per day, or 2,808 hours per year (holidays not 
paid for), at the average rate of $16.50 per week, or 
303 cents per hour, the Municipal Department, working 
eight hours per day, Saturdays until 12 o’clock for 
six months, until 5 o’clock the other six months, 305 
working days, or 2,392 hours, at $16.50 per week, 
would pay 36 cents per hour; add eight holidays, that 
the employees are paid for, $23.04 each, making 
37 cents per hour for the year. As labor is by far 
the largest item of cost mvolved in the printing 
business, it will be seen that the Municipal Department, 
owing to the fewer number of hours worked therein, 
is practically paying twenty per cent. more for wages. 

With the exception of about seven weeks, this 
Department was run on a 9-hour basis during the pre- 
vious year. Compared with the hours now worked in 
the Department, which is one hour less a day than 
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those worked the previous year, to which must also be 
added a half-holiday on Saturdays for three extra 
months, making in all a half-holiday for six months of 
the year on Saturdays, there appears an increase in the 
pay-roll of about $8,500.

The present rooms occupied by the Department, 152 
Purchase street, were taken possession of finally in 
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January, 1900, the Plant and offices having been re- 
moved from 611 Washington street, the time con- 
sumed in the removal being about one month, and the 
attendant expense, including repairs, alterations, and 
fittings, amounting to $5,313.43. Of that amount, 
$275 was taken from last year’s appropriation, the 
balance $5,038.43, was paid from the appropriation of 
this year. 

The present quarters of the Department, containing 
14,000 square feet of floor space, are leased by the 
City for a term of six years, beginning January 1, 
1900, and ending on December 31, 1905. The rent is 
$4,200 per year, including heat and power furnished 
by the lessor.

This Department has the care and custody of build- 
ings in use for City offices, market purposes, halls 
for public meetings, and the several County buildings ; 
also rented buildings, or parts of the same, for City 
offices, County Courts, ward-rooms, and armories ; also 
contracting for, and supplying of, the fuel for all 
Departments of the City and County, not otherwise 
provided for; it also has the care and custody of 
the Ambulance Station, South Boston. The Architect 
Division, formerly connected with the Engineering 
Department, was made a division of this Department 
on May 11, 1900.

In May of this year a careful examination and 
report was made of the condition of the different build- 
Ings, armories, and ward-rooms in charge of this 
Department, and it was found that little or no repairs 
had been made on some of the buildings for a number 
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of years; im some cases they presented a dilapidated 
appearance; In numerous instances the plumbing was 
old, and not in keeping with the sanitary requirements 
of the present time. 

As these buildings are rented to tenants, or used for 
armories, etc., every effort was made to put the same 
in proper condition, and in consideration of the amount 
expended for this purpose this year a good showing 
has been made. If sufficient money is appropriated to 
this Department for the year 1901-1902 for this pur- 
pose, every endeavor will be used to have all the 
buildings put in proper condition. 

In former years the repairs on buildings occupied by 
the Police, Fire, School, and Street Departments were 
handled by this Department. For the past three or 
four years it has been the custom for the City Govern- 
ment to grant appropriations to these several Depart- 
ments, to be expended for repairs, etc., which they 
have handled themselves. As it is clearly the intent 
to have all repair work on municipal buildings looked 
after by this Department, and as this office is fully 
equipped to do the work, it 1s suggested that in future, 
if the matter can be arranged, such appropriations be 
expended, and the work handled, by this Department.

Early in the present year an examination of the 
Electrical Construction Division and Repairs Division 
was made, and both were ordered to close up their busi- 
ness as soon as possible. With the exception of out- 
standing bills to the amount of $11,588.03, due by 
other City .departments, the same has been accom- 
plished. It is expected that early in 1901 will see the 
final closing of both divisions. 

The Ambulance Station is situated on land owned by 
the Carney Hospital; the buildmg was completed, and 
service began in May of this year. It has proved to 
be a benefit to the residents of that section of the City, 
the ambulance being in use continually; up to the 
12th of December nearly 300 calls had been answered. 

The Architect Division, formerly of the Engineering 
Department, was transferred to this Department in 
May of this year, the duties and work of the office 
continuing along the same lines as during the past 
three years. It is the purpose of the division to 
furnish sketches and estimates, and to act in an 
advisory capacity to the several departments of the 
City on all matters pertaining to the construction and 
equipment of buildings, and every effort has been made 
to make the office a competent reference bureau, duly 
equipped to furnish full and reliable information in all 
such matters. 
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Practically all departments have availed themselves 
of the services of the division during the year, and an 
even more general reference of all the City’s building 
matters-to some such office would result in a saving of 
money, more thorough work, and a still more consistent 
and far-seeing building policy than obtains under 
present methods. 

The number of men employed is 60, and they may 
be classified as follows: Superintendent, 1; deputy 
superintendent, 1; secretary, 1; clerk, 1; inspectors, 
2; superintendent of janitors, 1; weigher, 1; office 
boy, 1; engineers, 2; firemen, 4; janitors, 41; carpen- 
ters, 2; electricians, 2.

PUBLIC GROUNDS DEPARTMENT. 


Owing to a liberal appropriation the Department was 
able to work progressively during the past year, and to 
retrieve, to a great extent, the degeneration which had 
been steadily sapping away the life of the public 
grounds for eight years, 
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REGISTRY DEPARTMENT. 


The work of the Department is in a satisfactory con- 
dition. The current records, as well as the copies of 
the same for the Secretary of State, are considerably 
farther advanced than they were last year at the same 
time. The general service of the office has been im- 
proved, and the new arrangement of the books affords 
greater facility to the public. It is much appreciated 
by those making research of the records of this Depart- 
ment, and it is hoped that, with the introduction of the 
new system of indexes, and the improvements in other 
methods, it will add still further to the efficiency of 
our service. 

In compliance with chapter 444 of the Acts of 1897, 
the additions and corrections to the records of births, 
marriages, and deaths, since the original returns were 
made, have been completed. This work covers a 
period of fifty-two years, from 1849 to 1900 inclusive. 

A volume of records, relating to the early history of 
Boston, is in the hands of the printer. This is the 
twenty-ninth report in a series issued by this Depart- 
ment. 

The report of work at the close of business, 
December 28, is as follows: 

On the Birth record, 11,350 names have been 
written; Birth sheets for State House, 10,815; can- 
vasser’s cards, 11,218; Marriage record, 5,670; 
marriages, out of town, 944; Marriage sheets for the 
State House, 8,447; Death record, 11,410; out-of- 
town Deaths, 406; Death sheets for State House, 
11,216, with all indexes complete to date. 
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SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


The School Committee employs a Secretary, an 
Auditing Clerk, a School-house Agent, a Superintendent, 
six Supervisors, a Messenger, twenty-one Truant Off- 
cers, including a chief, and a corps of clerks and assist- 
ants to the various officers; also one hundred eighty- 
one janitors, two engineers, one matron, and a force of 
permanent teachers as hereinafter shown. 

The statistics of the public schools are made up 
semi-annually, in the months of January and June, 
and the following statement showing the number of 
schools and instructors is for the school year ended 
June 30, 1900:

Out of the $299,802.55 appropriated for repairs 
and alterations upon school-houses and for rents, more 
than $80,006 has been expended for permanent im- 
provements in the sanitation of nine different build- 
ings, and the remainder devoted to miscellaneous cur- 
rent repairs throughout the City. 

During the past year large additions to the West 
Roxbury and Mechanic Arts High school-houses, -prac- 
tically doubling the capacity of these buildings, one 
Grammar and two Primary School-houses, one tempo- 
rary building, and nine portable buildings, have been 
completed, and the buildings occupied. There are now 
in course of construction three High, three Grammar, 
three Primary, and three portable school-houses. 

The annual expenditure for hired buildings on the 
present basis exceeds $48,000. 

Since the year 1898, under the statutes of the Com- 
monwealth, the School Committee has been allowed a 
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certain proportion of the average taxable valuation of 
the City, which valuation forms the basis for computing 
the amount that can be raised by taxation to meet all 
expenses for carrying on the work of the City. 

The present year, two dollars and ninety cents out 
of each thousand dollars of said valuation were allowed 
the School Committee, and, in addition, the income 
collected during the same period and the unexpended 
balance brought forward from last year, were placed 


to the credit of the School Committee.

This sum, together with the mcome to be col- 
lected throughout the year, and an allowance of two 
dollars and ninety cents on each thousand dollars of

STATISTICS DEPARTMENT. 


Work in this Department has been continuous and 
active during the year. Owing to the discontinuance 
of “The City Record” in May last, attention has been 
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devoted more closely than hitherto to distinctively 
statistical work. 

Studies and publications along lines already en- 
tered upon have been continued without exceeding 
the amount of the appropriation for the year, namely, 
$15,900. At this writing it seems probable that the 
balance still in hand will be required to defray the cost 
of publications which are in the hands of the printer.

STREET DEPARTMENT. 


On February 2, when the present Superintendent 
assumed control, the number of employees was found 
somewhat increased over the normal number, the 
active force having been augmented during November 
and December of the preceding year. It was deemed in 
excess of the number of men required, especially during 
the months of the winter and early spring. A neces- 
sary reduction was made among the men last engaged, 
and this should have worked no hardship to the per- 
manent working force of the Department. 

The conditions regarding snowfall have been re- 
markably favorable thus far, there having been only 
one occasion, in February, when an emergency force 
was required to clear the streets of snow. ‘This is per- 
haps particularly fortunate, im view of the fact that 
this year no special provision was made for this usual 
expense. 

The operation of the eight-hour law, which went 
into effect a few weeks only before the beginning of 
the present financial year, has been watched with in- 
terest. It has no doubt been of benefit to the em- 
-ployees, having added to the time which may profitably 
be spent in recreation and in the home, but it has 
increased the sum expended to accomplish the work 
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usually performed by this Department by an amount 
estimated at $168,000 for the year. The law has been 
strictly complied with; the classes of labor, including 
 stablemen, watchmen, feeders, stationary engineers, and 
others, which were not found working upon an eight- | 
hour basis have been so established. Employees of the 
Bridge and Ferry Divisions in charge of the operation 
of the draw-bridges and ferry-boats, who were not per- 
forming arduous duties and were receiving a salary 
therefor, were not held to be within the meaning of the 
law, and have been working as the duties of their posi- 
tions and the efficiency of the service seemed to require. 


BrIDGE DIVISION. 


Much of the work intended to be performed during 
the year has been prevented, owing to the attitude of 
the Harbor and Land Commissioners, regarding bridges 
in Fort Poimt channel, which were much in need of 
repair, but for which the Commissioners, no doubt 
wisely, refused to issue permits, because of the pending 
necessity for the widening of the waterways in these 
bridges. Nevertheless, the greater amount of repairs 
to floors and decks is indicated by the fact that an 
increase over last year of more than 565,000 feet of 
lumber has been so used, while practically the same 
force of mechanics has been employed. 

Special attention has been given to painting the iron 
work underneath those bridges spanning railroad tracks, 
where the gases from locomotives bring about rapid 
deterioration. This necessary prevention of decay had 
been neglected. 

Extensive repairs have been made to the following 
bridges: Allston, over the B. & A. R.R.; Blakemore- 
street, over the N. Y.,N. H. & H. R.R.; Massachusetts 
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avenue, over the B. & A. R.R.; Mattapan, between Bos- 
ton and Milton; Swett street east; West Fourth street, 
over the N. Y.,N. H. & H.R.R.; Dover street; Federal . 
street; Warren; Chelsea North; Dartmouth street, and 
Congress street. Sheathing and general repairs have 
been made on some fifty other bridges, as required. 
The bridges at Summer-street extension have been com- 
pleted, and are now open to public travel, and the new 
Malden bridge is well under way. 

Hither the drawtender or first assistant drawtender is 
now in charge of the bridge to which he is assigned at 
all times. Increased service to the public and to navi- 
gation has thus been effected. 


Ferry DIvIsIon. 


The service has been increased from five boats, which 
ran during eleven months of last year, to six in com- 
mission during the present year. ‘The new propeller 
boat ‘General Sumner” has been completed and ac- 
cepted, and was put into commission on September 4. 
The propeller “Governor Russell,” having been repur- 
chased from the United States Government and refitted 
for ferry purposes last year, has made it possible, 
together with the new boat, to maintain this service 
and sell the old side-wheel boat “ Winthrop,” which 
had been in service since 18783. 

Extraordinary repairs have been needed for the 
engines of the “ Noddle Island,” “Governor Russell,” 
and “ Revere,” and the canopies, gates, and drops, which 
had been neglected for several years, have this year 
been painted, excepting at the South Ferry, East Boston 
side, which it is intended soon to replace. Plans have 
been drawn and bids are now invited for the con- 
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struction of the long-needed new coal pocket at the 
South Ferry, Hast Boston side. Plans have been made 
_ and approved for a new head-house at the same place, 
which will be constructed during the coming year. 


Pavine DIvISION. 


Unusual efforts have been put forth to bring the 
macadam streets, which constitute so large a portion of 
our street mileage, into passable and satisfactory con- 
dition, and so to maintain them. ‘The policy previously 
adopted by this Department, when money for street 
reconstruction was provided by loan, was to wait until 
a street was so out of repair as to need reconstruction 
before giving it attention, and then charge the cost of 
such work to the loan provided for such construction. 
This, in accordance with the present view regarding the 
expenditure of borrowed money for current expenses, 
has been discontinued. All moneys expended this year 
for street reconstruction or repair have been provided 
from the tax levy; and from these amounts the cost of 
all down-town paving and Back Bay asphalting has 
been paid. These streets have been, notably, Tremont 
street, Court to Boylston; Beacon street, Arlington to 
Clarendon; Boylston street, Arlmgton to Berkeley ; 
Temple place; Devonshire street, Water to State; 
Oliver street, Atlantic avenue to Milk; Summer street, 
Washington to Federal; Atlantic avenue, Oliver to 
Commercial ; and Commercial street, Hanover to Prince. 
Money is provided and a contract let for the completion 
of the new pavement for the entire length of Commer- 
cial street, but the operations of other Departments 
‘prevented completion in seasonable weather. This 
work, when completed, will give an improved pavement 
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throughout the entire distance from the South to the 
North Union Station. 

Additional wharf facilities have been provided at the 
North End and Kast Boston, and stable and yard room 
increased. Two new and model crushers have been 
erected, one of which, in the West Roxbury district, is 
probably one of the largest capacity in this vicinity. 

A large number of new streets, laid out under Chap- 
ter 323 of the Acts of 1891 and amendments thereto, 
has been completed, and others are now under con- 
struction. These include the following: Aberdeen, 
Alexander, Annabel, Ashley, Callender, Cambridge 
(Brighton), Cardington, Chiswick road, Congreve, Cus- 
ter, Dresden, Dunford, Echo, Edison Green, Esmond, 
Florida, Fowler, Homes avenue, Hubbard, Ipswich, 
Lauriat avenue, Montague, Newburg, Nottingham, Oak- 
view terrace, Orkney road, Province court, Public 
Alleys Nos. 432 and 459, Rockford, Rozella, Seaborn, 
Shafter, Stratford, Tremont (Brighton), Trinity place, 
Van Winkle, Warner, Washington (West Roxbury), 
West Selden, and Woodcliff. 

The large amount of engineering incidental to this 
class of street construction requires the constant em. 
ployment of a force of engineers, which has hitherto 
been detailed from other Departments. Experience has 
suggested that this force should be under the direct 
control of the Superintendent of Streets, and an en- 
gineering branch of the Paving Division, corresponding 
to the engineering branch of the Sewer Division, has 
been established, largely composed of men from other 
Departments, formerly employed in this work, who 
have been transferred to it. : 

Such effective work in suppressing the smoke nui- 
sance as is possible under the present law has been 
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accomplished, but much difficulty 1s encountered be- 
cause of the provisions of Chapter 389 of the Acts of 
1895 allowing the emission of dark smoke or thick 
gray smoke for five minutes continuously. 

With the co-operation of the Police Department, 
unusual efforts have been made to prevent the en- 
croachment of private interests upon the public streets. 
The Department has attempted to prevent further pro- 
jections and correct existing illegalities which interfere 
with the proper use of the highways by the travelling 
public. . 

SANITARY DIvision. 

The collection and removal of offal, ashes, waste- 
paper and rubbish, which this Division accomplishes, 
has been subject to the usual annual increase; and, in 
addition, this Division maintains shops for horse-shoeing 
and the construction and repair of the vehicles and 
harnesses of the Department, together with the paint- 
ing of street signs. Electric power has here been 
installed; and the property of the entire Department is 
in excellent condition through the efficiency of this 
branch of the service. 

There has been purchased and put into commission 
one new Barney dumping scow, at a cost of $17,500, to 
replace one many years in service, the expense of which 
has been charged to the maintenance appropriation. 

The Division has no plant in Kast Boston, Brighton, 
West Roxbury or Dorchester, and offal is therefore 
collected from these districts by contract, in a manner 
which, perhaps, can never give satisfactory service to 
the residents of these large sections. This Division 
does its best to control this matter, but the City service 
by day labor should be extended to these sections. It 
will be more expensive, and much more satisfactory. 
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SEWER DIVISION. 


The principal innovation in the management of the 
outside work of this Division has been in the combina- 
tion of the control of the Moon Island reservoirs, 
with their appurtenances, the Dorchester-bay pumping 
station and the main and intercepting sewers under a 
single superintendent, reporting to the deputy of the 
Division. These departments of necessity depend one 
upon the other for their effective operation, and this 
change has greatly increased their efficiency. The 
reservoirs at Moon Island have been practically finished, 
together with the installation of a large amount of 
machinery for the operation of the work, costing about 
$42,000, and plans have been prepared and contracts 
are now advertised for four granite gate-houses to 
complete the work. At the Dorchester-bay pumping 
station, repairs and alterations to engines and boilers, 
greatly increasing their efficiency, have been completed, 
at an expense of $20,000. Payments approximating 
$100,000 have been made on the new engine No. 5, 
now in course of construction at Philadelphia. 

The most important pieces of sewer work this year, 
completed or under construction, are as follows: Canal- 
street relief sewer started in 1896 and now completed, 
the work this year costing over $30,000; the com- 
pletion of the South Cove system, started in 1897; 
the Kneeland-street sewer ; A-street overflow ; E-street 
sewer, completed at an expense of $45,000; B and 
Seventh streets sewer, costing over $10,000; Benning- 
ton-street culvert; Cambridge-street (Brighton) sewer, 
$11,000; Faneuil Valley brook conduit, about $25,000 ; 
Cambridge-street (Charlestown), about $18,000; Tre- 
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mont-street (Brighton); Goldsmith brook conduit, about 
$23,000; Gardner street, about $23,000; Perkins 
street, about $10,000; Tenean creek conduit, $25,000 ; 
Neponset-avenue surface drains, $10,000; Franklin 
field conduit, $16,000; Ceylon-street conduit, $35,000 ; 
Massachusetts-avenue, $15,000; Canterbury branch of 
Stony brook; Millet street; Adams-street culvert ; 
Davenport brook conduit; Magdala street ; Van Winkle 
street ; Kalton street. Stony Brook conduit has been 
extended 1,018 running feet, and, with the construction 
of a supplementary channel now connected with the 
old channel at Green street, which will take the entire 
dry weather flow, the practical.advantages of extend- 
ing the main channel to Green street have been 
obtained. The expenditure for the year has been 
about $199,000, and the appropriation for this work 
is now exhausted. 

Unusual attention has been given to the care and 
cleaning of catch-basins, as large numbers required im- 
mediate attention. 

The total length of sewers built during the current 
year will be, approximately, 93,000 lineal feet. This 
is not large in comparison with the length built during 
previous years, because of the extensive amount of 
large-sized brick sewers. and surface drains. 


STREET—CLEANING DIVISION. 


In May last the methods of this Division were sub- 
jected to a change, night work being substituted for 
day work where machines were used for cleaning 
This has given better results, has in general occasioned 
Jess public inconvenience, and has fully demonstrated 
its value. The patrol system has been _ slightly in- 
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creased, within the limits of a scant appropriation, and 
further extension is recommended. <A system of paper 
teams has done excellent work in keeping streets. which 
are not covered by the patrol system free from un- 
sightly litter. | 

The efforts put forth in this Division to give better 
service to the public have been productive of good re- 
sults, and have been appreciated. Increased cleanliness 
in the streets of the City Proper is secured, and, by 
the extension of the operations of the Street-cleaning 
Division into the suburban districts, the same benefits 
will accrue. 

The location of posts in the middle of the streets by 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company has materially 
added to the cost of cleaning these thoroughfares. 


STREET—WATERING DIVISION. 


The number of miles of public streets watered has 
been 450 miles, an increase of 364 miles over that re- 
ported last. year. This work has been assessed, under 
authority of Chapter 566 of the Acts of 1899. The 
charge has been arranged, perhaps, more equitably than 
heretofore, that in the City Proper having been in- 
creased by one cent per linear foot of frontage, while 
that in the outlying and sparsely settled suburbs has 
been decreased by the same amount, that of the dis- 
trict intervening having remained as before. 

In accordance with the action of the City Govern- 
ment, the cost of street-watering will be paid during 
the coming year from the tax levy, without assessment 
upon the abutters. 

Watering has been continued in those areas where 
the dust nuisance is the worst, until the present time, 
whenever the temperature has made it possible.

The Cambridge and Boston bridges have been main- 
tained in an excellent and economical manner, largely 
under the supervision of the Cambridge commissioner, 
to whom should be accorded the credit for their satis- 
factory condition.

STREET LAYING-OUT DEPARTMENT. 


But little has been done in laying out new streets, or 
in widening or altering the lines of existing highways, 
during the year, as it has been found preferable to pro- 
vide for the completion of improvements already ordered 
at the beginning of 1900, the cost of which exceeded 
the money then available for the purpose, before enter- 
ing upon any considerable number of new undertakings. 
Constant attention has been given to the settlement of 
claims for damages connected with the street improve- 
ments already entered upon, during the course of the 
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year, and many cases have been settled upon different 
streets. The greatest number upon any one thorough. 
fare has been upon the Bennington-street improvement, 
at East Boston, ordered by the Street Commissioners in 
1899. On this street the claims of ninety-three land- 
holders have been adjusted and paid to the amount of 
about three hundred thousand dollars. The Street 
Department having closed the construction accounts of 
many streets laid out and altered under provisions of 
Chap. 523 of 1891, the so-calied Board of Survey Act, 
during the year, the cost of the work has been certified 
to the. Street Commissioners, enabling them to make 
assessments for benefits for these improvements upon 
abutting estates. The amount assessed in the course 
of the year far exceeds that of any previous year, 
reaching a total of three hundred and seventy-five 
thousand dollars. Under special acts assessments have 
been made for the Huntington avenue improvement of 
$338,878.52; for the widening and construction of 
Clinton street $90,418.29, and for the location and 
construction of the South Union Station and Summer 
and Cove streets $958,215.98. These special assess- 
ments, together with those made under the authority 
of Chap. 323 of the Acts of 1891, produce a total of 
assessments of this kind of $1,761,108.44. The assess- 
ments for sewerage works have been $247,215.22 — 
making for all assessments by the Department during 
the year a total of $2,008,323.66. In the Surveying 
Division of the Department the work of locating streets 
for future laying out in the outlying districts has pro- 
gressed satisfactorily, and ten of the sectional plans, 
showing completed work in this direction, and covering 
an area in the aggregate of about two hundred and 
thirty acres, have been filed with the City Engineer. 
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On September 15, 1900, the Mayor appointed Messrs. 
Gardiner M. Lane, Horatio G. Curtis, Charles H. 
Taylor, Charles E. Morrison, Samuel P. Mandell and 
Arthur F. Estabrook a Committee to assist him in the 
collection and distribution of funds for the relief of 
the sufferers in Texas from the disastrous hurricane 
on September 8. Messrs. Lee, Higginson & Company 
acted as treasurers. 

Of the $68,653.16 collected, $36,828.17 were sent 
to John Sealy, Chairman of the Finance Committee of 
the Galveston Relief Committee, Galveston, Texas ; 
$29,720.09 to Governor John D. Sayers, for use out- 
side of Galveston; $2,000 to T. W. House, Houston, 
Texas, for use in the vicinity of Velasco and Engle- 
ton; and $34.90 were used to meet sundry expenses 
of the Boston Committee. All remittances of money 
and all telegrams were forwarded by the Postal Tele- 
graph-Cable Company free of charge. 

In response to the appeal for clothing, about nine 
tons of clothing were received by the City Messenger 
and forwarded to Galveston. This clothing, which 
was. shipped in fifty-one cases, eleven boxes, ten bar- 
rels and three trunks was forwarded by the American 
Express Company free of charge. ? 


TRANSIT COMMISSION. 


During the year 1900 this Commission has been 
engaged in the completion of the new bridge to Charles- 
town, in the construction of the East Boston tunnel, 
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and in making certain alterations in the subway, to 
prepare it for the use of the trains of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Co., as required by law. 

The Charlestown bridge is completed with the excep- 
tion of a few minor details, which will be finished by 
mori. LOO. | 

The Supreme Court on March 28 sustained the con- 
stitutionality of the Act of 1897, under which the 
tunnel] to East Boston is to be constructed, and the 
contract for Section A, 819 feet in length, embracing 
the incline in Maverick square and a subway to 100 
feet south-west of Webster street, was awarded to the 
National Contracting Company, of New York, on April 
24. This section iscompleted. The contract for Section 
B, beginning at the end of Section A and extending toa 
point on Hanover street in Boston proper, a total length 
of 4,430 feet, was awarded on June 28 to Shailer & 
Schniglau Company, of Chicago, and Duntfee & Taylor, 
of Syracuse, which firms have since formed a corporation 
under the name of the Boston Tunnel Construction 
Company. The work on this section has progressed 
satisfactorily. 

The principal alteration in the subway has been 
lowering the grades of the tracks at the Pleasant-street 
incline so as to meet the tracks of the elevated railway 
passing under Pleasant street. This work was satisfac- 
torily completed on December 19, the contract therefor — 
having been awarded on September 9. 

Settlements have been made for most of the land 
taken for the construction of the Charlestown bridge.

WATER DEPARTMENT. 


An estimated statement of the income and expendi- 
tures of the Water Department for the financial year 
ending January 31, 1901, 1s appended. 

The appropriation for maintenance to cover that 
period was $400,000, and a loan of $500,000 was 
authorized for the extension of mains. The bonds for 
the loan have not been issued, but the amount ex- 
pended is to be provided for. 

The expenditures for maintenance for the present 
financial year will be $446,091.99, as near as can be 
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fixed at this time. The sum to be credited by the City 
Auditor for work done by this Department for other 
City Departments and corporations already amounts to 
$48,589.02, which will reduce the amount actually 
expended for maintenance from $446,091.99 to $597,- 
502.97, as shown in the accompanying statement. 
The amount of estimated expenditures for extension of 
mains is $410,907.71. This shows a reduction from 
the previous year, in the combined expenditures for 
maintenance and extension of mains, of $172,386.95. 

At the close of the present year the Department will 
have laid about. twenty miles of pipe, as against twenty- 
seven miles last year, but a large amount of the work 
done this year has been in the City Proper, relaying pipes 
on Atlantic avenue, Summer street, and other down-town 
streets, where many obstructions were encountered, 
which required more time than if the work had been 
done in new streets, as well as adding largely to the 
expense. The Department has been able to take care 
of all the main pipe petitions in the suburbs, as well as 
to relay a large amount of pipe in the City Proper. 

The break in the 30-inch main in Tremont street, 
which occurred August 8, 1900, has entailed an expense 
upon this Department of $6,891.41 for labor and ma- 
terial in repairing the streets and sidewalks. 

Last year the pipe contract was awarded at $16.70 
per ton. This year the contract was divided into two 
parts. On February 2 the contract was awarded for 
six months’ supply at $26 per ton, or at about 50 per 
cent. advance over the previous year’s contract, and on 
August 6 the contract for the remaining six months 
was awarded at $20.90 per ton. 

In view of the fact that the Metropolitan assessment 
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was increased this year by $166,835.42, and that under 
an act of the Legislature the Department was put on an 
eight-hour basis, the showing as exhibited in the accom- 
panying financial statement is thought creditable to 
the Department. 

In addition to the above the Department has‘ this 
year been deprived of its revenue from the other City 
Departments, which would have amounted to $240,000, 
besides having abated, under an order of the City Coun- 
cil, unpaid bills of previous years amounting to 
$218,000. ) 

The most important event connected with the 
Water Department during the past year has been the 
settlement made by the Mayor of the claim of the 
City of Boston against the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts, for the taking by the Metropolitan Water 
Board of the basins, reservoirs, and other sources of 
supply of its water system, for the sum of twelve 
million five hundred thirty-one thousand (12,531,000) 
dollars as of November 1, and the unpaid balance, 
amounting to $7,531,000, was to draw interest from 
that date at the rate of 33 per cent. per annum 
until paid by the State. This settlement was ap- 
proved by the Committee on Claims on October 19, 
and the City Solicitor was authorized to execute the 
necessary papers to put such settlement into eftect ; 
said sum of $7,531,000 being the balance due on the 
settlement from the Commonwealth, after deducting 
the sum of $5,000,000 which had previously been 
paid by the Metropolitan Water Board on account of 
said claim. 

On the first of January, 1900, there were employed 
in the department, all told, 997 persons. At the pres- 
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ent time there are employed 757. This reduction in 
the force was made early in the year, and has in no 
way impaired the efficiency of the Department.

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WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


The force of this Department consists of one Sealer, 
ten Deputy Sealers, one helper, and a janitor. 

We have connected with this Department 6 horses, 
6 sets, of harness, 7 wagons, 1 pung. 

There have been tested in this Department in 1900: 
9,599 scales; 30,341 weights; 5,286 dry measures ; 
260,592 wet measures. 

Total amount collected and paid to the City Col- 
lector, three thousand two hundred sixty-four and yoo 
dollars. 


WIRE DEPARTMENT. 


This Department now includes a total force of thirty- 
five employees, which 1s inadequate for the proper per- 
formance of the work which the Department is required 
to do, and the appropriation of forty-three thousand 
two hundred dollars ($45,200) for this year, is too 
small. It is the smallest since the establishment of the 
Department, with the exceptions of the years 1894 and 
1895. In the year 1894, which was the first year of 
organization, and the same was not started until the 
month of August, seventeen thousand four hundred 
and five dollars ($17,405) was appropriated. In 1895 
forty-one thousand seven hundred nineteen dollars 
($41,719) was allowed for the maintenance of the 
Department. Since that period the appropriations have 
been larger each year, except this year. 
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Owing to the enlarged building operations next year, 
the force will have to be increased and a larger appro- 
priation made. In October a partial reorganization of 
the force took place, resulting in the consolidation of 
the Overhead, Underground, and Dead Wires Division, 
under one division, which is now known as the “ Exte- 
rior Division.” This Division has charge of all exterior 
work, and the change has been beneficial to all con- 
cerned. The Interior Division has full charge of all 
the work performed inside of buildings, and is render- 
ing excellent service. 


EXTERIOR DIVISION. 


The force engaged in looking after the underground 
work is not large enough to give this character of work 
the attention that it requires. Very much of the work 
is in the business section of the City, the same being 
performed at night, Sundays, and holidays. On this 
account it has been necessary to detail men from the 
other Divisions from time to time, to assist the Under- 
ground inspectors. This in turn weakens the Overhead 
force. Much more underground work has been done 
during the past ten months than’was done in the period 
of 1898 and 1899; and from what can be learned 
there will be more done in 1901 than in any previous 
year. If such prove to be the case it will be necessary 
to increase the force accordingly. 

A survey has been commenced of pole lines within 
the City limits, accurate measurements being taken 
between poles; their size and condition and the names 
of owners are noted, also the number of arms and wires on 
each pole, together with the name of the owner of each. 
All these are noted and entered in record books of this 
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Division. The defects, if any exist, are also recorded, 
and notices sent out to have them corrected at once. 
These poles are then plotted in an atlas, provided for 
the purpose, in their exact location and in different 
colors, with the distances between, and the owner’s 
name of each line, printed over the same. After these 
poles have been taken in the above manner they are 
each stencilled with the Wire Department stencil, and 
numbered, to correspond with the number given in the 
atlas. There are from eighteen to twenty thousand 
poles in the City limits which will be shown on plans __ 
of this Department, when the survey is completed. 
When new pole locations are desired by any company 
an engineer from this Department accompanies the 
engineer of the company selecting all the locations 
with the best interests of the City and its citizens in 
view. In this manner a great deal of trouble has been 
avoided when orders from the Board of Aldermen are 
received by this Department for approval by the Com- 
missioner. 

IntERIoR Division. 


The duties of the Interior Division, which consist 
principally of the inspecting and passmg upon of the 
hundreds of miles of electrical conductors and of the 
generators, motors, heating devices, cut-outs, switches 
and all other apparatus used in the generating or the 
_ distribution of electrical energy within buildings in the 
City of Boston, have so increased that the force of 
inspectors, which has not increased proportionately 
with the work of the Division, is inadequate to 
properly handle the volume of business which is thrust 
upon it, Asa result of this condition of affairs the 
time of the inspectors is almost entirely consumed in 
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the supervision of new work; the old wiring not re- 
ceiving that attention which it needs. Exceptions to 
this general practice have been made, however, of 
theatres, halls, and large buildings, where large num- 
bers of people congregate, mspections at such places 
being made as often as practicable. This Division was 
increased during the past year by the addition of one 
inspector, who was assigned to, and his time entirely 
taken up by, the inspection of the old wiring and appa- 
ratus of the isolated plants in this City. These plants 
had previously received scant attention from this Divi- 
sion; but results of mspections plainly showed the 
necessity of a constant supervision of them. 

During the past year twenty-six fires, due to electri- 
cal causes, have occurred in buildings in this City, but 
none of these were caused by work approved by this 
Department.

DEAR Str, — In answer to your circular of Dec. 20, 1900, 
I have to report that the Art Commission held eight meetings 
in 1900, at which the work done may be summarized as 
follows : 


January 15.—Sketch models for the statue of Gen. Joseph 
Warren by Paul Bartlett were submitted to experts for advice. 

January 15.—A bust of Alois Senefelder, a gift to the City 
for the Public Library, was not approved. 

April 23.— The bust of ex-Mayor Lincoln by Kraus was ap- 
proved. 

May 15.—The plans of Messrs. Peabody and Stearns for a 
monument on Dorchester Heights were approved. 

November 12.— Plans for drinking fountains were considered 
and referred to a committee. 

December 10.—The bust of Gen. Francis A. Walker was 
approved, without approval of its location. 


In one or two instances during the year we have found 
that work has been undertaken, or a monumental structure 
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placed which came within our jurisdiction, without our having 
passed upon it, and doubtless through inadvertence on the 
part of those authorizing the work or structure. It may be 
desirable in future to take some action to avoid results of this 
kind, but at present I content myself with calling the matter 
to your attention. 

On Jan. 2, 1901, a requisition was made upon the City 
Auditor for the second payment of $800 to the sculptor for 
the bust of General Walker; and on Dec. 10, the final pay- 
ment of $1,200, for the same, was also authorized. 

During the month of January, a bust of ex-Mayor Lincoln, 
by Robert Kraus, was approved, and a requisition in the 
latter’s favor was made for the sum of $1,000, which sum 
had been appropriated for that purpose by the Boston City 
Council. The bust is at present placed in the Boston Public 
Library. 

The expenditures for the financial year amount to $17.15, 
exclusive of room rental, ight, and heat at 64 Pemberton 
square, where the office of the Commission is situated.

S1r,— In accordance with the requirements of the exist- 
ing ordinance, the Board of Assessors respectfully submit 
the following report: 

For convenience of assessment, and as authorized by chap- 
ter 115 of the Acts of the year 1889, which provides that 
the Assessors may “divide any ward . . . into con- 
venient assessment districts,’ the twenty-five wards of the 
City are divided into forty-four districts; four of them into 
three each, eleven of them into two each, and ten are 
undivided. 

The several assessment districts, and the wards of which 
they are a part, together with the names of the first and 
second assistant assessors assigned to each of said districts, 
are shown in an appendix at the end of this report.

PoLu—TAxX ASSESSMENTS. 


The polls recorded for assessment before August 17, 1900, 
and included in the estimate that determined the rate of tax- 
ation for the current year, were those of 166,354. Under 
the operation of the law providing for supplementary assess- 
ment of omitted male persons, liable to assessment under the 
provisions of section 20 of chapter 548 of the Acts of 1898, 
there were added to the list 6,091 polls, making the total 
number of males assessed 172,445. The number of polls 
assessed, and the amount of such assessments in each ward, 
are shown by tables on pages 12 and 14, and the number 
assessed in the City for ten consecutive years, is shown by 
the table marked “A,” page 36.

The valuation of 1900 for personal property can be fairly 
increased $56,863,300, in addition to the amount given in the 
foregoing table, for the value assessed by the Commonwealth 
at the rate of $16.14 per $1,000 upon shares of Massachu- 
setts corporations, the property of residents in Boston. The 

State deducts from the value of each share the amount that 
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represents the real estate and the machinery, locally assessed, 
and pays over to the City that proportion of the tax that rep- 
resents the personal property of each corporation. 

The valuation can be further increased, say $1,382,800 
for bank stock assessed at the several rates of the places 
where the banks are located, as the taxes are paid to Boston 
as assessments upon this class of property held by its citi- 
zens in Massachusetts banks located outside that City. 

This valuation of the shares in Massachusetts corpora- 
tions, and also in national banks within the State, but with- 
out the limits of Boston, is determined by taking the amount 
paid by the Commonwealth to the City during the financial 
year, on account of corporate taxes assessed as of the first 
day of May of that year. ‘The totals are under estimates, as 
the collection extends beyond the year in which taxes are 
assessed, and a small proportion of their total sum is paid 
over to the City with the assessments of subsequent years. 

As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated 
before the amount to be raised by taxation is determined, the 
effect of the valuation of this property in reducing the rate 
of taxation upon the $1,129,175,832 4%, assessed by the City 
is,as nearly as may be, the same as though its amount was 
included in the Assessors’ aggregate, and the taxes were 
assessed by them. 

The valuation of personal property can properly be fur- 
ther increased by the sum of 5,252.66 for shipping owned 
by Boston citizens which was employed in foreign trade 
May 1, 1900. Section 8 of chapter 11, of the Public Stat- 
utes provides that such property shall not be included in the 
personal estate of its owners, if they make a return of the 
same and report for taxation the net yearly income thereof. 
Section 10 of said chapter required that the State should 
reimburse the cities and towns for the loss sustained by such 
exemption. The act from which these two sections were 
taken became of force May 1, 1882, and contained the pro- 
visions that while the exemption should continue, reimburse- 
ments on the part of the State should cease in 1887. 

By chapter 373 of that year, repayment for the loss of val- 
uation was extended for two years, and was again extended 
for the same space of time by chapter 286 of the Acts of 
the year 1890. Chapter 116 of the Acts of 1891 provides 
that such repayment shall continue to be made until two 
years from the date of its enactment, March 26, 1891, was 
extended five years by chapter 149 of the Acts of 1893, and 
was again extended five years by chapter 353 of the Acts of 
1898. The value of the shipping returned for the tax of 
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1900 was $6,154 and the net income returned amounted to 
$901.34. In the revenue of the City the amount of the pay- 
ment by the State for the current financial year on this 
account is put at $73.61. 

The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for 
all purposes, for which the City may raise money by taxation, 
can for the year 1900 be put at $285,485,284.82. 

The United States, the Commonwealth, the County, the 
City, churches, charitable, scientific, and other corporations, 
hold property exempt by law from assessment. That of the 
nation consists of certain islands, forts and lighthouses in 
our harbor, the navy yard, custom-house and the building 
used for the United States courts, sub-treasury and post- 
office. The property of the State within the lmits of the 
City is made up of the State House, the State Prison, an area 
of land and flats in East and South Boston, and land taken 
for metropolitan sewerage, metropolitan water systein and 
metropolitan parks. The County property includes the 
court-house and jail. But as the entire cost of all County 
estate has been paid by the City, and as the other municipal- 
ities, that with Boston, make up Suffolk County, pay no 
County taxes [Public Statutes, chapter 11, section 47], the 
estates used for County purposes are included as a part of 
the City property. The character and value of the property 
used for municipal purposes may be ascertained by reference 
to the list of real and personal estate, under the title of 
nominal assets of the City. 

Buildings of any character that are adapted to public or 
‘partly public use are seldom capable of easy change to fit 
them for general purposes. When the estates of which they 
are a part are sold, it is found that a comparatively small 
value attaches to anything above the land. As such estates 
become unfitted for the purposes for which they are used the 
values estimated for their buildings are reduced. It is 
believed that the reductions that have been made from time 
to time have brought our exempt estates to a fair valuation 
which approximates to the selling price. By the method 
indicated we place the valuation of exempt property as 
follows :

Large amounts of property, held by residents or located 
within the limits of Boston, are by law or judicial decisions 
exempt from all assessments, the principal items being the 
real estate of the United States and the Commonwealth.

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PERCENTAGE OF ASSESSMENTS ON POLLS AND PROPERTY. 


When the assessment to meet the warrants of the State, 
County, and City had been completed, 216,508 bills were 
sent to the Collector, with the lists of persons assessed, and 
the Assessors’ warrant to collect. Of these bills 148,747 
(68.7 per cent.) were for poll-taxes only. 

When all the lists and warrants for the year had been 
sent to that officer, 6,091 additional bills, covering sunple- 
mentary assessments, had been delivered. Of this class 
6,049 were for poll-taxes only. 

There were also made 46 bills for property assessed under 
chapter 362, Acts 1888. 

The tax assessments for the financial year were represented 
by 222,645 bills, of which 30% per cent. were for property, 
and 694 per cent. were for poll-taxes. 

The total number of persons assessed on property was 
60,291, of which 42,127 were resident individuals, 4,630 
non-resident individuals, and 13,534 firms, corporations, 
trustees, etc. See Table “B,” page 387. 


ABATEMENTS. 


The amount of abatements from all the above assessments 
to January 31, 1901, was for polls, $570; for real estate, 
$82,082.24; for personal estate, $66,152.66, a total of 
$148,804.80. Of this sum $143,499.84 was abated before the 
reduced tax bills were paid, and with the money received for 
taxes is treated as a credit item to the Collector, who is 
charged with the total amount of the tax warrants of the 
year. The remainder of the abatements, amounting to 
$0,305.46, were made after payment by the persons assessed, 
and the several amounts were refunded by the Treasurer for 
moneys received from the Collector, for the taxes of the 
current financial year. The amount of abatements of street 
watering assessments to January 31, 1901, was $2,974.60 on 

1900 assessments and $81.52 on 1899 assessments. 


AVERAGE OF ASSESSORS’ VALUATION FOR THREE YEARS. 


In accordance with the requirements of section 5 of chap- 
ter 5 of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, as amended 1900 we 
herewith include a statement of the Assessors’ valuation of 
the taxable property in the City of Boston for each of the 
preceding three years, the abatement thereon allowed previous 
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to the thirty-first day of December preceding, and the aver- 
age of such valuations reduced by such abatements.

TAXATION OF CORPORATE PROPERTY: 


In accordance with the provisions of section 86 of chapter 


11 of the Public Statutes, the Assessors, in August, 1900, 
returned to the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth the 
names of 325 Massachusetts corporations located in Boston, 
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“with a statement in detail of the works, structures, real 
estate, and machinery owned by each of said corporations 
with the value thereof.” 

No personal property other than machinery can legally be 
assessed to a Massachusetts corporation. The valuation of 
property of corporations chartered by the Commonwealth, 
which was included in the total that determined the rate of 
taxation, amounted to $132,383,725, of which sum $115,- 
615,125 was real estate, and $16,768,600 was machinery. 
A statement showing the growth of corporate property locally 
assessed during the last 19 years is shown as a footnote to 
table marked “C,” page 39. Under the provisions of 
section 8 of chapter 18 of the Public Statutes, the Board as- 
sessed the 501,000 shares of the sixty-three national banks 
of Boston upon a valuation of $47,869,000; a total tax of 
$703,674.30. At the time the rate of taxation was deter- 
mined the estimated value of 154,525 shares, $11,941,132.16 
was included in the total aggregate as property which could 
be legally assessed in the valuation of the City of Boston. 
The balance of the total assessment of this class of property 
amounted to $35,927,867.84, and the tax of $528,139.66 
thereon was claimed by the ‘T’ax Commissioner, under the pro- 
visions of section 13 of said chapter for the State, and certain 
of the cities and towns of Massachusetts in which share- 
holders resided. Section 16 of said chapter provides that one 
per cent. on the amount collected shall be paid “for the ex- 
penses of assessing and collecting” that portion of the tax 
which is not retained by the city or town where the banks 
are located. The amount of $3,455.90 can be added to the 
revenue of the City from this source, as only slight changes 
are found necessary in the adjustment of the bank taxes with 
the State authorities. 

The Board of Assessors have, under the provisions of 
sections 14 and 58 of said chapter 18, adjusted the taxes of 
1900 upon national bank stock and the shares of Massachu- 
setts corporations, as against the claims of the State or its 
municipalities, and for that purpose have appeared before 
the Board of Appeal, provided for in section 62 of said 
chapter, as agents of the City, where its claims were disputed 
or needed defence. 


ASSESSMENT STATISTICS. 


A table on page 15 will show the separate estimation of 
land and buildings by wards in the valuations of 1899 and 
1900. The estimates for 1885 to 1900, inclusive, on page 17, 
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are shown only in the totals, the total gain during that 
period being $406,517,000, of which $244,108,050 is upon 
the land, and $162,408,950 is upon buildings. 

For the valuation of Boston for ten years, and for the 
separate estimation of the real and personal property for 
twenty years, and for the total valuation of the City for 
thirty-five years, see tables marked “ A,” “CO,” and “D,” on 
pages 386, 38, 39, and 40. All the valuations shown on these 
tables are those which determined the rate of taxation for the 
years to which they relate, and do not include the small 
amounts subsequently added by supplementary assessment. 
The valuation of 1900, as compared with that of the preced- 
ing year, shows a gain on real estate of $85,681,000, equal 
to an advance of 4.11 per cent., and a gain of $3,758,580 on 
personal property, equal to 1.68 per cent. The total valua- 
tion of 1900 is more than that of 1890 by $307,184,052, 
showing a gain in ten years of 37.36 per cent. 

The table marked “C,” pages 38 and 39, will show the rate 
of taxation in Boston for the past twenty years, and the table 
marked “ E,” page 41, will show the proportion of each an- 
nual rate required to raise the tax of a given year for rod 
County, or City purposes. 

A table marked “F,” pages 42-45, will show the approxi- 
mate value of the dwelling-houses of the City, and a table 
marked “ G,” page 48, will give certain statistics relating to 
the real estate of Boston. 

We deem it of sufficient interest to add also to this report 
a table which has been compiled, showing the valuations of 
property, rates of taxation, and the number of assessed polls 
for each year from 1822, when the City of Boston was estab- 
lished, to the present time. 

For many years prior to 1842, taxes were assessed on the 
basis of 50 per cent. of the true value of property, which 
custom was discontinued in the assessments of that and suc- 
ceeding years at the request of the City Government. 

The result of this change will be seen in the reduction in 
the rate of taxation for that and the following years. 


STREETS, SIDEWALKS, AND SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


Before the passage of chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, this 
Department had no connection with street or sewer assess- 
ments other thax attaching to tax-bills such assessments as 
had been duly apportioned, under the provisions of the Pub- 
lic Statutes, chapter 50, section 25, and chapter 51, section 
5, and certified to the Assessors by the Board of Aldermen 
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or Street Commissioners. After the enactment of the law of 
1889, the Assessors were required to receive applications for 
apportionment, and hear requests for abatement of sewer 
assessments. By chapter 346 of the year 1890, the Assess- 
ors were empowered to suspend the collection of such an 
assessment made upon a person or corporation by law exempt 
from the assessment of taxes until the estate affected came 
into the possession of a new owner, when the amount of the 
charge, with interest, was to be paid. But this law was 
repealed by section 7 of chapter 402 of the Acts of 1892, 
and the connection of this department with street, sidewalk, 
and sewer assessments must now be ascertained from chap- 
ter 3238 of the Acts of 1891 (known as the Board of Survey 
Act) as amended by chapter 418 of 1892, and chapters 401 
and 402 of the Acts of the lastnamed year as amended by 
chapters 227 and 256 of 1894. The law now in force con- 
necting this department with these classes by special asSess- 
ments may be stated as follows: 


STREET ASSESSMENTS. 


After the work of building a new street has been com- 
pleted, including roadway, sidewalks, and sewer, and after 
the Auditor has certified the expense, the Street Commis- 
sioners determine the cost, and ascertain what proportion of 
the whole amount shall be paid by the City, and what sum 
is to be assessed upon abutters. [1892, 418, §§ T, 8.] 
‘‘The assessable cost of the work” is apportioned by the 
Commissioners, upon the several parcels of land abutting on 
the street. If the amount fixed by the Commissioners is 
unsatisfactory, they can revise and correct their assessment, 
and their final determination is “subject to appeal 
to the Superior Court . . . as is provided in the case of 
taxes.” [1892, 418, § 8.] If the amount of the assessment 
upon any lot is not paid in “one year from the date of such 
determination, or if the amount as found by the Court, or on 
appeal . . . is not paid before the last day of May next 
succeeding . . . the Board of Assessors 
shall include a sum equal to nine per cent. of such amount 
in the next and succeeding annual tax-bills issued for the 
tax on the said parcel, and in the tax-bill issued the first year 
shall also include interest on the whole of said amount 

. . from thirty days after the date of completion 
to the last day of October of the year of the date of such 
tax-bill . . . and . .. . for each succeeding year 
shall include one year’s interest on the whole of said 
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amount . . . and shall so include such sums 
until . . ten . . . with interest have been paid.” ee 
(1892, 418, §§ 5, 9.] 

The owner of the land may at any time relieve his estate 
from incumbrance, by payment in full, or may release a 
portion of his estate, by a partial payment of the balance 
due, with the consent of. the Mayor and Street Commis- 
sioners. [1892, 418, §10.] All moneys paid on account 
of these special assessments are applied to the payment of 
the interest of, or paid into, the sinking-fund for the extin- 
guishment of the debts contracted on account of the work 
for which the assessments were laid. [1891, 823, § 189.] 


SIDEWALK ASSESSMENTS. 


Chapter 401 of the Acts of 1892 apples to sidewalks in 
streets already constructed. This Act provides that “the 
Mayor and Aldermen” may order “the Superintendent of 
Streets . . . to make a sidewalk” in such location, and 
of such materials as they may deem expedient. [1892, 401, 
§$ 1.] The Superintendent apportions the cost to the several 
parcels of land, according to their frontage on the street in 
which the sidewalk is constructed. [1892, 401, § 3.] The 
order of the Mayor and Aldermen, and the apportionment of 
the Superintendent, in the operation of the law, take the 
place of the order and determination of the Street Commis- 
sioners, under the Act of 1891, as amended in 1892; other- 
wise, all proceedings, including the division of an unpaid 
assessment and the addition of interest thereto, are the same 
as when a street is constructed under the Board of Survey 
Act. This Act [chapter 401, 1892] was repealed by chapter 
437 of 1898, so that this Department will have no connec- 
tion with assessments for sidewalks built after the date of 
its passage, June 9, 1893. 


SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


Chapter 402 of the Acts of 1892 applies to sewers in 
streets already built, and requires that when sewers are 
laid they shall be built when the Mayor and Aldermen so 
order, and be paid for by assessments based on frontage, 
made by the Superintendent of Streets [see chapter 256 of 
the Acts of 1894]; and the machinery of this Act is in all 
other respects made to conform to that of the Board of Sur- 
_ vey Act, with the following exceptions: Only lands within 
one hundred and twenty-five feet of the way in which the 
sewer is laid are included in the assessment. [1892, 402, 
§ 5; 1892, 418, §§ 5, 6, 8,9.] A drain for any land out- 
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side the line of one hundred and twenty-five feet can only 
enter the sewer “after the amount to be paid for an entry 
has been fixed by the Mayor and Aldermen.” [1892, 402, 
§ 5.] Interest shall not begin upon sewer assessments 
wah after the expiration of thirty days from the comple- 
tion of the sewer on account of which the assessments is 
made. [Chapter 227, Acts 1894.] When a sewer assess- 
ment is laid upon a church estate, or upon any other “ par- 
cel of land for which the owner is by law exempt from being 
taxed, as determined by the Assessors. . . on application 
to them” by such owner, the Collector is required to 
“suspend the collection of such assessment” until a new 
owner holds the land, when its amount is collected without 
interest. [1892, 402, § 4.] Butif the owner of an estate 
where the collection of a sewer assessment has been sus- 
pended desires to enter the sewer, he can do so, “after the 
amount to be paid for” such entry ‘“‘has been fixed by the 
Mayor and Aldermen,” and when the estate passes to another 
owner, the original assessment, ‘‘less any payment made for 
an entry’ into the sewer, “becomes due and payable,” and 
must be collected, as if the day when the fee passed from 
erantor to grantee “were the date of the passage of the 
: order for making the sewer.” [1892, 402, §§ 4, 5.] 
As the law now stands it must follow that if the amount 
then found to be due is not paid, it is to be collected as is 
provided for other unpaid sewer assessments ; that is, by ten 
annual instalments, with interest. Section 9 of chapter 418 
of the Acts of 1892 provides that when an unpaid special 
assessment is apportioned and added to a tax-bill, it may “be 
abated . . . as if a part of, and in the same manner as the 
city taxes.” In an opinion, dated December 8, 1892, the 
Corporation Counsel states that the power to make an abate- 
ment of such an assessment “commences only when the .. . 
assessment is included in the tax-bill, and can only be exer- 
cised in curing mistakes in figures, facts, or the law, and 
confers upon” the Assessors “no power to abate for any 
other than a legal reason.’ 

By chapter 359 of the Acts of 1896 full power to abate 
sewer assessments is given to the Board of Street Com- 
missioners, subject to the approval of the Mayor. 

Chapter 366 of the Acts of 1899 provides that the Board 
of Aldermen may divide the City into two or more street 
watering districts ; and may provide that owners of estates 
abutting on public ways shall pay an assessment of a certain 
specific sum per linear foot of their estate so abutting. 

The Board of Assessors shall determine the amount of 
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assessment required to be paid for each estate in a district in 
accordance with the assessment provided for as aforesaid. 


SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 


Under the operation of the foregoing laws the following 
amounts were certified to the Assessors by the City Col- 
lector, as remaining unpaid one year after the date of assess- 
ment:

STREET RAILWAY ASSESSMENT. 


Chapter 578 of the Acts of 1898 directs that the assessors 
of every city and town in which street railways are operated 
shall assess on each company operating such railway therein 
an excise tax. Said tax is computed from the annual gross 
receipts per mile of track, and is assessed in the several cities 
and towns in which said railroads operate in proportion to 
the length of track in each city or town. The Boston Ele- 
vated Railway and all railways now owned or operated by it 
are for twenty-five years from June 10, 1897, exempt from 
the action of this statute, but said railroad pay, under chapter 
500 of the Acts of 1897, a very similar tax to the Common- 
weath, which tax is distributed by the Treasurer of the Com- 
monwealth among the cities and towns in which said rail- 
roads operates. Boston’s proportion of this tax is $58,427.09. 

The amount of excise tax levied on street railway com- 
panies under chapter 578, Acts 1898, is $3,112.54.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Board of Health: 


In office of City Physician, books and surgical instruments. 

GALLOP’S ISLAND, containing about sixteen acres, was purchased in 
1860 for $6,600, used as a Quarantine Station, on which are a dwelling- 
house, barn, coal-shed, two hospitals, two buildings for the reception 
and care of immigrants, a bath-house, a disinfecting plant, and thirteen 
small buildings, formerly used as polling booths, but now placed on the _ 
island for use as hospitals; steamboat wharf, storehouse for infected 
cargoes and other buildings, with the live-stock, farming utensils, mer- 
chandise, provisions, tools, etc., for carrying on the Quarantine Station. 

SMALL-POxX HOSPITAL, Swett street, two buildings erected in 1893. 

The contents of the lot are about 52,660 square feet. 

STEAMBOAT ‘‘ VIGILANT.’’— This boat is about 734 tons burden, 95 
feet in length, 17 feet beam, and 8 feet deep, and was built in Boston 
in 1886. Cost of boat and furniture, $18,000. Employed in quarantine 
service.

HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Trustees of the Boston 
City Hospital: 

The land bounded by Harrison avenue, East Concord street, Albany 
street and Massachusetts avenue. This lot consists of 430,963 square 
feet of land. Also the land to the south-west of Massachusetts avenue 
bounded by Albany street, Northampton street, and a passageway near 
Harrison avenue, consisting of 125,786 square feet. On the first lot 
mentioned is the City Hospital proper, which consists of a group of 
nineteen buildings. On the second lot mentioned is situated the South 
Department, a department for the infectious diseases, which consists of 
a group of seven buildings. 

The Trustees also have charge of a plot of land containing about 
69,785 square feet, on the east side of Albany street in the rear of the 
hospital. On this lot is situated the ambulance stable, boiler-house, 
dynamo station, and coal-pocket. 

The Trustees also have charge of the Convalescent Home situated on 
610,500 square feet of land, at No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near Dor- 
- chester Lower Mills. On this property is a three-story house with a 
two-story ell, with accommodations for thirty-four patients and eight 
employés. There is also a barn, stable, shed, and a bowling-alley. 
About one-half of this property is highly improved, and one-half wood- 
land and pasture. 

Lot of land placed under the charge of the Trustees, by an order of 
the City Council approved November 29, 1899, to be used for the erection 
thereon of a relief ambulance station; lot bounded on the west by Canal 
street, one hundred twenty (120) feet, on the south by Haymarket 
square, fifty-nine (59) feet, on the east by the westerly wall of the sub- 
way, and on the north by a line parallel to, and distant one hundred 
twenty (120) feet from Haymarket square, containing 8,507 square feet. 

The total amount of land in this Department is 1,245,491 square feet 
or 28,5, acres. The number of buildings is thirty-two. 


CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


MARCELLA-STREET Homer. — Building formerly occupied by the City 
of Roxbury as an almshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 
1876-77 and 1881, for the accommodation of pauper and neglected 
children. Contents of lot, 338,537 square feet. No longer in use. 

PARENTAL Scnoon.— The Bolles estate, situated on Spring street, 
West Roxbury, consisting of about twenty-eight acres of land, dwelling- 
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house, farmer’s house, stable, ice-house, boat-house, sheds, ete., was 
. purchased in August, 1892, at a cost of $30,000, for a Parental School. 
There have been erected on this place a kitchen and a laundry-house, 
two temporary school buildings and three ddérmitory buildings, and 
hospital. 

RAINSFORD ISLAND (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871, 
of the Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing eleven acres. 
The buildings are occupied by the House of Reformation. 


INSANE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


WOMEN’S DEPARTMENT. — In West Roxbury District. 

This site, originally purchased as a Home for the Poor, has been 
occupied exclusively by the insane since 1887. _ Contains about fifty 
acres, and is bounded on south-easterly side by Harvard street, -south- 
Ww esterly by Morton street, north-westerly by Canterbury street, and 
north-easterly by Austin street. 

On this estate are the original dwelling-house connected with the two 
institution buildings erected for the poor, three detached buildings for 
hospital wards, a building used for chapel and dining-room, with 
kitchen and storerooms, a boiler-house, with laundry in second story, 
a barn and stable, with silo, a hennery, ice-house, and two small out- 
buildings. 

This plant provides for 250 patients. 

MEN’S DEPARTMENT. — Situated on Walk Hill and Canterbury streets, 
West Roxbury, and containing about thirty-five acres, was purchased in 
1892 for a site for the new Lunatic Hospital, at a cost of $34,500. On it 
is a dwelling-house (twelve rooms). Two tracts of land containing 
41 22-100 acres adjoining the Pierce Farm were purchased in 1893, cost- 
ing $23,000. There have been constructed for the Insane Hospital 
two hospital buildings, a domestic building, boiler and power-house. 
The stable and barn were removed to new locations. Occupied by 250 
patients. 


PAUPER INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


Atmsnousek, Alford street, Charlestown, is situated on a lot contain- 
ing 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short distance from the Malden 
bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long by 45 
feet wide, three and one-half stories high, with two wings, one story 
high, 39 feet by 19 feet, and two wings, two and one-half, and three and 
one-half stories high, 45 feet by 23 feet. One hundred and sixty inmates 
can be accommodated, There are a large barn and other out-buildings 
upon the lot. 

Lone IsLtAnD.— The Department controls about 167 acres. A build- 
ing accommodating 500 persons was erected on this island in the years 
1886 and 1887, and is now occupied by male paupers. A building for 
about 450 female paupers, a hospital with 275 beds, a chapel, seating 
800, a power-house, about 116 feet long by 40 feet wide and two stories 


high, and a house for the superintendent, have since been erected. 


There are a large barn, piggery and other farm buildings, and a reser- 
voir with capacity of 180,000,000 gallons on the premises. 

STEAMER ‘‘ JOHN Howarp.’?’— This boat was transferred from the 
Penal Institutions Department on October 2, 1899. She is 88.14 tons 
burden, 70.7 feet long, 14.5 feet beam, 5.65 feet draught, and was built 
at East Boston at a cost of $18,000. Her berth is at Long Island, where, 
being fully equipped for fire duty, she can be called on at a moment’s 
notice should a fire occur on any of the islands. 

The boat is used for the conveyance to and from the City of the 
visiting medical staff of the Long Island Hospital, the heads of 
the Departments conducting institutions on Long, Rainsford and Deer 
Islands, and the clergy officiating therein. 
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PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Penal Institutions 
Commissioner : 

Houser OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND. — Containing about 134 acres 
of upland, about fifty acres of flats, on which are the large brick build- 
ing, cell building and dynamo building, a brick and wooden building 
for women, a farm-house, brick workshop, and receiving-house, laundry, 
bakery and engineer’s house, piggery, two large barns, hospital and 
other buildings ; steamboat wharf and another landing place; stone- 
sheds, farming utensils, live-stock, merchandise, provisions, tools, etc., 
required for carrying on the House of Correction at Deer Island. 

House OF CORRECTION, SoutTH Boston. — This institution, including 
the old lunatic hospital now used in part as a hospital, occupies an area 
of 821,875 feet of upland, to which is appended about 1,810,700 feet 
of flats, which with master’s house, workshop, outhouses, and other 
appendages, the furniture, farming and mechanics’ tools and utensils, 
provisions, machinery for manufacturing, horses and other live-stock, 
belong to the City. There are in the House of Correction workshop 
two steam-engines and three boilers, with shafting, etc., for carrying 
machinery, and the necessary apparatus for heating the prison work- 
shops and chapel with steam. 

STEAMER ‘' J, PUTNAM BRADLEE.’’— This boat is 340 tons burden, 
140 feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over all, 8 feet 6 
inches deep, and was built at Greenpoint, L. I., in 1875. Cost, includ- 
ing outfit, $438,836.19. 

This boat is used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, 
etc., to and from the City to the Deer, Rainsford and Long Island 
Institutions.

and 3 single harnesses.

OVERSEEING OF THE POOR DEPARTMENT. 


In charge of the Board of Overseers of the Poor : 

CHARITY BUILDING, located at the corner of Chardon and Hawkins 
streets, is occupied by the Overseers of the Poor, the Soldiers’ Relief 
Department, and the following charitable societies: Boston Provident 
Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing Circle, German Aid 
Society, Ladies’ Codperative Visiting Society, the Associated Charities, 
West End Branch of the Homeopathic Medical Dispensary, the Federa- 
tion of Jewish Charities, Boston Children’s Aid Society and St. Vincent 
de Paul Society. A physician of the Board of Health also occupies a 
room in this building. 

TEMPORARY HOME FOR THE DESTITUTE is located at the corner of 
Chardon and Bowker streets. This building and the one above men- 
tioned were erected on a lot, the contents of which are 19,962 square 
feet. Thetotal cost of these buildings, with the land and the boiler- 
house in the rear, was $210,494.38. 

LopGE FOR WAYFARERS, in the old Mayhew School building, in 
Hawkins street, lot containing 9,625 square feet.

Connected with the stables are blacksmith’s, wheelwright’ Ss, painter’s 
and harness-maker’s shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the 
wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by the Department are manufac- 
tured and kept in repair.

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OrFAL Depot. — Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on.Albany 
street, opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from 
that used by the Paving Division. The lot contains 39,511 feet, and 
belonged to the City before being used for this purpose. March 1, 1899, 
the building on this lot was partly demolished for the building of a 
runway to new wharf erected for the purpose of dumping offal on the 
scows of the New England Sanitary Product Company. 

WEsT STABLE AND SHEDS, NORTH GROVE STREET. — The stable is 
a brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on 
North Grove street, built in 1860, with outbuildings attached to the 
same. It has accommodations for 83 horses, in stables and sheds. The 
lot contains about 45,152 square feet. 

HIGHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for 72 horses, on the old 
Almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. <A part 
of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Division. There 
are on this lot a brick stable and a shed used for the storage of tools, 
etc. 

CHARLESTOWN STABLE, with accommodations for 25 horses, is situ- 
ated on Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land. 
Shed and outbuildings were built in 1879. 

Fort Hitt WuHaArr, — Containing 21,054 square feet. Three Barney 
Dumping boats, one purchased November 30, 1885, one in January, 
1895, and one, September 29, 1900. . 

The above-mentioned stables and wharf are occupied in part by the 
Street-Cleaning Division. 

492 CHELSEA STREET, EAST Boston, land and wharf purchased in 
1897 for Street Department purposes, containing about 61,000 square 
feet, formerly occupied by Paving, Sewer, Sanitary and Street-Cleaning 
Divisons, was vacated by these Divisions, January 1, 1901, which now 
occupy under lease the Glendon Wharf property on East Eagle street.

Old Harbor and Ninth streets; sewer-yard, with buildings, on Child 
and South streets; land and buildings at Pumping Station, Old Harbor 
Point, with roadway (Mt. Vernon street); land, buildings and reser- 
voirs at Moon Island and Squantum; lot of land, Pumping Station, 
corner of Lyons and Callender streets, Dorchester.

BABCOCK MUSIC FUND, 


By the will of ARCHIBALD BABCOCK, who died August 10, 1862, the 
sum of $3,000 was bequeathed to the City of Charlestown, and accepted 
by the City Council of that city, November, 1862, upon the conditions 
and for the purposes expressed by him in his last will and testament: 


i‘* The income to be annually expended in procuring the services of 
musicians, or of a band or bands of musicians, to perform in public in 
the City of Charlestown, within its present limits, free to all its citizens, 
one-half of said income to be annually expended in procuring musicians, 
or band or bands of musicians, to play on or near the small common at 
the ‘ Neck,’ so called, at the corner of Main and Cambridge streets, 
preference to be given to citizens of Charlestown, due regard being had 
as to ability and quality.”

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the City of Boston 
for the time being (and his successors in office), the Fire Commissioner 
of the City of Boston for the time being (and his suceessors in office), 
were constituted a body corporate for the purpose of receiving and 
holding all sums of money, and real and personal estate, not exceeding 
in the aggregate two hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, 
granted, bequeathed, or devised to it for the benefit of members of the 
Boston Fire Department, or their families, requiring assistance, or for 
the benefit of any persons, or the families of any persons, who have been 
such members, requiring assistance. The property so held shall be 
known as the Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund. The said body corporate 
shall have authority to manage and dispose of the same and the income 
thereof according to their best discretion, subject to the provisions of 
any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes aforesaid. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act, the following- 
named persons, viz.: the Mayor, Thomas N. Hart; Fire Commissioner, 
Henry S. Russell— now constitute the Board of Trustees; Thomas N. 
Hart, Mayor, President; Henry S. Russell, Treasurer; Michael J. Lafferty, 


Secretary.

vided by the will, ‘‘ in the purchase of land and for the erection thereon 
of the Franklin Trades School and for the equipment of the same.”’ 


This money has not been expended for this purpose, but is drawing 


interest in the hands of the City Treasurer as a special appropriation, 
its amount being on January 31, 1901, $376,145.63. 

The balance of the Fund, which was retained by its Treasurer, will 
remain invested in loans as provided by the will until July 1, 1991, 
when it will be divided between the City of Boston and Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts in the proportions suggested in the bequest. This

PEMBERTON Funp. — This fund comprises bequests and gifts made to 
the City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘‘ A.B.’’ Daniel 


_ Oliver, Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, Mary 


Treland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, Will- 
iam Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘a citizen 
of Boston,’ Anonymous, Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, 
Walter E. Hawes, and Wm. B. Spooner. The most important, however, 
of the bequests, was from BENJAMIN PEMBERTON, whose will was 
proved June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been given to the 
fund. The income of this fund is to be expended at the discretion of 
the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of this City. The 
amount of this fund January 31, 1901, was $185,302.32. 


Boyitston Funps. — These funds were from a bequest by JOHN 
Boyuston, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequests is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ Poor and decayed 
householders of the Town of Boston,” ‘‘not under fifty years of age,”’ 
‘persons of good eharacter, and reduced by the act of Providence, not 
by indolence, extravagance or other vice.’ The other portion to be 
applied to ‘‘nurture and instruction of Poor Orphans and Deserted 
Children of the Town of Boston, until fourteen years of age.”’ 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, January 31, 1901, to $30,694.91. 

The Bcylston Education Fund amounted, January 31, 1901, to 
$149,655.04. 


Mason Funpv. — Was a bequest of JONATHAN MASON, by will dated 
July 15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the 
almshouse or workhouse. Interest to be added until one is appointed. 
The interest is now paid annually towards the salaries of the Chaplains 
of the House of Correction, Deer Island, and the Almshouse, Long 
Island. Amount of Mason Fund, January 31, 1901, was $9,611.70. 


DExTER FuNnD.— Was a bequest of SAMUEL DEXTER, by will dated 
May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of charity 
as are not supported in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved by 
the Overseers of the Poor. Amount of Dexter Fund January 31, 1901, 
$5,641.28. 


JEFFRIES FuND. — Was a bequest of DAVID JEFFRIES, former Town 
Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the 
purchase of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar for the refreshment of 
those persons who, in the Providence of God, are or shall be obliged to 
seek refuge in the almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always 
giving preference to the pious poor. Amountof Jeffries Fund, January 
31, 1901, $7,317.84. 


Lucy BuLLMAN CHARITY. — Consists of an estate on Cambridge and 
Joy streets, in this City, which came into possession of the City of Bos- 
ton in 1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy BuLLMAN, proved at 
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Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided 
that, upon the death of certain persons therein named, said estate is 
given to the City of Boston, upon condition that the ,estate never be 
sold, but the income used for the benefit of the poor. The estate is 
valued at about $10,800. Funds on hand January 31, 1901, $25,203.43. 
By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor, January 4, 
18738, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 


DAVID SEARS CHARITY.— This is a fund contributed by the late 
Davip SEARs for the relief of the poor. Amount of fund January 31, 
1901, $328,653.32. 


PIERCE FuEL FunpD.— Legacy left to the City of Charlestown by the 
late CALEB PIERCE, who died September 7, 1860, and which was ac- 
cepted by the Charlestown City Council May, 1861. Income to be 
expended in purchasing fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had 
resided in Charlestown at least one year before their decease; said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown. Amount of fund

By his will he gave £50 to the relief of 
the poor of Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the Selectmen, 
and the income to be distributed to the most needy inhabitants.

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POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


By an order of the City Council, approved by the Mayor July 7, 1890, 
the care of this fund, which since 1870 had been with the Mayor, Treas- 
urer and Auditor, as Trustees, was transferred to the Board of Police, 
and the funds were transferred to the City Treasurer. 

The Board of Police are authorized to expend, with the approval of 
the Mayor, the income of the fund for the relief of persons who have 
received an honorable discharge from the police force by reason of 
sickness, age, or other disability, and who are in consequence of such 
disability, in necessitous circumstances ; and with the approval of the 
Mayor, for the relief of widows and orphans, in necessitous circum- 
stances, of police officers who have died while in the service of the 
City, or from the effects of injuries received in the execution of their 
duty.

On the 18th of April, the same year, it 
was “ Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., 
Treasurer of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools, all the 
money, bonds, notes of hand, etc. (being the property of said free 
penenis), that now are, or may come into his, the Town Treasurer’s 

and.”’ 
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The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus 
chosen shall have ‘tall the powers and privileges, and be subject to all 
the liabilities, set forth’? in the Act to incorporate certain persons by 
the name of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools; the act of 
annexation to Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation 
in the members of the School Committee of the City of Boston from the 
Charlestown District. 

By an Act, approved March 13, 1877, the School Committee were 
incorporated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust 
Fund, to ‘‘manage said funds, and disburse the income thereof within 
the limits of the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of 
the instruments creating said trust.”

APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1900-1901, 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1900, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston 
or the County of Suffolk, or the Departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund re- 
quirements, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several Departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of Chapter 
488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and 
for the interest and sinking-fund requirements for loans issued for water 


purposes, be met by the income from said works; that the other appro-. 


priations hereinafter specified be met out of the money remaining in the 
treasury at the close of business on January 31, 1900, exclusive of the 
money raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of any 
statute, gift, trust or special appropriation, and by the income of the 
financial year beginning February 1, 1900, and by taxes to the amount 
of $10,794,110, and that ‘said amount be raised by taxation on the polls 
and estates taxable in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the City, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
Department or Division for any other Department or Division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of. Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the Depart- 
ment or Division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current muncipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the 
City Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the City’s proportion of 
the State tax of the year 1900, or of any other taxes or assessments pay- 
able to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of 
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October, 1900; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 
1900, bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum up to the first day of January, 1901, and at the 
rate of seven per cent. per annum after and including said first day of 
January, except that taxes assessed upon shares of stock of national 
banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum from 
and ineluding said first day of November until paid; and thatall interest 
which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and be a part 


‘of such taxes. 


Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
ment from the appropriation for current expenses of one division of a 
department to the appropriation for current expenses of any other divi- 
sion of the same department, and may, with the further approval of 
the Committee on Finance, make transfers from the Reserve Fund to 


any appropriation for current expenses of a department; and that said

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1901, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statue or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston 
or the County of Suffolk, or the Departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund re- 
quirements and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several Departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of Chap- 
ter 488 of the Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, 
and for the interest and sinking-fund requirements for loans issued for 
water purposes be met by the income from said works; that the other 
appropriations hereinafter specified be met out of the money remaining 
in the treasury at the close of business on January 31, 1901, exclusive of 
the money raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of 
any statute, gift, trust, or special appropriation, and by the income of 
the financial year beginning February 1, 1901, and by taxes to the 
amount of $138,074,453.89, and that said amount be raised by taxation on 


' the polls and estates taxable in the City of Boston. 


Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the City, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
Department or Division for any other Department or Division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the Depart- 
ment or Division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes:-of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest. thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the

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ANNUAL REPORT

FOR THE YEAR 1900.

Hon. THomAS N. Hart, 
Mayor, City of Boston : 


DEAR Sir, — The members of the Trustees in charge 
of the Department of Baths submit herewith the third 
annual report of the work of the Department: 

_ We wish in the beginning to call your attention to the in- 

crease in the service now rendered by the municipality in 
the provision of baths, gymnasia and convenience stations, 
since the Department of Baths was created. 

Up to 1897 there were fourteen bathing places, open for 
three months or less during the summer. Under the admin- 
istration of the newly created department, six new summer 
baths were added, and the patronage of the summer baths 
increased threefold in a single year. There were as yet no 
all-the-year-round baths or gymnasia. 

In 1898 the Dover-street bath was constructed, and the 
East Boston Gymnasium was placed in charge of the De- 
partment. These two institutions are the most important 
undertakings under the Department’s care. 

Following up the success of the East Boston Gymnasium, 
the Trustees now have under their direction one other 
large indoor gymnasium, on D street, South Boston, built 
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by the City, upon land owned by the State, and three small 
gymnasiums, one on Harrison avenue in Ward 9, one on 
Elmwood street, Ward 19, and one on ‘Tyler street, 
Ward 7. 

The Tyler-street Gymnasium was originally provided by 
the College Settlements Association, as part of the work of 
Denison House, but the gymnasium has now been leased for 
a term of years by the City. 

The Trustees have not been able to increase the number 
of water-side baths for swimming during the summer months, 
but they continue to increase greatly the usefulness of all 
these baths. 

In two districts not having a water front, swimming 
pools have been provided, and these have constituted a valu- 
able addition to the service of the Bath Department, thus 
finally covering the entire City with facilities for summer 
bathing. 

The urinals which have stood for many years in some 
of the sjuares of the City and at other crowded places 
have not been increased, and appropriations have not been 
made to improve them. Meanwhile the underground Con- 
venience Station on the Common, near Park street, has been 
built, is open day and night, and is used by an enormous 
number of people. During the past summer the Com- 
mission for the first time has had charge of the playground at 
the North End Park. 

The Commission cordially invites attention to the statis- 
tics of attendance at the various centres under its charge. 

W hen these are set over against the amount expended, it 
will be seen that if compared with the work of other De- 
partments, or with the administration of such baths as existed 
in the past, the service rendered by the Commission is a dis- 
tinctly economical one. 

The true test of course is not as to the amount laid out, 
but as to the public profit gained through the expenditure. 
The Commission is confident that an investigation of the 
work under its charge will show that the value of the re- 
turns far outweighs the comparatively small cost of carrying 
on the work of the Department. Beside the large amount 
of healthy recreation which the baths and gymnasia afford, 
the reports of the Athletic and Medical Directors which 
are appended to this statement will suggest that such work, 
if done upon a sufficiently ample scale, will effect a notice- 
able saving in the demand upon the various City institutions, 
for the helpless poor, the sick, the disorderly and criminal. 
To look at the matter still more deeply a comprehensive 
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scheme of agencies covering the City and designed to protect’ 
and enhance the health and vigor of the rising generation, 
will mean a considerable increase in the intelligence and pro- 
ductive capacity of the people. Such enterprise is, indeed, 
quite as important to the economic and industrial progress of 
the population of the City as is the encouragement of manu- 
facturing and commerce by the improvement of railroad 
terminals or by the widening and deepening of the harbor. 

The interest in the work of the Department shown by 
prominent citizens of other cities has continued and _ in- 
creased. No slight part of our work lies in its influence in 
the development in other parts of the country of measures 
similar to those which Boston is carrying out for the eleva- 
tion of the standard of cleanliness and general hygiene 
among the people of the City. An exhibit of the work of 
the Bath Department was entered at the Pan-American 
Exposition at Buffalo. 


FLOATING BATHs. 


Little is to be said about the floating baths, except that 
they fulfilled their purpose well during the summer of last 
year. The Commission was again somewhat hampered by 
limited appropriations for running expenses. We would 
once more urge the importance of providing for several new 
structures of this sort. It is regrettable that this part of the 
public bathing system, which has so long and satisfactory a 
history in Boston, should not be more fully up to the best 
standard of Boston’s municipal enterprise in general or 
of the other work of this Department. That a bath-house 
should be attractive and inviting to the public is one of the 
prime essentials to its best usefulness; and several of the 
floating bath-houses now in commission are so worn out as to 
be forbidding if not positively dangerous. 


BEACHES. 


The beaches at the North End, Wood Island park, and 
L street were all very liberally patronized last summer. At 
times, at the North End, the pressure upon the accommoda- 
tions was entirely too large to be adequately met. A uniform 
charge of five cents per bathing suit was made. As usual 
the precautions of the Commission with regard to accidents 
were carefully and successfully pursued. The pains taken 
in this matter, by having expert swimmers in boats at all the 
baths, contributes considerably to the popularity of these 
public beaches. Large numbers of young people have taken 
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advantage of the opportunities provided for instruction in 
swimming. In all cases there are separate parts of the beach 
for men and for women, and here, as in all parts of the 
Department’s work, special care is taken to protect women 
and girls from any sort of embarrassment. 

The new structure for the combined K and _ L-street 
baths is now complete, and furnishes an admirable equipment 
for the accommodation of very large numbers of people at 
this popular hot-weather resort. The building is altogether 
900 feet long, and contains 1,000 dressing rooms. There are 
separate apartments in the building, and separate divisions of 
the beach for men, for boys and for women and girls. The 
beach has been dredged so that swimming is possible at all 
hours of the day. This greatly increases the capacity of the 
bath as against former years, when the bath could be opened 
only during high tide. The L-street bath has always been 
resorted to by men from all parts of the City, and now that 
there is no uncertainty as to whether the bath is open or not 
at a given hour the patronage is greatly increased. ‘The 
facilities furnished by the new building are fully used and 
heartily appreciated. It would be hard to find a way in 
which the sum of $60,000 could have been expended in a 
way to advantage a larger number of people than by the 
erection of this L-street bath-house. 


SWIMMING POOLS. 


The two swimming pools at Cabot street and Orchard 
park have abundantly justified their existence. With the 
completion of the swimming pool in Ward 15, which the 
Commission hopes may be brought about, there would thus 
be opportunity at fairly central points for keeping up during 
the winter some of interest in the admirable recreation and 
exercise of swimming, which now has only a spasmodic out- 
burst during the heated months. The lack of an all-the-year- 
round swimming pool is the one point at which Boston falls 
short of a complete scheme of municipal baths. The new 
building at Cabot street, for which plans have been prepared, 
will supply the missing factor by providing an admirable all- 
the-year-round swimming pool. ~ 


GYMNASIA.. 


The two large gymnasia in East Boston and South 
Boston have had a year of gratifying success and progress. 
The classes are large, and great interest in the class work is 

taken both by the children and by the young men and young 
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women. An interesting recent development is that of the 
classes of women of mature years, having home responsi- 
bilities, who yet can spare a certain amount of time in the 
morning. In East Boston, a class of this kind, numbering 
115 members, and in South Boston a class numbering 59 
members, have been formed, and great interest has been 
_ taken by the members in the class work. 

Of the smaller gymnasia the one in Ward 9 was opened 
in October last, the one in Ward 19 in January, and the one 
in Ward 7 in May. ‘The Ward 9 gymnasium has had success- 
ful classes, with the exception of the class for young women. 
It is confidently hoped that this class will grow in numbers 
and interest with the opening of another season. In general, 
however, the gymnasium has been largely attended, and 
much appreciated. In Ward 19 the gymnasium has been 
open only about half of the season, but a satisfactory begin- 
ning has been made with its work. 

The Ward 7 gymnasium has made a very satisfactory 
beginning as a City institution. 

An interesting aspect of the educational work of the gym- 
nasiums is that they accomplish the training of young men 
who are ambitious to enter the City’s service as policemen 
and firemen. ‘The City gymnasia have been the means of | 
raising by ten or fifteen points the standard for appointment 
to positions in these Departments. For some’ suggestive 
facts with regard to such training, as well as for striking 
evidence of the physical and moral value of the work of the 
gymnasia, we call attention to the special reports appended 
to this statement. 

As to the future growth of the indoor gymnasium system 
throughout the City, the Commission would strongly urge 
the importance of constructing large gymnasia, designed to 
meet the needs of an entire district, rather than small ones 
for each ward. The small gymnasia now in existence 
were provided through arrangements and appropriations as 
to which the Commission was given no satisfactory alterna- 
tive. A gymnasium needs to have a large floor space, about 
125 by 60 feet, ample air space, and large dimensions such 
as to allow of a running track. It is better, also, not to have 
a City gymnasium too closely identified with a single neighbor- 
hood, but to make it a sort of public centre, to which people 
will come from many different streets. A very important 
consideration also lies in the fact that it costs practically as 
much for the wages of attendants and instructors in a small 
gymnasium as in a large one. 

There have been public class exhibitions at the South 
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Boston Gymnasium during the year. Special contests are 
not encouraged, as the object is to give a reasonable degree 
of training to the physical capacities of the average person 
rather than to bring to the front the expert and prodigy. 

For the success of the gymnasia great credit is due to 
the faithful work of the instructors. The report of Mr. 
Bowler, who has acted as general superintendent of the class 
work in the gymnasia, is included in this pamphlet. 

There are six physicians, two of them women, who have 
regular hours at the different gymnasia. The physicians 
examine every applicant for the privileges of the gymna- 
sia, particularly to see whether he has any weakness for 
which some special exercise might be enjoined. In all cases 
the physicians offer valuable advice and counsel to attend- 
ants at the gymnasia. Some of the physicians are gather- 
ing a valuable body of data through the compilation of 
exhaustive anthropometric statistics.. 


NortaH ENpD PLAYGROUND. 


The Commission has entered with interest into the experi- 
ment of conducting the playground at the North End Park, 
adjoining the swimming beach, during the present summer. 
There would seem to be good reason for having the manage- 
ment of the outdoor playground in the same hands as the 
indoor gymnasia. ‘The instructor and some of the at- 
tendants in the indoor gymnasia during the winter could 
be told off under the same general supervision to have 
charge of the outdoor athletics and recreation. 


PUBLIC CONVENIENCE STATIONS. 


The underground public convenience station situated on 
the Common, near Park street, must be recognized as a 
highly appreciated public improvement. On holidays the 
number of persons availing themselves of it has been as high 
as twenty thousand. The Commission would strongly rec- 
ommend the construction of two or three more such stations 
in the crowded down-town squares. Such provision must 
be regarded as absolutely essential to the welfare of a great 
civilized city. 

We would again urgently recommend the replacing of the 
antiquated urinals to be found in different parts of the City 
by structures which would be more convenient and less 
offensive to persons passing by. 
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LAUNDRIES. 


The laundry at Dover street is gradually finding its large 
capacity pretty fully drawn upon. A somewhat larger all- 
the-year-round force has become necessary. In the summer, 
of course, the Dover-street laundry is inadequate to the 
demand, and the small laundry at North End park is put 
into requisition.

ADDITIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The North End and Charlestown are two districts which 
are wholly unprovided with all-the-year-round bathing and 
gymnasium facilities, and in both cases there is special 
need for opportunities of that kind. For Charlestown we 
would recommend a gymnasium with baths, like the one in 
South Boston. As to the North End we are glad to say that 
a suitable appropriation has been provided for a special bath- 
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house like the one on Dover street, which, to a greater or 
less degree, will serve the population in all the northern dis- 
tricts of the City, as the Dover-street bath serves the southern 
districts. A district gymnasium for the North End is strongly 
urged, not only by the local residents, but by public-spirited 
people from other parts of the City who are interested in the 
improvement of North End conditions.

REPORT OF JOHN W. BOWLER, SUPERINTENDENT OF 
GYMNASIUMS. 


ARRANGEMENT OF CLASSES. 


The classes are so arranged that the boys and girls, men 
and women, all have special hours when they attend; the 
drills and class exercises are so arranged that each one must 
attain the best results possible. Two days a week are 
reserved for women and girls; the school girls have their 
classes during the afternoon, the women at night. Two 
afternoons and Saturday mornings are given to the school 
boys; two evenings to working boys and the other two 
-evenings to the men. The men, however, are allowed to 
attend the evenings reserved for the working boys if they so 
desire. 


CORRECTIVE AND MEDICAL GYMNASTICS. 


Special exercises are prescribed whenever necessary to 
correct round or drooping shoulders, flat chest, wry neck, 
spinal curvature, and many of the common faults and weak- 
nesses found in the physical condition of our school children, 
and also adults; local weaknesses, and emaciated parts have 
become stronger and more fully developed through special 
work. A number of cases of indigestion, nervous dyspepsia, 
and other diseases, caused by poor circulation of the blood, 
have been greatly benefited, and in most cases practically 
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cured, especially among the women, through a course of pre- 
scribed exercises in addition to the general work. The 
above enumerated physical defects, and diseases are common 
among women students, and others of sedentary occupations 
who rarely ever take part in physical recreation, and again 
we oftentimes find physical deformities among those who 
devote the entire time they give to exercising to a specialty 
rather than to a general course of exercises, whereby they 
would bring into action all the various muscles, and thereby 
gain a more symmetrical development of the body. 


CHILDREN AND YOUTHS. 


Every attention and special care is given to the children 
and youth of both sexes. Better results can be had not only 
with their physical, but with their mental development, than 
with the adults ; however when an adult attends the gymna- 
sium because he believes his condition needs it, the difficult 
part of the work is eliminated as he or she will, as a rule, 
follow diligently and intelligently the advice of the instructor. 
The children, however, do not enter into the gymnasium 
with the idea of development, but with the sole thought 
uppermost in their minds at all times of having lots of fun, 
therefore it is only by patience and good judgment that 
children’s classes can be directed successfully. The chil- 
dren’s exercises consist of a little marching, free movements, 
simple Indian club exercises, and very little apparatus work, 
and various gymnastic games. 

The games are entered into with the greatest enthusiasm ; 
in most of them the class is divided into several teams, which 
compete against each other. By this means the active 
co-operation of the entire team is necessary for success. 
Unfair tactics, intentional or unintentional, are not tolerated ; 
thereby the spirit of fairness is developed. 


WoMEN AND GIRLS. 


At the Paris-street Gymnasium, East Boston, classes were 
held weekly for the women with a total attendence of 3,281, - 
average, 51; the same number of classes were also held for 
the girls ; total attendance, 2,689; average, 42. 

At the Ward 9 Gymnasium (open ten weeks) 20 classes 
were held for women, total attendance, 1,020; average, 51. 
The same number of classes were held for girls; total atten- 
dance, 824; average, 41. 

Two matrons attend each gymnasium, the days allotted to 
the women and girls; they give special attention to the 
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little girls, in assisting them, when necessary, to dress, before 
as well as after exercising, also during the time they are 
bathing. 


MEN AND Boys. 


The attendance in the men’s classes as well as those held 
for the boys have been exceedingly large, all the gymnasia 
being taxed as a rule to their utmost. 

At the South Boston Gymnasium, 94 classes were held 
for men, with a total attendance of 13,534; average attend- 
ance, 144. At the same gymnasium, 90 classes were held 
for boys, with a total attendance of 13,716; average, 152. 
Total classes, 184; total attendance, 27,250; average, 147. 

At the Paris-street Gymnasium, East Boston, 63 classes 
were held for men; total attendance, 5,607; average attend- 
ance, 89. 128 classes were held for boys; total attendance, 
16,505; average, 129. 

Total classes, 191; total attendance, 22,112; average, 
115. 

At the Ward 9 Gymnasium 82 classes were held for men; 
total attendance, 1,574; average: attendance, 49; 34 classes 
were held for boys ; total attendance, 1,537; average attend- 
ance, 45; total classes, 66; total attendance, 3,111; aver- 
age, 47. : 


BATHING. 


A large number have become accustomed to bathe fre- 
quently, who infrequently took a bath before the opening of 
the gymnasia, especially the children. At first a large 
number of girls would not take a bath after exercising; in 
questioning them we would learn that they refrained from 
so doing through the advice of their parents, who, due to 
‘ignorance of the subject, were positive it meant at least a 
cold. I am pleased, however, to state that this feeling is 
practically eliminated, and through constant advice and 
assurance they now look upon the bath as a_ necessary 
.adjunct to the exercises. 


THE INSTRUCTORS. 


Great credit is due to Mr. Nathaniel J. Young, instructor 
at the Paris-street Gymnasium, East Boston, Mr. Wm. 
Corey, instructor at Ward 9, and Mr. Matthew Leary, 
instructor at the Ward 19 Gymnasium, for the creditable 
manner in which they conducted the work which was 
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entrusted to them. As a rule the instructor had large 
classes which called for great patience and perseverance. 

The South Boston, Ward 18, Gymnasium is under my 
personal direction. 


[REPORT FROM OCTOBER, 1900, TO MAY, 1901.] 


Boston, May 1, 19901. 
To the Members of the Bath Commission: 


As my appointment of physician for the men and boys at 
the South Boston Gymnasium began but six months ago the 
time is rather short, and the observations made somewhat 
limited, to give a detailed report of value; still the benefits 
to those who have attended the gymnasium classes faithfully 
are very apparent, especially the good results which have 
followed the application of a system of exercises under 
proper direction. 

The majority of the boys up to sixteen years of age are 
scholars in the public schools. The spinal curvatures noted 
in these boys are in every case almost produced or aggra- 
vated by faulty methods of standing or sitting. It has only 
been necessary to instruct these boys in a few exercises to 
correct the deformity, to insist on their daily performance 
regularly and correctly, and the condition has been cured. 

All the boys have been especially urged to bathe after 
each class exercise, and with very few exceptions this advice 
has been followed. Of one of the benefits derived from the 
regular use of the baths, may be mentioned the entire 
absence of parasitic disease of the skin and hair among 
the boys. 

Of the young men and those older, almost all are of the 
working class, the attendance of the majority being limited 
to the evening classes. Numbers are especially devoted to 
some branch of -athletic sport, and not a few are candidates 
for the Police or Fire Departments, preparing in the 
gymnasium for their physical tests in the examination for 
qualification. These men have been much encouraged by 
the results of their examination before a physician, and have 
gone into their training assisted with the knowledge that 
they are physically sound, and should successfully pass the 
required examination. 

Of the four members advised to discontinue attendance at 
the gymnasium, two were so advised because of organic heart 
disease which became aggravated by the exercises, one 
because of hernia, and one because of hydrocele. The two 
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latter were advised to have an operation performed for their 
condition. 

Each member examined has a card kept with the result of 
his physical examination thereon, a fae simile of which is 
below. These cards will be of much value in the next 
session, in indicating the advancement each member makes 
in his physical culture.

The introduction into the gymnasium of the apparatus to 
enable the “strength measurements” to be taken is respect- 
fully recommended; also in the event of an addition being 
built to the loeker room, a small section to be reserved for 
a physicians’ examining room, where a greater degree of 
quiet and privacy may be obtained when making physical 
examinations.

Boston Bath Commission: 


GENTLEMEN, —I herewith submit my report as Medical 
Examiner of the East Boston Gymnasium. 

During the six months, from October, 1900, to April, 1901, 
I examined five hundred and sixty-eight men and boys. In 
each case I took the name, residence, age, weight, and height, 
and made a careful examination of the spine, heart, and 
lungs, the results of which I recorded for future reference. 

In looking over this record I find that curvature of the 
spine is the most prevalent affection, ten per cent. of all 
whom I examined being thus afflicted. Careful questioning 
has elicited the information that perhaps seven per cent. of 
it is due to some peculiar sort of employment which tends 
to develop one side of the body at the expense of the other. 
The remaining three per cent. 1s either natal or the result of 
the excessive use of one form of gymnasium work. 

Next in order come cardiacal derangements. About five 
per cent. of all who came under my observation were suffer- 
ing with heart trouble ranging from slight disorder, to severe 
lesions. In the majority of these cases the persons were 
either addicted to the use of tobacco and narcotics or in the 
habit of indulging in violent exercise of one sort or another. 

The cases of lung trouble were comparatively few, amount- 
ing to only five per cent. By far the larger part of these 
were persons whose home environments were of the poorest 
sort. Seldom did I find a case where the person affected was 
brought up under healthful, domestic conditions. 

There is one thing that impressed me from the very first, 
and that is the immediate connection between the state of 
health of a person and his general appearance. This appar- 
ent relation is most pronounced among boys. In almost all 
eases I found that the boy who was clean and neat in his 
dress and who was reared under some sort of home regimen 
possessed better health than the boy who had little regard 
for these things. One could also easily glean that the clean, 
athletic, and healthy youth was more apt and intelligent 
than his uncleanly brother. 

The question now arises does systematic exercise under 
the guidance of an instructor show any beneficial results on 
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those with enfeebled constitutions. Yes, decidedly. A 
large number of those examined made it a practice to appear 
before me every week. By comparing their conditions at 
various intervals I have been in a position to note any 
changes for better or for worse. In the case of spinal curva- 
ture six months is too short a time to permit of any great im- 
provement. Ina number of instances, however, where the 
curvature was not extreme, and the persons affected assidu- 
ously followed the instructions, I have recognized a decided 
improvement, which leads me to hope for a complete correc- 
tion. With persons complaining of heart disorders, and who 
were really anxious to improve their condition there has 
been a considerable betterment. This is due, I learned, in 
great part to the fact that they have renounced or become 
more temperate in many of their vicious habits. But the 
exercise which they have taken in the gymnasium is respon- 
sible for much of this good. It certainly is evident that if a 
person with a weak heart goes through a certain amount of 
approved exercise with regularity, following to the letter the 
recommendation of the instructor and physician, it will not 
be long before he finds his enfeebled organ rapidly gaining 
in strength. So itis with the lungs. Most people with dis- 
eased respiratory organs seldom undergo sufficient exertion. 
If there is to be any improvement at all the patient must 
take a moderate amount of exercise. 

Apart from the public gymnasium, this system of free 
medical examinations has its advantages. There are large 
numbers of persons who would never know their bodily con- 
dition if it were not for this system. There is nothing in 
which a man is more vitally concerned than his health. Yet 
how many persons are there who know exactly the state of 
their constitution? Under a system of free examinations 
there is absolutely no reason why every one should not be 
in possession of this vital information. There are scores of 
people suffering from ailments of which they are ignorant, or 
which they neglect in the belief that they are not serious. If 
every one underwent the examination of the gymnasium 
physician such cases would be brought to light before they 
had time to become dangerous, and might be cured in their 
incipiency. In many cases all that might be necessary is 
proper exercising.

The youngest person examined was five years of age, and 
the oldest forty years. Among the boys, thirteen years was 
the age most largely represented; among the men, eighteen 
years was the best represented. 

Thirteen (18) men announced their intention to take the 
Civil Service examination for the Boston Police or Fire 
Departments. 

Eight (8) were to take the examinations for the Police 
Department. 

Five (5) were to take the examinations for the Fire 
Department. 

Of the eight (8) men who announced an intention to try 
for the Police Department, one (1) is in training (he has 
not reached the required age). 

One (1) made no application. 

Six (6) filed applications with the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, and three (8) of these have passed (passed well); the 
other three (8), at this writing, had not completed their 
examinations. 

Of the five (5) men who announced an intention to try 
for the Fire Department one (1) is in training (he has not 
reached the required age). 

Two (2) made no application. 
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Two (2) filed applications with the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, and one (1) of these passed well; the other one (1), at 
this writing, has not completed his examination. 

Of the eight (8) men who went up before the Civil Service 
Commission seven (7) passed the examination with a high 
percentage. 


[REPORT FROM OCTOBER, 1900, TO MAY 15, 1901.] 


To the Bath Trustees: 


It is with much pleasure I submit a report for the year’s 
work in the gymnasia under my medical direction. Not only 
has the attendance been greater than in former years, but 
the marked results obtained are gratifying as well as lasting. 

Ward 9 Gymnasium was opened in the fall, and while the 
women’s classes have not grown to any extent, the children’s 
classes have been very large. The facts are different at the 
East Boston Gymnasium, when the first year for women, 
1896-7, the number examined was fifty-eight; children, four- 
teen ; while in 1897-8, the number of new women was thirty- 
three; children, twenty. When we consider that the children 
are pliable, impressionable, and that our hope for better 
future social conditions is to be placed in them, it will be 
seen that the gymnasia are doing great work, and we may 
feel that the growth among their children’s classes is of more 
importance than that of the older classes. 

Among the children were found many cases of slight spinal 
curvature and rounding of shoulders, and the majority have 
become straighter, with better general carriage. 

One very interesting case at Ward 9 is worth record- 
ing. A young girl of twenty, unable to work, was recom- 
mended to the gymnasium and my special care by her 
physician. Her physicial condition was such that she was 
permitted to do only a part of the class work. This was 
increased from time to time until she begged to be allowed 
to do some apparatus work. Permission to do this was 
given guardedly, and the result was that at last she became 
the strongest and best gymnast of the class, excelling in 


-many feats, and going back to work with renewed energy 


and life. 

At the Commonwealth park Gymnasium the work has 
been continued along the same lines as of last year, with 
two new interesting features. 

One, a morning class of married women, has given us a 
chance to broaden the lines of special work. There is much 
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enthusiasm evinced by these housekeepers, all desiring physi- 
cal improvement, and the exercises are well planned by the 
instructor to give the greatest benefit. 

The other feature is a class of children between the ages 
of four and nine years who come twice a week to take the 
baths only. The greater number of them, from their clothes 
and general appearance, come from very poor and unclean 
homes, yet they have attended regularly, through the cold as 
well as mild months. 

A glance at the occupations of the members of the women’s 
classes will show them to be wide and varied, some of which 
directly affect the physical well-being of the individual. 
This has been overcome and corrected by special work given 
as required. In many cases anthropometric measurements 
have been taken.

DEAR Sir, — The Board of Appeal herewith presents its 
report for the year ending January 31, 1901. 

Between February 1, 1900, and January 81,1901, thirteen 
appeals from decisions of the Building Commissioner have 
been heard and acted upon by the Board; six of such 
appeals were sustained, and seven of such appeals were 
dismissed. 

One case has been acted upon by the Board sitting with 
the Chairman of the Board of Health and the Fire Commis- 
sioner aS a commission provided for in section 117 of the 
building law. 

Approval has been given in three cases for the omission of 
protection to weight bearing metal under the provisions of 
section 51 of the building. law. 

In 188 cases permits’ were granted to restore to original 
conditions buildings damaged by fire; and in two cases such 
permits were refused. 

For services from January 1, 1900, to December 31, 1900, 
_ $2,325 have been paid to the Board, and $21.70 have been 
_ paid by the City for expenses incident to such services during 
such time.

DEAR Srr,—In compliance with Section 24 of Chapter 
3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, a statement of the 
operations of the Department is herewith presented from 
February 1, 1900, to January 31, 1901.

The number of permits granted for first and second-class 
buildings is 460; tor third-class buildings, 822; for altera- 
tions, 2,236 ; ae setting of steam boilers, engines, etc., 906 ; 
for plumbing, 4,745; for gas-fitting work, 10,331; making 
a total of 19,500 permits granted during the year. 

The number of examinations made upon buildings in 
process of construction is 19,819; of alterations, 11,138; of 
boilers, engines, etc. (relative to setting), 1,059; plumbing 
work, 20,042; gas-fitting work, 18,949; elevators, 2,746 ; 
egress, 3,931; plans, 4,277; specials, 289; fires, 2,377 ; 
making a total of 88,976 examinations. 
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These examinations occasioned 656 reports relative to un- 
safe buildings, dangerous chimneys, etc.; 2,377 reports rela- 
tive to fires; 1,127 reports relative to. violations; and 5,124 
final reports (buildings completed) ; making a total of 9.284 
reports made during the year. 

The number of notices issued for violation of the statutes, 
etc., is 897; for unsafe buildings, walls, etc., 180; for 
dangerous chimneys, 06; for additional means of egress, 
405; and for miscellaneous purposes, 1,768; making a total 
of 3,306 notices issued during the year. 

Of the 4,277 plans submitted during the year, 5,588 were 
approved and 7389 were disapproved. The Department re- 
ferred to the Board of Appeal for its approval 190 applica- 
tions to restore premises to original condition (same being 
damaged by fire). Of this number two applications were 
not approved by the Board of Appeal. 

Eight appeals referred to the Board of Appeal were sus- 
tained, and six appeals were not sustained. 

The Board of Appeal also approved omission of _fire- 
proofing in three cases, as provided for in Section 51, Chapter 
419 of the Acts of 1892. 

The opinion of the Board of Appeal given in one case, 
relative to the true intent and meaning of the law, sustained 
the decision of the Department. 

A special commission on boilers ordered one permit 
granted, after hearing objections. 

The Department received 11 appeals, and referred same to 
the Board of Appeal; also received 18 communications from 
the Board of Appeal. : 

Of the 460 permits issued for first and second-class build- 
ings, 259 were for dwellings, 62 for dwellings and stores, 4 
for offices and stores, 11 for stables, 17 for stores, 4 for 
school-houses, 4 for offices, 7 for manufacturing, 38 for mer- 
cantile, 8 for storage, 33 for tenement houses, and the re- 
mainder for miscellaneous purposes. 

For third-class buildings, for which 822 permits were 
eranted, 646 were for dwellings, 12 for stables, 1 for shed, 
31 for storage, 16 for stores, 13 for dwellings and stores, 9 
for offices, and the remainder for miscellaneous purposes. 

The greatest number of permits granted for first and 
second-class buildings is Ward oe 76; Ward 19, 51; Ward 
10, 44; Ward 21, 42; Ward 22, 35 Ward 20, 33 Ward 6, 
32; Ward 16, 26; Ward 8, 25; Ward 18, 19; and the remain- 
der distributed through the remaining wards. 

The greatest number of permits granted for Airdlaee 
buildings is Ward 20, 181; Ward 25, 103; Ward 23, 81 ; 
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Ward 24, 74; Ward Be OU Wards lOc puis VWVeaTOn ob. ee Ol > 
Ward 14, 30; Ward 22, 29 ; Ward 5, 17, and the remainder 
distributed through the remaining wards. 

The number of first and second-class buildings completed 
and upon which final reports have been rendered during the 
year is 485, at an estimated cost above the land of $7,193,104. 

The number of third-class buildings completed and upon 
which final reports have been rendered during the year is 
855, at an estimated cost above the land of $4,273,830. 

The number of alterations completed during the year is 
2,034, at an estimated cost of $3,131,835. 

The number of plumbing jobs completed during the year 
is 4,305, at an estimated cost of $550,865. The number of 
boilers, etc., set, 771, at an estimated cost of $682,775. 

The number of gas-fixtures and piping installed is 6,663, 
at an estimated cost of $266,316; making a total estimated 
increase in tax valuation, by construction and improvements, 
of $16,098,225. 

There have been 513 buildings provided with additional 
means of egress. This includes 1,365 families, 18,919 persons, 
at an estimated cost of $133,845. (For further details see 
tables and tabulated report annexed.)

Gas ACCIDENT RECORD. 


On February 3, Mr. Herrick Cyhowsky was asphyxiated by gas on 
premises No. 244 West Third street, Ward 18. He occupied a room on 
the second floor, front. Upon an examination, found a tube for radiator 
placed over burner of bracket to supply gas. Bracket in fair condition. 
The gas meter used is the prepayment or slot style. It is supposed 
that radiator was lighted when Mr. Cyhowsky retired; that during 
the night supply of gas was exhausted, and that some person in the 
house to obtain light put twenty-five cents inthe slot. The burners in 
said occupant’s room being open, and not lighted, the fluid passed out, 
causing the accident. 

Upon an examination of premises No. 4 Indiana street, February 19, 
relative to reported case of asphyxiation, it was found that there was no 
accident; that the occupants did not use gas. 

Upon an examination of premises No. 4 Ferdinand street, Ward 10, on 
February 19, upon a report of death from asphyxiation it was found 
that death had occurred, but the Medical Examiner pronounced it heart 
disease, not asphyxiation. 
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February 20, at premises Atlantic avenue, corner India street, Grand 
View Hotel, Ward 7, Mr. John Welch, occupying the front room on the 
third floor, was overcome by gas. It appears that in said room there 
was a common fixture on the side wall, the cock to which slightly 
leaked. The arm was loose where it screwed into the cock, while the 
stop-cock turned rather hard. The gas pressure was six-tenths of an inch, 
and the burner consumed five feet per hour. There was a governor in use 
on the premises. The stop-cock was found turned on, and as it turned 
hard it is presumed that it was not turned on by accident. 

A slight explosion of gas occurred on the morning of March 2 on 
premises No. 17 Brattle square, Ward 6, occasioned probably from a small 
leak under the counter where there was an ordinary gas-heater. In- 
spection revealed the fact that this gas-heater, situated under counter, 
was boxed in on three sides, the bottom being about one foot above 
floor. Under bottom of heater, where burner screws into pipe, the leak 
is supposed to have taken place. The escaped gas coming in contact 
with partly lighted burner caused the explosion. Damage about $5. 

Upon an inspection of premises No. 9 Shawmut street, Ward 10, relative 
to the death of a man and woman by asphyxiation, it was found that 
they occupied a room on the third floor, front, of said building; that at 
the side of window there was a double-swing gas-bracket and gas-stove 
fitting, both from the same nipple. The stop-cocks of each were of the 
old style fitting. The bracket was in fair condition, leaking very 
slightly. The stove fitting was defective, inasmuch as there was no stop- 
pin in the plug. The pressure on the gas-burner was eight-tenths of an 
inch, and on‘ the stove-fitting two and a half inches. The burner con- 
sumed three and a half feet of gas per hour, and the stove fitting ten 
feet and over per hour. The surroundings indicated that the cock was 
turned on accidentally, allowing the escape of gas, which caused the 
accident. 

Upon inspection of premises, April 5, No. 7 Endicott street, Ward 6, it 
was ascertained three men were found to have been asphyxiated by escap- 
ing of gas from fixture in room on third floor, rear, off kitchen. The key 
on ell-burner cock was in good condition, but from the reported con- 
dition of the men it is evident that it was a case of accident. 

On the afternoon of April 7 inspection was made of premises No. 725 
Tremont street, Ward 12, upon a reported case of asphyxiation. It was 
found that the room on the third story-front, where the accident oc- 
curred, contained two single swing joint brackets and check-burners. 
One bracket was found turned on, and the cock to said bracket was 
defective, it turning too easily and witha jump. Both brackets were 
gas-tight. Appearances indicated that this cock was turned on acci- 
dentally. 

Upon an examination of premises No. 21 Cortes street, suite 4, Ward 10, 
April 18, relative to asphyxiation by gas of the occupant of fourth story, 
rear side room, it was found that the gas-fixture was a common stiff 
bracket, nine inches long, and in good order, with the exception that 
the lava tip had been removed from the burner. There was also found 
on the bed a piece of flexible tube, six feet long, with the connecting 
socket removed from one end of it. Conditions at the time of inspec- 
tion indicated that the deceased removed the lava tip from the burner 
and forced the end of tube over it, placing the opposite end in her mouth, 
as she was found in this position when the people of the suite gained 
access to her room. Beyond doubt this was a case of suicide. 

On October 3 an explosion of illuminating gas occurred in building No. 
17 Gloucester street, Ward 11. The house had been closed for the sum- 
mer, and when opened up on October 2, the gas was turned on in the 
building. The next day a strong odor of gas was apparent, but the leak 
was not located. The owner having occasion to go to a closet, the door 
of same being locked, carried a light in herhand. The gas having accu- 
mulated in the closet, immediately ignited when door was opened, and it 
came in contact with flame. Considerable damage was done to building 
by windows being blown out, and a slight fire. The owner was 
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rendered unconscious by the shock and suffered also from inhaling the 
flame. 

Upon an examination, December 20, of premises No. 101 Charles street, 
Ward 11, relative to gas explosion, it was found that a gas-fitter had 
been at work in basement of building fitting a new valve to service, 
close to foundation wall. In connecting the valve he removed the stem 
and seat from it. One end of the valve he had closed with an inch plug, 
but had apparently left the opening closed by the stem and seat open, or 
had depended on his hand to cover it. In connecting the valve of the tee 
a large amount of gas must have escaped into the building, and becom- 
ing ignited in some way caused anexplosion. Considerable damage was 
caused to this and buildings on either side of it, also to buildings oppo- 
site on other side of street by breaking of glass. No. 101 was badly 
damaged from force of explosion.

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ELEVATOR AND HoIstTWAY ACCIDENT RECORD. 


On Wednesday afternoon, February 7, a boy, 16 years of age, named 
Morris Mendazo, residing at No. 167 Athens street, South Boston, was 
injured on one of the freight elevators in building Nos. 62 to 68 Essex 
street, corner Chauncy street, Ward 7. It appears upon investigation 
that he was riding up and down in the car, which was being operated 
by some other person, and while attempting to jump off was caught by 
the gate, but in just what manner could not be ascertained. He suf- 
fered contusions of the right knee and right elbow. 


About 3.30 o’clock on the afternoon of March 2, Arthur C. Holden, 
18 years of age, residing at No. 114 West Emerson street, Melrose, was 
injured on freight elevator in building Nos..169 Broad street and 218 
High street, Ward 7. He was employed on the premises by Dodge, 
Haley & Co. While standing near the elevator some one started the car 
upward, and for some unexplained reason he fell backward upon the 
platform of car. The automatic gate was raised at the time, and when 
it dropped it struck his legs below the knees, and he was unable to ex- 
tricate himself before the platform ascended to the brick wall above 
opening. He was therefore caught between the walls and said plat- 
form, and could not be released until the platform had beencut. It was 
found he had sustained severe bruises and contusions. 


On March 16, during the afternoon, Henry Copeland fell down the 
elevator shaft from fourth floor to basement, in building No. 76 Summer 
street, Ward 7, and was fatally injured. At the date of inspection the 
gate was found to be operative, though it was reported inoperative at 
time of accident. 


On the afternoon of March 19 James M. King was instantly killed 
on one of the freight elevators of building No. 60 India street, Ward 7. 
Upon investigation it appeared that he and a companion, named Walter 
H. Langley, both of whom were employed by the Boston Mailing Com- 
pany, occupying fourth floor of building, while standing on the side- 
walk attempted to climb over a bulkhead, twenty inches high, to catch 
the ascending car. Langley succeeded, but King fell upon the plat- 
form, and could not regain his feet before he was caught and bound 
between car and brick wall over doorway. When released it was found 
that his head was crushed and his neck broken. King was 19 years 
of age, and resided at No. 256 Columbia street, Cambridgeport. 


On Friday, April 27, at 1.80 P.M., Arthur Kaplan, 16 years old, em- 
ployed by the Boston Envelope Company, on fourth floor of building, 
was found dead in elevator shaft of building Nos. 291, 293 Congress 
street, Ward 7. Judging from conditions upon examination, it is sup- 
posed he attempted to leave the building with bundles, and while stop- 
ping the elevator car fell forward upon the ascending platform and 
could not release himself. The head was severed from the body. He 
resided at No. 47 Lowell street. 


John Driscoll, 15 years of age, was injured by elevator in building 
Nos. 17-19 Bennet street, Ward 7, on May 14, about 5 P.M. The 
elevator was at the street opening, and Driscoll climbed upon the bulk- 
head and was standing upon the platform of car when some one started 
the machinery. He attempted to jump off while car was ascending, and 
was caught between edge of platform and the sliding door. As a result 
he sustained contusions of the right knee, thigh, and hip. Driscoll 
was an inmate of the Working Boys’ Home, situated opposite this 
building. 


May 18, about 1.30 P.M., Clifford Nauffts, 18 years old, employed 
by Silver, Burdette & Co., on sixth floor of building 219-223 Columbus

aveuue, Ward 10, went to the freight elevator well on the same floor. 
Nothing more is known of his movements. He was found at the bot- 
tom of elevator-shaft dead, and the car was at top story. The elevator 
and gates were found upon inspection to be in good condition. 


May 18, about 3 P.M., Frank Ragnski, employed in premises 853 
Albany street, Ward 17, was instantly killed by being crushed between 
freight elevator and well of the shaft. Judging from appearances when 
found, it is supposed he attempted to climb upon the car when it was in 
motion and after it had passed above the second story, where he was 
waiting to place material upon the car, which did not stop at that story, 
owing to a miscalculation in operating the lock. This inference is sus- 
tained by the fact that the lock operated at the next landing. When he 
was released life was extinct. He resided at 172 West Eighth street, 
South Boston. 


On May 26, about 8.80 A.M., the worm gear of elevator, situate in 
premises 76 South Market street, Ward 6, broke, causing the car to fall 
to basement, some twenty-five feet distant. The car was midway be- 
tween the second and third stories. When the gear broke it allowed 
the drum to revolve, the tension was kept on the rope cable, which pre- 
vented the safety appliance from operating. The conductor of the car, 
F. Bellingham, aged 26 years, fell with the car, and was seriously 
injured. 


At 120 Fulton street, Ward 6, on Tuesday, May 26, about 5 P.M., 
Solomon Mullen, 30 years old, employed as helper on the premises, was 
injured by falling into elevator well, a distance of about ten feet. At 
the time of accident he was steadying a long weight, attached to pur- 
chase on bottom of car. The gate was open for this purpose. The 
weight swung clear of the floor into the elevator well, and Mullen lost 
his balance and fell forward. He was severely injured. 


About 9.80 A.M., on Saturday, June 2, Michael J. Davis, operator of 
the freight elevator in premises 204-210 Essex street, was crushed be- 
tween basement floor and elevator car. He was readjusting the shipping 
rope, and was lying upon the floor with his head and body projecting 
into the hoistway, the car two feet above him. The car descended upon 
him, crushing him. He was conscious when released, but died that 
evening. He was 35 years of age, and residing at 44 Clayton street, 
Dorchester. 


On Thursday, June 11, about 9 A.M., Patrick Cunniff, 20 years of age, 
employed on elevator in premises 5-7 Commercial street, Ward 7, was 
riding on the cross-head of freight elevator from the first to the sixth 
or upper floor. The car was loaded with brooms. When it reached the 
upper floor Cunniff was crushed between the cross-head and a timber 
above, and was seriously injured. 


Upon an examination, June 14, of premises rear 76 Sudbury street, 
Ward 6, relative to elevator accident, it was learned that au employee on 
the fourth story of building attempted to get onto the elevator car, 
which was ascending from the first story, after it had passed the fourth 
story. He was caught between the car and the door-coping, crushing 
his foot severely. 


On Tuesday, July 10, at 10 A.M., Fred W. Stockemer, employed in 
premises 255 A street, Ward 13, was injured on freight elevator. He 
was ascending upon elevator, which was loaded with empty cases. His 
left foot protruded from the platform of car and was caught between 
car and wooden moulding encasing an electric wire. He sustained a 
rupture of the ligament and fracture of two small bones of foot. He 
was 19 years old, and resided at 20 South Munroe terrace, Dorchester. 


Jean Rucian, about 50 years of age, was injured by falling into eleva- 
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tor well (a distance of some six feet) on premises 120 Tremont street, 
corner Hamilton place, Ward 7, on July 14, about6 A.M. Hewas going 
to convey ice to the passenger car, and supposed the car was at land- 
ing and stepped into the well. 


July 19, in premises 58-55 Haverhill street, Ward 8, Harry Brady, 
employed on fourth floor of building, started the elevator up from the 
first story, intending to use the same. His attention was attracted else- 
where. In the meantime the car passed the fourth floor and had 
reached a point midway between the floorand ceiling. Brady attempted 
to jump onto the platform and reached for the shipper rope. His body 
and limbs projected from edge of car. He was carried up to header of 
door opening and was crushed. His employer, seeing the accident, 
immediately shut off the power operating the car. He was slightly 
injured. 


A boy named E. W. Smith, 17 years of age, while conveying a bundle 
from basement to first story on freight elevator in building 275-277 
Devonshire street, Ward 7, on July 24, had his heel caught between the 
platform of car and header of door-case of basement. His ankle was 
sprained, and he sustained severe bruises. 


On Tuesday, July 24, about 1 P.M., while elevator car in building 15 
Exchange street, Ward 6, was passing down elevator well the fuse blew 
out at the third story, allowing the gearing to overhaul-and car to run 
down to first floor. The car was in charge of the regular conductor, 
and three passengers were riding on car at time of accident. No one 
was injured. 


Richard Dermody, aged 17 years, while riding up on the freight 
elevator in premises 21-23 Portland street, Ward 6, on morning of July 
24, had his toes crushed between car platform and well-door header at 
second story. 


About 10 A.M., July 26, a boy, aged 15 years, named Edwin'B. Ayer, 
fell down elevater well from third story to elevator car at first story, in 
building 190 Congress street, Ward 7. He sustained a sprained thumb 
and other injuries. 


Joseph Sullivan, 9 years old, residing at 656 East Second street, South 
Boston, fell from the sidewalk to bottom of elevator shaft (some ten 
feet) in building situate on East First and L streets, Ward 14. He sus- 
tained injuries upon the head and chest. The accident occurred on 
August 8, about 4 o’clock P.M. - 


On Tuesday, August 21, about 2 P.M., Salvitor Demonti, fell from 
third floor to bottom of elevator well, in premises 1 Blackstone street, 
Ward 6. There was no witness to the accident. It is supposed that he 
got onto the freight elevator car at street floor and rode up to third 
floor. While the car was in motion he reached under the car for 
shipper rope and lost his balance, falling to bottom of well, his head 
striking the street floor threshold. The result was fatal. 


September 7, Leon Addleman, 14 years old, while ‘playing with 
elevator,’’ in company with other boys, in building 102-106 South 
street, ward 7, was crushed between the car platform and brick wall of 
seh heats shaft. He sustained severe contusions of the left thigh and 
abdomen. 


Howard Hatch, 17 years of age, employed in premises, was injured 
by freight elevator in building 122 Summer street, Ward 7, about 10 
A.M., September 11. The elevator was started from basement to 
upper floor by some one on upper floor. He attemped to stop the 
ascent by use of the shipping rope, reaching into the shaft from base- 
ment threshold. He was unable to do so and failing to withdraw his 
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head, his neck was pinioned between edge of car platform and brick 
wall of shaft. He was severely injured, sustained contusions of neck 
and chest. 


Upon an examination on September 138, as to elevator accident, of 
premises 687-693 Atlantic avenue, Ward 7, known as the Hot_1 Essex, 
it was ascertained that a porter, named Edward Green, employed in the 
building, was recently injured while riding upon the freight elevator. 
He was conveying a trunk to an upper floor, and his foot projected 
between car platform and brick wall of shaft. The ankle bones and 
ligaments of heel were severely injured. 


On Friday, September 21, an errand boy, named Charles J. Deluga, 
aged 16 years, was found crushed to death between platform of freight 
elevator car and side of well at the second story, in premises 62-64 
Stanhope street, Ward 10, No one saw the accident, but judging from 
circumstances it is supposed he attempted to jump on the car while it 
was ascending and got caught, his body being dragged up to the next 
story. 


About 2 o’clock, on Monday afternoon, October 22, the elevator in 
premises 114-120 Purchase street, Ward 7, fell from the fifth to the first 
floor, injuring Francis B. McNamara, 40 years old, Richard C. Thorn, 
45 years old, and John Higgins, 23 years old. They were employed in 
the building, and had gone to the top floor to ascertain why the elevator 
could not descend. It was found to have ascended about six inches 
above the floor and that the shoe at the cross-head on one side was 
wedged against the guide-post. Some implement was used to release 
the car, which, when liberated, dropped, the hoisting cables having 
unwound in trying to start the car. It is supposed the stop on the 
shipping rope slipped, and the automatic stop on hoisting machine did 
not operate in time to prevent the ascent above the floor. The shock of 
the fall broke the safety device, the shipping rope, and the iron rack on 
each side. 


Mr. McNamara sustained spinal and internal injuries. Mr. Thorne 
had his spine injured and both legs broken. Mr. Higgins sustained a 
severe sprain of the left ankle and other bodily injuries. 


November 5, about 9 A.M., an accident occurred on passenger elevator 
in building 7 Exchange place. The carruns from the first to fourth floor, 
and was in charge of a regular conductor. It is supposed the chain, 
used in connection with the shipper rope, got foul on the sprocket well, 
rendering the shipper rope inoperative, the car getting past the fourth 
floor and striking the overhead sheave, throwing in the safety device. 
The car then descended until the bottom of it came between the third 
and fourth floor and there stopped. During the descent of the car to 
this point the conductor and five of the passengers got off at the fourth 
floor. The last passenger, George D. Allen, attempting to leave the car 
was caught between the upper part of door frame and fourth floor. 
He was alive when extricated, but died later. 


Floyd Griffin, 17 years of age, employed in building 651-657 Wash- 
ington street, Ward 7, fell down the elevator well from the fifth story, 
and was instantly killed. It is supposed that he attempted to get onto 
the elevator car while it was ascending and missed his footing and fell. 
The accident occurred about 8 A.M., on Friday, November 9th. 


While washing the floor of passenger elevator car, in premises 38-48 
Cornhill, Ward 6, on November 17, about 6.55 A.M., Miss Bridget 
Whalen was injured. The car ascended without her noticing the fact, 
and she was crushed between the car platform and door header of well, 
throwing her to floor of first story and into the well. Shedied about 
5 P.M. It is supposed that when power was shut off the night pre- 
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vious the shipper was thrown for an ascent, and that when the engine 
was started in the morning the car ascended slowly. 


About 5.30 P.M., on Monday, December 24, John Furlong, 14 years 
old, employed on premises, was injured by falling down the freight 
elevator shaft of building 419 Broadway, Ward 15. He was not seen to 
fall or to go to elevator, from which he was warned to keep away. He 
was found at the bottom of shaft, and unconscious. Hesustained severe 
scalp wounds.

Twenty-five in the South Burial-ground; one in Phipps 
Ground, Charlestown; one tomb for infants in South Burial- 
ground; one tomb for infants and one for adults in the 
Copp’s Hill Burial-ground ; one for adults and one for infants 
in the Granary Burial-ground ; one for infants in the Chapel 
Burial-ground ; one in the Central Burial-ground for infants ; 
two receiving tombs at East Boston; one receiving tomb in 
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Dorchester, North; one receiving tomb in Dorchester, South ; 
one receiving tomb in Evergreen Cemetery, Brighton ; and 
one receiving tomb in Mt. Hope Cemetery. 


MANAGEMENT OF DEPARTMENT. 


The management of this Department is vested in the mem- 
bers of the Commission, who are represented by a General 
Superintendent, having control over the employees and prop- 
erty of the Department. 

The General Superintendent, with headquarters at Mt. 
Hope Cemetery, directs the general work carried on in the 
cemeteries and burying-grounds, directs funerals therein, and 
keeps record of all interments pertaining to Mt. Hope Ceme- 
tery, together with the location and transfer of bodies. 

The General Superintendent acts under the direction of the 
Commission, and is responsible to it. The duties of this 
position are manifold, requiring a knowledge of the needs of 
all the burial-grounds and cemeteries, and personal attention 
to the varied and different kinds of work carried on in this 
Department. 

During the past year the management of the Department 
affairs under the charge of the Superintendent, Mr. James 
H. Morton, has been entirely satisfactory to the trustees. 
He has been a prompt and painstaking official, courteous to 
the public, and has conducted the affairs of his office with 
economy, good judgment and intelligence. 

The Board employs a secretary, who is the executive 
officer of the Board, and, in accordance with the requirements 
of the Acts of the Legislature, keeps ‘the records of the 
Board, and has control of all documents, maps, papers and 
general information pertaining to the Department. The sec- 
retary has charge of the finances of the Department, and, 
accordance with the City Ordinances, is under bond. 

The secretary is Mr. Albert E. Smith. 

- While the Superintendent has general charge over all the 
burial-grounds, it is necessary in carrying on the work of 
the Department that the Commission be represented by cus- 
todians in certain cemeteries which are open to the public. 

The General Superintendent has complete charge of King’s 
Chapel, the Granary, the Central, the Westerly and Walter- 
Street Burial-grounds, Mt. Hope Cemetery and the City 
Cemetery. 

The Bennington-street Cemetery is under a working cus- 
todian, who has charge of the grounds, and does the necessary 
work in the making of interments. 
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The custodian is Mr. Frank L. Turner. 

The Charlestown cemeteries — Bunker Hill and Phipps 
street — are in charge of custodian, Mr. A. M. Lydston. 

Evergreen Cemetery and the Market-street Burial-ground, 
in Brighton, are also under the charge of a custodian, Mr. 
Charles P. Harding, and Mr. John J. Burnes, has charge of 
the North and South, Dorchester; Eustis street, Roxbury ; 
South, Washington street ; and Hawes, South Boston, Burial- 
grounds. 

The Department has an office in City Hall, where the gen- 
eral business of the Department is transacted.

GENERAL WORK OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The clerical force employed by this Department has com- 


pleted the copying of the inscriptions in the old _burial- 
grounds, and plans of the grounds locating lots, graves and 
tombs are partly finished. 

These plans have been prepared by the City Engineer in 
conjunction with this Department, and on them every tomb 
and gravestone is represented and numbered, so by reference 


to the cards in the catalogue and accompanying plans every — 


stone now standing in the old burial-grounds can be accu- 
rately located. 


This Department found the records of Evergreen Ceme- — 
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tery so incomplete and inaccurate that they were of little 


use. As a result, we have been obliged to take the names 


and other information in regard to interments from the orig- 
inal order of interment, and from the gravestones, that 
bodies might be accurately located; a very important and 
imperative task in a modern cemetery. 

A new plan of the cemetery has been made, showing all 
lots and single graves laid out at the present time. In addi- 
tion to this, a plan book is in process of preparation, con- 
taining a plan of every lot purchased, and on each plan a 
record is made of the number of graves available in the lot, 
indicating the graves occupied. 

A copy of the Mt. Hope Cemetery record of interments 
is being prepared for the card catalogue, that the City office 
of the Department may have a complete record of the inter- 
ments made in every cemetery in its charge, which records 
will be available to the public. 

The card catalogue of Mt. Hope interments is for protec- 
tion against loss by fire or other cause; it is deemed unwise 
to have only one set of records of such an important ceme- 
tery as Mt. Hope. 

The cards now being prepared for the card catalogues in 
the old burial-grounds, contain an accurate copy of the 
inscriptions on the stones, and such other information as has 
been collected from other sources pertaining to the bodies 
interred or the stones themselves. 

The cards already copied from the inscriptions in the old 
burial-grounds number fifteen thousand (15,000). The 
cards required for the catalogue pertaining to Mt. Hope 
Cemetery will number sixty thousand (60,000), and those of 


Evergreen about five thousand (5,000). 


The value of this work is in its accuracy and complete- 
ness, and all cards written and inscriptions copied are veri- 
fied, and this is true of all locations of lots and graves or 
monuments on the plans, the card number referring to a 
number on the plans so that the same is absolutely located. 

This is the first time any attempt has been made to estab- 
lish an accurate record pertaining to the old grounds, and its 
value appears daily. 

Inquiries are constantly made of this Department from all 
parts of the country as to the location of certain bodies in 
the old grounds. 

Work is now going forward on the history of the old 
burial-grounds, and data is being collected from all sources 
pertaining to the same. ‘To this end the old town and City 
records have been examined, local histories consulted and 
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much information from various channels compiled, by which 
it is hoped to satisfactorily answer the many inquiries 
addressed to the Department concerning these matters. 

The history of Copp’s Hill Burial-ground has been com- 
pleted, and is made a part of this report. The histories of 
the other ancient grounds will be published as completed, 
either in the annual reports of this Department or as separate 
matter. It is believed their historical importance warrants 
such publication, and the information will be acceptable to 
the public.

GREENHOUSES. 


90,000 plants raised and used for ornamentation of Mt. Hope, 
Dorchester, Evergreen, Eustis street cemeteries and 
other old burial-grounds in charge of this Department. 


In addition to the above, which is special work, the routine 
t work of keeping the grounds in condition, cutting grass, — 
; raking, pruning and trimming trees, care of lots in perpetual 

care, etc., has been properly attended to. . 

; Horses and teams.— The horses and teams used in the 
_ Department have been suitably cared for. 
2 Chapel. — The chapel has been suitably furnished from the 
: annual appropriation, and was in readiness for use June 20, 
1900, and has been used eighteen times for funeral services. 

The buildings at Mt. Hope have been equipped with elec- 
trie fixtures, and power for lighting is furnished the De- 
partment through the courtesy of the trustees of the Insane 
Institutions Department. Heretofore, all light in the office 
building, greenhouses and Superintendent’s house and in the 
stables has been furnished with kerosene lamps—an unsatis- 
factory and dangerous method of illumination. The cost of 
this equipment was taken from the maintenance appropria- 
tion, and appears elsewhere in this report. 

Many improvements in the way of reconstructed avenues 
and landscape features have been carried out. The old sum- 
mer house and drinking fountain at the entrance gate have 
been removed, and in their place a rockery, with fountain and 
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basin, constructed. ‘This, in the summer season, is’ a most 
beautiful feature, and was designed by Mr. Morton, and built 
under his direction by Department employees. We much 
desire to do away with the present administration building, 
and carry out the scheme of entrance gate and office set forth 
in the report of last year. This will afford an entrance 
worthy of the cemetery, and a building suitable for the con- 
venience of the public and the Department. Mt. Hope 
Cemetery has a great number of visitors during the year, who 
are prompt to recognize changes and improvements. 

Since the Department was organized, this cemetery has 
been bettered and improved in many ways. The old green- 
houses, worn out and dilapidated, have given way to new 
ones of iron frame construction, water has been carried into 
the grounds, a large area of land prepared for burial purposes, 
important drainage questions settled, a chapel built and fur- 
nished. In short, the cemetery is being brought up to date 
and modernized, so that we hope with the close of this com- 
ing year’s work we shall more than favorably compare with 
cemeteries about us under private control, which in some 
respects have heretofore outranked us. 

A new fence is much needed on Paine street, and a proper 
division wall should be erected between the grounds and 
those of Calvary Cemetery. 

A new administration building, with a fire-proof vault, 


would afford needed facilities and protection against loss by 


fire of valuable records, which we are obliged to keep in the 
office at Mt. Hope. 


BARNS AND SHEDS. 


The present unsightly and unsafe structures at the junc- 
tion of Walk Hilland Harvard streets will shortly be removed, 
and this corner, so long a blot upon the picturesqueness of 


Mt. Hope, will be made available for ornamental and burial - 


purposes. 

The old barn and sheds, which are to be replaced by a new 
structure, in a less conspicuous position, were built in 1849, 
and are worn out and useless, and not fit for present needs 
and accommodation. 

The Department has received an appropriation of twenty- 
five thousand ($25,000) dollars for this and other purposes of 
improvement, connected with the Department, and is deeply 
mindful of the good that can be accomplished thereby. 

The need of this has been apparent for several years, and, 
though strongly urged, no appropriation was made to meet it 
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until the past fiscal year. Not only does this enable the 
Department to make beneficial changes looking to the com- 
fort of our horses and proper protection of carriages, teams, 
and other plant, but makes available land which, when sold 
for burial purposes, will realize at least at current prices 
thirty-seven thousand two hundred ($37,200) dollars, and 
add to the perpetual care fund an additional sum of eighteen 
thousand six hundred ($18,600) dollars, not to mention a far 
greater benefit in the improvement and betterment of the 
grounds at the place now occupied by these worn-out build- 
ings. 

“The value of this change as an effect upon the public 
looking the cemetery over for the purchase of graves or lots 
cannot be estimated. 

The present approach from Blue Hill avenue is of distinct 
detriment to the cemetery’s interests, and it is with much 
satisfaction we note the contemplated changes. 


LAND AVAILABLE IN MT. Hope For FutTuRE USES. 


From July 31, 1857, to February 1, 1901, the receipts for 
the sale of lots and graves, and the amount received for the 
perpetual care of lots in Mt. Hope were $438,350.86.

In the front of the cemetery, facing Walk Hill street and 
extending about twelve hundred (1,200) feet thereon, is an 
open space comprising about twenty-five (25) acres. 

The chapel occupies a portion of this piece opposite the 
main entrance; the Masonic lots and some private lots have 
been laid out at the farther end from the entrance gate. 
This piece situated in the front of the cemetery is in the 
most conspicuous portion, and has been kept open for future 
development and ornamental purposes. 

It cannot be utilized until it is drained, prepared and 
graded for burial lots. 

Farther along on Walk Hill street, in the front of the ceme- , 
tery, is a section of about three (3) acres, situated between 
the greenhouses and the Superintendent’s house, a portion of 
which is at present occupied by the barns and sheds on the 
corner of Walk Hill and Harvard streets. 

The undeveloped land situated on the northwest side of 
Walnut avenue comprises an area of about twenty (20) 
acres. This land, graded and laid out in burial lots, with the 
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necessary paths and avenues constructed, would represent a 
value of five hundred forty-four thousand five hundred dol- 
lars ($544,500), and a prospective addition to the perpetual 
care fund of two hundred seventeen thousand eight hundred 
dollars ($217,800). 

The land situated at the corner of Walk Hill and Harvard 
streets, made available by the removal of barns and sheds, 
has already been referred to. 

Near the ladies’ waiting-room an area of about one acre 
and a half (14) has been left undeveloped, as the same is a 
solid ledge. 

In front of the receiving tomb, and on the two main 
avenues ‘of the cemetery, is a triangular piece kept open for 
ornamental purposes. 

Near the back gate is a piece of low land, swampy and full of 
rocks, comprising about five (0) acres, which is undeveloped. 

This land at the present time is useless,and to make it 
available for burial purposes would have to be drained and 
filled in. While this might be done, owing to the swampy 
nature of the ground, unless the City controlled the adjoin- 
ing tracts and could drain the same, it could not properly be ° 
recommended for burial purposes. This would be an under- 
taking of considerable expense and of doubtful value. 


EVERGREEN CEMETERY. 


Evergreen Cemetery is situated on the Commonwealth 
avenue extension, near Chestnut Hill Reservoir, Brighton. 

The custodian is Mr. Charles P. Harding, ata salary of one 
thousand (1,000) dollars a year. | 

The land in this cemetery was bought in 1848 by the 
selectmen of Brighton from the heirs of William Aspinwall, 
for the sum of four thousand twenty-three and seventy-five 
one-hundredths dollars ($4,023.75), and was laid out as a 
cemetery of the town of Brighton, and remained under the 
control of said town until it was annexed to Boston in 1873, 
and has since been managed by the City. 

There are at present two hundred and eighty (280) lots 
and four hundred and nineteen (419) single graves. 


The cemetery was not originally laid out in a proper man- 


ner, nor any considerable portion of the land prepared for 
burial purposes. 
The walks and avenues are of superficial construction, and 
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need continual and profitless patching. ‘The front of the 
cemetery on Commonwealth avenue should be suitably treated 
and made more attractive. 

There is an active demand for single graves and small lots, 
which are prepared as needed. A large tract of land could 
be profitably prepared for this purpose, and thereby save much 
for the City, and a special appropriation should be provided to 
develop and beautify this cemetery, which is located in one 
of the most picturesque portions of our City. 

This Department, since its formation, has constantly and 
persistently asked for the necessary funds for this purpose. 

All that our appropriation enables us to do is to keep the — 
grounds in condition, care for lots, and perform the labor of 
making interments and developing such ground as is needed 


_ for burial purposes. 


_ a 7 


No money is provided looking to permanent and needed 
improvements. ‘The grounds lack a proper waiting-room, and 
decent toilet facilities. The cemetery, as maintained by the 
City, is not to its credit, and far below the standard set by 
private cemeteries in several important respects. 

This Department has done what it could and greatly im- 
proved the grounds in many ways; it has, however, been 
little more than temporary patching. 

An appropriation should be forthcoming to place it in a 
condition creditable to the City. 

The cost of maintaining Evergreen Cemetery for the past 
year has been about five thousand (5,000) dollars. 


Work PERFORMED.

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THE OLD BURIAL-GROUNDS.° 


Copps’ Hill is kept open daily for accommodation of vis- 
itors from May to November. 

Granary and King’s Chapel and Eustis street, Roxbury, 
are open Sundays during seven months. 

The Granary, King’s Chapel and Central Burial-grounds 
will be opened at any time on application at the office of the 
Cemetery Department. 

None of the old grounds are open, except the same is in 
charge of some one representing the Department. 

The old burial-grounds have been kept in condition, the 
grass cut, trees cared for, tombs repaired and such improve- 
ments made as are warranted by our appropriation. 

The employees stationed at Mt. Hope have done the neces- 
sary work in the care of the Granary, King’s Chapel, Central 
Bwial-ground on Common, Westerly and Walter streets 
grounds, West Roxbury. 

Eight (8) tombs have been repaired at Copps’ Hill; one 
hundred twenty-one (121) feet of fence built, old fence 
repaired and trees removed in Bunker Hill grounds. 

The old burial-grounds of the City are, and always will 
be, a source of expense from which the City can expect to 
derive no financial benefit. Many tomb-owners refuse to do 
anything toward the repairing of their tombs. In many 
instances the graves cave in, and the walls and fences sur- 
rounding some of the grounds have grown insecure with age. 

A large sum of money, if available, could be profitably 
spent in a general straightening out and overhauling of these 
old grounds. 

The appropriation allowed this Department is not sufficient 
to do anything more than to keep them presentable, neat, and 
to make minor repairs. 

We feel that attention should be called to the number of 
interments that have been made in tombs in some of the old 
grounds in the crowded sections of the City. 

Several of these tombs are used by undertakers who inter 
bodies therein, and from which the City of Boston obtains no 
revenue. Such use this Department is powerless to interfere 
with, as these undertakers are the owners of the tombs. 

The number of interments of this nature during the past 
year amount to about sixty (60). : 

None of these tombs are air-tight or in proper condition to 
allow interments therein without a distinct danger to the 
public health. We feel that if such interments are to be 
tolerated by the City Government, that at least the tombs 
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should be reconstructed and made air-tight, and thereby 
diminish the danger to our citizens. 

The number of interments made in the private tombs by 
citizens are very few as compared to those made by under- 
takers. 

We trust that an investigation will be made of this subject, 
and a City ordinance passed restricting the matter in some 
way. 

Phirtgen (13) old tombs were repaired at the expense of 
the Department. 

The cost of maintaining the old grounds for the past year 
has amounted to seven thousand, seven hundred twenty-three 
and fifty-nine one hundredths (7,728.59) dollars. 


THE City CEMETERY. 


An appropriation was asked and received for additional 
land for the burial of unclaimed bodies. 

The need of this was imperative, and the conditions from 
which we sought relief have been fully set forth in the 
annual reports of the past two years, and in several communi- 
cations sent to the City Council. 

Land adjoining the present City Cemetery is to be pur- 
chased to meet this need. The question has been asked — 
Why should the City purchase additional land, when there 
is still available land in Mt. Hope Cemetery which could 
be used for such burials ? 

A short history of Mt. Hope Cemetery will answer this 
question, for although the Pauper and City lots, so-called, 
adjoin Mt. Hope Cemetery and are under the same manage- 
ment, they are no part of Mt. Hope Cemetery, but a separate 
and distinct burial-ground, created and set apart many years 
ago, and designated as the City Cemetery. 

The large amounts received ($438,350.86), from lot and 

_ grave purchasers by the City of Boston, and the prices paid, 

_ would debar any encroachment into Mt. Hope for land for 

the purposes of pauper burial. It would not be legal nor 

right under the original division of the City Cemetery from 
Mt. Hope, nor right to those who have purchased lots and 
graves and put them in perpetual care. 

The two burial-grounds are separate and distinct, and must 
be so treated. The reason for this is in the good faith which 
the City must maintain toward those who haye purchased 
burial rights, no matter of how small a value, and because of 

- the separation already made between Mt. Hope and the part 
properly referred to as the City Cemetery. A brief refer- 
ence to this separation is made. 
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Mt. Hope Cemetery was purchased by the City of Boston, 
July 31, 1857, for the sum of $35,000. 

On January 21,1858, an ordinance was passed by the City 
Council in relation to Mt. Hope Cemetery, which provided 
for a board of five trustees and specified their duties. This 
ordinance provided in Section 2, that “said Board of 
Trustees shall set apart and appropriate a portion of said 
Cemetery as a public burial-place for the use of the inhabi- 
tants of the City of Boston, free of any charge therefor, and 
they shall lay out said cemetery in suitable lots and other 
sub-divisions for family or other burial-places, with all the 
necessary paths and avenues, and may plant and embellish 
the same with trees, shrubs, flowers, and other rural orna- 


ments. 
On July 6, 1858, the Board of Trustees 


‘¢ Voted, That the Chairman of the Board be requested to 
communicate to the City Council that the Trustees have, in 
accordance with Section 2 of the ordinance in relation to Mt. 
Hope Cemetery, set apart a portion of said cemetery as a public 
burial-place for the use of the inhabitants of the City of Boston, 
free of any charge therefor.” 


Ata meeting held July 20, 1858, the Chairman stated that 
he had, in accordance with the request of the Trustees, 
apprised the Board of Aldermen, that the provision of Sec- 
tion 2, of the “Ordinance in relation to Mt. Hope Ceme- 
tery,” requiring the Trustees to set apart a portion of said 
cemetery, as a free burial-place for the inhabitants of Boston, 
had been complied with. 

The. communication to the Board of Aldermen was as 


follows : 
OFFICE OF TRUSTEES Mt. HoPE CEMETERY, 
Boston, July 12, 1858. 


To the Honorable Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston: 
The second section of the ‘‘ Ordinance in relation to Mt. Hope 
Cemetery’’ requires the Board of Trustees to set apart and 
appropriate a portion of the said cemetery as a public burial- 
place for the use of the inhabitants of the City of Boston, free of 
any charge. In conformity with this section, the Trustees have 
the honor of informing the Board of Aldermen (as the Board of 
Health) that a portion of ground in the said cemetery has been 
laid out and graded for the ‘‘ City Lot” and is now ready for 
the interment of bodies under the direction and orders of your 
Honorable Board. The Trustees would therefore respectfully 
ask that the Board will take such action as they may deem expe- 
dient, in regard to the occupancy and use of said ‘* City Lot.” 
JosErpH M. WiGHTMAN, 


Chairman of the Board of Trustees Mt. Hope Cemetery. 
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At a meeting of August 10, 1859, the Chairman submitted 
a plan separating the western extremity of the Cemetery 
from the main part by a row of trees and and a gateway, and 
designating the same as ‘The City Cemetery.” 


‘¢ Voted, That the Superintendent be directed to have the 
alteration effected in accordance with the plan submitted.’’ 


At a meeting held September 9, 1859, it was 


‘¢ Voted, That two granite posts, eighteen inches square and 
seven feet in height, above the ground, and a wooden fence be 
erected on the line between ‘ Mount Hope Cemetery’ and * The 
City Cemetery,’ under the direction of the Chairman.” 


From these votes, and there are others referring to the 
same matter which space forbids a reference to, it can be 
seen that the two burial-grounds are separate and distinct, 
and must be so treated, and that the division provided for in 
the inception of the Cemetery has been made. 


BURIAL OF UNCLAIMED BODIES. 


As some misunderstanding has arisen as to the past atti- 
tude of this Department on land to be acquired for this pur- 
pose, we herein set forth all the acts of the Department in 
reference thereto. 

The need of land for the burial of unclaimed bodies was 
fully set forth in the annual report for the fiscal year of 
1899-1900 on page 8. 

In compliance with the order passed in the Board of 
Aldermen, May 14, 1900, whereby the Cemetery Trustees 
were requested to submit to the Board of Aldermen a de- 
tailed statement of the amount of appropriation necessary to 
make the needed improvements in Mt. Hope Cemetery, the 
following communication was forwarded through the Mayor’s 
office, as a basis for action by the Finance Committee. 

No specific tract of land was referred to, but an amount of 
ten (10) acres mentioned as a. basis of computation and 
illustrative of the Department needs.

Hon. Tuomas N. Hart, Mayor of Boston: 


Dear Srr, — In compliance with the order passed in Board of 
Aldermen May 14, 1900, whereby the Cemetery Trustees, through 
your Honor, are requested to submit to the Board of Aldermen a 
detailed statement of the amount of the appropriation necessary 
to make needed improvements in Mt. Hope Cemetery, I hereby, 
on behalf of the Cemetery Department, submit the following 
statement, which is confined strictly to urgent needs in the Mt. 
Hope Cemetery under the control of your Trustees : 


1. Burrtat or Unctatmep Bopies. 


Provision was wisely made some years ago, whereby on the 
payment of a nominal sum (five dollars) bodies of persons 
whose relatives or friends are in poor circumstances can be in- 
terred in the City Lot and escape a pauper burial. The payment 
of this small amount secures immunity from a pauper grave, and 
confers the right of burial in a specified place for a nominal sum, 
Apart from the City poor and the provisions for them, this 
Department is obliged to bury the pauper dead, which really 
means, to a large extent, the unknown dead sent to this Depart- 
ment for burial, about whose identity nothing is known and 
whose bodies are unclaimed by relatives or friends. These bodies 
are sent to this Department for interment through various chan- 
nels, and to meet this demand a so-called Pauper Lot was estab- 
lished by the City of Boston, adjacent to Mt. Hope Cemetery 
and under the supervision of its superintendent. 

The lot at the present time is substantially full, and in a short 
time this Department will be obliged to refuse such bodies for 
interment because of lack of room in which to inter them. The 
Pauper Lot was purchased by the City in 1852, to which was sub- 
sequently added two and a half acres, and now comprises six 
acres, and contains the remains of some twenty thousand persons. 
System has been observed in the burial of these bodies, and, 
although very much crowded, the remains of a person interred in 
that lot can be located with certainty at any time. Several 
methods for the disposal of these bodies have been suggested in 
the annual reports of this Department, and it is now recom- 
mended after careful consideration that a tract of land, com- 
prising about ten acres, be purchased, adjoining, or near, Mt. 
Hope Cemetery, to meet this pressing need. 

Land in the vicinity of Mt. Hepe is worth from seven to ten 
cents per square foot, although some has been sold, we under- 
stand, as high as fifteen cents. The purchase of land in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Mt. Hope, it is believed, will prove the most 
economical, as the force of laborers in Mt. Hope Cemetery can 
be utilized to carry on the work of preparing the land for such 
purpose. 
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It is believed that such an addition should be treated and kept — 
distinct from Mt. Hope Cemetery, as a separate burial place. 
Those of our citizens, who, by sacrifice and privation, are enabled 
to keep their friends from a pauper’s grave by a burial in the City 
Lot, feel that the present confusion, caused by the nearness of 
the Pauper to the City Lot, should be done away with. We feel 
that there should be a distinct separation of this class of burial 
from Mt. Hope Cemetery out of respect to those who have pur- 
chased lots and single graves in the Cemetery proper. 

The burial of these bodies has averaged about five hundred a 
year for the last ten years. In the interment of the remains of 
these unfortunate citizens it does not seem humane for the City 
to hesitate in providing land and money to make such burials 
decent and proper. 

The estimated cost of ten acres of land, which would be 
sufficient to meet this need for several years, is thirty-four thou- 
sand nine hundred and forty-eight (34,948) dollars. 


The Finance Committee reported a loan bill, and in it 
recommended the purchase of Lawrence Farm, comprising 
an area of about sixty acres, for the uses of the Cemetery 
Department. During the discussion of this bill, in answer 
to Circular No. 14, from the Mayor’s office, in which the 
Departments affected by the Loan Bill pending in the City 
Council were desired to transmit to His Honor, the Mayor, 
brief statements as to their opinion of the necessity of certain 
items, the following communication was forwarded : 


Boston, December 10, 1900. 
Hon. Tuomas N. Hart, Mayor of Boston. 


Dear Srr,— In answer to Circular No. 14, dated December 7, 
1900, I beg to say on behalf of the Cemetery Department that the 
necessity of the items concerning this Department in the Loan 
Bill, now before the Common Council, is set forth in detail in a 
communication from this Department printed in the records of 
the Board of Aldermen, May 21, 1900, a copy of which is hereto 
annexed. 

The amounts in the Loan Bill referring to barns and sheds 
and the waiting-room for Evergreen Cemetery are proper, reason- 
able and necessary. Additional land for burial purposes is 
required to meet an urgent need, as explained in the annual 
report of this Department for 1898 and 1899, and in the appended 
communication. 

This Department in its recommendations to the Board of Alder- 
men had no definite tract of land under consideration. In the 
annual report for the fiscal year of 1899, at page 8, the ques- 
tions governing such selection are carefully considered. 

As the amount of appropriation and designation of the method 
of burial are matters for the City Council to pass upon, we feel 
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that we have done all possible in placing the facts before it. On 
the other hand, if the City Council shall make an appropriation of 
any amount which shall give to this Department the right to exer- 
cise its best judgment, with the approval of His Honor the 
Mayor, we shall endeavor to do so. 

If the City Council designates land, and provides a sum to 
purchase the same, it is not the province of this Department 
to interfere. Given the power of selection, we shall be ready to 
exercise it for what we consider the best interests of the citizens 
of Boston. 

An acre of land will provide single graves for fifteen hundred 
(1,500) bodies, allowing for suitable walks, and one (1) inter- 
ment in a grave. 

Last year this Department buried in Section C (the Pauper Lot) 
two hundred and eighty-two (282) bodies; in Section D (the 
City Poor) six hundred and fifty-four (654) bodies; a total of 
nine hundred and thirty-six (936) bodies. 

These burials will naturally increase yearly, and due considera- 
tion should be given to the problem of an increased demand from 
unusual sickness or epidemic. 

From this, it can be estimated, if burial of these bodies is to 
be continued, what area of land is needed for the future. The 
amount of the appropriation, which must necessarily include not 
only the price of the land, but its preparation for burial purposes, 
will determine the area that can be acquired. 

The needs of the Department on this matter are urgent.

Subsequently a loan bill was passed, which provided fifteen 
thousand (15,000) dollars for additional land.’ 

This sum will be expended in the purchase of about four 
(4) acres of land adjoining the City Cemetery on Mt. Hope 
street, and which will be developed as rapidly as possible for 
the purpose needed. 

This amount of land will meet the needs of the burial of 
unclaimed bodies for several years to come, and adds land 
adjoining the tract now used for this purpose. 

The Department has at all times, when given the oppor- 
tunity, set forth its needs in this direction, but has recog- 
nized that the duty was upon the City Council to provide 
some specitic way to meet it, and the responsibility was on it 
to either solve the problem or give the Department full 
“power to do as it deemed best. For this reason the Depart- 
ment has not at any time felt warranted in giving its opinion 
save as herein stated. 

No Department can be expected to assume responsibility 
in the carrying out of a plan dictated or provided. It can 
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only make the best use of the means given in the manner 
designated. 

In our first communication we asked for a specific sum for 
specific purposes, and had that amount been provided, we 
would have assumed the responsibility of its proper expend- 
iture; with the small sum provided we have done the best 
we could, but it is not in line with the permanent improve- 
ment we hoped. It certainly affords great relief from the 
present crowded condition, but dedicates more land in a resi- 
dential section to burial purposes. 

We trust before long this question of burial within crowded 
City limits will receive careful and intelligent investigation. 

This Department has no power to deviate from present 
methods, but trusts the City Council will, in the near future, 


open a way to some beneficial solution of an important 
p i 


problem. ? 

Other cities are making advanced strides in such a direc- 
tion, and separating burial-grounds as far as possible from 
the living. 

This Department has carefully investigated the methods 
of burial in other large municipalities, and collected such 
data and facts as bear upon this important matter. 

We are ready at any time to render such advice and ser- 
vice as is within our province and power to the City Council 


on this important problem. 


The Department recognizes not only the sacredness of the 
task in its care, but also the many perplexing situations 
which arise from day to day as to lot-holders’ rights and 
privileges ; for those interested in our burial-grounds num- 
ber many thousands. 

We are intrusted with the remains of those dearly loved, - 


and feel no effort should be spared in keeping accurate rec- 


, 
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ords of interments and the enforcement of a system which is 
absolutely correct in all detail. 

We have endeavored to see that the rights of all, whether 
lot-holders or those interested in a more humble way, are 
protected, and that the City does what it can fairly be ex- 
pected to do in every instance. 

We believe every one interested in the Department has 
had fair and impartial treatment, and that the Department 
has received at our hands such attention as its importance 
properly deserves. 

The work is exacting, and has to be performed to the satis- 
faction of many. 

To His Honor the Mayor, we give our thanks for an at- 
tentive hearing to all our needs, and for his interest in the 
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Department, which has been demonstrated in many practical 
ways. 

The appropriation for the past year was larger than here- 
tofore, and evidently provided with a thorough understanding 
of the Department needs. 

The bills of the Department have been met as presented, 
and no indebtedness held over to embarrass the finances of 
the new fiscal year.

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In early days the well to do of Boston dwelt largely in 
the North End, a very pleasant and convenient part of the 
peninsula. Until the time just succeeding the Revolution, the 
North: End retained its social prominence; then the notables 
and fashionables began to leave it. It was quite natural, there- 
fore, in accordance with the custom of the time, that the town 
should early provide a burial-ground in this comparatively well 
settled section. In 1659 there was bought a lot of land on the 
summit of Copp’s Hill, which formed the nucleus of the present 
cemetery. 

Copp’s Hill was an eminently suitable spot for the purpose. 
Although lower than Beacon Hill and Fort Hill, it was scarcely 
less commanding and seemed equally a topographical feature. 
The rectangular plateau on the summit easily lent itself to 
burial needs. Wood, among the first travellers to record his 
impressions of Boston, says in his “ New England Prospect” 
(London, 1634): “On the North side is another Hill, equall in 
bignesse (to Fort Hill), whereon stands a Winde-mill.” 

This was the first windmill erected in the colony. These old 
windmills, in the days when corn was legal tender, were useful 
servants to the community and were. a feature of the landscape. 
Winthrop records a mill built on Windmill Point in 1636, and 
three others were put up by 1650. After Boston had become 
a city, the two last surviving windmills still stood on Windmill 
Point. On July 31, 1643, the town granted Henry Simons, 
John Button and others all the land between the Town Cove 
and the marshes beyond, on condition that they erect “one 
or more corne mills, and maynteyne the same forever.” The 
“south” and “north” mills were accordingly constructed on 
the shore of the Mill Pond; and others gradually followed, 
including later a sawmill and a chocolate mill. 

During the first century of its existence the burial ground 
was called the North Cemetery, this name giving way to that of 
the hill itself. On the hill, in turn, three names were succes- 
sively bestowed. 

At first it was generally known as the Mill Hill, and the 
entire district about the hill was also known as the ‘“ Mylne 
Field” or “ Mill-field,” being frequently so named in grants and 
conveyances of land. The early settlers in Watertown had 
there built a windmill; and Governor Winthrop notes in his 
diary that on August 14, 1632, “the windmill was brought 
downe to Boston, because (where it stoode neere Newtown) 
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it would not grind but with a westerly winde.” It was set up 
on the summit of Copp’s Hill, where for years it ground corn 
for the settlers and served asa landmark to skippers working 
into the harbor. The windmill also gave its name to “ye 
Mylne Field.” 

As the old windmill thus lost its uniqueness, the name it had 
given the north hill also lost its hold, being supplanted by that 
of “Snow Hill.” This title is now kept only in Snowhill 
street near by. The name may be due to the drifts that succes- 
sive northeasters left piled upon the hill late into the spring, 
but is more probably derived from a certain Snow Hill street in 
London. 

In its turn this second name gave way to Copp’s Hill, so 
called after William Copp, who from about the time of the 
settlement owned and dwelt upon a half-acre lot on the south- 
east corner, near Prince street. The possessions of William 
Copp, who was a worthy shoemaker and an elder in Dr. 


Mather’s Church, as set forth in the Boston Book of Posses- | 


sions, were: ‘One house & lott of halfe an Acre in the Mill 
field bounded with Thomas Buttolph southeast: John Button 
northeast: the marsh on the southwest: & the River on the 
Northwest.” The date of this change in name is not precisely 
known. Some of the maps made at the time of the Revolution 
have the name Copp’s Hill attached to that part of the hill 
north-west of Snowhill street, where Copp dwelt. 

The present aspect of Copp’s Hill and its surroundings differs 
considerably from that of the early days. Like the other two 
hills, Copp’s Hill was quite bare, there being scarcely a tree 
on the peninsula. Dr. Snow, in his history of Boston, gives the 
following description of the hill as it appeared in ‘the early 
days: “ The hill at the north, rising to the height of about fifty 
feet above the sea, presented then on its north-west brow an 
abrupt declivity, long after known as Copp’s Hill steeps. Its 
summit, almost level, extended between Prince and Charter 
streets towards Christ Church; thence south a gentle slope led 
to the water, whifh washed the south side of Prince street 
below, and the north side above Thacher street as far as Salem ; 
eastward from the church, a gradual ascent led to the North 
Battery, which was considered the bottom of the hill. South- 
easterly the slope was still more gradual, and terminated at the 
foot of North square, leaving a knoll on the right, where at 
present stands the meeting-house of the Second Church.” 

“Qn the southerly slope. of this hill,” says Dr. Shurtleff in 
his ‘Topographical Description of Boston, ” «was Stanley’s 


pasture, extending to Hanover street, and covering the large — 


tract of land lying between Prince and Charter streets, the 
westerly end of Bennet street at its junction with Salem street 
being the centre of the lot.” The owner, a tailor, who died in 
March, 1646, deserves to be remembered as the first person to 
bequeath the town property for the support of public schools, 
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one of the items of his will reading, “I give to the maintenance 
of the free-schools of Boston a parcell of land lying neere to 
the waterside & foure roads in length backward.” 

In the early days, Copp’s Hill and the land around its base 
were formed almost into an island by the two coves running up 
into the peninsula, — Mill Cove or Pond, or North Cove, as it 
was first called, on the north, and Town Cove on‘the south. The 
North Cove stretched over to the point extending north-west 
from the Tramount, or Beacon Hill, and high tides often swept 
over the intervening lowlands. The Town Cove, on the other 
side, reached inland almost to the foot of Brattle street. 

At the foot of the headland was a small stretch of beach, 
‘where Commercial street (formerly Lynn street) now runs, the 
material for the street being taken from the summit of the hill, 
where Snowhill street was cut across. ; 

Three of the half-dozen points then prominent in the shore 
line were grouped in the Copp’s Hill promontory. Where the 

‘gasometer now stands, Windmill, later Wheeler’s Point, pro- 
jected. At the junction of Charter and ‘Commercial streets was 
“Ye Mylne Point,” so called in 1635, and later known as Hud- 
son’s Point, whence Francis Hudson, the fisherman who became 
a ferry-man, ran his ferry to Charlestown and Chelsea. Merry’s 
Point, whereon the famous North Battery was built, was situ- 
ated between the Winnisimmet Ferry and Battery Wharf, and 

_ was so called after Walter Merry, the first Boston shipwright, 
who there built his wharf a few years after the settlement. 

Around these points gradually grew up a considerable ship- 
wrighting industry, many grants to “ wharf out” being recorded 
by 1660. Most notable of the shipyards was that of Joshua 
Gee, as prominent a ship-builder in his day as later was “Billy” 
Gray. In 1698 Governor Bellomont said that Boston owned 

194 good ships, or more than were possessed by all Scotland 
and Ireland. 

A great change in the surroundings of Copp’s Hill was inau- 
gurated by the chartering on March 9, 1804, of the Boston Mill 
Corporation, successors to Simons, Button, and others, for the 
purpose of filling up the Mill Pond. After 25 years’ work, 
an area of 70 acres was thus added to the town. Beacon Hill was 
mainly resorted to for filling, but beginning with 1806 earth 
was also taken during several years from Copp’s Hill, lowering 
its height about seven feet. 

At the north-eastern base of the hill dwelt Boston’s first col- 
ored colony, then called “ New Guinea.” Inland, as far as the 
neck crossed by the Mill Creek, ran the quaint, garden- 
fringed streets of the old North End, the good end of the town. 

It was then of limited area, containing, according to Shurtleff, 
but 680 houses at the beginning of its social decay at the end of 
the Revolution, and measuring but 803 yards in length and 726 
yards in breadth. From this territory, during a century and a 
half, came most of the tenants of Copp’s Hill. 
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The cemetery itself comprises four successively acquired 
parcels of land and is the largest in the City proper, the total 
area aggregating 88,800 square feet, or about two acres. It 
lies to-day between Hull, Snowhill, and Charter streets, the exact 
boundaries being as follows: On the north-east, about 314 feet 
by Charter street ; on the north-west, about 324 feet by Snowhill 
street, above which the cemetery rises twenty feet, being sup- 
ported by a granite wall; on the south-west, about 330 feet by 
Hull street; on the north-east again by Marshall place, about 
120 feet by Marshall place and about 127 feet by private prop- 
erty; and on the south-east, about 123 feet by private property 
and the Hull-street Primary School. 


The land for the North Burying-Ground was purchased of: 


John Baker and Daniel Turell, and in 1735 the transaction is 
recorded as follows, under date of February 20, 1659, in the 
Suffolk Deeds, lib. 53, fol. 153: “John Baker and Daniel 
Turell, sell to the Selectmen of Boston, a lot of land, 294 feet 
on the northerly side, 252 feet on the southerly side ; in breadth 
on the easterly end 126 feet. Butting on the way that leadeth 
from the new meeting-house in Boston towards Charlestown 
Ferry, on the north; on the land of William Phillips, southerly; 
on the land of John Baker and Daniel Turell, easterly; and on 
the way that leadeth from Senter haven to Charlestown Ferry, 
westerly.” 

The North Burying-Ground is thus second in point of time to 
King’s Chapel, although the Granary is practically contem- 
poraneous with it. Concerning the piece of land that had been 
bought, the town passed the following order November 5, 1660: 
“Itt is ordered that the old burying place shall bee wholly 
deserted for some convenient season, and the new places ap- 
pointed for burying onely be made use of.” The only entrance 
~ at the time was from Charter street until the next addition was 
made, forty years later. 

By the beginning of the eighteenth century, enlargement had 
become necessary, but, as was usual with the town cemeteries, 
was effected only with difficulty and when it could no longer be 
postponed by overcrowding the existing space. The town had 
voted for enlargement some time before it was accomplished, 
appointing a committee which seems rather to have neglected 
its duty. It was discharged and another appointed, consisting 


of Hon. Thomas Hutchinson, Timothy Thornton, and Edward — 


Martyn, by whom the necessary land was promptly purchased, 
January 7,1708. It was sold to the town by Judge Samuel 
Sewall and his wite Hannah, and tormed a corresponding 
section to the old ground: on the south-west, fronting on Hull 
street. It was part of the pasture which ,Mrs. Sewall had 
inherited from her father, John Hull, master of the mint. The 
deed is dated December 17, 1711 (Suffolk Deeds, lib. 26, fol. 
97). The tract thus added was nearly square in shape and on 
three sides was bounded by streets. It was included in the old 
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North Burying-Ground. The principal path on the east. hill, 
east of the tool house and parallel to Charter street, follows 
approximately the boundary separating the Sewall purchase 
from the original burial-ground. 

The tract long known as the New North Burying-Ground, 
and now called simply the Small Ground, was added by pur- 
chase in 1809. The deed is recorded as follows under date of 
December 18, 1809: “For $10,000, Benjamin Weld, and his 
wife Nabby, sold to the Town of Boston a parcel of land, 
bounded south-west on Hull street 148 feet; north-west on the 
burial-ground, 148 feet and 6 inches; north-east on land of 
Goodwin and others, 153 feet; south-east on land of Jonathan 
Merry, 123 feet; being land conveyed to Weld by Merry, 
October 21, 1809, recorded lib. 230, fol. 191.” 

- This lot also is nearly square and somewhat less than one- 
half the size of the old yard. It comprised part of Jonathan 
Merry’s pasture, Merry selling it to Mr. Weld, who disposed of 
it to the town. It was long known as the New North Burying- 
Ground, and is now called the Small Ground. 

In 1814 Hon. Charles Wells, later mayor of Boston, built 
52 tombs around the sides of this enclosure; and in 1827 
Edward Bell built 15 more on the site of the old gun-house of 
the Columbian artillery. The new ground was laid out sym- 
metrically in tiers and several bodies were interred in each 
grave. The first interment was that of John Richardson, July 
6, 1810, who had been drowned a few days before. 

Again, in 1819, Hon. Charles Wells became the owner of a 
small tract, usually called the Charter Street Burying-Ground, 
between the old and new grounds and Marshall place and 
fronting on Charter street. The purchase is recorded as fol- 
lows in Suffolk Deeds, lib. 262, fol. 296: “June 3, 1819, John 
Bishop, of Medford, sold to Charles Wells, for $1,051.30, land 
in Charter street, bounded north-east on said street 20 feet; 
north-easterly on the burying-ground 20 feet wide; then con- 
tinuing westerly, 70 feet on the burying-ground 20 feet wide; 
then continuing 50 feet more, 28 feet wide; south-west 28 feet 
on land formerly of Dr. Wm. Clark, but now a burying-ground ; 
then south-east 50 feet, 28 feet wide, then continuing 70 feet 
more 20 feet wide, on land formerly owned by William Fowle; 
being the land which Stephen Gorham, as administrator of 
Nathaniel Holmes, sold to said Bishop, December 14, 1791, 
recorded lib. 184, fol. 59.” 

This small lot Mr. Wells had fenced in and upon it, with the 
consent of the town, he erected 34 tombs. The intervening 
fence was later removed, and the yard became part of the old 
cemetery. 

In 1832 a final purchase was made by Mr. Jacob Hall and 
others of a strip of land adjoining the north-western side of 
the old burial-ground, which was given the title of “ Hull- 
Street Cemetery.” In 1853 this section was discontinued and 
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the bodies it contained removed to Mt. Hope in February, 1861. 
This strip was on the present site of the gasometer and con- 
tained several rows of tombs. The proprietors at the same 
time relinquished certain rights of way to that part of Snow- 
hill street from Hull to Charter street, which had been merely 
a private foot-passage, and the City agreed to maintain here a 
public walk 33 feet wide. 

A similar private burial-ground of much more ancient date 
and of smaller extent is still kept intact in the very centre of 
the cemetery. Judge Sewall and his wite on January 7, 1708, 
sold to Joshua Gee, the noted ship-builder, a small portion of 
their pasture “one rodd square, in consideration of two and 
thirty shillings paid them, being part of their pasture adjoin- 
ing to the north burying-place, in which parcel of ground Mrs. 
Mary Thacher now lyeth buried; bounded northerly by the 
said burying-ground and on all other sides by the land of the 
said Samuel and Hannah Sewall, with no right of way. except 
through the old burying-place.” Mr. Gee bought it at the 
urging of his wife, who did not care to be buried among the 
common multitude. The only restriction was that he should 
maintain one-half the fence. The Mrs. Thacher who lay 
buried therein was the wife of Judah Thacher of Yarmouth, 
and had died November 30, 1708, aged 68. Her gravestone is 
standing in the north-east corner ‘of the little plot. 

This enclosure later became the property of Deacon Moses 
Grant, one of the leaders of the Boston Tea Party. It is yet 
held in the family, being in possession of the heirs of the late 
Moses Grant, the temperance lecturer, and contains the remains 
of three generations. The spot is still private property, quite 
exempt from control of the cemetery authorities. 

By 1840 burials on Copp’s Hill had become comparatively 
infrequent, and there was no further need of expansion. Beside 
the changes during 180 years, there were minor alterations in 
the appearance of the cemetery. 


When Snowhill street was cut through the edge of the old 


bluff and extended northerly to Charter street it encountered a 
row of old tombs, having a walk leading from end to end, with 
steps at each extremity. The entrances to these tombs and the 
tablets thereon were transferred within the fence. About 1837 
the whole western slope beyond Snowhill street was dug away 
and the existing heavy granite wall erected to protect the 
cemetery. 

During the period from the Revolution to 1830 the cemetery 
began to be neglected, until on May 27, 1833, the City appro- 
priated $50 for the purchase of trees to ornament the grounds. 
To-day there are almost 200 trees in the cemetery. New walks 
were laid out in 1838, and many stones were then or since 
removed or altered in position with the same mistaken efforts 
at symmetry that have been remarked in the case of King’s 
Chapel. 
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By 1878 the hill had again fallen into decay, and become sub- 
ject to all kinds of depredations. In that year the Board of 
Health appointed the present superintendent, Mr. E. MacDonald, 
by whose’ care the neglected tombs and paths have been re- 
stored to orderliness and many lost tombstones recovered. 

Two hundred and twenty-seven tombs are contained within 
the cemetery. Two of the number belong to the City, one for 
adults near Charter street, and one for children near Hull street, 
built in June, 1833. Nearby is a large tomb, set aside about 
1840 for mariners. The oldest tombs were built in 1717, 
shortly after the Sewall purchase, and front on Hull street. 
In 1722 a new range of tombs, running north, was started at the 
south-east corner on Hull street. The selectmen’s records down 
to 1806 contain numerous grants of permission to erect tombs, 
almost invariably with the provision that “the brick wall thereof 
be carried up so as to be a sufficient fence.” In 1805 were con- 
structed the tombs on Snowhill street, and in 1807 those front- 
ing on Charter street. We have already recorded the later 
erection of tombs in 1814, 1819, 1827, and 1832. The latter 
date practically ends the growth of the cemetery. 

During the century to 1760, it is estimated that one-fourth the 
population of the town was buried on Copp’s Hill. The de- 
caying stones form a rude epitome of most of the North End’s 
history. 

That part of the cemetery near Snowhill street was at first 
reserved for slaves and freedmen. The remainder contains gen- 
erations of the old North Enders, some of them famous in local 
history, others simple folk who have left merely a name. 

The date of the first interment is unknown, although probably 
occurring around 1660, and there is some doubt as to the iden- 
tity of the oldest stone. Apparently it is that erected to the 
memory of Grace Berry, wife of Thomas Berry, who, according 
to the inscription, died May 17, 1625, or five years before Boston 
was settled. The stone is of old Welsh slate, well preserved and 
with the carving quite distinct; the edges are ornamented with 
curves and at the top are carved two cherubs and the angel of 
death. There is also cut a shield, without quartering of arms. 
The marks of British bullets are visible, this stone, like many 
others on the \hill,-having been a target for the British soldiers 
during the siege of Boston. 

It has generally been held that the true date on the Grace 
Berry stone is 1695, a boyish freak of Mr. George Darracott 
having led him to change the figure 9 with his jack knife into 
the figure 2; in the same fashion the date on the stone of John 
Thwing in King’s Chapel was altered from 1690 to 1620. In 
like manner the dates upon the stones of John White and of 
Joanna, the six-months-old daughter of William and Anne Copp, 
has been altered to 1625, and that of Abigail Everden’s death to 
1626. Like vandalism is evident in the old Charlestown ceme- 
tery. 
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Custodian MacDonald, however, accepts the date of 1625, 
and supposes the stone one of the oldest in New England. He 
relates a visit to Copp’s Hill, in July, 1878, of an old gentleman 
from the West, who produced a memorandum book, yellow with 
age, on the first page of which was a facsimile drawing of the 
stone with the coat of arms (without the bullet marks). On 
the first two pages was a footnote stating that the stone, together 
with the remains of Mrs. Berry, had been removed from Plym- 
outh in 1659. ‘No record of Grace Berry’s death can be 
found at City Hall. — MacDona tp.” 

There is little likelihood that the trouble would be taken, in 
the early days of perilous traveling, to transport the remains of 
a person of no particular note over the long journey from Plym- 
outh to Boston, and at a date 35 years after interment. 
Beyond this, moreover, the fact is that Grace Berry, who was 
the daughter of Major John Jayman, a rope-maker, was living 
in the flesh with her husband, Thomas ‘Berry, in their house 
near the Ship Tavern, at the junction of Ship (North) and 
Clark streets, very many years after her reputed death in 
1625. : 

The oldest stone, accordingly, is one bearing the date of 1661, 
which was found buried beneath the surface in 1878. It 
stands near the Shaw monument, and preserves the memory 
of the grandchildren of William Copp in the following inscrip- 
tion: : 


DAVID SON TO DAVID THOMAS, SON TO DAVID 
COPP & OBEDIENCE HIS COPP & OBEDIENCE HIS WIFE 
WIFE AGED 2 WEEKS AGED 2 YEARS & 3 QUARTERS 
DYED DEC 22 DYED JULY YE 25 
1661 1678 


Near the centre of the yard is erected the stone commemorat- 
ing the Kind children, long supposed the oldest stone, but really 
second in point of age by some six months. It was dug up in 
the 40’s by Mr. Glidden, and reads: 


MARY KIND WILLIAM KIND 
LAGI eees AGED ABOUT 1 YEAR DYED 
DIED YE 15 OF AUGUST YE 14 OF FEBRUARY 
1662 1666 


THE CHILDREN OF ARTHUR AND JANE KIND. 


William Copp, who gave his name to the hill, is buried in the 
cemetery, but no stone to his memory is now extant, and not 
much is known of him. In his will, dated Oct. 31, 1662, and 
proved April 27, 1670, made after he had become “sick and 
weak,” he terms himself a cordwainer, or shoemaker, by trade, 
and leaves his property to his wife “ Goodeth,” or Judith. The 
inventory shows property of the respectable sum for those days 
of almost £110, including houses, outhouses, orchard, garden and 
land, to the value of £80, 
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The stone erected in memory of his wife Judith may be found 
in the northern part of the yard, between the Shaw monument 
and the Grant tomb. It is small in size, and extends but a few 
inches above the ground. | 

Many of the name of Copp were buried here. Beside that of 
little Joanna Copp, however, and the two grandchildren men- 
tioned above, only eight stones still remain. David Copp was 
the most notable member of the family. He was an elder in 
Cotton Mather’s Church, and of considerable prominence in the 
North End, dwelling in a brick house at the head of Hull street. 
He died November 20, 1713, aged 78. Amy, his second wife, 
died November 28, 1718, at the age of 82. The stone is left 
standing to record the name of his first wife, who was Obedience 
Tophff. At his funeral Judge Sewall notes that there was 
present a distinguished company, with “a pretty many Men, 
but few Women.” 

The Colony records show that William Copp was made a 
Freeman on June 2, 1641, and David on October 11, 1670. 
The other children of William Copp are recorded as follows: 
Jonathan, born August 23, 1640; Rebecca, May 6, 1641, and 
Ruth, September 24, 1643. In later days the Copp family 
removed to Connecticut. 

A long list might be made of the tenants of Copp’s Hill who 
possess claim to mention, as being at least of local note — 
divines, scholars, and patriots. 

Doubtless the most famous tomb in the yard is that near the 
Charter-street gate, containing the remains of the Mathers, In- 
crease, Cotton and Samuel — the ‘“ Mather dynasty,” comprising 
three generations of divines. The tomb is of brick, plainly 
built, and is surrounded by iron railings. A great slab of 
brownstone forms the lid, in which are set two squares of slate, 
of different dates. On the more ancient, in almost illegible let- 
tering, is carved the following inscription : 

THE REVEREND DOCTORS 
INCREASE, COTTON, 
& SAMUEL MATHER 
were intered in this Vault. 
Tis the Tomb of our Father s 
MATHER— CROCKER S. 
I DIED Augt 27th 1723 A 84 


C DIED FEB 18th 1727 4 65 
S DIED June 27th 1785 4 79 


Here lie together the three eminent figures in Boston’s eccle- 
siastical history between 1664 and the Revolution, men of great 
general learning, of emphatic temperament and of remarkable 
influence in the affairs of the age. Their history needs no re- 
counting. They were buried with great solemnity. Six of the 
leading ministers formed Cotton Mather’s pallbearers, while in 
the funeral procession walked the public dignitaries. The 
narrow streets were thronged, and the “windows were filled 
with sorrowfull spectators all the way to the burying-place.” 
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Many of the numerous descendants of the Mathers also rest 
in this tomb. Cotton Mather, for instance, had fifteen children 
by the first two of his three wives. When the tomb was last 
opened sixteen years ago for the interment of one of the 
Crocker family, the remains of generations of the family were 
found heaped in great disorder. 

The Hutchinson tomb, in the south-east corner, was built 
about 1711. Here were buried Elisha and Thomas Hutchinson, 
father and grandfather of the governor. Thomas Hutchinson, 
who died December 31, 1789, built at his own expense the first 
school-house in the North End. On the sandstone slab covering 
the entrance of tomb is beautifully carved the family coat of 
arms. Like many other memorials in the Boston cemeteries, 
it has not escaped vandalism. With incredible effrontery, 
one Thomas Lewis, an undertaker, scattered the Hutchinson 
remains to the winds, took possession of the tomb and in 
place of the honored name of Hutchinson had carved his own. 

Another notable stone is that commemorating the patriot, 
Capt. Daniel Malcom. It is of hard blue slate, well preserved, 
and bears the following inscription : 


Here lies buried ina 
Stone Grave 10 feet deep ‘

The stone grave, however, is built of brick. 

Malcom was a merchant, and his store on Fleet street was a 
favorite resort of the haters of the revenue acts. He was also 
a warden of Christ Church and vice president of the Charitable 
Irish Society. In February, 1768, aided by friends armed with 
clubs, he smuggled in at night a cargo of sixty casks of wine 
from a vessel anchored five miles down the harbor. A little 
later he presided over a meeting of business men, at which it 
was resolved to import no more English goods, except those 
needed for the fisheries, for a year and a half. Some months 
afterward, he was one of the leaders in the mob which resisted 
the seizure of John Hancock’s sloop “ Liberty” by the boats of 
the British frigate “ Romney.” He was decidedly obnoxious to 
the King’s officers, and six years after his death the British 
soldiers made his tombstone a particular target, the bullet marks 
being very conspicuous. 

In the north-western part of the yard is the stone of Capt. 
Thomas Lake, bearing the following inscription: 
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Capt. ny 
Thomas Lake 
Aged 61 Yeeres 
An EmineNet Faithfvll 
ServaN of God & One 
Of a Publick Spirit Was 
Perfidovsly Slain By 
y® Indians At Kennibeck

The story runs that the deep slit cut into the stone was filled 
with melted bullets taken from his body. The knives of relic 
hunters, however, have left no vestige of the lead. 

Captain Lake was a man of fortune, being one of the earliest 
proprietors of lands in Maine and New Hampshire and actively 
engaged in commercial pursuits. He commanded the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company in 1662 and 1674. He served 
in the early part of King Philip’s War, then departing for 
Arowsick Island, Maine, which he owned jointly with Captain 
Thomas Clarke. His body was not discovered until seven 
months after he had been slain, his fate being meanwhile 
unknown. 

Not far from the Lake stone is a large slate block preserving 
the memory of Nicholas Upshall, who died in August, 1666, aged 
about 70. He is notable as furnishing one of the good examples 
of religious toleration in the early days, and although a man of 
much property and influence, as well as a prominent member of 
the church, he fell a victim to the intolerance of his fellow 
townsmen. He owned land in 1637 from Hanover street to the 
waterside on the northeast side of Richmond street, and was the 
twenty-third original member of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. His main offence was his kindness towards 
the Quakers, who were zealously prosecuted by certain authori- 
ties from Governor Endicott down. For bribing the jail-keeper 
to supply two imprisoned Quaker women with food he was 
fined £20 and banished. He resided in Rhode Island during 
the remaining six years of Governor Endicott’s rule, and on 
his return gave the Quakers the free use of a room in his house, 
which for a long time subsequent was known as the “Old Red 
Lyon Inn.” He is referred to as follows in the “ History of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company :” ‘ Property, moral 
worth, public services, wife, children, friends, cannot preserve a 
man from the ruthless fangs of religious persecution. The 
respectable Quakers of the present day (Lynn) have recently 
reclaimed the remains of their former brethren from the old 
Quaker burying-ground lest rapacious hands of speculation 
should trespass further. Why do they not redeem the ashes of 
those who may be considered among the first martyrs of their 
sect?” 

In December, 1878, there was discovered among five stones 
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closing the entrance to an old tomb one with the following 
inscription : ‘““Recompense Wadsworth, A.M. First Master of 
ye Grammar Free School at ye North End of Boston. Aged 
about 25 years; Died June ye 9th, 1713.” The establishment 
of this school was voted at a town meeting on March 11, 
1711-12, and on March 9, succeeding, the selectmen were 
“empowered to introduce Mr. Recompense Wadsworth at the 
North End, and to allow him sixty pounds for one year.” The 
young teacher died after teaching for six months in the new 
school-house, which was built on Bennet street in 1713. 

One of the most finely carved armorial bearings in the ceme- 
tery is that chiselled on the well-preserved slate stone over the 
Clark tomb near the main gate. The inscription reads: 


HERE LYES THE MORTAL PART 


of 
(William Clark Esq’-) 

An Eminent Merchant of this Town, and 
An Honorable Coun/ellor for the Province ; 
Who Di/tingui/hed Him/elf as 
A Faithfuland Affectionate Friend 
A Fair and generous Trader ; 

Loyal to his (Prince), Yet always 
Zealous for the Freedom of his Countrey; 
A De/pi/er of Sorry Per/ons and fiecle Actions, 
An Enemy to Prie/tcraft and Enthusiasm 
Ready to relieve and help the Wretched; 

A Lover of good Men of Various Denominations 
And a Reverent Wor/hipper of the (Deity) 


William Clark was one of the wealthiest ship-owners of the 
time and an original member of Christ Church. His brick 
mansion on the corner of Garden Court and Prince Street, later 
occupied by Sir Henry Frankland, the collector of customs, was 
among the finest in town. In the French wars he suffered the 
loss of forty ships, which, with other reverses, is said to have 
hastened his end. 

His stone suffered the same fate as that over the Hutchinson 
tomb. One Samuel Winslow, sexton of the First Baptist 
Church, boldly appropriated the tomb, ejecting the occupants, 
and inscribed his own name above that of the rightful owner. 

In the adjoining tomb sleeps Dr. John Clark, brother to the 
merchant, a very worthy physician according to the Latin 
eulogy upon his finely carved tombstone. The seven -succeed- 
ing generations of the family each produced a physician of the 
same name. 

Among the most illustrious by birth of the cemetery’s ten- 
ants were the Mountforts, long a prominent North End family. 
Tomb No. 17, on the Hull street side, built in 1711, bears the 
name of John Mountfort ; and No. 59, erected in 1724, that of 
Jonathan Mountfort, together with the family coat of arms. 
The two were sons of Edmund Mountfort, who fled from 
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London in 1656 on account of political offences. He married 
a granddaughter of Nicholas Upshall, and died in 1723, being 
buried in the Granary. The Mountforts traced their descent to 
an ancient Norman family, scions of which came over with the 
Conquest. Turstain de Mounttfort, 1030, is mentioned in 
Dugdale’s “ History of Warwickshire.” 

Jonathan Mountfort was a wealthy physician and apothecary, 
his shop being long known as “ Mountfort’s Corner,” and was 
of a decidedly eccentric temperament. He was one of the 
seceders from the New North Church in 1719, and helped build 
the “ New Brick” or ‘“ Weathercock ” Church, of which he was 
chosen treasurer. 

John Mountfort was a member of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company in 1696, and owner of Mountfort’s wharf. 
His descendants long resided on Prince street. 

Another tomb emblazoned with family arms is that of the 
family of Joshua Gee, one of the most famous of the old ship- 
wrights, who, as we have noted, purchased the small private lot 
in the centre of the cemetery. The inscription on his tomb 
reads simply: “The Arms and Tomb belonging to the family of 
Gee.” The noted Gee shipyard was located on the south-west 
side of Prince street, while the family mansion stood on the 
corner of Salem and Prince streets, known as ¢ Gee’s Corner.” 
The adjoining lands were also in possession of the Gees. Judge 
Sewall frequently mentions dining with the Gees. 

A plain white stone in the north-west corner, bearing the 
simple inscription: ‘“ Edmund Hartt’s Tomb, 1806,” records the 
memory of the yet more famous builder of the “ Constitution ” 
and the “ Boston.” 

In the western part of the yard is the Mariners’ Tomb, 
“Dedicated to the Seamen of All Nations, by Phineas Stowe, 
Pastor of the First Baptist Bethel Church, Boston, 1851.” It 
contains the remains of Emily, wite of Dr. Stowe, who died on 
the day the monument over the tomb was completed, and also 
those of four sailors. The cost of erection was met by contri- 
butions from seamen and their friends, the crew of the United 
States sloop-of-war Albany giving $52. 

A tragic history is told by the large triple stone near the tool- 
house, which preserves in intricate lettering the memory of 
George Worthylake, aged 45; his, wife Ann, 40, and their 
daughter, Ruth, 13. Worthylake, who had been brought up on 
George’s Island, was the first keeper of Boston Light. On No- 
vember 3, 1718, the family set sail for Noddle’s Island, but, the 
craft capsizing, they “ took in heaven by the way,” according to 
the old historian. Franklin, then a printer’s apprentice to his 
brother, at the latter’s urging, took this incident as the theme for 
a street ballad, called the “Lighthouse Tragedy.” Although 
“wretched stuff,” according to the author, and severely eriti- 
cised by his father, it had a considerable sale. Unfortunately no 
copy is now extant. 
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In the northern part of the yard, in a plain brick: vault, lie 
the remains of Chief Justice Parker. Near the north-west 
angle is the much more pretentious monument to Charles Jar- 
vis, a noted local politician, who died in 1807, aged 59, “a 
Statesman, a Patriot, and an honest Man, whose dignified De- 
portment, sublime Eloquence, unbounded Philanthropy, and 
other Virtues endeared his memory to his Fellow Citizens.” <A 
few feet away is the vault once owned by Governor Christopher 
Gore. 

Perhaps the most ornate monument in the cemetery is that 
erected by Isaac Dupee, and bearing a beautifully carved coat- 
of-arms, together with the following tribute in verse: 


MY NAME FROM THE PALMS OF HIS HANDS 
ETERNITY WILL NOT ERASE ; 
IMPRESSED ON HIS HEART, IT REMAINS 
IN MARKS OF INDELIBLE GRACE. |. 
YES, I TO THE END SHALL ENDURE, 
AS SURE AS THE EARNEST IS GIVEN, 
MORE HAPPY, BUT NOT MORE SECURE, 
THE GLORIFIED SPIRITS IN HEAVEN. 


A simply inscribed stone records the death in 1778, at the 
age of 66, of Dr. Andrew Eliot, the well beloved pastor of the 
New North Church. <A beautiful coat-of-arms, said not to be- 
long to the family, is carved on the obverse side. Dr. Eliot’s 
house is still standing at the corner of Hanover and Tileston 
streets. 

Timothy Thornton, who died Sept. 19, 1726, aged 79, was one 
of the committee which negotiated the Sewall purchase. He 
was also prominent in town affairs, being several times town 
commissioner and selectman, as well as in the General Court 
and serving on the committee appointed to issue bills of credit 
to pay the debts incurred in the French and Indian wars—the 
first paper currency issued in Massachusetts. 

Edward Martyn, another of the committee, sleeps at the right 
of the Hull-street entrance. His tombstone bears an elaborate 
coat-of-arms. He commanded the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company in 1715, and once owned most of the land from 
Hanover street to the sea. 

Beside the Ellis tomb and monument in the north-east corner 
of the yard for over forty years grew a willow tree of interest- 
ing origin. It was brought as a slip from the willow that 
shades the grave of Napoleon at St. Helena by Capt. Joseph 
Leonard in 1844, and here transplanted by Roland Ellis. It 
was destroyed by the great gale of 1888. 

In the centre of the yard stands the tombstone of one of the 
foremost of the Quakers, William Mumford, who died in No- 
vember, 1718, at the age of 77. He was a stonecutter and © 
builder, and on July 10, 1694, bought a lot in Brattle square, 
whereon he erected the first Quaker meeting-house, which was 
as well the first brick church built in the town. In January, — 
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1708, he purchased another lot on Congress street, and there 
built a second meeting-house, to which the Quakers repaired 
after selling the earlier edifice. Part of this lot constituted the 
Quaker burying-ground, until the remains contained therein 
were removed to Lynn in 1825. 

On the northern slope of the yard is the monument erected in 
1848 to Major Samuel Shaw by his grandson, Robert G. Shaw. 
The story of the soldier’s life is briefly told by the inscription, 
which runs: 

[MAJOR SAMUEL SHAW,] 
third son of 
Francis & Sarah, served as an 
Officer in the Revolutionary War, 
from its commencement to 
its close. 

On the 22d of Feb. 1784, he sailed 
from New York in the Ship 
Empress of China, for Canton, as 
Supercargo & part owner; 
this being the first vessel that 
sailed from the U. States for 
that place 
he was appointed by Washington 
Consul to China, which office he 
held until his death in 1794 


Near the front gate sleeps a fellow-soldier, Major Thomas 
Seward, who “gallantly fought in our late Revolutionary War 
and through its various Scenes behaved with Patriotic Fortitude 
and died in the Calms of Domestic Felicity as becomes a Uni- 
versal Christian, November 27th, 1800, 44 60.” 

The following commanders of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company are interred in the cemetery: Capt. Thomas 
Lake, Capt. Ralph Hart, Col. John Carnes, Capt. Caleb Lyman, 
and Capt. Edward Martyn. 

On the western slope of the hill is the stone recording the 
name of Deacon Shemm Drowne, Hawthorne’s famous carver in 
wood, who wrought the grasshopper on the Faneuil Hall vane. 
He died in 1774 at the ripe age of 90. 

Nearby rests Captain John Pulling, died January 25, 1787, at 
the age of 51, after whom was named the headland in Chelsea 
fronting on the water. 

Another noteworthy stone is that erected in memory of Prince 
Hall, first Grand Master of the colored Grand Lodge of Masons 
in Massachusetts. 

A rather pathetic inscription is that on a stone near the Snow- 
hill-street path, reading: 

In memory of 
BETSY, 
Wife of David Darling, 
died March 28d, 1809 A 43 
She was the mother of 17 children, and around 
her lies 12 of them, and 2 were lost at sea. 
BROTHER SEX TONS, 


please leave a clear berth for me 
near by this Stone. 
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The request was not heeded, as Mr. Darling, who was sexton 
of the North Church and also a grave-digger in the yard, was 
buried, in another part of the yard. 

Mention should not be neglected of a tiny stone in the northern 
part of the yard, reading : 


SARAH RULE 
aged 9 years 
; died 
July y® 5 1690 


This little lass is the one who daubed with ink the papers of 
Cotton Mather, moving the worthy divine to great wrath. 

These are a few of the more notable stones that claim the 
attention of the rambler in Copp’s Hill. Almost equally note- 
worthy are the old epitaphs, many of them, as is usual in old 
cemeteries, quaint and curious, some incoherent and ungram- 
matical. Doubtless the oddest and most puzzling is that over 
the grave of Mrs. Ammey Hunt, who died in 1769. We have 
no clue to the neighborhood gossip hinted at in these peculiar 
lines: 

A sister of Sarah Lucas lieth here, 
Whom I did Love mo/t Dear; 


And now her Soul hath took its Flight, 
And bid her Spightful Foes good Night. 


Even more amusing is the tradition connected with the fol- 
lowing conventional stanza on the stone of Mrs. Mary Huntley: 
Stop here my friends & cast an eye, 
As you are now, so once was I; 
As Iam now, so you must be, 
Prepare for death and follow me. 


A young wag is said to have added in chalk: 


To follow you I’m not content 
Unless I know which way you went. 


Some of the other more interesting epitaphs follow : 


Henry D. Emerson, d. Aug. 16, 1840, aged 4: 


‘* Like a bright flower he was cut down.” 
Peter Gilman, April 12, 1807, aged 42: 


‘*Stop my friends, and in a mirroir /ee _ 
What you, though e’er so healthy, soon mu/t be. 

Beauty, with all her rosebuds, paints each face; 
Approaching death will strip you of each grace,”’ 


Mrs. Betsy Pitman, 1784, aged 27: 
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‘* Ha/te: ha/te: he lies in wait, He’s at the door, 
_ Insidious Death: /hould his / trong hand ar a t 
No Rosen sets the prisoner free.’” 


Elijah Swift, May 9, 1803, aged 73: 


‘¢ A wits a feather, and a chiefs a rod; 
An honest man’s the noblest work of God.” 


Mrs. Eliza Fuller, Sept. 16, 1806, aged 22: 


‘¢ An angel’s arm can t snatch me from the grave, | 


Legions of angels can’t confine me there.”’ 


On an old monument near the Winslow tomb: 


‘*A SAMUEL returned to God in Christ 
After a short abode on earth 

To shun earth’s harmes and crimes 

Was here well put to bed betimes 

The grave’s as short as you prepare 
Lest thy death come at unaware.” 


James Seward, died 1792, aged 6 months: 
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‘He bore a lingering sickness with patience, and met the King of 


Terrors with a smile.”’ 


The prophecy contained in the following inscription on the 


‘¢ Time may efface this monumental stone, 
But time nor malice can his worth dethrone 
For villains living oft may buy a name, 

But virtue only swells posthumous fame.” 


stone of Major John Ruddock, who died in 1772, was literally 
fulfilled, the words having almost entirely disappeared: 


The following lines are carved on an old foot-stone, without 


name or date, probably erected about 1700: 


‘¢ What is t fond mortal yt thou wouldst obtain 
By spining out a painful life of cares; 
Thou livest to act thy childhood ore again, 


And nought intends but grief and seeing years. 
Who leaves this world like me just in my prime 


Speeds all my business in a litel time.”’ 
Mrs. Eliza Meria Revere, died 1804, aged 28: 


“ Death with his dart has pierced my heart, 
When I was in my prime ;

A great deal of local history and tradition is connected with 
Copp’s Hill, but so fragmentary in character that no proper 
sequence can be found in the narration. 

It is presumed that in 1621 the Plymouth folk landed under 
the shadow of the hill, as told by Prince in his “ Chronology” : 

“The Governor chuses 10 men with Squanto and two other 
savages, to go in the shallop, Tuesday, Sept. 18; at midnight, 
the tide serving, we set sail; next day got into the bottom of 
Massachusetts Bay, about 20 leagues north from Plymouth, and 
anchor next morning, we land under a cliff. The sachem of 
this place is Obbatinewat.” 

The Ancient and;Honorable Artillery Company is associated 
more or less with Copp’s Hill. The company once claimed 
ownership of part of the hill, under the terms of an old mort- 
gage, and tried to prevent the transfer of the Sewall purchase. 
The matter was adjusted, and, after the evacuation of Boston 
by the British, when the company again laid claim, the obliga- 
tion was satisfactorily discharged. While the British troops 
were still in Boston the company was forced to use Copp’s Hill 
as a parade ground, instead of the Common, as thus told in the 
company’s minutes: 


‘*In 1775, before the Artillery Company suspended its meetings, the 
Common was occupied by the British army, and the Artillery Company 
were refused admittance. Capt. Bell, therefore, marched to Copp’s 
Hill. Soon after the bridge over Charles River was built, there was a 
complaint against the street at the foot of this hill. It was supposed 
the proprietors ‘ of that part of the hill enclosed from Snowhill street 
ought to repair the wharf and street at their own expense. This led to 
inquiry, in town meeting, to whom it belonged; some one said it be- 
longed to this company. Col. Jackson, their Treasurer, was sent for, 
and declared he considered it their property, a mortgage upon it to 
them having long run out, and that Capt. Bell, with his company, had 
taken possession of it in 1775. Capt. Bell was then interrogated by Col. 
Dawes, the Moderator: Why did you march your company to Copp’s 
Hill? Answer: I was prohibited from entering the Common; conceiv- 
ing this hill to be the property of the company, I marched them there, 
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as a place no one had a right to exclude them from. Question by 
Moderator: Supposing a party of British troops should have been in 
possession of it, and should have forbid you entrance, what would you 
have done? Answer: I would have charged bayonets, and forced my 
way as surely as I would force my way into my dwelling-house, if taken 
possession of by a gang of thieves. The late Col. Wm. Tudor, who was 
then present, said: ‘Mr. Moderator, the hill clearly belongs to that 
company, and I wish they would execute a quit claim deed of it to me 
at a fair price.’ The Mortgage was discharged afterwards, and the 
street repaired by the town.”’ 

Closely connected with the history of the hill is the famous 
North Battery beneath it on Hudson’s point. It was built by 
Major-General John Leverett in 1646, twenty years earlier than 
the erection of its twin, the South Battery, or Sconce, at the 
foot of Fort Hill. It was built on the petition of the North 
Enders, and at their expense, they praying that they might “for 
the future be freed from all rats and assesments to what other 
fortificacions be in the towne untill such time as the other part 
of the towne not ioynninge with us herin shall have disbursed 
and layd out in equall proporcion of their estats with ours as 
by true Acount may apear.” 

A committee of inspection reported on both batteries in 
May, 1666, saying: ‘“ Wee also tooke survey of another worke 
on the north side of Boston, called Merrjes Point, raysed with 
stones. ‘The foundation is defended from the violene of the 
sea w" spyles & plancks; the wall of a considerable thick- 
nes, yet lesse safe then the other, by reason of the sharpe edges 
next the cannon, & widenes of the ports win, which beinge 
faced w'® strong timbers, as is intended, will be much better.” 

Capt. Edward Johnson of Woburn, in his “ Wonder Work- 
ing Providence of Sion s Saviour, in New England,” speaks of 
the ‘“‘ very strong battery built of whole Timber, and filled with 
Earth, at the descent of the Hill in the extreme poynt thereof.” 

Daniel Neal, in his description of Boston in 1719 says: 
“There are two Batteries at the North and South Ends of the 
Town, which command the whole Bay, and make it impossible 
for an Enemy s Ship of Burthen to ride there in safety.” 

In 1706 the battery was extended 120 feet, with a breadth of 
40 feet, at an expense of £1,000. It was finally sold to Jeftrey 
and Russell, and became Jeffrey’s Wharf between 1787 and 
1796. To-day it is appropriately called Battery Wharf. 

The site of the North Battery was, possibly, where Win- 
throp’s company landed, and where Anne Pollard, the first 
white woman to tread on Boston soil, jumped ashore. Here, 
too, was Francis Hudson’s ferry landing. From the Battery 
also, the 52d, 43d, and 47th British regiments, together with 
detachments of grenadiers, light infantry and marines, embarked 
for Bunker Hill; and here, after the battle, the wounded were 
brought ashore. At the time of the evacuation, the Battery was 
armed with seven 12-pounders, two 9-pounders, and four 
6-pounders, all left dismantled. In the old days of short range 
guns, the North Battery was regarded as of great importance, 
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because covering the harbor, the mouth of the Charles, and the 
entrance to the Town Cove. 

In May, 1644, while the civil war was raging in England, a 
parliamentary man-of-war of 24 guns, Capt. Thomas Stagg, 
sailed into the harbor and demanded the surrender of a Bristol 
ship of 100 tons then in port. All the townspeople assembled 
on Windmill Hill to watch the expected hostilities. The Bristol 
craft, however, prudently surrendered. 

In June, two years before, the windmill was struck by light- 
ning, shattering the sail, breaking the standard and riving off 
the boards of the sides, beside setting on fire the sacks in the 
mill. “The miller, being under the mill upon the ground 
chopping a piece of board, was struck dead; but company 
coming in found him to breathe, and within an hour or two he 
began to stir, and strove with such force, as six men could scarce 
hold him down. The next day he came to his senses, but knew 
nothing of what had befallen him.” 

The surrender of Quebec was celebrated by a great bonfire 
on Copp’s Hill. “45 Tar Barrels, 2 Cords of Wood, a mast, 
spars, and boards, with 50 Ibs of powder were set in a blaze ; 
this, with a similar illumination on Fort Hill, was paid for by 
the province, together with 32 Gallons of Rum and much Beer.” 

In 1765, the year of the repeal of the Stamp Act, Copp’s 
Hill was the scene of the part of the celebration of the anniver- 
sary of the powder plot on Nov. 5, as thus told in the Massachu- 
setts Gazette: ‘ About noon the Pageantry, representing the 
Pope, Devil and several other Effigies were brought in stages 
and met at King-street, where the Union (between the factions 
from the north and south ends) previously entered into by the 
leaders, was established in a very ceremonial manner, and 
having given three huzzas, they interchanged ground.” After 
parading, they “ proceeded to the Tree of Liberty, under the 
shadow of which they refreshed themselves for awhile, and then 
retreated northward, agreeably to the plan. They reached 
Copp’s Hill before six o’clock, where they halted, and having 
enkindled a fire, the whole Pageantry was committed to the 
flames and consumed. This being finished, every person was 
requested to their respective houses.” This was the customary 
observance of the day. 

On January 24, 1793, a barbecue was held on Copp’s Hill in 
honor of the French Revolution. After the feast the horns of 
the ox were fixed to a pole sixty feet high and triumphantly 
raised in Liberty square. 

Copp’s Hill figured quite conspicuously in the Revolution. 
Works were erected by the British on the summit, near the 
south-western corner of the cemetery. They were hastily thrown 
up and never completed, comprising but a few barrels of earth 
arranged as parapets. There was a small earthwork to the rear 
designed as a shelter for infantry. The battery consisted of 
thnee 28- aa on carriages, which were left spiked after 
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the evacuation. Here Clinton and Burgoyne witnessed the 
battle of Bunker Hill and directed the fire of the little battery. 
One of the shells from Copp’s Hill, aiding the fire of the ships 
in the harbor, is said to have started the conflagration in 
Charlestown. Traces of the works remained on the hill until 
the summit was lowered in 1807. It was from the North 
Battery below, that Clinton rushing down the hill when he saw 
his veterans quailing, took boat and crossed over to the Charles- 
town shore to aid Howe. 

On the south corner of the New Burying-Ground added in 
1809 and fronting on Hull street, stood the old gun-house of the 
Columbian artillery, afterwards removed to make room for 
tombs built in 1827. At the celebration of the completion of 
the bridge from the old ferry landing to Charlestown in 1786, 
salutes were fired from Copp’s Hill, as well as from the Castle 
and Breed’s Hill. 

The gas-works at the foot of Copp’s Hill, the most prominent 
feature of the neighborhood, were erected in 1828, and gas first 
made in December of that year. It was not used to illuminate 
the City in general until 1834. 

All this time the change in the character of the surroundings 
of Copp’s Hill which we described in the beginning has been 
slowly going on, the old houses decaying or being replaced and 
all but a few of the old families removing far from the vicinity. 
There still dwell on Copp’s Hill a number of the Dodds, 
Goddards, Pitmans and Adamses of the early days, but the 
place generally has acquired a new and changing appearance. 

Perhaps the earliest example of the term “ Copp’s Hill,” in 
our printed records, is found in the Selectmen’s minutes of 
January 21, 1725-26. 
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_ ARTICLES, BY-LAWS, RULES AND REGULATIONS OF > 
THE CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. 


ARTICLE I. The ordinances of the City of Boston relating to 
the Cemetery Department shall apply to the conduct and manage- 
ment of this Department. 

ARTICLE II. The Trustees of the Cemetery Department shall 
organize on the first of May. At this meeting there shall be chosen 
a Chairman, a Secretary, a General Superintendent and custodians 
of the several grounds. A majority of the Commission shall con- 
stitute a quorum. 

The regular meetings of the Commission shall be held on the 
fourteenth day, except when same comes on Saturday or Sunday, 
when it shall be held on the Friday preceding, and on the fourth 
Monday of each and every month at 2.30 o’clock P.M. 

Other meetings to be called by the Chairman, as he may deem 
advisable. | 

ARTICLE III. The Chairman shall preside over the meetings 
of the Commission and shall designate the hour and place thereof. 

He shall sign the deeds of conveyance of lots and bonds given 
for the perpetual care of the same; he shall sign and approve the 
bills, pay-rolls and sign such orders as are necessary to permit in- 
terments and removals of bodies, and the opening and closing of 
cemeteries ; he shall make the annual and other reports to the City 
Council, and perform such other duties as are required by the or- 
dinances of the City; all bills on account of the Department shall 
be approved by him before they are presented to the City for pay- 
ment; in the absence of the Chairman his duties shall be per- 
formed by such Commissioner as he delegates to act in his absence ; 
such delegation shall be in writing, and shall specify the specific 
action or actions delegated. 

ARTICLE IV. Tue Secretary. The Secretary shall notify 
and attend all meetings of the Commission and perform all cleri- 
cal work, and keep the records, plans and papers of said Com- 
mission ; the Secretary shall keep such books as directed by the 
Board, showing transactions concerning the various cemeteries . 
under this Commission, and shall prepare and record in books kept 
for the purpose all deeds of conveyance of lots or bonds given for 
the perpetual care of the same; the Secretary shall have charge 
of all the plans, books, catalogues and other papers of the 
Commission (except as hereinafter provided) and shall perform 
such other duties as may from time to time be delegated by said 
Commission. 

ARTICLE V. TxHe GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT. The General 
Superintendent shall reside on the premises known as Mt. Hope 
Cemetery, and under the direction of the Commissioners shall 
have the custody of said cemetery and the general supervision of 
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all the cemeteries and burial-grounds under the control of this 
Comunission ; he shall keep the various cemeteries and burial-grounds 
in a condition satisfactory to the Commissioners; shall have the 
sole power to engage or discharge workmen, and to order and ar- 
range their respective duties; said Superintendent shall keep in 
books provided for the purpose, of which he shall be the custo- 
dian, regular and accurate records of allinterments in, and re- 
movals from, Mt. Hope Cemetery, and said record shall include 
the names and ages of all persons interred, and also the place and 
date of their interment; he shall see that all the regulations made 
by the Commission in regard to interments and the construc- 
tion of tombs, monuments, and fences are complied with; he shall 
see that the rights of the City and the regulations of the Commis- 
sioners are respected and complied with by all persons employed | 
on any of the grounds, under the control of the Commission, and 
by individual proprietors ; he shall fulfil all contracts made with 
proprietors for the care and decoration of lots, for their permanent 
care, and perform such other duties as the Commission may re- 
quire ; he shall have full power to remove from Mt. Hope Cemetery, 
and other cemeteries and burial-grounds within the control of this 
Department, improper and disorderly persons, to abate nuisances, 
and to remove rubbish and unnecessary and unsightly decorations 
or adornments ; a general report of all transactions of Mt. Hope 
Cemetery, with proper vouchers, also the number of interments 
made for the preceding month, shall be rendered by him; he shall 
also, from time to time, inspect the other cemeteries and burial- 
grounds within the charge of this Commission, and shall report 
monthly their condition, and make such recommendations as he 
deems advisable in reference to the same to the Commission. 

The compensation of the General Superintendent shall be a sal- 
ary of three-thousand (3,000) dollars a year, and the use of the 
dwelling-house connected with Mt. Hope Cemetery, and he may 
also cultivate such portions of the grounds of Mt. Hope Cem- 
etery and keep such domestic animals for his own use as the Com- 
missioners may designate ; and may be removed for cause by the 
vote of a majority of the Commissioners. 

ARTICLE VI. The Commission shall establish an office, 
wherein the Board can hold its meetings, and which shall be open 
to the public daily (Sundays excepted) at such hours as the Chair- 
man shall delegate. The records of the Department, under the 
control of the Secretary, shall be kept at such office, and the keys 
of the various cemeteries and burial-grounds shall also be kept 
there. The office shall be equipped in a suitable manner for the 
purposes of its work, and at said office the Secretary of said 
Board shall be located. 


COMMITTEES. 


The Chairman shall at the meeting succeeding the meeting of 
organization appoint each one of the Commissioners a Committee 
of One, who shall visit from time to time such cemeteries and 
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burial-grounds as shall be designated by the Chairman in said ap- 
pointment, and shall report to the Board of Commissioners, when 
required, the state and condition, with recommendations concern- 
ing the same, of such cemeteries or burial-grounds as are desig- 
nated. 

The Commissioners as a whole shall act as a Committee on 
Accounts, who shall in executive session of the Board consider 
all bills on the fourteenth day of each month, after which the bills 
shall be approved by the Chairman. 

There shall be aCommittee on Grounds, consisting of three 
Commissioners, who shall consider the treatment and care of the 
grounds, trees, avenues and paths in the cemeteries, and whose 
duties shall be to make such recommendations to the Commission- 
ers in reference to alterations, repairs and improvements therein, 
as they shall deem expedient. 

There shall be a Committee on Lots, consisting of three Com- 
missioners, who shall have the general recommendation of the 
question of sales, location and enlargement of lots, and who shall 
also consider such questions as arise between individual proprie- 
tors or between the proprietors and the members of this Commis- 
sion. They shall consider such matters and shall, from time to 
time, make recommendations to the Commissioners i in reference 
to the matters herein specified. 


_INTERMENTS. 


No interment shall be made in the cemeteries or burial-grounds 
under the control of this Commission until such a permit as may 
be required by the laws of the State, or of the city or town from 
which the deceased may be brought, together with an order from 
the proprietor of the lot or tomb in which the interment is to be 
made, or from his legal representative, shall be obtained. Such 
permit, when the interment is to be in Mt. Hope Cemetery, shall 
be sent to the Superintendent of Mt. Hope Cemetery, and if in 
other cemeteries to the person or persons designated by this Com- 
mission; but in no event until the fees have been paid. 

No removal of bodies from the cemeteries or burial-grounds in 
charge of this Department will be permitted, except as provided 
by the laws of the State, city or town, and in the manner pre- 
scribed by the Board of Health, or an ‘order from the Commis- 
sioners of the Cemetery Department. 

Until otherwise ordered the fees for digging a grave and mak- 
ing an interment in same, or making an intermentin a private 
tomb, shall be according to the following schedule : 


For a person 10 years of age and over ; ; . $5.00

Lots shall be laid out by the Superintendent in Mt. Hope 
Cemetery and in Evergreen Cemetery, subject to the approval of 
the Commissioners, and every lot so laid out shall be marked with 
a stone number. The erection of fences, memorial stones, tombs, 
planting of trees, shrubs and plants, the adornment of lots, shall 
be under the supervision of the Cemetery Commission, who shall 
have the right of determining the suitability of the same, and, in 
the event that they deem the same unsuitable, to remove or 
abolish the same. 


SALES AND CONVEYANCES. 


No deed of any lot shall be issued to more than one grantee, 
nor to any person as trustee, executor or administrator, except 
by vote of the Commissioners. 


REcEIVING Tome. 


Bodies may be deposited in the Receiving Tomb at Mt. Hope 
Cemetery, or at Evergreen Cemetery, on the payment of ten 
(10) dollars to the Superintendent. If within four months after 
such deposit, the body shall be interred in another part of the 
same cemetery, no further charge shall be made for such interment ; 
but if the body shall not be removed from the tomb within the 
period above specified, the General Superintendent may cause 
the body to be interred in such place as shall be designated by 
the Commissioners. But the Superintendent, under the direction 
of the Commissioners, may allow the body to remain a longer 
time, on the payment, in advance, of three (3) dollars per month 
for an adult and two (2) dollars per month for a child. 


MonvuMEnNTs, STONES, FENCES, ETC. 


Proprietors have a right to erect on their lots monuments and 
stones of appropriate character. Tablets or other devices of 
wood, fences of wood or iron, or hedges are not permitted. 

No grave or tomb shall be opened for an interment or removal 
by any person, except by order of the Commissioners or Superin- 
tendent. 


FUNERALS. 


Early notice should be given to the Superintendent at Mt. 
Hope Cemetery of funerals which are to be held in that cemetery, 
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and in other instances to the custodians or the Secretary of the 
Commissioners. 
At least twenty-four hours’ notice shall be required. 


VISTORS. 


Mt. Hope Cemetery, Evergreen Cemetery and Copp’s Hill 
Burial-ground (the latter from May 1 to November 1) shall be 
kept opened daily, Sunday included, from eight o’clock, A.M., 
to sunset. All other cemeteries shall be kept locked, and the 
keys thereof shall be in the custody of the Chairman, or of such 
person as he shall delegate to hold the same. Visitors desiring 
to obtain admittance to such cemeteries or burial-grounds shall 
make application to the Chairman or Secretary of the Commis- 
sion, or to the Commissioner in charge thereof, who shall, in his 
discretion under such provision or circumstance as he deems ex- 
pedient, allow said cemetery or burial-grounds to be opened to the 
inspection of the applicant. Lot holders and owners of tombs in 
said cemeteries or burial-grounds shall have a right to visit the 
same, within reasonable time after notice of their desire to the 
Chairman or Secretary of the Commission. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


1. Mt. Hope Cemetery, Evergreen Cemetery, the Dorchester 
North and South, and Copp’s Hill Burial-grounds, as aforesaid, 
shall be open to visitors at all seasonable hours. 

Persons desiring to visit the other burial-grounds may do so by 
making application at the office of the Cemetery Department in 
City Hall. 

2. No horse is to be driven within the cemeteries or burial- 
grounds, under this Department, faster than a walk, and no horse 
shall be left in the grounds without a keeper, except by the con- 
sent of the custodian in charge, who may designate places where 
the horse may be fastened or secured. 

3. No bicycles or automobiles allowed on the grounds. 

4. Visitors must at all times be orderly, and will not be per- 
mitted to walk on the flower beds, upon the grass or the graded 
lots or borders. 

5. All persons are prohibited from gathering flowers, cutting 
or breaking any tree, plant or shrub, carrying or eating luncheon 
in any of the grounds of this Department, and no one shall be 
allowed to write upon or to otherwise deface any sign, monument, 
fence or structure within the control of this Department. 

6. The Superintendent or Custodian in charge of the cemetery 
is authorized to remove all persons who violate any of these regu- 
lations. 

7. No slab, monument, marker, or other structure shall be 
erected in any of the said cemeteries or be removed from any of 
the said cemeteries without the permission of said Commission or 
some person delegated by it to act in the premises.

‘expense of $124.99 or $2.39 per week. 


An analysis of the cost of the House of Reformation and 
of the Parental School is given in Table 2F, of the Appen- 
dix, where may be found also (pages 39 to 47) the other 
tables upon expenses, the lists of officers and their salaries, 
and an inventory, and appraisal of real and personal estate. 

The total cost of caring for juvenile offenders was 
$44,844.80, of which $43,544.80 was used for the House of 
Reformation, including the estimated share of office expenses 
($450), making the average per capita expense for each boy 
actually in the Institution $451.14 for the year, or $8.27 per 
week; while the remainder, $1,300, was the estimated amount 
expended for the boys placed out on probation — mostly 
in their own homes. ‘Taking together all the juvenile 
offenders, both in the House of Reformation and on proba- 
tion, the average per capita cost for the year was $149.66, 
or $2.87 per week. 

The total cost of the Parental School, including an esti- 
mated share of the office expenses, was $46,598.61, making 
the average per capita cost for the year $226.33, or $4.34 per 
week. 

The cost of the Placing-Out Division, with its share of 
office expenses, amounts to $87,653.36. 

Of this, $15,632.04 has been paid for board of children 
in the Massachusetts School for the Feeble-Minded, the 
Baldwinsville Hospital Cottages for Children, and other 
institutions. The remainder, $72,071.32, has been paid for 
an average of 436 children boarded in families at an esti- 
mated share of cost of $67,011.65 for the whole number, and 
for 362 children in free homes at an estimated share of cost 
of $5,059.67, making an average per capita cost for the year 
of $153.70 for the boarded children, and $13.98 for those in 
free homes. Taking together all children boarded or placed 
free in families we find the average per capita cost for the year, 
to be $90.25, or $1.74 per week.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


It is now fifteen months since Superintendent Seavey took 
charge of this Institution; and should any one visit it to-day 
he would find the same old buildings to be sure, but so care- 
fully repaired and painted, and kept in so orderly and clean 
a condition, that he would come away with the most favor- 
able impression of them which is possible under the circum- 
stances. He would have this opinion of the condition of 
the grounds as well, and looking further, to observe the most 
essential thing of all, he would find the boys well cared for 
and carefully disciplined. ‘The boys are in good health and 
improved in behavior. ‘There have been no escapes during 
the year. 

The first report of Mr. Seavey, published below, shows the 
progress made under his careful administration as well as 
the urgent needs still to be met. It tells of the new brick 
stable built, and the repairs completed during the year. In 
much of this work the boys have assisted, thus adding other 
occupation to the usual shoemaking, printing and work in 
sloyd. As the work in sloyd is not reported elsewhere, it 
may be said that 103 boys have received instruction during 
the year, each boy having had two lessons a week except 
last spring, when the room used for the purpose was pro- 
nounced unsafe, and another had to be hastily fitted up in a 
wooden booth. 

Thanks to the changes made year by year, the boys are 
now sleeping in airy rooms, containing proper toilet arrange- 
ments and good drinking water. They have the use of 
shower baths, and in summer they take ocean baths daily. 
Their meat and other food are kept in a new ice closet, built 
for the purpose. ‘They undergo physical examinations, and 
receive medical care from a resident physician, who also 
directs gymnastic exercises. ‘Their eyes and teeth are ex- 
amined and cared for by visiting physicians. They have 
well-lighted school-rooms, holding twenty-five pupils each, 
in which bookcases, cabinets for collections, pictures and 
casts have been placed; also an excellent equipment of 
school books and maps. ‘The Principal of the School is inde- 
fatigable in planning for their development. ‘The cottage 
boys enjoy family life and are kept apart from the older boys. 

The Trustees desire to thank the Public Library Trustees 
for the monthly supply of books; and to express to Rey. 


il 
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P. H. Brennan, S.J., and Rev. William B. Toulmin, their 
appreciation of the religious services held regularly through- 
out the year. 

Subjoined may be found the reports of the Superintendent, 
of the Principal of the School, of the Resident Physician and 
of the Visiting Physicians who examine and care for the eyes 
and teeth of the boys. There may also be found in the ap- 
pendix, beginning page 47, statistical tables concerning this 
institution. A few comments on the figures there given may 
be of interest. 

COMMITMENTS. 


The number of boys in the school has gradually decreased 
from 135 at the beginning of the year to 88 at the present 
time. During the year 107 boys (or 6 fewer than last year) 
have entered the institution, and 154 boys have been released 
or discharged (this number being 383 more than last year). 

Twenty-three of the 107 boys were returned probationers, 
12 of them having been released and returned within the 
year. The increase in returns year by year may be partly 
because boys are carefully visited, and their misdemeanors 
come to light. In the case of the 12, however, it would seem 
that they may have earned release too soon before good habits 
had been established. 

The number of new commitments for minority is 65, or 
10 less than last year. Commitments on short sentences 
have also decreased from 38 in 1898, and 24 in 1899, to 19 
during the present year. The Trustees do not regret this 
decrease in the number of short sentences given, as the good 
accomplished for a boy in from 8 to 30 days must be slight. 


OFFENCES. 


The percentage of boys committed for offences against 
property has notably decreased, the figures being 61% in 
1899 and 48.5% in 1900. The same is true of the per- 
centage committed for disorderly conduct, which has fallen 
from 6% in 1899 to 2.8% in 1900. Offences against the 
person, on the other hand, have increased from 7 to 11.2% ; 
the percentage of stubborn children committed from 13 to 
15.8%, and the percentage of those returned from proba- 
tion has increased (as noted above) from 12.4% in 1899 to 
21.5% during the present year. 


Courts COMMITTING Boys. 
The Roxbury Court sent 18, the Central Court 13, fewer 
boys thaiflast year. Dorchester showed an increase of 5, and 
Charlestown of 11 commitments. 
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NATIONALITY AND AGE OF Boys COMMITTED. 


Eleven per cent. more of the boys committed were of 
native birth this year than last, 80.87% being this year of 
native birth. About the usual percentage of the fathers of 
boys committed (64.49%) were known to be of foreign birth, 
and of 10.28% the nativity was unknown. 

The ages of these boys ranged between 9 and 18 years, 
71% being between 12 and 16 years of age. ‘The average 
age of commitment was 13.89 years. The boys returned from 
probation were older, about three-fourths being over 15, and 
one-half being over 16 years of age. ‘Twenty-five boys com- 
mitted (not returned from probation) were 15 years of age 
and over. 

The average age of boys when released on probation was 
15.37 years. A little more than half the whole number so 
released were over 16, while one-tenth were under 14 years 
of age. 


DISCHARGES AND RELEASES. 


One hundred and fifty-four boys were released or discharged 
as follows: Twenty-three boys were discharged at the expira- 
tion of short sentences in leu of payment of fines, 4 were 
discharged to the Massachusetts Reformatory and 2 to 
the Lyman School for participating in the fire of Febru- 
ary. Of the names of 12 boys formerly on the books as 
runaways, 0 have been transferred to the lst. of discharged 
boys, and 7 to the list of boys released on probation. 

The total number released on probation is 120, of whom 
71, or 59.16%, were returned to their homes to attend 
school or go to work, and 40, or 83%, were indentured or 
boarded, usually in the country. Nine boys, or 7.8%, are 
counted as released to support themselves independently. 
A smaller percentage of boys were therefore returned to their 
homes than last year. 

Of the total number released on probation, 1.66% have 
been discharged, their families having removed out of the 
State; and of 1.66% the families have moved and not been 
located, 62.5% are doing well as compared with 73.3% last 
year; 34.16% have failed to do well, whose present con- 
ditions are as follows: Ten per cent. were returned from 
probation, and 3.8% were committed to the Massachusetts 
Reformatory, 4.16 % have absconded, and the remainder, 
16.6%, are still as they were placed. A comparison of boys 
placed at home and those placed on indenture or at board 
shows that of the former 26.76% failed to do well, while of 
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the latter 37.5% failed to do well. Last year the boys 
released on indenture did better than those placed in their 
own homes. ‘This year the opposite is true. 

Besides these 120 boys released on probation during the 
year, 124 boys released during past years and still under 21 
years of age, remain in the custody of the Trustees, who thus 
have a total of 244 boys on probation at the present time. 

One thousand three hundred and fourteen visits have been 
made during the year upon all boys on probation, an average 
of 6.2 visits to each boy. 

One hundred and fifty-four of these boys are at home; 46 
are indentured or at board; 26 are working independently ; 
1 isin an hospital for the insane; 1 in the Working Boys’ 
Home; 2 are in the House of Correction; 1 at Deer Island; 
13 have been lost sight of this year and previous years. 

Of all boys on probation 73.36% are doing well. 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The two recommendations which the Trustees have to 
urge this year (emphasized also in the Superintendent’s 
report) have been strongly desired by them for three years 
past, and every year shows more strongly the need of their 
adoption. Both are before the Legislature this year, having 
first received the approval of your Honor. 

The first, embodied in Bill 977 empowers the Prison Com- 
missioners to transfer to the Massachusetts Reformatory, at 
the request of the Trustees, any boys confined in the House 
of Reformation whom they find to be unsuited to said 
school. 

This bill simply extends the power of transfer now exer- 
cised by the Prison Commissioners over the Lyman School, 
to the House of Reformation, an institution which is intended 
_to deal with boys of similar class and age, in a similar man- 
ner. This law will strengthen not only the work within 
the school, but also that among the older boys on probation. 
It is not anticipated that many transfers need be made, it is 
the power to transfer that is needed. 

The second recommendation, and the second bill before 
the Legislature (Bill No. 414) provides for a new school 
upon the main land, to take the place of the present House 
of Reformation upon Rainsford’s Island. To eall this school 
the Suffolk School for Boys, rather than the House of Refor- 
mation, may improve the chances in after life of boys com- 
mitted there. Said school should be built upon the plan of 
having the boys divided into several groups, and should be 


. 
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surrounded by sufficient land for farming purposes. Hith- 
erto, the Boston boys committed by the courts have had few 
of the advantages and little of the training given to the boys 
in the Lyman School (the State Reform School of Massachu- 
setts), or in the institutions of many other States. They were 
sent, until six years ago, to the same island where adult 
criminals were confined ; and for the past six years, although 
they have been upon a separate island, lack of suitable 
buildings and lack of space have seriously restricted their 
opportunities for development. 

The Trustees earnestly recommend the passage of this 
bill, and its acceptance by the City Government. By endors- 
ing this legislation, the City will place its Reform School 
for the first time upon a foundation which should ensure 
excellence. 

If this change is not made and the institution must stay 
where it is the alternative, and a poor alternative, is the pro- 
vision of a salt-water fire-service, of coal-sheds, and of a 
brick manual training and school building, to contain also a 
gymnasium and office quarters, upon the present site. 
This would require the expenditure of a goodly sum of 
money, for a result which would be but a makeshift after all. 
The Committees of the City Council upon Prisons for some 
years past, as well as three special commissions appointed by 
mayors on different years, have all repeatedly advised the 


removal of this institution to the main land, and have coun- .— 


seled against further expenditure of money upon the island. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 


HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


HovuskE OF REFORMATION, RAINSFORD ISLAND, 
Boston HARBOR, February 1, 1901. 


To the Trustees for Children: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the House of 
Reformation for the year ending January 31, 1901. 

On February 1, 1900, there were 135 boys in the institu- 
tion, including 12 runaways. ‘The boys who had been tem- 
porarily removed to Deer Island on August 22, 1899, while 
repairs made necessary by the fire of a few days previous 
were being made here, were returned March 1, 1900, on the 
completion of the work. During the past year there have 
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been 107 boys committed and 154 released. This leaves 
here at the presént time 88 boys. 
These boys range from ten to nineteen years of age, com- 


_ prise many different kinds of character, and represent various 


stages of criminal development. As proper classification 
cannot be had in an institution conducted on the congregate 
plan, as this of necessity must be, and as the presence of 
many of the older boys is wholly detrimental to the institu- 
tion and entirely out of keeping with its chief end and pur- 
pose, which is to so educate the boy as to eliminate any 
criminal tendency, and fit him to become a useful member 
of society, it would seem as though something ought to be 
done to request the Commissioners of Prisons to empower us 
with authority to transfer any boy whom we may deem 
advisable to the Massachusetts Reformatory at Concord. I 
would most respectfully recommend that the necessity for 
the passage of Bill No. 977, now before the Legislature, be 
most urgently presented to the committee having the mat- 
ter in charge. 

Further, as there is not enough room at Rainsford Island 
to properly conduct an institution even on the congregate 
plan, much less the cottage system, I would respectfully 
recommend that provision be made for the removal of this 
institution as soon as possible to the main land, where suffi- 
cient room may be obtained to erect a thoroughly equipped 
and modern institution on the cottage system. Too great 
stress cannot be laid on the importance of and necessity for 
such action. The buildings here were erected more than 
half a century ago, and were never designed, and are totally 
unfit, for their present use. Some of them are quite dilapi- 
dated, and it would seem an unwise expenditure of the City’s 
funds to attempt to alter or repair them, and, even then, they 
would be unsuited to our present needs. All are veritable 
fire-traps, and as we have scarcely any protection against 
fire, in the event of one occurring, a conflagration would be 
likely to ensue which could not but greatly endanger life 
and property. The grounds adjacent are not nearly large 
enough for a playground for half of the boys, and the farm- 
ing, which from lack of sufficient space is confined to gar- 
dening, is very much curtailed. I believe also that much 
better results might be obtained if we could enlarge our 
facilities for instruction in industrial pursuits. 

Should we remain here, however, some improvements are 
absolutely necessary. The dilapidated wooden structure 
adjacent to the main institution building should be de- 
molished, and a modern brick building to contain school- 
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rooms, rooms for manual training, a play-room,a gymnasium, 
and officer’s quarters, be erected on its site. Coal-sheds are 
also greatly needed, as the method we are now compelled to 
use of storing coal in the open air is wasteful, and an 
unnecessary expense to the City. Also a sea-water fire- 
service, ample enough to afford protection to the main build- 
ings on the island, is absolutely imperative, and should be 
installed at once. 

The necessity for such service need not be emphasized, 
when I say that the only water service we now have is that 
which comes through a six-inch main a distance of five miles 
to Long Island, where it is tapped by mains leading to other 
islands hereabouts, the one which comes here being a four- 
inch pipe, and this service is only intended as a supply for 
domestic purposes. ‘There is not sufficient force to throw a 
single stream to the top of any of the comparatively low 
buildings on the island, and when this is attempted no water 
can be obtained in any other part of the island, even to 
feed the boilers. These seem to be the greatest needs at 
the present time. 

On March 20 last, incendiary fires destroyed the barn 
and its contents including two horses, the wagons and farm- 
ing tools, the outbuildings attached thereto, gutted the 
printing-room, and charred and blackened the boys’ dining- 
rooms, while more or less damage was incurred from smoke 
and water in the chapel and southern section of the main 
building. The electric lighting plant, then in process of 
construction, was also damaged by water; work on it was 
continued, however, and in April the lights were turned on 
for the first time. In December the Point Cottage and the 
stable were also lighted by electricity. This has been an 
improvement in every way, and has enabled us to do away 
with kerosene, which was one of the principal sources of our 
greatest danger — fire. 

That portion of the old building, which formerly contained 
the sloyd-room, having been condemned, one of the old 
booths on the island was fitted to be used for sloyd work. 
One of them has also been fitted for use as a clothing-room 
and is now in use as such. The barn destroyed in the 
‘March fire has been replaced by a modern brick stable, erected 
on the same site. The horses have been replaced, as have 
also the farming implements. The printing-room has-been 
built over, and is in better condition than before. An old 
dilapidated building, once the residence of the port physician, 
has been torn down, and all the available material from it 
used in general repairs. Several of the buildings, including 
the Superintendent’s house, have been newly painted. 
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The farm work has necessarily, from lack of room, been 
carried on in a rather meagre manner. Much more could be 


accomplished if more land were to be had. However, the 


tables have been supplied with the usual quantity of green 
stuff in its season, thus offering a welcome change in the 
dietary. 

The shoemaking department has been carried on steadily 
through the year, but with asmaller number of boys than 
usual. Iam glad to note that several of those who have 
received instruction in this Department have been enabled 


to secure employment when released, and are now doing 


well. 

The printing department has also been carried on with 
fewer boys than usual, but the quality of the work has been 
kept at the same high standard. This Department was 
seriously handicapped by the March fire, but the plant has 
been put into good condition again. 

In the sewing-room there have been employed six boys on 
an average. These, under the direction of the seamstress, 
have repaired 4,600 garments and 38,000 pairs of stockings. 

They have also made 400 new garments, consisting of 
overalls, jumpers, sheets, slips, etc. 

The school classes are four in number, and are in charge 
of Principal Walter J. Phelan and assistants, the Misses 
Eddy, Meade and Titus. Two sessions of school are held 
daily, morning and afternoon. During ten weeks of the 
summer, morning sessions were held in which instructions 
pertinent to that season were given. The school-rooms 
have been recently decorated with busts, bas-reliefs and 
pictures, which add greatly to the cheerfulness of the rooms. 

Supplementary to the school work there has been inaugu- 
rated a series of lectures or, more properly perhaps, talks on 
such subjects as history, travel and the biographies of great 
and prominent men of our own and other countries and times. 
These are often illustrated by means of a stereopticon which 
we have recently acquired, adding greatly to the interest 
manifested in these talks. Mr. Phelan has. this feature in 
charge, and, although it is something of an experiment as 
yet, good results are expected. 

We now have a resident physician, who is also an instructor 
in athletics, in the person of Charles A. Rabethge, M.D., 
appointed last April. A’ class in physical culture is con- 
ducted immediately following the close of the afternoon 
Session of school, out of doors when the weather is season- 
able. The health of the boys has been usually good, the 


_doctor’s report, which is appended, giving information as to 


particulars. Drs. E. P. Wentworth and E. A. Leonard have 
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had charge of the dentistry, and Dr. W. B. Lancaster has 
cared for the eyes. 

Religious services have been conducted every Sunday 
morning in the chapel by Rev. William B. Toulmin for the 
Protestants, and by Rev. Father M. J. Byrnes for the 
Catholic boys. Rev. Father P. H. Brennan has visited us 
regularly to hear confessions and give advice to the boys. 

The holidays have been appropriately observed. Patriotic 
exercises were held in the several schools on the day preced- 
ing, while athletic sports have been the order of the holidays 
proper; June 17 and July 4. base-ball games were played, 
and competitive athletic, field, track, and aquatic games for 
prizes were held, in which many of the boys of all ages 
showed a surprising proficiency.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE SCHOOL. 


To the Superintendent: 


I hereby respectfully submit a report of the school work, 
covering my year’s incumbency as principal. 

Starting with the knowledge that most of the boys here 
have been pupils of the Boston public schools, and that, 
were it not for vicious associations and lack of proper home 
training, those of suitable age would still be attending these 
schools, it seemed that the proper work of the educational 
director should be, — 
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(1.) To provide as far as possible for these boys the 
educational advantages which they would have received in 
the Boston public schools. 

(2.) To supply, outside of school and working hours, 
through the medium of good reading, music, lectures, enter- 
tainments, properly directed play, etc., the refining influences 
of a good home. 

The first care has been to provide the suitable accommoda- 
tions and equipment for this educational work. During the 
year much has been done to improve the school surround- 
ings. The school-rooms have been painted, the ventilation 
improved, and a number of adjustable desks, teachers’ desks, 
_bookeases, and cabinets furnished. In the line of school 
decoration a fine list of pictures and casts has been acquired 
recently, which, together with window gardens, vases, potted 
plants, aquaria, etc., increase the attractiveness of the school- 
rooms. 

New sets of text-books, following approximately the lst 
used in the Boston public schools, have also been supplied. 

The next step was to devise a program, arranging the 
studies in their proper sequence. Considering the general 
backwardness of this class of boys, their lack of self-reliance 
and of moral and mental stamina, that course is the ideally 
“enriched” one whose work and methods best succeed in 
developing energy and enthusiasm, pride in accomplishment, 
power of sustained effort, and delight in duty done —in 
short, character. By the conversational method and by 
object lessons, rather than by the sole use of books, should 
they be led to think out things and do things. Let them 
measure, compare, decide, plan, create. Reaching out to 
this end, greater prominence has been given to drawing and 
sloyd. During the summer school term, and throughout the 
regular term, in connection with sloyd, courses have been 
given in freehand and mechanical drawing and constructive 
design. Nature drawing, figure and animal drawing, and 
other phases of the subject, have been taken up, the pupils 
using pencil, crayon, ink and water colors. 

Nature study has been covered during the past year by 
observation lessons in common minerals and plants, and, in 
the highest grade, by a series of easy experiments in physics. 
The boys were encouraged to make collections on the beach. 
and. elsewhere for our new school museum of natural history. 
We have been quite successful with our school gardens and 
window gardens. In the summer it was found practicable to 
have individual flower gardens for the small “ cottage boys,” 
who displayed great pride and interest in the care of their 
small plots. Every available window of both school-houses 
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has been adorned with potted plants of a pleasing variety, 
which are under the care of the boys. Several aquaria, 
with their ever fresh and living pictures, adorn the school- 
rooms. 

Our classes in American history and in the study of 
choice American poems continued right through the summer 


months, with no abatement of interest. Sunday afternoon — 


readings and talks on the subject of our country’s history 
institutions and literature have been given all through the 
year. We have even ventured with some success, upon the 
production of an historical play. Carried on ina spirited and 
interesting manner, there can be no doubt that instruction in 
the history and civil government of our country, given in 
close connection with the study of its geography and _ best 
literature, forms a direct moral training for these boys — 
three-fourths of whom are young Americans of the first gen- 
eration. 

As the greater part of the boys released from this institu- 
tion do not return to school, but go to work on farms, in 
shops or in factories, the importance to them of the practical, 
the so-called “bread and butter” studies, is evident. Toa 
thorough grounding in these foundation studies — reading, 
writing, arithmetic and language —the greater proportion 
of our teachers’ time and energy is devoted. 

A working knowledge of these branches seems practically 
indispensable to any effort on the part of boy or man to 
became self-sustaining and self-respecting. 

The physical side of the boys’ education has not been 
neglected. By Sunday afternoon talks and readings, and by 
regular class-room instruction, they are given some knowl- 
edge of hygienic facts and duties. Inaddition to the training 
given outside of school hours by the regular instructor in 


athletics, the boys are taught the Swedish system by the — 


different grade teachers. 

To create in the evenings a certain “home atmosphere ” 
for these boys, much has been done to fill the evening hours 
with instruction, entertainment and home-like interests. 

The teachers have charge three evenings a week. Their 
work embraces (1) supervising the boys’ reading. A well- 
selected list of books is sent monthly from the Boston Public 
Library, of which the House of Reformation is a branch. © It 
would be difficult to overestimate the benefit of these volumes. 
The circulation has averaged 400 volumes amonth. Follow- 
ing the example set by the main library, particular attention 
has been directed, on the appropriate anniversaries to books 
relating to the lives and works of famous personages. Thus, 
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during the present month (February) the boys are encouraged 
to read the lives of Lincoln and Washington. Our small 
school library is also utilized, but needs constant enlargement. 

Teachers find opportunity in the evening for (2) giving 
individual instruction to backward boys, and in directing the 
letter-writing to parents — which forms part of the regular 
work in language. By reason of the necessarily rough grad- 
ing of the day school it has been found profitable to supple- 
ment to some extent the regular class instruction by 
individual evening work. (3) During two evenings instruc- 
tion is given in singing. The entire school sing songs of a 
pure and simple nature, to the accompaniment of organ or 
piano. (4) Entertainments are given at frequent intervals 
and on all important holidays. During the past year many 
musicians and readers have kindly volunteered their services, 
bringing much pleasure. A fine new stereopticon, recently 
acquired, promises to be a valuable adjunct to the evening 
educational work. (5) A separate room is used for evening 
games. Under proper guidance a large number of the games 
common to children are played here, the boys alternating in 
divisions between reading and playing games. 

Finally, and most important of all, the teachers have 
the opportunity in the evening to meet the boys socially, 
thereby gaining a clearer insight into their minds and habits. 
One is impressed with the great good that can be accom- 
plished by teachers here through kindly interest and force of 
personal example. Isolated as they are here, these boys need 
on every side inspiring, living object lessons in hope and 
courage, sympathy and love. Indeed, in whatsoever place 
they may be, their natures have a right to these helpful 
influences, because they are unfortunate, and because they 
are children. 

And for these children the great need is constant and 
varied occupation. It is preéminently the teacher’s work to 
keep their minds and hands engaged in wholesome thoughts 
and wholesome activities.

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REPORT OF THE RESIDENT PHYSICIAN. 


SUMNER D. SEAVEY, Superintendent, 
House of Reformation, Rainsford Island : 


I assumed the duties of Resident Physician on April 15, 
1900. 

All boys committed to the Institution have received a 
thorough physical examination, and the chief characteristics 
of each individual have been recorded. 

During the past few months a culture has been taken from 
each new boy to determine the absence of diphtheria, and the 
boy was quarantined until he was declared free from this 
condition. 

Physical exercises have been conducted daily, consisting of 
an approved dumb-bell drill, and during the summer com- 
petitive games and swimming races were conducted, suitable 
prizes being provided by the Superintendent. 

The general health of the boys during the past ten months 
has been good. There have been afew quite serious diseases 
and a number of minor illnesses, no deaths. Two cases, in 
which there was danger of infection, were sent to the Long 
Island Hospital for treatment, all other cases were treated 
here.

A noticeable feature of the new boys examined is the 
entire absence of dental work other than extracting, we 
having in the past year found but two fillings which were 
done outside of the Institution.

The improved general conditions of the boys’ teeth is very 
eratifying, and is in itself the best recommendation for the 
continuance of the service.

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PARENTAL SCHOOL —(THE TRUANT SCHOOL 
OMT HREVGLEY: POR BOSTON): 


TRUSTEES REPORT. 


Three facts stand out this year in the history of the Paren- 


tal School. The first is the outbreak there of so grave a dis- 


ease as diphtheria; the second (which aggravated the first), 


is the overcrowded condition of the school, which reached its 


maximum attendance since its foundation, namely 227 pupils, 
(although there is proper accommodation for only about one 
hundred boys) just before the appearance of the disease; 
the third is the high standard in the spirit and discipline of 
the school which has been reached and maintained in the 


midst of such disadvantages. 


No deaths resulted from the diphtheria, and all that 
modern methods could do to prevent its spread was done by 
the medical staff, the Resident Physician, and the Superin- 
tendent and officers of the school, and also by the City Hos- 
pital and the Board of Health, to all of whom the Trustees 
desire to extend their thanks. ‘The necessary precautions 
taken and the care of the sick greatly increased the work of 
all connected with the school. The Trustees are glad of the 
opportunity to express appreciation of the services so effici- 
ently rendered. 

It is probable that the average attendance at the school 
would have been even larger during the year had not the 
judges refrained from making commitments when they knew 
of the illness and the overcrowded conditions prevailing 
there. We have the word of the Superintendent of Schools 
that when the truant officers and judges are thus hampered 
it reacts unfavorably upon the City schools. The school for 
truants is in fact an integral part of the great school system 
of the City, upholding by its existence the system of compul- 
sory school attendance. It is therefore of the first importance 
that its accommodations should be adequate to the need. 

The Trustees have for three years past urgently recom-. 


mended additions in buildings and land. These recommen- 


dations they repeat this year, and believe that the City has 
not an enterprise of greater importance on hand than proper 
provision for these children who have been taken by process 


_ of law from their parents’ homes that they may be trained 


Paar 


and housed under the immediate charge of the City itself. 
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The recommendations for land and buildings appear in detail 
below. 

In speaking of the Parental School as closely related to 
the Boston public schools, we have indicated the line of 
progress marked out by the Trustees and the Superintendent. 

Though boys are confined here, it is to be primarily made 
a good school, where the boys whom the public school has 
failed to handle successfully, may receive the training which 
a good school would give; being thus fitted, if of suitable 
age, to re-enter the public school. 


Under the management of Mr. B. C. Day, the Parental 


School has taken on this character, both in its discipline and its 
instruction. The boys are so trained that they learn to re- 
spond to the trust of their teachers and officers. The Trustees 
have been glad to receive and to print the following letter of 


Supervisor Parker, who is appointed by the Superintendent - 


of Schools to inspect this school. ‘This letter confirms their 
belief in the progress made along these lines: 


Boston PuBLIC SCHOOLS, 
ROOMS OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 
MASON STREET, March 21, 1901. 


To the Secretary of the Trustees for Children, Boston, Mass.: 


Dear Sir, — In response to your request I would say that I 
have made eight visits to the Parental School during the past 
year, spending there at least half a day at a time, and sometimes 
remaining the whole day. ‘The spirit of the school has improved 
very much during the past two years. No one at all conversant 
with schools could visit the different grade rooms without being 
aware of an excellent spirit manifesting itself in many ways on 
the part of teachers and pupils. The cheerful and manly response 
of the boys, the sympathetic and tactful attitude of the teachers 
all tend to increase that social and helpful feeling so desirable in 
a good school. The interest of the boys in their school work 
seems to be increasing, and the teachers show more power and 
skill in handling them. 

The discipline has improved in many ways. ‘The school is now 
far better supplied with books than formerly, and I have found 
the classes using the supplementary books in a very effective 
manner. I would earnestly suggest that the instruction in 
manual training be largely increased in time and amount. I wish 
that some simple means might be devised to better ventilate the 
school-rooms.? 

The proper grading of the pupils, which in every school is a 
difficult problem, is made far more difficult here because of 
the continual change going on among the boys at all seasons 


1Mr,. Parker refers to the plain wooden school-houses put up for temporary use, 
and at the least possible cost. 
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of the year. The difficulties have been overcome by the use of 
the special class, and the grading has been very much improved. 

Allow me to suggest that the day ought not to be far distant 
when a suitable school building will be provided by the City in 
place of the temporary structure now in use. A building pro- 
vided with a hall, which could be used for so many purposes in 
connection with the well-being of the boys, fitted up, not only for 
meetings of a general educational nature, but for use as a gym- 
nasium in winter. It could be made a very effective means of 
stimulating every boy to a better and a nobler life. 

At every visit to the Parental School I am more and more 
impressed with the magnitude of the work, and the far-reaching 
influence for good in our City that is before us in the proper 
management of the boys who are sent to the Parental School for 
humane and intelligent treatment. I desire to give my unquali- 
fied endorsement to the good work being done in the school at 
the present time by superintendent and teachers.

The work in sloyd would have been doubled could a 
qualified instructor have been secured. Whenever such a 
teacher is found, this improvement will be carried out. 

The work of the boys has been done with marked willing- 
ness, and the Superintendent’s report shows that it was not 
insignificant in amount. ‘There have been few attempts 
to escape, and the punishments found necessary have 
decreased in number. Except for the diphtheria the general 
health of the boys has been good, and they have gained in 
weight. The boys bathed in the river almost daily during the 
summer. 

The Trustees desire to thank the Trustees of the Boston 
Public Library for the deposit of 200 books, frequently 
renewed, which was continued this year to the great benefit 
of the boys. 

The fact that these boys are found to do so well under 
mild discipline and a regular way of living, responding to 
the ordinary methods of development, strengthens the sup- 
position that in many cases the boy’s home and not his 
character is responsible for his failure to do well in the past. 

The homes of eighty-one boys who were candidates for 
release have been visited during the year, when this impres- 
sion has in many cases been confirmed. One can not safely 
generalize from so small a number, or a special class, yet a 
few facts stand out with startling distinctness. Out of 
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eighty-one children only forty-one were under the care of 
both own parents. ‘Thirteen had step-parents. Twenty-four 
were under the care of only one parent, and that parent 
being usually out at work the child was possibly in so far 
neglected. Three children had no parents to care for them. 
Further lack of parental care, which affected children having 
both parents also, was caused by the necessity for both par- 
ents to go out to work, the physical disability of one parent 
of 12 boys, intemperance of one or both parents of 17 boys, 
and criminal records ef a parent or brother, etc., in the 
families of 16 boys. Comparatively little extreme poverty 
wasfound. Other causes of truancy were found to be because 
of parental indulgence or lack of parental control, because 
of the boy’s own character, his associates, or the bad sur- 
roundings of his home, or because the parents were foreigners, 
and at a disadvantage in our City life and customs. Some 
boys too wished to earn money, or their parents wished them 
to do so, and some became discouraged because they were 
backward at school through absence, or because of some 
mental or physical defect. 

It will be seen that the tenement-house problem enters 
here. Of the eighty-one homes seen, only 23 were found 
where the home and surroundings were both above criticism. 

The Trustees endorse the opinion of the Superintendent, 
that when a boy drifts into truancy because of lack of 
Parental care or control the parents should be held respon- 
sible and charged for maintenance when able to pay, in cases 
of wilful neglect, and that some friendly aid and supervision 
of the boy should be rendered when the necessity of wage 
earning takes the only care-taker daily away from home. 

The greut success of the probation system in the school, 
(only one boy having been returned therefrom in two years) 
points to the conclusion that a boy is apt to attend school 
regularly when still under sentence. A very frequent or, 
uniform sentence of two years, on the part of the judges, 
would enable the Trustees to release the majority of the boys 
on probation after a year or more in the school. It is to be 
noted that it is not the desire of the Trustees to keep the 
boys longer in the school, but only to have more opportunity 
to release upon probation. Many boys need a year in the 
school. 

Of the new commitments to the House of Reformation 
and the Lyman School this year 27 boys had been inmates 
of the Parental School. Of these 16 had been committed to 
the Parental School before, and 11 after, August, 1898, 
when the present administration began. Of the latter, 4 
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had, however, served a first term previously. Two. of these 
_ boys had escaped from the school, and were arrested and 
committed to the House of Reformation. As to their method 
of dismissal from the Parental School, it appears that 21 
had been discharged and only 4 released on probation. Of 
these boys, 6 had had sentences of two years. If the sentences 
of the remainder had been sufficiently long to admit of a release 
on probation, all of these boys might have been under special 
supervision for a certain length of time after they were set 
at liberty. 


_ RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Trustees urgently recommend that additional land be 
acquired for the school, upon which dormitories may be 
erected. 

They recommend the addition of the following buildings 
to the school equipment: 


Four dormitories, to hold 380 boys each. 

An administration building (to contain superintendent’s 
quarters, officers’ rooms, offices, storerooms and a gymnasium, 
which can also serve as an assembly ha!l). 

A stable. 

Coal-sheds. 

A small building for sloyd. 

Fire equipment. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


During the year just closed the number of boys admitted 
(171) was less than the corresponding number for any year 
since 1895, when it was 167. This fact is due, not to a 
diminution in the number of truants, but to the presence in the 
school of an epidemic of diphtheria, first during March and 
April, and again in December and January. During these 
periods truant officers made special efforts to avoid sending 
truants to the Parental School. 

Of the 171 admitted, 89, or 52%, came from the central 
district. As compared with the number sent in the preced- 
ing year, South Boston sent 3 less (24), Roxbury 19 less 
(22), East Boston 7 less (8), Charlestown 9 more (18). 
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Dorchester and West Roxbury sent 6 and 4, respectively, | 


and Brighton sent none. 

The number of commitments in one month was largest in 
May, when it rose to 54. ‘This is to be partly explained by 
the fact that the first epidemic of diphtheria had just dis- 
appeared, and cases held in abeyance while the sickness con- 
tinued were prosecuted when it ceased. 


The average attendance for the year was 204.9 — an in- | 


crease of 11 over the preceding year. The net per capita 
weekly expense of maintenance was $4.06.1 

One hundred and thirty-six, or 79% of boys admitted were 
native born. Moreover, the parents of only 21, or 12.2%, 
are known to have been native born, while one or both of 
the parents of 89, or 52%, are known to have been foreign 
born. Six were complete orphans and 56 half orphans. 
Seventy-one, or 41.5%, belonged to the eldest, youngest or 
only child group; 68% of those admitted were between the 
ages of 11 and 14; the average age at admission was 11 
years 4 months and 9 days, almost exactly what it has been 
for the past four years. 

Thirty-one boys were released during the year, but as two 
of these were boys who at the time of release were truant 
from this school, and had been arrested and sentenced to 
other institutions, they can hardly be said to have been 
released upon probation. So that 29 is the number of boys 
actually released upon probation as against 24 for the year 
preceding. Of 63 boys thus released since August 1, 1898, 
the beginning of the present administration, only one has 
been returned. 

Of the 31 boys recommitted to the school the first time 
16 were half or complete orphans, the parents of 2 had 
deserted, and the parents of 1 were separated. One or both 
of the parents of 26 were foreign born. The habits of the 
parents of 9 are known to be bad, and members of 3 of 
the families represented are known to have criminal records. 
The incomes of 13 of the families are rated as inadequate to 
the decent support of the households. The general home 
conditions of 17 of the families are rated as decidedly bad. 
Nine of the families are known to have received charitable 
aid. ‘The parental control of 29 of the 31 is rated as weak 
or wholly lacking. The mental condition of 6 of the boys 
is rated as below the average. 

The home conditions of the 8 who were recommitted for the 
second time do not differ materially from those of the 31. 
Three of the 8 probably prefer the Parental School to their 


1This does not include the share of expenses of the office in Boston. 
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home surroundings. The mental condition of 1 of them is 
slightly abnormal. Of the 174 boys discharged during the 
year 1900, 73 are reported as having returned to the public 
schools (Table 25). Of the 101 others, 10 are known to 
have been sent to other institutions, 8 have been returned to 
this school, 1 other is known to be doing badly, 9 have 
removed from the City, 21 at last report were working, and 
52are not accounted for. Of the 52, 28 had passed school age 
when they left the Parental School. In view of the effici- 
ency of the truant officer service it is safe to conclude that 
most of the 24 thus remaining of school age and unaccounted 
for are in school, but not reported. 

Of the 73 boys sent from the Parental School to the pub- 
lic schools in 1900, 88% are reported to have had no inex- 
cusable absences, and 82%, less than 10; disregarding un- 
graded and first grade pupils, 883% have maintained a 
position in the class to which they were discharged from the 
Parental School, or in a higher class; the deportment of 
6.9% is reported excellent, and of 54% good. The statisti- 
cal tables containing these figures and others may be found 
in the Appendix, beginning page 57. 


CLASS WORK. 


In the class work no radical departures have been made. 
The time devoted to arithmetic has been diminished, especi- 
ally in the lower grades, and the time thus gained has been 
applied to language and sloyd. ‘The results of this change 
as thus far noted are good. Vacation classes in literature, 
music, sloyd, and cookery were carried on for seven weeks 
in the summer vacation. As usual in our vacation classes, 
the work was made as popular as possible without losing 
sight of the educational elements in each of the subjects 
taught. In sloyd, e.g.,a list of models different froin those 
in the elementary course followed during the year, but 
involving the same principles, was made eut, and from this 
list each boy was allowed to choose for his vacation work 
anything which his previous experience had qualified him 
to do. In music, songs both standard and popular were 
taught, classical music was played to the boys, and regular 
attention was given to sight-singing. 

My conviction is gradually deepening that in a properly 
equipped truant school, instruction should be given in at 
least a limited number of trades. About one-fourth of the 
boys who go out from the school are beyond the school age. 
There can be little doubt that a working knowledge of at 
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least the rudiments of a trade would be a distinct advantage 
to many a boy who leaves this school to earn a livelihood in 
the world. ‘The choice of the trades to be taught should be 
made with great care after consideration of the age and 
powers of the pupils affected, the demands of the locality, 
and labor organization restrictions. 


MANUAL LABOR. 


About one-half of the boys are regularly employed at 
domestic work in kitchen, dining-room, dormitory, or in the 
laundry, bakery, boiler-room, or barn. In other work — 
mainly out of doors —the boys busied themselves during 
the year as follows: They did quite a little grading, having 
moved, all told (much of it in wheelbarrows), probably sey- 
eral thousand cubic yards of filling. They excavated for an 
ice pond 150 feet x 85 feet x 2 feet; they dug up 552 feet 
of discontinued sewer for a part of the way through 12 
feet of earth; they dug the ditch for 517 feet of new sewer; 
they dug up 500 feet of steam-pipe ; they scraped, shellacked 
and varnished 200 school desks and chairs; they painted 
over a large portion of the interior of the third division 
dormitory; they whitewashed the walls and ceilings and 
shellacked the casings of the casements of two cottages; 
they painted 1,054 feet of picket-fence, giving one-half of 
it two coats; they harvested 400 tons of ice; they culti- 
vated their gardens, as the garden report shows, and tilled a 
small piece of leased land. They entered into this work 
with real pleasure. It can be truly said that our boys like 
to do that which is usually called work as much as they 
like to play, provided they are properly directed in that 
work, and provided, further, that they are not kept at the 


same employment under the same conditions for too long a _ 


time. 

Now, work with a pick and shovel is good for boys as far 
as it goes. It gives exercise of a certain kind, develops a 
degree of skill, and indirectly — under proper conditions — 
may serve as a medium for creating an interest in the public 
weal. But, generally speaking, such work does not contain 
enough of the human element to entitle it to a high place in 
the curriculum of a school for boys. Of a decidedly different 
type and of infinitely more worth is the garden industry. In 
carrying on this work the boy enters into a veritable partner- 
ship with nature; develops observation and sympathy, learns 
true economy, increases patience. In a word, gardening, 
under proper direction, while furnishing boys with healthful 
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exercise of considerable variety, also affects their moral 
natures most favorably. Greenhouses make available during 
all months of the year the advantages which are now con- 
fined to a few months. 

Poultry raising is another industry which furnishes suit- 
able work for boys, and, as experience shows, yields good re- 
turns for the money and effort expended. It is to be hoped 
that both greenhouses and a hen-house will soon be added to 
the equipment of the school. 

The preliminary work in the creation of the Parental 
School has been done. <A plan of housing has been adopted, 
and the building begun. The school work has been or- 
ganized, and the teaching placed upona good basis. A 
helpful and co-operative spirit among the boys has been 
created. The time for branching out and developing is at 
hand. Activities aside from those of the class-room must be 
chosen for the boys and made to contribute in a distinct and 
definite way to the boys’ education and development. This, 
then, as it seems to me, is the next work to be undertaken, 
viz., a better adaptation of present industrial activities to 
the educational needs, and the choice and systematic develop- 
ment of additional industries. 


NEEDS. 


While the demands upon the school continue to increase, 
the equipment— so far as buildings are concerned — has 
hardly changed since 1896, at which date it was quite 
inadequate. 

The superiority of the modern cottage system as compared 
with the timeworn and now largely-discarded congregate sys- 
tem is so generally recognized that argument in its behalf is 
superfluous. The organizers of this institution in their wis- 
dom decided in favor of the cottage plan as the one to be 
followed here. A cottage was designed and erected to ac- 
commodate 40 boys. It was soon filled to twice its capac- 
ity. Two additional cottages were built, each to accommodate 
40 boys. The institution thus equipped to house 120 
boys, soon found itself with an attendance of from 160 to 
180. The average attendance for the years 1898, 1899, and 
1900 was 170, 193, and 204, respectively, and this with no 
extension of the dormitory accommodations. During No- 
vember, 1900, the attendance rose to 227, and the average 
attendance for that month was 216. At the close of the 
month the school was visited by its second epidemic of diph- 
theria. While, as between two epidemics one shrinks from 
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expressing a preference for either, I feel that the friends of | 


the boys have much to be thankful for in the fact that this 
epidemic was one of diphtheria and not of scarlet fever. 

The hospital, generally to a large extent, used as a dor- 
mitory, was necessarily emptied of well boys to meet the 
demands of segregation and treatment of cases of diphtheria. 
Beds were made up in the office and in the corridors, until, in 
one way or another, the number was somewhat reduced. 
The evils of overcrowding are easily apparent in times of 
epidemic; they are no less real, if less apparent, at other 
times. I sincerely hope that in this matter of providing ade- 
quate dormitory accommodations relief may not wait upon 
calamity. | 

The need of a manual training building, a gymnasium and 
assembly hall, and an administration building, is greater 
to-day, in view of the demands made upon the school, than 
ever before. 


PARENTAL RESPONSIBILITY. 


Truant schools are undoubtedly contributing to the solu- 
tion of the truant problem, and will continue to so contrib- 
ute, but truant schools alone will never solve the problem. 
The truant is a product. He is a symptom, not the disease. 
The causes which produce truancy among youths between 
the ages of 7 and 14 are, in many cases, identical with the 
causes which lead to crimes against property and the person 
a little later. I am speaking now not of the exceptions, but 
of the cases which come under the rule. It is reported by 
an agent of industrial schools in Scotland that only 6% of 
children in those institutions have homes morally fit for a 
child to live in. A conservative English estimate is that of 
delinquent children in England who have both parents liv- 
ing, 80% of the parents are addicted to vicious if not crimi- 
nal habits. No, men do not gather grapes of thorns nor figs 
of thistles. The wise man who would harvest good grapes 
looks carefully after his vineyard. If the quality of the 
product of the homes which now furnish the truants is to be 
signally improved, the character of the homes must _ be 
changed. The parents who are now criminally neglectful 
must, by kindness, or, if necessary, by force, be led to at 
least participate in their parental responsibilities. A reason- 
able enforcement of the law which provides a fine for parents 
who are proven responsible, through neglect, for the absentee- 
ism of their children from school would certainly have a 
good effect upon some. A similar enforcement of the law 
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which authorizes the committing judge to assess parents for 
a portion of the maintenance of their boys sent to the Pa- 
rental School would certainly cause other parents to take a 
- more serious view of the matter of school attendance than 
they do at present. The plan of assessing parents for main- 
tenance of children committed is not altogether new, it 
having been in successful operation in England for several 
years. In Germany, where parents are made responsible for 
school attendance of children, absenteeism and truancy are 
reduced toa minimum. In 1891, in the district of Aachen, 
the number of children of school age was 94,471. Of these 
there were only 7 who did not attend school for the whole 
school year, as the law prescribed. 

I am well aware that conditions in Germany are different 
from conditions in America. I know of nothing in the con- 
ditions here, however, which should make the reasonable 
enforcement of law impossible. If practically all of the 
children of school age in Germany, where wages are low and 
the necessities of life high, can be kept in school during all 
of the school year, the same can be done in Massachusetts. 
But I would not rely wholly upon the strict enforcement of 
law to bring about this happy result. By a system of 
friendly visitation the public should co-operate with the 
courts to improve the character of the home while the boy is 
being reformed at the truant school, to the end that, if hap- 
pily the boy has profited by his experience at the truant 
school, he shall not be obliged to return to the conditions 
that were directly responsible for his waywardness. With 
such co-operation of legal and friendly forces a well-man- 
aged truant school will for many years be of much use to 
the community, without some such co-operation the best of 
truant schools will fail to produce the best of results. 

The Catholic boys have attended St. Theresa’s Church, 
and the Protestant boys the South Evangelical Church. The 
helpful influences of these religious agencies are gratefully 
acknowledged.

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MEDICAL REPORT. 


Dr. JAMES 8. STONE, 
Secretary of the Medical Staff: 


DEAR Sir, — There have been two outbreaks of diphtheria 
of a mild form during the past year. In the first, lasting 
three months, there were twenty-one cases. Seventeen boys, 
in whose throats diphtheria bacilli were found, were also 
quarantined. In the second outbreak, lasting two months, 
eighteen boys were affected and thirteen well boys quaran- 
tined. The cases in the first epidemic were confined to 
Cottages No. 1 and No. 3; in the second, Cottage No. 1 
was exempt and Cottages No. 2 and No. 38 affected. Six 
cases were sent to the South Department, City Hospital. 
All the others were treated in the school hospital. 

Antitoxin was used both for immunization and treatment, 
and to its early use can be attributed largely the mild course 
of the disease. The source of the infection is unknown, but 
the possible means are many. The most probable are through 
visitors of the children and new boys. Since the first epi- 
demic we have tried to eliminate the latter by taking cultures 
from the throats and noses of the entering boys before allow- 
ing them to mix with other children. There have been about 
the usual number of cases of malaria. The single case of 
scarlet fever was sent to the City Hospital. 

The treatment of the eye, ear, nose, and throat affections 
has been seriously interfered with by the presence of diphtheria. 
It has been the intention that these diseases, which may bear 
an important relation to the cause of truancy, should receive 
careful attention. Quite a complete set of instruments for 
the treating of these diseases has been purchased.

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PLACING-OUT AND OFFICE DIVISION. 


REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 


There has been no essential change in the methods pur- 
sued in this department during the year, except that a 
trained nurse has been added to the staff, who visits homes 
in which infants or delicate children are placed. 

It is now over two years since the Marcella-street Home 
was closed, and we continue to be glad that none of the 
children in this Division are confined in an institution, except 
those who are in hospitals or institutions for defectives. All 
the others are in families, usually in the country, except two, 
who are in institutions for moral restraint. For those who 
must be in institutions no one can doubt that these classified 
hospitals and institutions are better than a conglomerate home 
for all. Nor can any one doubt, who sees the boys and girls 
in country homes, that their lives are happier, their health 
better and their training of more value than when they were 
in the Marcella-street Home. 

In a few special homes, which can accommodate four or 
more, children are placed who need special training or care 
or medical treatment. 

The Trustees have extended the policy of placing children 
when first admitted, in a temporary home for a few days or 
weeks before they are placed in the family selected for them. 

It continues to be their desire and policy to place them, 
whenever possible, in families of the same religious faith as 
their parents. 

Fewer children have been transferred from one home to 
another each year. ‘This increase in permanence is good. 
Free homes have been found in eight new towns, so that the 
average number of indentured children in a town has de- 
creased to two. ‘To thus scatter them is desirable, because it 
makes it easier for them to become a part of the community 
in which they live. Little brothers and sisters are kept to- 
gether, however, when possible, and a large number of the 
young and delicate are boarded in a few towns near the City, 
so that they may be frequently visited. 

An effort is made to place not more than 2 children, who 
are not related, in a family. Brothers and sisters, however, 
share 12 homes in groups of 8 or 4, or in one case 5. There 
are 18 homes containing 38 children who are not related, an 
increase over last year. There are also 9 homes containing 
4, 5, or more than 5 children. Of these 9 homes, 5 are 
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special homes for those needing treatment at hospitals, or 
special care or training, two are for those whose age requires 
all the time of the household, and one is a temporary home. 

The children needing medical care are visited by local 
physicians. So large a number as 140, however, have been 
brought to the City for special treatment. Eight in hospitals 
or schools for defectives died during the year, and five died 
who were in families. Some of these were infants who were 
brought to us in a very feeble condition. 

Our visitors call at the schools to learn of the children’s 
progress. About 700 school reports were also sent to the 
office by teachers, which showed that all children of school 
age (excepting 9 who were mentally or physicially unfit) at- 
tended school, and that 37 over school age attended also. 
This record is even better than that of last year. 

No one can study the many facts in the statisical tables 
which may be found in the Appendix, beginning page 63, 
without realizing the faithful and continuous care which these 
children have received during the year from the chief agent 
and visitors of this Division. Some of these facts may be 
summarized as follows: 

No child was admitted to this Department or placed in any 
family, or released or discharged from the care of the 
Trustees without a personal visit to the home of its parents 
or to the country home under consideration. The only ex- 
ceptions to this rule were where children received were com- 
mitted by the courts, discharged at the expiration of a fixed 
sentence, or discharged to homes of which they had been 
members for many years. 

There were 454 applications for admission of dependent 
children during the year, or 60 less than last year. <A 
shghtly larger proportion, however, proved to have settle- 


ments in the City. Of the 284 having settlements, 59% were — 


admitted to the care of the Division as against 44% last 
year, so that 60 more children were admitted this year than 
last, the total number being 168. The careful investigations 
of last year were continued, and applicants who were not re- 
ceived were seldom refused outright, some other means of 
assistance being usually found. Of the 116 not admitted, 
3 were refused, 56 were sent to private societies or hospi- 
tals; for 1 application was made to the School for Feeble- 
Minded. ‘The applications for 56 children were withdrawn. 
Of these, 29 children were helped without referring them to 
charitable societies, relatives or friends being found to take 
charge of sixteen, other means of assistance being found for 
the remainder.

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It is important that parents of illegitimate children should 
be made to feel responsible for them. Such applications are 
therefore carefully investigated. This year 14 illegitimate 
children were admitted, of whom 2 were large children, 
whose mothers had become unable to support them; 2 were 
deserted infants; the mothers of 2 infants were dead, and 
there were no relatives to take them; the mother of 1 child 
was sent to the Industrial School at Lancaster; 2 were 
children of very immoral mothers ; 2 were children of feeble- 
minded mothers, who were incapable of caring for them; the 
mother of 1 child was both blind and very ill, the grand- 
mother being ill also; 1 was a child in the care of the State, 
who was found to have a City settlement ; the mother of 1 
child was in the State Almshouse. 

To the 171 dependent children admitted during the year 
must be added 23 neglected children committed by the 
courts (a smaller number than for some years past). <A 
total of 194 therefore entered this Division during the year. 
The neglected children are thus 11% of the whole, as against 
21.7% last year. The number of boys admitted for the past 
three years has been larger each year than the number of girls. 
Almost all the children admitted were native born, but of 
their fathers from 40 to 50% approximately were known to 
be of foreign birth, while of about a tenth the nativity was 
unknown. . 

Forty-two of the total number admitted were under three 
years of age. 

Inquiries concerning the homes and family conditions of 
children admitted were again made, and seem to show more 
upfavorable conditions this year than last. There was an in- 
crease of approximately 9% in the number of intemperate 
parents; 4% in parents who were separated; 4.5% in the 
heads of families who were out of work. On the other hand, 
there was a decrease of 11% of parents who were disabled 
by sickness. The figures for this year are as follows: Of 
the dependent children, 44.77% have only one parent or 
none, while the parents of 22.22% were separated; very few 
had step-parents ; one or both parents of 82.74% were dis- 
abled by sickness; the head of the family of 14.6% was out 
of work; the parents of 45.61% had received charitable aid ; 
one or both parents of 27.47% were intemperate; members of 
the family of 15.20% had been arrested. It must still be said 
of the majority of these families that the application for aid 
was due to such misfortune as the death, physical disability, 
lack of employment, or poverty of one or both parents. 

Turning to the neglected children we find that 60.6%, or 
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almost as many as last year, had only one parent or none, 
while, in addition, the parents of 18% who were living were 
separated. A few had step-parents. The percentages of 
parents sick or disabled, out of work and receiving charitable 
aid, are less than for the dependent children; nevertheless, 
illness and poverty play a larger part than last year. The 
fathers of 21.75% and both parents of 25.8% were intem- 
perate, and members of the families of 47.8% had been 
arrested. Intemperance is therefore somewhat less than last 
year, but the number of arrests in families is 17% greater. 

The number of children discharged during the year was 
254, or 60 more than the number admitted. Fewer of those 
discharged from indenture than last year had reached major- 
ity, while a larger number were discharged to friends and 
relatives. Twenty of all classes were discharged upon adop- 
tion or appointment of a guardian. No less than 90 of those 
discharged had been in the care of other institutions. Thirty 
of these remain in the School for Feeble-Minded, but were 
transferred by this Board to the care of the State, which pays 
the cost of their maintenance. 

It is important that the City should not maintain children 
whose parents become able to care for them. This year 
accordingly visits were again made to homes of children who 
had been in the charge of the Division two years and over 
As a result, 27 were discharged, their parents having become 
self-supporting again. 

At the close of the year there were a total of 868 children 
in charge of this Division, of whom 133 were in institutions 
not in the care of the Trustees, and 735 placed in families. 

Of those placed in families, the majority were between 5 
and 15 years of age. ‘The boarded children are naturally 
younger, while the older ones are placed free. Older children 
are placed at board only if peculiar, or mentally or physically 
defective or ill. Every effort is made to place children when 
possible in free homes. Fifty-five were so indentured for the 
first time this year. In the meantime, 82 with whom the trial 
had been made had to be returned to boarding homes. These 
figures differ little from those of last year. 

Three thousand and eight hundred visits have been made 
by our agents and visitors upon children, or an average of 
more than four visits upon every child who has been at any 
time during the year in the care of this Division. This is a 
smaller number than last year. Boarded children are visited 


oftener than the indentured children. Our trained nurse 


sees those under three years old about once a month. 
The Trustees have this year again visited homes in various 
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localities, finding generally a very pleasant relation existing 


~ between the children and those who have charge of them, and 


also between the children and their regular visitors. We 
feel that the slight Christmas gifts which are given in this 
Division form a pleasant feature in the intercourse between 
the children and their visitors. 

In closing, the Trustees would emphasize the fact that to 
place out children in homes without visitation is a very 
different course of action from that pursued in this Division. 


While we are fortunate in the good’ people who offer kind 


and often affectionate homes to the children, we are equally 
fortunate in the constant and watchful supervision exercised 
by our agents and visitors.

To the Trustees for Children, City of Boston: 


I respectfully submit my annual report for the year ending 
January 31, 1901. 

In the tables herewith presented will be foie the statisti- 
cal information necessary to understand the workings of the 
Department. 

House OF REFORMATION. 

Boys of this school, when it is not deemed advisable to 
release them to their parents or friends, are placed on in- 
denture in the country. We place them in families where 
they are not only taken for their labor, but are made to feel 
that they have a good home and interested friends. Under 
such circumstances a boy is quite sure to do well. 

Many are not adapted to farming, and we find much diffi- 
culty in obtaining trades or other employment more con- 
genial, although we are continually in search of such, and 


occasionally a place of that kind offers. 


HOMES FOR CHILDREN. 


In the selection of boys and girls of the dependent order 
to be placed in free homes the tendency is, of course, to take 


the best. The weak, crippled or defective children are

placed in hospitals or institutions specially adapted to their 
treatment. 

Special pains are taken to find boarding homes in the sub- 
urban country towns for those of this class who can be more

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benefited in some good family than in institutions, and where 
they can have the attention of a local physician when required. 
Those requiring the services of a specialist are brought to 
the City when necessary. 
Many of the dependent children before they arrive at their 
majority are self supporting, thus both relieving the City and 
benefiting themselves. 


GENERAL HEALTH. 


The general health of our charges has been good. The 
only sickness we have had has been the ordinary diseases 
which any family is liable to have, and from which we could 
not expect to be exempt. 

There were thirteen deaths during the year. 


VISITS. 


There has been no change in the method of visiting the 
children during the year. Every child who has been placed 
in the temporary charge of any person authorized by your 
Board has been visited as required, and with a few excep- 
tions the children have been well clothed, well fed and kindly 


treated, and all other requirements complied with. When ~ 


found eth aruride the child was removed. 


CONCLUSION. 


We have received 7,705 letters and communications dur- 
ing the year, and sent 8,847. 

Credit is due my assistants for their efficiency and faithful 
discharge of their duties.

Sir, — Pursuant to the requirements of the Revised 
Ordinances, I beg to submit herewith a report of the busi- 
ness of this office for the year terminating January 31, 1901. 

Fifty-eight meetings of the Board of Aldermen were held 
during this period, two of which were called by His Honor 
the Mayor to take action on the deaths of Frederick W. 
Day, a member of the Board of Aldermen, who died Sep- 
tember 25, 1900, and Roger Wolcott, an ex-Governor of 
Massachusetts, who died December 1, 1900. 

Petitions and orders to the number of 3,276 were acted 
upon by the Board of Aldermen, 49 of which met with 
Executive disapproval, and were returned to the Board with 
the objections of His Honor the Mayor in writing. Nine of 
these measures were passed, the objections of the Mayor to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

Fourteen hundred and eighty jurors were drawn, according 
to the provisions of law, during the year; minors’ licenses to 
the number of 4,086 were issued, this being an increase over 
the preceding year of 415. 
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Changes in street names made by the Board of Street 
Commissioners were confirmed by the Board of Aldermen 
and approved by the Mayor, as follows: Chelsea avenue, 
East Boston, to Boardman street; Crescent piace, West 
End, to Hale street; Peter Parley street, Jamaica Plain, to 
Peter Parley road; Dove street, South Boston, to Dresser 
street; Bothnia stieet, Back Bay, to St. Cecilia street; 
Ehemenek street, Dorchester, to Kimball street. Notice of 
the above changes was filed as required by law with the 
Register of Deeds. 

Mortgages, Assignments of Wages, Married Women’s 
Certificates, Liens on Vessels, etc., to the number of 9,778 
were recorded, and 1,793 documents (Assignments for the 
Benefit of Creditors, Liquor License Bonds, Constables’ 
Bonds, etc.) were placed on file.

In accordance with a vote of the City Council, arrange- 
ments were made to open the Council chamber for the an- 
nouncement of the State and City election returns to the 
members of the City Government and press. ‘To perform 
_ this duty required the services of about eighteen extra clerks 
and messengers, four extra telephones, and four large black- 
boards; about twenty police officers were detailed to preserve 
_ order in the building. 


“THE City RECORD.” 


“The City Record” was discontinued on May 10th last; up 
_ to this date the total receipts from subscriptions and sales by 
this Department amounted to $117.35. 


THE GALVESTON DISASTER. 


Under the direction of the Mayor about nine tons of 
clothing were received, packed, and shipped by this Depart- 
ment in September last, for the relief of the Galveston 
‘sufferers; this entire amount, contained in 51 cases, 11 boxes, 
10 barrels, and 3 trunks, was forwarded by the American 
Express Company without charge. 
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THANKS 'TENDERED. 


I desire to hereby express my thanks to the Board of Police 
for the very valuable assistance rendered in furnishing details 
of police during the past year on ordinary and special occa- 
sions. 

I also desire to thank the Superintendent of Streets for the 
prompt removal of snow and ice from the yard and sidewalks 
around City Hall during the winter months, and also the 
Superintendent of Public Grounds for the excellent care and 
maintenance of the grounds in front of City Hall. 

I also wish to thank the Superintendent of Public Build- 
ings for his prompt action in attending to the general repels 
in City Hall. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I renew my recommendations of last year, that a large 
committee-room be provided, as the Aldermanic chamber has 
to be used a great deal, it being the only available place for 
hearings and committee meetings at the present time. 

I note with considerable pleasure the alterations and paint- 
ing made in the Aldermen’s chamber, and also in .the 
Aldermen’s private room during the past year. 


EMPLOYEES. 


The total number of persons employed, and paid from the 
Department appropriation, including the City Messenger, and 
two police officers who attend the meetings of the Common 
Council, is twenty-five. 

There is a sergeant and ten’ police officers at present 
assigned to City Hall, under the direction of this Department, 
to protect the building and preserve order therein, who receive 
a salary from the Police Department; the night men are re- . 
quired to patrol the building each hour of the night, also on 
Sundays and holidays, in order to discover any fires or any 
leaks in the water and gas-pipes; they are obliged to visit 
forty-three signal stations in different parts of the building 
during their tour of duty, the same being recorded on a 
watchman’s clock located in this office.

this Department for the financial year ending January 31,

The whole number of committees appointed for the period 
was eighty-three, classified as follows:

These committees have had referred to them upwards of 
three thousand orders, petitions, remonstrances, and com- 
munications of various kinds, and the greater part of them 
have been acted upon with very little delay. 

The aldermanic committees on building department and 
public improvements and the joint committee on claims 
transacted the largest amount of business. The number of 
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claims considered and acted upon by the latter committee 
was 367, requiring for settlement the sum of $78,701.44. 

The standing committees of the board of aldermen on 
electric wires, railroads, and licenses, and the special commit- 
tee on state aid have each had a large amount of work as-. 
signed them. ‘The public celebrations on June Seventeenth, 
Farragut Day, Fourth of July, and Labor Day were arranged 
by the joint special committees in the usual satisfactory man-_ 
ney. 

The only matters out of the ordinary routine of committee 
work was an investigation of the Park Department by a 
committee of the Board of Aldermen, which covered a 
period of about three months, and resulted in a_ printed 
volume of about 1,650 pages, and the investigation of the 
House of Correction, South Boston, which was unfinished at 
the end of the fiscal year. | 


LICENSED MINors. 


In consequence of the adoption of the new system of 
licensing minors whereby they are required to surrender their 
badges and receive new ones at the expiration of each year, 
the number of boys unlicensed and selling newspapers or 
blacking shoes illegally has greatly decreased, and at the 
present time the proportion is very small. The number of 
licenses issued was over 3,500.

Boston, February 15, 1901. 
Hon. THomas N. Hart, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — In comphance with the requirements of Section 24, 
of Chapter 3, of the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election 
Commissioners respectfully submits its annual report for the 
year 1900. 

The work of the Department has increased each year since 
its reorganization, in 1895, and the past year has shown a 
larger increase in business than in previous years. Registra- 
tion has greatly exceeded the figures previously recorded. 
This is, in our opinion, mainly due to the fact of the Presi- 
dential election, though the lively caucus contests in many 
districts for nomination to State and City offices contributed 
largely to the heavy supplementary registration of male 
voters. In anticipation of this large supplementary registra- 
tion, which was looked for during the month of September, as 
the law prohibits supplementary assessments in this City after 
October first, we conferred with the Assessing Department 
with a view to securing their co-operation in establishing 
places for outside registration in the several wards to relieve 
the rush at the central office. As there were but nine 
officers in the Assessors’ office empowered to administer the 
required oath to persons applying to be supplementarily 
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assessed as.a condition precedent to registration, and as the 
twenty-five wards could not therefore be properly covered by 
the assessors, we found it impracticable to carry out the plan. 
We believed that so large a number of persons desiring to 
be registered would also require assessment, and that they 
could be better accommodated under the circumstances by 
continuing the September registration at the central office. 
The public were informed by advertisement in the daily 
papers that the office would be open from September first to 
October first, inclusive, from nine o’clock in the morning 
until ten o’clock in the evening for registration, and the 
Assessing Department also kept their office open until the 
same hour in the evening. We believe that all applicants 
were thus taken care of, although during the latter part of the 
time it was necessary to continue work in the evening much 
beyond the advertised time. 

On the printed list prepared from the returns of the As- 
sessing Department, and published prior to September first, 
the number of registered male voters was 87,439. At the 
City election in 1899 theie were 102,875 names on the voting 
list, thus 15,436 names were dropped in the first printed list 
of 1900. At the close of registration, prior to the last State 
election, the voting list contained the names of 106,967 male 
voters. The list sent to the polls on the day of the election 
contained 106,526 voters, 441 names having been dropped in 
the necessary revision on account of death, removal, and other 
causes. There were 107,820 names on the list at the close 
of registration prior to the City election, but in revising the 
list for use at the polls 441 names were removed, so that the 
final list contained the names of 106,879 registered voters, 
This number exceeded by 4,004 the list at the City election 
in 1899, which, up to that time, was the heaviest registration 
in the City. The highest number of votes cast for Mayor 
was in 1899, when the total vote for all candidates was 
81,341. At the Municipal election in 1900 no Mayor was 
elected, but the vote for the office of Street Commissioner 
was 71,428, though the 3,535 blank ballots for this office 
showed a total vote of 74,9638 at this election, a large falling 
off from the vote of the previous year. At the State election 
in 1900 the vote cast in this City for Presidential electors 
was estimated to be 83,679, and the vote for Governor was 
78,045. The vote for Presidential electors in 1896 was 
82,198, being 1,481 less than the similar vote four years 
later, while the vote for Governor in 1896, which was 80,405, 
exceeded by 2,360 the vote for the same office in 1900. The 
United States census of 1890 gave the population of the City 
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as 448,477, while the registered voters in that year was 
65,534, or 14.61 per cent. of the population. The census of 
1900, recently published, shows the population of the City to 
be 560,892; the registered male voters at the last City 
election numbered 106,879, or 19.17 per cent. of the popu- 
lation. A substantial increase in the registered vote during 
the ten years thus appears, as well as a larger proportional 
increase in the registration as compared with the population 
of the City. 


CAUCUSES AND ELECTIONS. 


The caucuses of the two leading political parties prior to 
the State and City elections were on the whole conducted in 
an orderly manner. We believe that the change in the law 
requiring the election of ward committees and the nomina- 
tion of candidates for Representatives in the General Court 
and the Common Council to be made at one of the two regu- 
lar caucuses, instead of at separate caucuses, as was the 
former custom with one of the two leading political parties 
is now generally accepted as an improvement. We were 
called upon to provide for the holding of the caucuses by 
the two leading political parties prior to the City election on 
two successive evenings, as in 1899, but the ballots at the 
first caucus were all counted and returned to us by nine 
o’clock of the following day, so that we were able to make 
suitable arrangements for the second caucus. ‘There is yet a 
possibility of a recurrence of the condition of affairs existing 
in 1899, when in one ward the count of the ballots cast the 
first evening was not concluded until two hours after the 
time fixed for holding the second caucus. In our last report 
we called attention to this embarrassment which should, in 
our opinion, be relieved by a change in the law. 

In April, 1900, a caucus was held by one of the two lead- 
ing political parties to elect delegations to the State and 
Congressional District conventions to be holden for the nom- 
ination of Presidential electors at large and by districts. 
Such electors were nominated by the other of the two lead- 
ing political parties at the State convention of said party in 
1899, it being claimed that the act of 1899 limiting the 
number of caucuses in this City required such a course. In 
order that no question could be raised as to the legality of 
the caucus to be held in April last, the Legislature of 1900 
enacted a law authorizing in express terms the holding of 
such a caucus. 

A call was issued in July, 1900, by a committee purport 
ing to be the regularly accredited State Central Committee

of the Socialist Labor Party for caucuses to be holden in the 
State to choose delegates to the several conventions, and for 
the nomination of Representatives in the General Court. 
Objections in writing being made to the holding of such cau- 
cuses in this City by other persons claiming to be the duly 
elected State Central Committee of that party, we gave a pub- 
lic hearing, at which both sides were present and submitted 
their evidence. ‘The objections were sustained, as in our 
opinion the call was not in accordance with the requirements. 
of law. No other call being issued there were no caucuses 
of this party in Boston prior to the State election. The 
City Committee of this party issued a call for caucuses be- 
fore the City election, and, in accordance therewith, blank 
nominations papers were provided, and polling places were 
equipped and ballots printed by this Department for all the 
wards, though in seven wards no nominations were made. 
In these wards the police officers detailed for the duty car- 
ried the ballot boxes and blank ballots to the polling places ~ 
in carriages, the advertised time for holding the caucus ar- 
rived, the officers waited until 8.80 P.M., as required by law, 
and then returned the empty ballot boxes to this office. As 
was suggested in our report of last year, when a similar con- 
dition existed, a change in the law seems advisable so that 
polling places should be provided and ballots printed only in 
wards where nominations are made. In the other eighteen 
wards the caucus returns made to this office showed that 
only ninety-nine persons participated, but this slim attend- 
ance was probably largely due to the fact that the party, by 
its vote at the State election preceding, had failed to poll 
three per cent. of the entire vote cast in the State for Goy- 
ernor, and had thereby lost its standing as a political party, 
and would not have, therefore, under the law, the right in 
the following year to hold caucuses. 

The Democratic Social Party, having polled the necessary 
three per cent. vote at the last State election, has thus estab- 
lished itself as a political party, and, after compliance with 
the requirements of law as to the organization of its party 
committee, will be entitled to hold caucuses the present year. 

A special caucus and election were held in March, 1900, 
for the purpose of filling a vacancy in the Eighth Suffolk 
Representative District, caused by the resignation of the sit- 
ting member in order to accept the high office in the City to 
which he was elected by the City Council. 

In previous reports of this Department it has been said 
generally that there has been a great improvement from year 
to year both in conducting the caucuses prior to the closing 
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of the polls and in making the returns of the ballots cast to 

this office. ‘The caucuses are now controlled by the political 
parties who elect their own caucus officers. Incompetency 
_ can not reasonably be charged against caucus officers except 
in occasional instances, but a failure to perform their duty is 
often brought to our notice. In some cases where there is no 
contest no attempt is made to correctly return the number of 
split ballots. And when the fight is hot and the time for 
closing the polls is extended it too often happens that the 
large number of ballots are improperly counted, and as an ex- 
cuse or pretended justification for such neglect it is said that 
a recount is inevitable, and that ‘the caucus returns would 
therefore be of no value. If the law regulating the counting 
of ballots at elections were applicable to caucuses a great im- 
provement in our opinion would result. At elections the 
law requires that the ballots when taken from the box be 
divided into blocks of fifty, and be counted by two inspectors 
only, the other two inspectors watching the work and endors- 
ing the same if found correct, and a block tally sheet for 
every fifty ballots with a total tally sheet showing the 
figures of the several blocks constitutes an excellent system 
which is easily carried out by honest and efficient officers. 
But this Department has no authority under the law to direct 
the manner of counting ballots at caucuses, and has no control 
over the caucus officers. If the power of appointing and 
thereby controlling caucus officers were vested in this Board 
and a proper compensation were allowed for their services we 
believe the results would be more satisfactory than under the 
present system. There would undoubtedly be difficulty in 
satisfying the demands of factions in a party, but if compe- 
_ tent and reliable men were appointed and they performed 
their duty the friction caused by factional contests would be 
greatly reduced. 

The power of appointing election officers in this City is 
vested in this Board, and inasmuch as the law requires that 
the appointments shall be made equally from the two 
leading political parties it has been the practice to call upon 
the City Committees of such parties to suggest the names of 
suitable persons for our consideration. ‘These names are 
submitted on sheets provided for the purpose, and among other 
things appear, in the handwriting of the person suggested, 
the age, residence, occupation, and prior service as election 
officer of such person. The past year the blank sheets were 
sent to the party committees on the first of August; and a 
request was particularly made that they should be returned 
within a month, and that it was desired that only such per- 
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sons as had previously served and were voters in the precinct 
for which they were to be appointed, should be named. 
When the sheets were returned to this office they were pub- 
licly exhibited, as usual, that objections might be made and 
duly considered to any person so named. The result was 
practically the same as in previous years. In the main the 
election officers appointed proved to be competent. Their 
duties were performed intelligently and honestly, and 
especially in the precincts where the conduct of the elections 
and the counting of the ballots were in charge of officers of 
previous experience the returns were generally prompt and 
accurate. But it can hardly be expected that among the 
1,146 regular officers serving at the polls there will not be 
instances of incompetency and neglect of duty. In previous 
years the instructions of this Department, that at no time 
during the days of elections less than four of the six election 
officers should be in attendance were not complied with, so 
that the past year, through the co-operation of the Police 
Department, we were informed of several cases where such 
instructions were not followed, and were able to act in the 
premises during the progress of the election. A single instance 
only of alchoholism while the polls were open was reported 
to us, and the summary removal of such officer was the result. 
The warden, as the presiding officer at the polls, is respon- 
sible for the conduct of the election, and has full power to 
command the five other precinct officers, so that with a 
warden properly qualified, and faithfully and impartially dis- 
charging his duty, no questions should arise as to the conduct 
of elections, and the votes would be honestly and accurately 
counted. ‘The official returns of the precinct clerks are too 
often carelessly made, and in some instances show that the 
clerk lacks the required intelligence and capacity. It has 
been suggested that if wardens and clerks could be drawn 
for such service, somewhat as jurors are now compelled to 
serve, that the public would be better served. Another sug- 
gestion is to have the several ward committees submit a list 
of names twice or three times as large as the number to be 
appointed, and that the final selection could then be made by 
competitive examination. ‘The political affiliation would then 
be unquestioned, and if the examination showed that a 
sufficient number were qualified to serve, more satisfactory 
results would be accomplished. The chief fault of the 
present practice, it seems to us, is that the political com- 
mittees suggest names of some persons who prove to be 
incompetent, thereby reflecting upon the service of all. If 
it were fully realized that the party as well as the public is 
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liable to suffer by the incompetency of such persons, then 
only suitable persons would be named for appointment. The 
compensation is large, and ought to secure only competent 
men. If the political committees will bear this in mind and 
act accordingly no change in the law would be called for. 

As has been previously said in our reports’ we believe the 
appointment of 1,146 deputy election officers is unnecessary, 
and that the amount paid to them should be saved. They 
report at the opening of the polls to fill a possible vacancy 
among the regular election officers. Such vacancies do not: 
often occur, and when they do could be filled by nomination 
from the floor, as they are now in many cases, owing to the 
failure of the deputy to report on time, and there is a feeling 
which has some basis, that the deputies are not generally 
competent to properly perform the duties of the regular 
officers. 


ELECTION BooTHS AND POLLING PLACES. 


The voting booths made of thin corrugated steel which 
were purchased in 1898 are now in good condition, and prove 
to be well adapted for polling places. They have been 
painted on the outside during the past year to protect the 
material, and the wooden sheathing, with which they were 
lined throughout when it was found that as orignally con- 
structed they were not habitable in cold weather, has proved 
a success. ‘This sheathing will be painted this year a lighter 
color than before to brighten the interior. At the opening 
of the polls at six o’clock some difficulty is experienced in 
securing sufficient light in the voting compartments and it is 
our intention to consider the question of lighting the booths 
with electricity. If it is feasible and the expense is not too 
great the difficulty will be practically removed. As the use 
of ward-rooms by this Department for outside registration in 
the several wards for twelve evenings preceding the State elec- 
tion and ten evenings preceding the City election interferes 
with the holding of rallies in the ward-rooms, and we are at 
times obliged for this reason to vacate the ward-rooms and 
carry on this registration in a place other than the one adver- 
tised we may deem it advisable to use these booths or the 
wooden booths for outside registration, and if so such addi- 
tional lighting facilities will be required. When the school 
buildings used formerly to a large extent for polling places 
ceased to be so used owing to the objections of the School Com- 
mittee the voting booths were placed on the streets in front 
of or in the immediate vicinity of the school buildings in 
order that the location of the precinct polling places with 
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which the voters were familiar should be changed as little as 
possible. In two instances the past year the School Committee 
authorized the use of the basements of school buildings for- 
merly used for polling places, as less annoyance in their opinion 
was thereby caused than by having the booths in front of the 
school buildings. We are not surprised that the presence of 
these booths in some localities should be a source of annoy- 
ance, but as we are obliged to use the booths for polling places 
we aim to so locate them as to remove objections to their 
presence. 


RECOUNTS. 


In the reports of previous years the abuse of the right to 
petition for a recount of ballots cast at caucuses and elections 
in this City has been repeatedly brought to the attention of 
the public. Partial remedies by placing some limitation on 
the right and imposing penalties upon petitioners for a 
recount of election ballots who make a false oath that the 
result of the election would be changed by the recount have 
been suggested but not adopted. The situation is worse if 
anything than before. Most of the petitions filed are not 
justified. Candidates for office or their representatives wish 
to inspect the ballots for reasons other than those contem- 
plated by law. Blank petitions for caucus recounts have 
been applied for before the votes are counted, and on the day 
before the last City election application was made fora blank 
petition to recount the votes cast at said election. The 
application was not favorably considered. If caucus recounts 
were permitted only where the defeated candidate lacked by 
the original return a small number of votes it.is claimed that 
the returns might be intentionally imaccurate for the 
purpose of obtaining a recount. The public is undoubt- 
edly tired of these ever recurring recounts. It is thought 
by many that the use of voting machines at elections 
is the only remedy, but it is important that some remedy 
should be applied also at caucuses. ‘The general recount 
after the last City election was conducted in the large 
well lighted hall which had been used the two _ pre- 
vious years for a similar purpose in the immediate vicinity 
of the office. Fifteen tables manned by two clerks each 
allowed the counting of the votes of fifteen wards at the same 
time, and the tabulation was done by other competent men. 
By working until late in the evening of two days the work 
was nearly completed, but a portion of the following day was 
devoted to finishing the work. There was little or no friction, 
and all parties interested appeared to be satisfied with the 
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manner of conducting this recount. No person elected by 
the precinct returns lost his election by the result of the 
recount, though many errors and inaccuracies were discovered 
in the original returns. In two precincts the examination of 
the ballots showed the election officers to have acted in such 
a manner as to call for severe criticism. In one precinct the 
marking of thirty-one assisted ballots regardless of the full 
requirements of the law and the printed instructions of this 
Department, was formally brought to our attention after the 
recount, and no excuse or justification could be reasonably 
claimed for such neglect of duty. In the other precinct a 
large number of ballots were found to contain a second cross, 
which mark invalidated the ballot so far as the particular 
office was concerned. It was obvious that the fraud was 
cominitted after the close of the polls. If the ballots had 
been counted by two inspectors only, with the two other 
inspectors watching, and all under the general supervision 
_of the warden as the law requires such a flagrant act could 
not have been committed except by the connivance of all the 
election officers. ‘Though suspicion pointed strongly to two 
inspectors the evidence was not deemed sufficient to warrant 
further proceedings. The six officers serving in the precinct 
will not again have an opportunity to serve the public under 
our appointment. 

The numerous petitions to recount the ballots cast at the 
two caucuses of one of the two leading political parties and 
at the State election rendered it advisable to make use of the 
large hall also for these three recounts. It was thought 
necessary to have the last of the above recounts on the 
Sabbath day, though this action was reluctantly taken. All 
other recounts were carried on at our office. Some changes 
resulted from the recounts, but the larger number of petitions 
proved to be unwarranted as before remarked. In connec- 
tion with recounts we have been called upon the past year 
more than ever before to consider challenged ballots, and it 
is our opinion that the law with regard to challenges, particu- 
larly at caucuses where the political affiliation of individuals 
is in question, fails to accomplish the purpose intended. 
The presiding officer of the caucus, from ignorance or other- 
wise, does not require the legal cause for the challenge with 
the name and address of the challenged person in his own 
handwriting and the name of the challenger to appear on the 
back of the ballot. The absence of these legal requirements 
may prevent a proper determination by this Board of the 
right of the challenged person to vote at the caucus. But 
assuming that the above requirements are fully complied 
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with, when the hearing takes place the burden is upon the 
challenger to make out a case. He must prove if the cause 
of the challenge is that the person voted in a caucus of 
another political party within twelve months, that such person 
actually so voted. The check-list of such caucus or a copy 
of the same may be produced, and may show that such 
person’s name was checked as having voted, but such evi- 
dence is not deemed sufficient to establish the fact as some 
other person may have voted on the name of such person, or 
the caucus officer may have checked the name erroneously. 
It is difficult to prove that the challenged party was seen to 
have actually voted at the caucus in question, and the result 
is that the large number of challenges for this cause, and 
many of which are undoubtedly well grounded, are not sus- | 
tained. If the growing practice of persons participating in 
the caucuses of both of the leading political parties in the, 
same twelve months is to be controlled, severe penalties 
should be imposed by law for such conduct. If the same 
check-list were used at both caucuses prior to the elections, 
and the check against the name shall be made prima facie 
evidence that the person whose name is so checked voted at 
the first caucus, as is the law in some States, the burden of 
evidence in hearings on challenged ballots would be shifted, 
and placed upon the challenged person where, in our opinion, 
it belongs. 


During the past year twenty-seven complaints for Ulegal 
registration were filed with this Department, a much larger 
number than for the two previous years. In twenty-one of 
these complaints the evidence was deemed sufficient to issue 
summons. Hearings took place in eighteen cases, in six of 
which the complaints were sustained, and the names stricken 
from the voting list. Twelve of the complaints were dis- 
missed after hearing, and three others were withdrawn by the 
complainant before hearing. Four other complaints were 
dismissed on account of the failure of the complainant to ap- 
pear and submit the evidence necessary to authorize the 
issuing of a summons, and the remaining two complaints 
were dismissed, as the evidence was thought insufficient to 
issue summons. ‘The necessity of a law to give the com- 
plainant in these cases authority to secure the attendance of 
witnesses and to provide an adequate penalty for failure to 
attend was recognized by the Legislature of 1900 by the 
passage of Chapter 267 of the Acts of that year. The 
authority now is adequate, and there is no such obstacle to 
the presentation and prosecution of these complaints. 
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As the Ballot Law Commission of the City of Boston, 
seven objections in writing were filed with us to the nomi- 
nations of candidates to appear on the official ballot at the 
City election. Four of these objections were to Aldermanic 
candidates, two to nominations of candidates for the Common 
Council, and one objection called into question the legality of 
the nomination by one of: the two leading political parties of 
the eight candidates for School Committee. On account 
of the disability of the Chief Justice of the Municipal Court 
the Senior Justice of said court presided at the hearings as 
provided by law. Hearings took place in four of the cases, in 
two of which the objections were sustained, and the other 
two were decided adversely to the objectors. ‘T'wo objections 
were waived before, hearing, and in the remaining case the 
political designation of the .candidate clearly appearing not 
to be within the Statute, the nomination did not appear on 
the ballot. Such witnesses as were in attendance were 
summoned by the interested parties. ‘There is some doubt 
of the powers and duties of the Commission .to summon wit- 
nesses, and as to their compensation. ‘The law provides that 
the Boston Ballot Law Commission shall, in all matters re- 
lating to objections and questions arising in the case of 
nominations of candidates for City offices, have the powers 
and perform the duties prescribed for the Ballot Law Com- 
mission of the Commonwealth. Section 155 of the Election 
Act of 1898 reads as follows: “The State Ballot Law 
Commission may summon witnesses, and administer to 
them oaths, and may require the production of books and 
papers at a hearing before it upon any matter within its 
jurisdiction. Witnesses shall be summoned in the same 
manner, be paid the same fees, and be subject to the same 
penalties as witnesses summoned before the General Court. 
A summons may be signed and an oath may be administered 
by any member of said commission.” Before committees of 
the General Court, authorized to send for persons and papers, 
witesses by law are summoned by the Sergeant-at-arms or 
his deputies, and their compensation is paid by the State. It 
seems to us advisable that the law should be made more 
explicit as to the powers and duties of the Boston Ballot 
Law Commission in this respect. This could be accom- 
plished, in our opinion, by providing that witnesses may be 
summoned in the same manner, and paid the same fees as 
witnesses in civil cases pending before the courts. 


VotTiInGc MACHINES. 


Under date of October 29, 1900, we made a report to you as 
requested on the matter of recording and counting votes by 
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machinery. In this report, which was submitted by you to 
the Board of Aldermen November 5, 1900, and printed in the 
minutes of their meeting of that day, we set forth at some 
length the law of the State requiring the examination and 
approval of voting machines by the State Examining Com- 
mission before they could be used in this City, and the result 
of our investigation of the different machines. At that time 
three machines only had been approved in this State, and one 
other machine has since been so approved. We expressed 
our opinion that if a machine should by practical operation 
demonstrate its ability to successfully do the work in the 
manner required by law, the public would be better served, 
and would favor a change from the present system of voting 
both at caucuses and elections, and we concurred heartily 
with your views that in the interest of a prompt, honest and 
accurate count an opportunity be given for a trial of voting 
by machinery by the purchase of one or more voting machines. 
The power to purchase and order voting and counting 
machines in this City is vested in the Board of Aldermen, 
while the power to determine upon the same is vested with 
this Department. An orderto purchase voting machines that 
a trial be made of the system was subsequently introduced into 
the Board of Aldermen, but failed to pass. A bill is now 
being considered by a Committee of the Legislature, which 
gives to this Department the power to purchase voting ma- 
chines. If this should become a law, the matter of making a 
tentative trial at least in this City of voting by machinery 
will be promptly acted upon. Serious questions have been 
raised against the adoption generally of voting machines 
under existing laws, and these questions perhaps can be set- 
tled by the Legislature now in session. ‘The law in this 
State with regard to challenged ballots is, in our opinion, so 
exacting that a ballot-box with ballots would have to be pro- 
vided in the several polling places in addition to voting ma- 
chines. If voting machines are to be used, by a change in the 
law the use of ballot-boxes and ballots could be dispensed with 
in such cases, by providing that a record of such challenged 
votes should be secretly kept and guarded by one of the 
caucus or election officers and thereby, it seems to us, 
fully protect the voter and the public, and have the effect 
practically of the present law. It is known that one of 
the approved voting machines has been used at an election 
in this State for Representatives in the General Court, for 
which written ballots are required by the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth. Such a system might perhaps be generally 
adopted if all the candidates in nomination for the office » 
should consent to waive the above objection, but without

such waiver this board would not wish to endanger the 
election of a member of the House of Representatives. 
While the Legislature is in session, and considering amend- 
ments to the law relating to voting machines, it would seem 
an opportune time for the lower branch to obtain the opinion 
of the Supreme Judicial Court on this question of law, which 
directly bears on the validity of their election. It is claimed 
by some that Article X XI. of the Amendments to the Consti- 
tution, which declares among other things that “the manner 
of calling and conducting the meetings for the choice of rep- 
resentatives and of ascertaining their election shall be pre- 
scribed by law” would authorize a legislative enactment 
which shall provide a method of election of Representatives 
to the General Court different than the requirements of 
Article III. of Section 8, of Chapter I. of the Constitution, 
which reads as follows: “Every member of the House of 
Representatives shall be chosen by written votes.” If this 
claim be held invalid it will be necessary to amend said Arti- 
cle III., which can only be done by the action of two succes- 
sive Legislatures and the subsequent ratification by popular 
vote. 


J URORS. 


In preparing the Jury List of 1900, so far as possible only 
such persons were selected as were believed to be well quali- 
fied to serve as jurors, and in other respects fulfilled the 
requirements of Chapter 515 of the Acts of 1897. Few 
complaints have been received against persons whose names 
appeared in such list, and from personal inquiry of officials, 
and otherwise, we feel justified in stating that such persons as 
were drawn for service from such list proved, on the whole, 
to be competent, and performed their duty satisfactorily. 
The list, in our judgment, should be made up impartially from 
the several wards. In some wards more men can be found 
possessing the necessary qualifications of a juror than in 
others, but in no ward is it impossible to select competent 
and honest men largely from the skilled labor class, who look 
upon jury service as a duty and honor, and cheerfully per- 
form the duty considered so obnoxious by some. 

The Jury List for the coming year was prepared in the 
usual manner, but the applications from persons desiring to 
be placed thereon were greater than for several years. Such 
applications are not encouraged, and come in most cases from 
persons not specially qualified for jury service. It is far 
preferable that the Board should make its own selection of 
names from the information at its command as the law con- 
templates, rather than permit outside influence to dictate or 
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influence such selection. When the list of the year was pre- 
pared and printed as a City document it was posted in two 
public places, as required by law, before it could be submitted 
to the Board of Aldermen for revision and acceptance. By 
the publication of the names, or a portion of them, in the 
daily papers, and in one of the latter an erroneous statement 
appearing to the effect that objections on the part of those 
whose names were printed in the list would be entertained 
by this Board, we were called upon to explain to a large 
number of persons, objecting principally on the ground that 
their business would seriously suffer, that the lst was final so 
far as we were concerned, and that the power of the Aldermen 
as the revising authority was limited by Statute to striking 
out only the names of persons convicted of crime, who had 
not been pardoned on the ground of innocence, or of persons 
not legally qualified to serve as jurors. ‘The list, as printed, 
must therefore be sent to the Aldermen without change, but 
accompanying it a statement may be submitted giving infor- 
mation obtained after the posting of the lst as to names of 
persons contained therein who are exempt from jury service 
in this City by reason of coming within the legal exceptions. 

During the year a special venire was issued summoning 
one hundred and fifty persons from whom twelve were to be 
chosen as the jury in a capital case. Those appearing in 
response to the summons seemed to be unusually well quali- 
fied for the duty, and the large number who were relieved 
from service were marked as exempt for the three years 
following. We believe that the law intended that only the 
twelve constituting the jury should alone be so exempt. If 
we are in error the suggestion in our report of last year, that 
Clerks of Courts be required to send to the authority prepar- 
ing the jury list the names of persons who actually served, 
is not called for. Without an interpretation of the law by 
competent authority, we shall continue to eliminate from the 
list the names of all persons drawn as appears by the records — 
of the Board of Aldermen. 


More than the usual number of propositions are before the 
Committee on Election Laws of the Legislature now in ses- 
sion, which contemplate changes in the law relating to the 
assessment and registration of voters and, to the conduct of 
caucuses and elections. The amendments suggested with re- 
gard to the enrolment of voters would, if adopted, be in the 
nature of a return to the methods which were made use of 
by the political parties at caucuses prior to the law of the 
State regulating caucuses. The effect of such changes are 
thoroughly understood by the Legislature, and the importance 
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of careful and serious deliberation is realized. It has been 
the effort of this Department to enforce to the best of its 
ability existing laws, and to suggest changes only when de- 
fects were discovered which we believed should be remedied. 
The caucus and election laws of this State are largely techni- 
cal, and therefore not well understood by the public gen- 
erally, but, on the whole, we believe that the principal 
objections to the present system are due to the methods used 
to evade the law rather than to the law itself, and the same 
conditions would exist, in our opinion, whatever changes in 
the law were adopted. i 

The holding of primary elections is a matter in which the 
public are now greatly interested, and it is favored because it 
is believed that many of the flagrant abuses of the caucus 
laws would be thereby corrected. Whether there should be 
two or more polling places in each ward; whether the cau- 
cus officers in this city, under the present or the new system 
of holding caucuses, should be appointed by this Department 
and paid for their services; whether one ballot should be 
provided for such primary elections, or a separate ballot for 
each political party, and the method of obtaining the political 
affiliation of the voter participating in such primary elections 
are matters of detail to be decided only after most careful 
consideration. 

After an examination of the propositions before the Leg- 
islature to amend the caucus laws we believe that existing 
defects can be remedied by favorable action on at least two 
matters. We refer to the requirements that all nominations of 
caucus candidates must be made on the original blank nomina- 
tion papers furnished by law, and prohibiting the pasting or at- 
taching of another paper containing names and acceptances 
of candidates, and the names of the five nominators previously 
written. (Section 1 of House No. 795). The practice which 
the above amendment seeks to change has been allowed of 
late by one of the political parties in this city, and does not 
seem to be in conformity with law. And with both of the 
leading political parties the nomination papers properly made 
out in all other respects, except as to the acceptance of per- 
sons named as delegates to conventions, are filed with such 
acceptances on separate cards or papers, thus clearly permit- 
ting such acceptances to be obtained before the distribution 
of the nomination papers, and thereby gaining an unfair 
advantage and priority over such papers as are prepared 
strictly in accordance with the law. Though this is a 
matter which political committees can, in our opinion, under 
the present law control, we believe it advisable that the 
practice should be declared contrary to law as provided in 
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the bill above referred to. The other change in the law 
which seems to us to be called for is contained in House No. 
928, which fixes definitely the time for withdrawing nomina- 
tion papers filed with the political committee. The present 
law reads “within two week days of the announcement 
thereof,” while the provision in the proposed amendment is 
‘within forty-eight hours: succeeding five o’clock of the last 
day fixed for opening nomination papers.” This defect in 
the law was brought to our attention at a hearing before the 
Supreme Judicial Court, and the decision of the court was 
such as to require the above change in the law. - 

One other defect in the law we here desire to briefly refer 
to, though the necessity for an immediate change does not 
exist as in the two other matters. In the event of a special 
caucus and election between May Ist and the time when the 
new voting list is prepared and printed, which is usually in 
this City about the middle of August, there is no law as for- 
merly authorizing at such special caucus and election the 
use of the voting list of the preceding year. Such use of 
the old list was permitted by Section 67 of Chapter 417 of 
the Acts of 1893, which act was expressly repealed by the 
Election Act of 1898. An amendment by way of addition 
to Section 66 of Chapter 548 of the Acts of 1898 would give 
the necessary authority. 

The law enacted by the Legislature of 1900, requiring the 
Commissioners of Prisons of the State, the Penal Institutions 
Commissioners and the Pauper Institutions Trustees and the 
Insane Hospital Trustees of this City to transmit to this 
‘Board ten days before each State and City election the names 
of all persons then confined in the institutions under their 
charge, whose terms of confinement expire after the date of 
such election and who had a last known residence in this City, 
giving such residence by street and number when it is possi- 
ble to do so, and further requiring the Board to make a mem- 
orandum in red ink opposite the names of such of said 
persons as appeared in the voting lists stating the institutions 
in which such persons are then confined, and to send copies 
of the voting lists containing such memoranda to the elec- 
tion officers for use at the polls, has, in our opinion, failed to 
accomplish the purpose intended. A large number of names 
was sent to us of persons confined in the State prison and 
Concord Reformatory, but residences were given in but few 
instances, and without such residences the names can not be 
found on the voting list. The superintendents of these in- 
stitutions should be required to obtain the residences and 
-ages in all cases. The returns from the Penal Institutions 
Commissioner more fully give the residence, but compara- 
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tively few of such names were found on the voting lst. 
But a single instance of voting or attempting to vote on a 
name so marked came to our attention, and this proved to. be 
a most unfortunate error. A father, whose son, bearing the 
same name was in confinement, found his name marked and 
his right to vote. was questioned, but after an explanation 
which brought back sad memories and made public a fact 
previously comparatively unknown was allowed to vote as 
he was entitled so to do. The failure to add in the return to 
us the “junior” to the son’s name created the embarrassment 
which we deeply regretted, though the mistake.could not be 
attributed to us. The pauper and insane inmates of our City 
institutions not being considered to be “in confinement”’ with- 
in the meaning of the statute their names were not returned | 
tous. The word “persons ” being used the names of females 
as well as males of all ages resident of this City and inmates 
of public penal institutions in the State and City should be 
returned under the law if the same is strictly complied with. 
Though the intention of the law is plain, it is always advis- 
able that public officials should have their duties defined 
beyond a question. An amendment:to the Statute referred 
to is therefore desirable, and in order to give further oppor- 
tunity to prevent fraudulent voting in the manner proposed 
every effort should be made to seasonably make full and 
accurate returns to us. The purpose of the law can then 
be more satisfactorily and effectually accomplished. 

The above suggestions as to changes in the laws of the 
State are all intended to perfect existing laws relating to 
caucuses and elections. Propositions involving an entire 
change of system, such as the bills concerning an enrollment 
of party voters and allowing a single cross marked on the 
ballot to cover all party candidates are matters which do not 
seem to call for any expression of opinion on our part. 

The necessity of changing the precinct lines of the several 
wards by creating additional precincts was referred. to in our 
report of last year. The inequalities then existing in the 
number of male voters were set forth, and the differences are 
now even greater. ‘The number in the several precincts varies 
from 990 to 278. The average of the 191 precincts on the 
present basis of 106,879 male voters is 559. In 80 precincts 
the average is exceeded, and in 111 precincts it is less. In two 
wards all precincts contain less than the average, and in two 
wards the average is exceeded in all precincts. If additional 
precincts should be established by ordinance so that the total 
number shall be 250 the average number of male voters in 
the precincts would be 427, which is as many as can be 
properly taken care of. While in our opinion it is too late 
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to make the change so as to be in effect- the coming year, 
some action should be taken by the City Council so that an- 
other year tlie existing conditions shall be changed. 

A great loss was sustained by the City, and especially by this 
Department, in the death on February 28, 1900, of Mr. Linus 
E. Pearson, Chairman of the Board. His long service as a 
public official was universally characterized by an upright 
and conscientious discharge of his duty. Always loyally 
devoted to the political party which he represented as a 
Registrar of Voters and as an Election Commissioner all 
parties esteemed him highly, and had implicit confidence 
in. his administration. Ever constant in his duties, and 
striving to do more than his health in his latter years 
would permit, he wore himself out in the public service. 
‘The following memorial was adopted by the surviving 
members of this Board March 15, 1900, and spread upon 
the records of the Department: 


Whereas, Linus E. Pearson, late Chairman of the Board of 
Election Commissioners, died at his home in Boston on the twenty- 
eighth day of February, 1900, in the sixty-fifth year of his age, the 
surviving members of this Board do now put on record the following 
memorial to their beloved associate: 

He was a member of this Board from the time of its creation in 
1895 until his decease, and was its chairman for five successive 
years. 

Prior to his appointment as election commissioner he served as a 
member of the Board of Registrars of Voters of the City of Boston 
from 1873 to 1895, when that office was discontinued by Statute, and 
the duties thereby merged with those of the Board of Election 
Commissioners. For several:years, also, he was City Treasurer of 
the City of Charlestown, until that city, by annexation, became a 
part of the City of Boston. 

During this long period of public service, whether as City Treas- - 
urer or as Registrar of Voters or in the more trying and arduous 
position of Chairman of the Board of Election Commissioners, he 
proved himself an able, upright and conscientious official. 

His eminent fairness, his high sense of justice, his uniform 
courtesy, and his unfailing and unflagging devotion to duty were the 
qualities that prominently marked his whole official career. 

‘No public servant ever brought to the discharge of his duties 
greater devotion to the public interests. 

In private life these same traits of character which distinguished , 
him officially were equally discernible in his daily social and domestic 
‘intercourse. He was frank and fair in all his dealings, devoted to 
his family, loyal to his friends, courteous and generous to his 
_associates. He stood well this supreme test — his neighbors and 
friends loved and trusted him. 

He has left behind him an example of- uniform devotion, of 
steadfastness of purpose, of unswerving integrity which it is easy to 
praise, but not easy to imitate..

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To fill the vacancy for the term ending April 80, 1903, 
caused by the death of Mr. Pearson, Mr. Melancthon W. 
Burlen who was secretary of this Board from its first organi- 
zation July 1, 1895 until June 2, 1898, assumed the 
duties of his office under your ¢ appointment of July 18, 1900. 
The term of Timothy F. McDonough, Esq., for four years a 
member of the Board, expired April 30, 1900, and Mr. John 
J. Hogan, appointed as his successor for the term of four 


years ending April 30, 1904, commenced his official duties 


May 1, 1900. 


_EXPENSES. 


The amount estimated as the probable expenditures of this 
Department the past year was $130,000. This amount met 
with your approval, was favorably reported upon by the 
Committee on Appropriations, and was allowed by the City 
Council. There was expended during the year the sum of 


$124,001.24 as appears below in detail. The balance unex-

In submitting to you under date of December 29, 1900, our 
estimate of the expenditures for the coming year we gave an 
itemized statement of the same, and in an accompanying letter 
the reasons appeared why we believed the amount ($135,000) 
necessary to properly carry on the Department. The prepara- 
tion of the card index of registered male voters requires a 
large clerical force, which would otherwise not be employed 
at this season. It is hoped that this index will prove useful - 
and valuable, and thus justify the expense. Should the 
amount estimated by us as necessary under the existing con- 
ditions be reduced every effort will be made to carry on the 
Department within the amount allowed. Repairs on booths 
which are deemed advisable can be postponed. But if any of 
the propositions before the Legislature affecting this Depart- 
ment and entailing increased expenses should prevail, we 
should be obliged to ask for more funds towards the close 
of the year. 

The following pages show in tabulated form the number of 
assessed polls, registered voters, men and women, and votes 
cast in this City at the State and Municipal elections in 1900, 
and also the votes cast at the special election in Ward 8; 
and we have also included the returns of ‘the last United 
States Census, showing the population by wards and_pre- 
cincts. ! . 

The inventory of the property of the Department, prepared 
as required by the Revised Ordinances, and the names of the 
employees of the office, with the salaries paid and other de- 
tails as directed by your printed circular, bearing date of 
February 15,1901, are also included in the following pages.

103 Voting booths, made of thin corrugated steel, built in 1897 and 1898. 
20 Wooden voting booths, built in 1898, as permanent structures. 
34 Old wooden voting booths, known as ‘‘ knock-down ”’ buildings. 


The above booths when not in use are stored at different 
places in the City. Two additional old wooden booths, not 
removed from locations, are also used as polling places. To 
each booth belong railings and voting compartments, tables, 
chairs, stove, and other necessary furnishings and voting 
paraphernalia. The Department now owns 1,750 chairs, 744 
tables, 554 voting compartments, and 1,106 wooden horses 
for the same, 200 stools for ballot-boxes, 196 counting 
boards, 174 stoves and the required lamps, coal-hods, shovels, 
pokers, coal-barrels, and other minor equipment for the voting 
booths. 

Many of the old wooden voting booths were loaned in 
former years, by order of the Mayor, to other Departments of 
the City. Eighteen of these have not been returned, and are 
charged to the following Departments: Health Department, 
1; Street Department, 1; Bath Department, 14; City Hos- 
pital, 2. Of the booths loaned to the State in 1898 for the 
use of troops, four were not returned; a fair value for the 
same was paid to the City. 

185 Federal ballot-boxes, many in poor condition, used at elections. 
25 United States ballot-boxes, comparatively new, used for caucuses. 
25 Standard ballot-boxes, formerly used at caucuses, and now used as 
‘‘extras ’’? at caucuses and elections. 
29 Acme ballot-boxes, constantly in need of repairs, 6 of which are 
regularly used at elections and the balance as ‘‘ extras.’ 

All of the above are kept in the basement room in the Old 
Court House. At the storehouse in South Boston are 277 
old ballot-boxes, not answering the present requirements of 
law, but placed at each polling-place at elections for tempo- 
rary use in case of emergency ; also 108 old revolving ballot- 
boxes, not now of any available use. 


Office furniture in Rooms 1, 2, 8, and 9, Old Court House, 
used as the offices of the Department, consisting of 8 roll-top 
desks, 8 swivel chairs for the same, and 23 smaller swivel 
chairs, 1 library table and 5 library chairs, 2 atlas cases, 3 
card index cabinets, 1 metal filing case, 1 roll-front document 
case, 1 wardrobe, 1 coat-rack, 4 long tables, 2 counters, 1 
typewriting table, 1 large iron safe, 3 small tables, 4 clocks, 
metal frame rack in one of large vaults for holding caucus 
and election cardboard boxes (about 500 in number), and 
books, two typewriting machines, stationery, and required 
minor furnishings and fixtures for office purposes.

S1r,— The following report of the expenses and operation 
of this Department for the year ending January 31, 1901, is 
submitted : 

The duties of the City Engineer include the designing and 
superintending of the construction of new bridges, retaining- 
walls, city wharves, and such other public engineering works 
as the City Council may authorize; the making of such sur- 
vey, plans, estimates, statements and descriptions, and taking 
such levels as the City Government or any of its depart- 
ments or committees may require; the custody of all surveys 
and plans relating to the laying-out, locating anew, altering, 
widening or discontinuing of streets; and the new engineer- 
ing construction for all departments of the City. He must 
be consulted on all work where the advice of a civil engineer 
would be of service. The office of the City Engineer was 
established by ordinance on October 31, 1850, and by chapter 
449 of the Acts of 1895. 

The Architectural Division of the Public Buildings De- 
partment which was detached from that Department January 
13, 1898, and placed under the Engineering Department, 
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was reattached to the Public Buildings Department on 
May 11, 1900.

The annual inspection of all highway and foot-bridges has 
been made, together with special examinations when notified 
by the Superintendent of Streets of the progress of repairs. 

' The management of all thesbridges and draws between 
Cambridge and Boston, by the Acts of 1898, chapter 467, is 
vested in a board of two commissioners, which now has 
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charge of the following eight bridges, viz.: Canal, Harvard, 
Prison Point, West Boston, Cambridge street, Essex street, 
North Harvard street, and Western avenue to Cambridge; 
one-half the cost of the maintenance of these bridges is paid 
by each of these cities.

This bridge was built in 1887, of brick and stone masonry. 
It is maintained by the Park Department, and is in good 
condition. 
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Albany-street Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R. Freight 
tracks). 


The original structure was built in 1856-57, and rebuilt 
in 1867-68. The present bridge was built in 1886-87, and 
is maintained in part by the City of Boston, and in part by 
the Boston & Albany Railroad. The bridge has been painted 
during the year, and the sheathing and sidewalk patched. 
The iron railing has been repaired and is now in fair condi- 
tion. The sidewalk planking is very thin, and should be 
renewed. ‘The under planking is poor and should be exam- 
ined carefully when the bridge is sheathed again, and such of 
the plank as is found poor should be replaced by new. 


Allston Bridge (over the Boston & Albany R.R., Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. During the year the 
bridge has been thoroughly cleaned and painted and new 
lower planking laid. The bridge is now in good condition. 


Arborway Bridge (over Stony brook, in Parkway, near Forest 
Hills Station). 


This is a wooden bridge resting on abutments of vulcan- 
ized spruce piles. The stringers and under-planking are of 
vulcanized hard pine. It was built in 18938, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. The sidewalk planking is 
poor and should be renewed and the fences painted. 


Ashland-street bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven §& Hartford R.R., West Roxbury). 


The present structure is of iron, and was buiit in 1875. 
The bridge needs sheathing, and when this is done the under 
planking should be renewed where found to be in poor con- 
dition.

This is a wooden bridge, formerly maintained by the rail- 
road company. It was lengthened on the Boston side in 
1895, and now the City maintains 75 feet of the northerly 
part. The fencing needs painting, and some of the roadway 
planking needs renewal. 
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Athens-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, New 
Haven § Hartford R.R.). 7 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1874. The bridge is in 
poor condition; it should be stripped and painted, and the 
woodwork should be renewed. 


Audubonroad Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is a steel-plate girder bridge, built in 1893-94, and 
is maintained by the Park Department. With the exception 
of the sheathing, which should be renewed, the bridge is in 
good condition. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Outlet of the Fens). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1880-81. The deck which 
is in poor condition should be renewed, and the sidewalks 
should be replanked. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884-85, widened in 1887— 
88, and the central.roadway further widened in 1890 for the 
convenience and at the expense of the Street Railway Com- 
pany. With the exception of the sidewalks and facias, the 
bridge is in good condition. The woodwork of sidewalks 
and facias should be repaired. 


Bellevue-street Bridge (over Muddy River, in Riverway). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 44 feet span and 15 
feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments of 
Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Berkeley-street Bridges (over Boston ¢ Albany R.R., and 
Providence Division, N. Y., N. H. § H. R.R.). 


The bridge over the tracks of the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road which is maintained by the City, was originally built 
for the Boston Water Power Company, and accepted by the 
City in 1869. The structure over these tracks is a through 
plate girder bridge, and was built in 1891. The iron work 
of this span is very rusty under the flooring, and should be 
thoroughly cleaned and painted. ‘The temporary fence at 
the northeast corner of the bridge, to which attention has 
been called in these reports for the past five years, is not a 
sufficient protection to be considered safe, and the recom- 
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mendation made for several years past that a more permanent 

fence be built, is here renewed. 

. The span over the tracks of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, built in 1899, is maintained by that com- 

pany. The roadway sheathing of this span has been worn 

entirely through in places, and the lower planking is now 

being worn away by trafic. 


Berkeley-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This bridge has been reported for a number of years to be 
in a poor condition, and only such repairs as seemed abso- 
lutely necessary to keep the bridge in a safe condition for 
travel have been made. Agreements have now been made 
with the railroad company by which this bridge will be 
removed and the street filled in solid. 


Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Bridle Path in Riverway). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 38 feet 4 inches 
span. It was built in 1898, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. ; 


Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 52 feet span and 14 
feet rise.. It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments of 
Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Berwick-park Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, New 
| York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, erected in 1894. The iron 
stairs and piers were new, but the trusses and floor-beams 
were those built for Franklin street in 1883. It should be 
painted, but otherwise is in good condition. 


Blakemore-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82. During the 
past year the bridge has been painted and a new lower 
planking has been laid. The bridge is now in a good 
condition.

Bolton-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, New 
Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is a wooden bridgé, built in 1889. The fences 
should be repaired and painted; otherwise the bridge is in 
good condition. 


Boston-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


See page 129. 


Boylston-street Arch Bridge (in the Fens.). 


This is a stone arch bridge, built in 1881. It is in good 
condition. 


Boylston-street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1886-88. The ironwork 
below the floor of the bridge, although painted in 18965, is 
now very rusty. The sidewalk planking has been renewed, 
and the facias repaired and painted. 


' Bridle-path Bridge (over Muddy River, in the Riverway). 


This is a masonry bridge of three arches; the central 
arch is elliptical in form, with a span of 30 feet and a rise of 
9 feet 6 inches; the side arches are semi-circular, 15 feet in 
diameter. It was built in 1894, and is maintained by the 
Park Department. It is in good condition. 


Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1869-71, and the 
draw and its foundation were rebuilt in 1874-75. The 
bridge was temporarily strengthened in 1893, to allow elec- 
tric cars to use it, and the woodwork on the draw was 
renewed in 1896. The sidewalks, the lower planking of 
the main bridge and the fender-piers are in poor condition, 
the draw foundation should be pointed, the fences are out of 
line, and the iron hangers over the railroad are rusty; as 
this bridge will soon be rebuilt only necessary repairs have 
been made during the year. 


Broadway Bridge (over Boston & Albany R.R.), 


The old bridge, built in 1880-1, has been removed and a 
new steel through bridge erected under a contract with the 
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New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company. 
This work was completed early in July, 1900, and the bridge 
opened to travel. 

The new bridge consists of three steel trusses of the 
Baltimore type, the spans being of the following lengths, 
south truss 196 feet 84 inches, centre truss 213 feet 2% 
inches, and north truss 229 feet 83 inches, all trusses being 
30 feet deep, centre to centre of pins. The width of the 
bridge is 60 feet, divided into two roadways of 17 feet 6 
inches width in the clear and two sidewalks of 10 feet 6 
inches width less the width of a truss. The floor beams are 
built steel-beams 24 inches deep and 20 feet 7 inches span 
between hangers, with overhanging sidewalk brackets 8 feet 
6 inches long. The stringers are of hard pine, those of the 
roadways being 8’ inches by 14 inches and 6 inches by 14 
inches and those of the sidewalks 6 inches by 12 inches and 
4 inches by 12 inches, varying with the length of span. The 
planking of the roadways are in two courses, the lower of 4- 
inch hard pine and the upper of 2-inch spruce. The side- 
walk plank is 2 inches in thickness. 


Brookline-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1884. The ironwork 
above the flooring has been painted and is in good condition. 
The portion of the ironwork below the flooring needs paint- 
ing, and the lower planking should be renewed. 


Brookline-avenue Bridge (over Muddy River, in the Riverway). 
This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 15 feet span. It 


was built in 1892 by the Park Departments of Boston and 
Brookline, and is maintained by them jointly. 


_Byron-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach ¢ 
Lynn R.R.). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. The sidewalks, 
fences and bulkheads need repairing, and the ironwork 
should be painted. 


Cambridge-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. It 
was rebuilt in 1884; the draw was rebuilt in 1891. The 
bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston and 
Cambridge bridges, and the City pays one-half the cost of 
maintenance. Some repairs have been made on the fender- 
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guard, and pier, and a few deck planks have been renewed, 
one draw arm, and the planking on the Cambridge side of 
the draw need renewal, and the sidewalk and fender-guard 
need repairing. The bridge on the Boston side of the chan- 
nel is in poor condition; the draw needs adjusting, the plank- 
ing is off the waterway, the flooring on the deck of the main 
bridge, the top of the pier and wheel-guard on the draw need 
renewal, the abutment needs repairing, and the bridge should 
be painted. 


Canal, or Craigie’s Bridge. i 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turntable 
draw. The City pays one-half the cost of maintenance. 
The bridge was originally built in 1808, was rebuilt in 1852, 
and was again rebuilt and widened in 1874. ‘The bridge is 
in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston and Cam- 
bridge bridges. The sidewalks on the draw have been 
repaired, and some repairs have been made on the pier. The 
sidewalks, sidewalk bulkheads, and fencing that have not 
recently been rebuilt are poor, and need rebuilding; addi- 
tional stringers are needed near the draw, and some pile 
work is needed near the ends of the bridge; some of the 
spur-shores need refitting; the roadway pavement needs 
repairing, the up-stream fender-guard is in a very poor con- 
dition; the draw, draw-pier, and wharf need extensive 
repairs, and the bridge should be painted. 


Castle Island Foot-bridge (from Marine Park to Castle 
Island). 


This is a temporary foot-bridge, built in 1892, and ig 
maintained by the Park Department. It connects the Ma- 
rine park with Castle Island, and is furnished with a draw, so 
that if desired by the United States authorities, the island 
can be cut off from the main land. Repairs are needed on 
the fence and planking, and the bridge should be painted ; 
otherwise the bridge is in fair condition. 


Central-avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Dorchester 
Lower Mills). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. The City 
maintains the part within its limits. The woodwork of the 
roadway is in poor condition; the bridge should be stripped, 
the upper part of the floor-beams should be cleaned and 
painted, and the woodwork renewed. 
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Charlesgate Bridge (in the Fens, over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-2, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. Half of the roadway has been 
sheathed, and the other half should be without further delay. 
The whole bridge should be cleaned and painted, and new 
sidewalks laid. 


| Charlesgate Bridge (in the Fens, over Ipswich Street). 
See page 112. 


Charlestown Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


The care and maintenance of this bridge was not assumed 
by the Street Department for the City until January 31, 1900, 
although the bridge had been open to travel since November 
27, 1899. The bridge was built under authority of Chapter 
548 of the Acts of 1894, by the Boston Transit Commission, 
the City Engineer of Boston serving as Chief Engineer for 
the Commission. 

The new bridge runs from Keany square in Boston to City 
square in Charlestown, passing over the Charles river, 
Water street, and a branch of the Fitchburg Division, Boston 
& Maine Railroad. Including the approaches it is about 
1,900 feet long. Its width is 100 feet, comprising two side- 
walks each 10 feet wide, two carriage-ways each 27 feet 9 
inches wide in the clear, and a middle space 22 feet wide for 
electric cars. Over the car space are the elevated tracks of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 

Starting from Keany square the new street rises at the 
rate of 3 feet per 100 feet to the edge of the river; and con- 
tinues to rise at the same rate nearly to the southerly draw 
channel. It passes over the two draw channels on a level 
grade at a height of 38 feet 6 inches above City base, and 
then descends at the rate of eight-tenths of a foot per 100 feet 
to the Charlestown shore, and at the same rate to and across 
the tracks of the railroad company, over which it passes at 
a height of about 18 feet 3 inches above the tracks, giving a 
clear passage 16 feet high under the structure. Thence, 
curving to the right and, passing over Water street, it de- 
scends at the rate of 3 feet per 100 feet into City square. 

The two draw channels for the passage of vessels are each 
50 feet wide. ‘The height of the under side of the draw 
above mean high water is 23 feet. The south draw channel 
is for vessels passing up or down the river, while the north 
draw channel gives access to the space enclosed by the 
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Warren bridge, the new bridge, the Charlestown shore, and 
the fender-piers of the two draw-bridges.

The fixed spans rest on ten river piers of granite masonry, 
with concrete foundations, and on two granite abutments, 
which also have concrete foundations. |The concrete foun- 
dation of the Charlestown abutment and of the two piers 
nearest that abutment, rest directly on the boulder-clay bed 
of the river, while the Boston abutment and all the other 
piers have bearing piles of spruce or Norway pine, driven 
through the softer material to the hard clay below. 

In each pier alternate ranges of bearing piles were cut off 
at different grades. The first, third and fifth ranges, etc., 
were cut off about 18 inches above the bottom of the exca- 
vation, while the second, fourth, sixth, etc., were cut off 
about ten feet below low water. The latter, or high-grade 
piles, were not cut off until a layer of concrete, 6 feet deep, 
had been laid in the bottom of the foundation. 

The concrete was composed of Portland cement, sand and 
gravel in the proportions ranging from 1, 2 and 4, to 1, 2 
and 5. ‘The sand and gravel were dredged from the harbor 
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near Shirley Gut. In order to prevent the use of any cement 
of abnormal composition samples from each lot received was 
submitted to a chemical analysis in addition to the usual 
physical tests. 

The concrete in the foundations was deposited under water 
within a coffer-dam of sheet piling, through a chute or tube, 
with the exception of the upper foot immediately under the 
stone masonry, which was laid when the coffer-dam was free 
from water. 

The stone piers are of large blocks of quarry-faced granite, 
backed with Portland cement concrete. The piers are 
pointed at the ends and have a curved profile. A coping 
course projects 6 inches beyond the face of the pier, and on 
the top of the coping is the bridge-seat of granite. 

The abutments are of masonry, similar in quality to that 
of the piers, but they have a straight batter instead of a 
curved profile. The coping of each abutment is surmounted 
by a parapet wall. 

In constructing the circular foundation pier for the draw 
span, the bottom of the river was dredged to a level surface 
about 27 feet below mean low water, and 967 spruce piles 
were driven within a circular space about 75 feet in diameter. 
The piles were sawed off from 2 to 4 feet above the dredged 
bottom. The wooden curb which served to retain the con- 
crete, forming the main portion of the pier, is of somewhat 
novel construction. It is approximately cylindrical, 75 feet 
mean diameter and 82 feet high. It is built of 38-inch by 12- 
inch spruce planks, laid flatwise, there being 24 planks about 
10 feet long in each course. ‘The planks were planed on one 
side to an even thickness, sawed to proper length and end 
bevel, and spiked and tree-nailed together. Vertical timbers 
of hard pine were placed about 10 feet apart inside the curb- 
ing, and bolted to it as the laying of the planks proceeded. 

The curbing was built floating in the water and kept in 
position by temporary radial arms attached to a ring placed 
about a central clump of piles. As the building up of the 
curbing progressed, it was weighted by means of temporary 
pockets on the inside filled with concrete, and it was finally 
sunk to the proper grade by outside pockets filled with 
gravel. This curbing was filled with Portland cement con- 
crete laid under water by the same method’ adopted for 
the foundations of the other piers. From a level 3 feet 
above mean low water the draw-pier has the form of a 
truncated cone. It is of concrete laid inside a wooden form 
which has been left in place. At its top is a granite coping 
ring bearing the lower track of the draw turntable. 
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Levels taken on this pier, before, during, and after the 
erection of the draw span, showed that no settlement had 
taken place since its completion. 

Each of the ten fixed spans over the river consists of six 
steel-plate girders, 84 feet 4 inches long and 8 feet 3 inches 
to 8 feet 9 inches deep. Transverse floor-beams, crossing 
from girder to girder, support the longitudinal stringers, 
which are steel I-beams. Along the top of each steel stringer 
is bolted a spiking strip of hard pine, across which the floor 
planking is laid transversely of the bridge. The floor plank- 
ing is of hard pine planed to a uniform thickness from 6-inch 
stock. The planking is coated on top with a preservative 
compound, and on this is laid a water-proofing layer consisting 
of four thicknesses of roofing felt laid in roofing pitch. The 
rails for the street cars are laid on cast-iron plates resting on 
the water-proofing, and are spiked to the floor planking. The 
water-proofing is protected by a 1-inch layer of concrete com- 
posed of road-pitch and sand. The wearing surface of the road- 
way is of granite blocks laid upon a thin bed of sand, with the 
joints between the blocks filled with pebbles and road pitch. 

The sidewalk floor-beams rest directly on the top of the 
outer girders of the bridge, and are anchored to the roadway 
floor-beams by means of a web. At their outer ends they 
bear a fascia which gives the outside finish to the edge of the 
bridge and furnishes support to the outer edge of the 
sidewalk. At their inner ends they bear a longitudinal 
channel-iron to which is attached a cast-iron gutter curb. 
The immediate support of the sidewalk paving is of pressed 
steel buckle plates riveted at their edges to the floor-beams, 
fascia, and longitudinal channel. ‘The hollows of the buckle 
plates are levelled up with pitch concrete, upon which is laid 
a wearing surface of asphalt. At the outer edge of the 
sidewalk there is a strong and simple iron railing 3 feet 
74 inches high. 

The top of the curb is 6 inches higher than the stone pav- 
ing at the edge of the roadway. Between the curb and 
the stone paving is a continuous longitudinal slit kept open 
by separator blocks. This opening is intended to provide 
for the surface drainage of the roadway and for the difference 
in expansion between the roadways and the walks. The 
ends of the floor planks are protected from the drippings by 
a flashing of sheet copper, and the drippings are diverted 
from the floor-beams and from the piers and abutments by 
copper gutters. 

The posts supporting the elevated railway are placed 
alternately at mid-span, and over the piers of the bridge. ' 
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Those at the piers stand directly on the masonry; those at 
mid-span are attached to special cross girders put in by the 
railway company. In both cases the posts pass through 
holes left for that purpose in the floor planking. The stone 
paving is retained in place and prevented from touching the 
posts by a curb casting having an opening of 18 inches by 
26 inches. 

The main girders of the fixed spans rest in pin-bearing 
shoes. The shoes at that end of each span towards the 
middle of the river are bolted to the pier masonry. ‘The 
shoes at the shoreward end of each span are provided with a 
roller bearing to allow of expansion and contraction of the 
girders with changes of temperature. 

The draw-span is a swing or turntable draw 240 feet 6 in. 
long and 100 feet wide between centres of sidewalk railings. 
It has two sidewalks, two roadways for street traffic, one 
roadway for surface street cars, and one floor above the 
latter for a double track line of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way. 

The main trusses are four in number, of the pin-connected 
type, and discontinuous when the draw is in position for 
travel. 

F loor-beams, sidewalk brackets, and beams and stringers of 
the elevated railway floor system are built sections, and 
roadway and sidewalk stringers are rolled beams provided 
with nailing pieces of hard pine. ‘The sidewalks are covered 
with 2-in. thick hard pine plank, and the roadways, with 6- 
in. kyanized spruce, upon which a wearing surface of 2-in. 
thick spruce is laid. 

The draw is so designed that when swung clear of its end 
‘supports its entire dead load is concentrated on the four 
tower. posts of the inside trusses, the outside trusses being 
hung to them -by two transverse trusses, the spaces occu- 
_pied by the middle panels of these trusses being required for 
the passage of the elevated trains, it was not practicable to 
counterbrace them, and therefore unbalanced live loads on 
the outside trusses are transferred to the turntable by canti- 
lever girders to which the trusses were connected by adjust- 
able shoes after the draw was swung. ‘The weight on the 
four tower posts of the inside trusses is carried to eight equi- 
distant points on the turntable drum by a system of heavy 
plate girders. 

The turntable drum is 54 feet in diameter, with planed 
steel track, and rests upon seventy steel wheels 27 in. mean 
diameter, and 12-in. face. The lower track is planed steel 
attached to a bed casting. 
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The turning mechanism of the draw span consists of two 
trains of gears driven by electric motors and engaging with a 
circular rack fastened to the bed casting of the lower track. 
The motors are operated from a controller in the power room. 
A strap brake operated by compressed air is connected with 
the main shaft of each train of gears, the purpose of these 
brakes being to control the draw span in high winds, and _ re- 
tard its motion when necessary. ‘The ends of the draw-span 
are provided with hydraulic jacks for bringing them to the 
proper grade for traffic. The cylinders of these jacks trans- 
fer the weights at ends of trusses to movable landing blocks 
inserted between them and the draw landings, these blocks 
being operated by the gateman at each end of the draw 
span. 

All the operations incident to turning and adjusting the 
draw-span, except the moving of the landing blocks, are con- 
trolled from a power room located between four of the dis- 
tributing girders of the turntable. The hydraulic jacks 
under the ends of the main trusses are operated by a special 
mineral oil kept under pressure by contpressed air in a set of 
accumulators consisting of heavy steel tubes. The air com- 
pressor is of 2,000 lbs. per square inch capacity. The accu- 
mulators are charged by filling them with air at about 1,000 
Ibs. pressure and then pumping oil into them until the work- 
ing pressure of 1,800 lbs. per square inch is reached. 

An automatic air-pump connected with an air-tank sup- 
ples air for operating the air-brakes and an oil ejector. All 
the machinery in the power-room is driven by electric 
motors, and the room is lighted and heated by electricity. 
An electric signal system is provided for the general opera- 
tion of the draw-span, and an emergency system, including 
speaking tubes, affords means of further communication be- 
tween the operator and the gatemen. 

A target is provided to assist the operator in bringing the 
draw-span into the proper position for traffic, this target being 
electrically illuminated at night. 

In operating the draw-span, its ends are first lifted clear 
of the landing blocks and the blocks withdrawn by the gate- 
men. ‘The pressure on the jacks is then relieved, and the 
ends of the span allowed to settle to their swinging level, 
the plungers of the jacks being meanwhile lifted clear of the 
draw landings by counterweighted levers. When the draw- 
span returns to its position over the landings, the ends are 
lifted about one-half inch above the proper grade, and after 
the landing blocks are inserted, allowed to drop into bearing 
upon them. 
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After an operation of the draw-span the air pressure in 
the accumulators is regained by pumping into them the 
amount of oil used in the jacks in lifting the ends of the 
span. Loss of air from the accumulators is replenished from 
time to time by the air-compressor working in combination 
with the hydraulic pumps. 

_ The Boston-approach to the bridge rises on a 38 per cent. 

gradient from Keany square to the edge of the river. It con- 
sists of a solid earth embankment, retained at the sides by 
masonry retaining walls. The east wall is of rubble laid in 
cement on a base of natural cement concrete. Its maximum 
height is about 133 feet. The west wall is located partly on 
an old wharf and partly in the slip between two wharves. 
The portion on the wharf is of rubble masonry. ‘The portion 
in the slip is of dressed granite, quarry faced, in courses of 
thickness uniform with the courses of the abutment. The 
foundation is of Portland cement concrete on piles. The 
maximum height of this wall is about 24 feet above the con- 
crete base. To diminish the outward thrust of the embank- 
ment on the abutment and on the high portion of the west 
wall, the filling adjacent to these walls is sustained by a 
timber platform, resting on piles, about 8 feet above mean 
low water. 

The paving of the Boston approach is of granite blocks on 
a gravel base and the sidewalks are of brick. On the top of 
the west wall is an iron fence like that on the river spans. 

From City square to Water street the Charlestown approach 
rises on a 8 per cent. gradient. This part of the approach 
is a solid earth embankment, retained by a wall of dressed 
granite on its western side, that towards Warren avenue. 
A granite staircase leads up from Warren avenue at the 
corner of Water street. The retaining wall is surmounted 
by a granite balustrade. There is no retaining wall on the 
east side of the embankment; the filling is allowed to slope 
on to adjoining land. ‘The roadway paving between City 
square and Water street is of granite blocks on gravel. 

Water street is crossed by a bridge of two spans, made of 
steel I-beams, between which are built brick arches levelled 
up with cement concrete, upon which is laid a water-proofing 
layer of roofing felt and pitch protected with a one-inch layer 
of pitch concrete. The paving is of granite blocks with 
pitched joints. The central pier is a trestle-bent of steel 
upon a heavy granite foundation designed to serve as a wheel 
guard. The abutments on both sides of Water street are of 
quarry-faced granite in 2-foot courses, backed with rubble - 
and laid on a concrete foundation. 
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- Between Water street and the railroad the gradient of the 

approach changes from 38 per cent. to 8, of one per cent. 
This part of the structure is a solid earth fill, enclosed by 
granite walls similar in construction to the Water-street 
abutments. The wall towards the railroad, however, has a 
pile foundation. 

South of the railroad a new passageway has been laid out, 
leading from Warren avenue to Charles-river avenue. The 
railroad and this new passageway are crossed by a bridge of 
two spans. The central pier is of granite masonry. The 
bridge is similar in construction to that over Water street, 
except that, owing to the limited depth available asphalt is 
used for paving instead of granite blocks. The railroad, at 
this crossing, was depressed about 16 inches below its former 
elevation. 

The structure between the new passageway and the edge 
of the river consists of a one-story building with side-walls 
and one end wall of granite ashlar backed with brick. The 
south end wall is the Charlestown abutment and parapet 
wall. Alternate brick cross-walls and bents of steel columns 
divide the building into apartments about’ 20 feet in width, 
each provided with a large doorway at each end. The 
building is available for storage. The walis rest on con- 
crete foundations sustained by piles, except the south portion 
of the west side-wall, which rests on a granite dock-wall, 
built, like the Charlestown abutment, on a concrete founda- 
tion resting directly on hard bottom, without piles. 

The cross-walls and columns support the roadway and 
sidewalks, which are also the roof of the building. ‘This roof 
is made of steel beams supporting brick arches and concrete 
filling, upon which is laid a water-proofing coat and the granite 
block paving. ‘The sidewalks are granolithic. The posts of 
the elevated railway stand on the brick cross-walls before 
mentioned. 

The east doors of the storage building open upon land ac- 
quired by the Commission between the new structure and 
Charles-river avenue. The west doors open on a passage- 
way 80 feet wide, connecting with the new passageway 
beside the railroad. The southern end of the 30-foot pas- 
sageway is on piles in the river, and forms a wharf at which 
light-draft vessels can unload. 

After the new bridge was sufficiently advanced to be 
opened for travel the Charles-river bridge, in compliance with 
the terms of the license issued December 27, 1895, by the 
War Department, was completely: removed from harbor line 
to harbor line. 
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Chelsea Bridge (over Boston § Maine R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built by the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road Company in 1894, and is over the railroad location. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the City; the 
remainder by the railroad company. The wheel-guard on 
the bridge is too narrow, the fences need repairing and paint- 
ing, and the sidewalk needs repairing; otherwise the bridge 
is in good condition. 


Chelsea Bridge, North (over North Channel, Mystic River). 


The City maintains the part within its limits. The original 
structure was built in 1802-3. The piles under the main 
bridge were driven in 1880. The upper part of the bridge, 
the draw and draw foundation, were built in 1895. The 
draw-way has been widened, to 60 feet, the draw being 
lengthened at each end, new and longer piers having been 
built; the draw has been painted; the wheel-guard has been 
raised and widened and ordinary repairs have been made; 
the old fendet-guard is in poor condition, and some of the 
sidewalk planking needs renewal; otherwise the bridge is in 
good condition. (See page 112.) 


Chelsea Bridge, South (over South Channel, Mystic River). 


This is a pile bridge with an iron draw. The original 
bridge was built in 1802-8. The piles of the present bridge 
were driven, and the draw was built in 1877. That part of 
the bridge above the girder caps was rebuilt at a higher 
grade, and the draw was raised in 1895. The machinery 
has been overhauled, and general repairs have been made. 
The fender-guards and the top of the pier are in poor con- 
dition, and the waterways need repairing; the sidewalk 
stringers and facias on the draw need renewal, and the iron 
brackets need repairing; otherwise the bridge is in good © 
condition. 


Chelsea-street Bridge (from East Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron swing draw; 
the original bridge was built in 1834; was rebuilt in 1848, 
1873, and again in 1894-95. The iron fence on the draw > 
has been painted, and general repairs been made; the bridge 
is in good condition. 
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Mircuit-drive Bridge (over Searboro’ Pond, in Franklin Park). 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 30 feet span and 6 
feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 18938, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Columbus-avenue Bridges (over Boston § Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R.). 


The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad was built 
in 1876-77, and is maintained by the City. In 1899 the 
bridge was shortened 11 feet at its south end, and a pier 
built in place of the old south abutment. This work was 
done by the N. Y., N. H., & H. R.R. in connection with its 
new location of tracks leading to the South Station. A 
small amount of painting has been done during the year, but 
the whole bridge should be painted and the flooring repaired. 

The bridge over the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R. 
was built in 1899, and is maintained by that company. 


Commercial Point or Tenean Bridge (Dorchester). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw, 
built in 1875. Only small repairs have been made. This 
bridge is in poor condition; the draw and the woodwork 
above the piles should be renewed. 


Commonwealth-avenue Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1881-82. It is 
now in good condition. 


Congress-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron turntable draw 
on a stone foundation, and was built in 1874-75. Two 
shelter houses have been completed, the spur-shores have 
been refitted, the bridge has been repaved on the Boston 
side of the draw and general repairs have been made. 

In connection with the work of abolishing the grade cross- 
ing on Congress street a new abutment has been built on the 
Boston side of the channel at the harbor line, a sea-wall has 
been built between Dorchester avenue and the old abutment, 
the old bridge back of the new abutment has been removed, 
the street has~been filled, and about 80 feet of the bridge 
has been rebuilt and paved. Some of the fencing and side- 
walk near the Boston end, part of the roadway flooring and 
paving are in very poor condition. ‘The track circles are 
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much worn, the fender-guards and wings on the waterway 
are in poor condition. The draw should be provided with 
new tracks, the lower chord should be uncovered, examined, 
repaired if necessary, and be painted; the centre of the 
bridge and part of the gutter and sidewalk should be un- 
covered, the poor timber and planking should be renewed, 
and the bridge repaved, and repairs are needed on the cross- 
bracing, fender-guards, ends of draw and draw landings ; the 
sidewalks on the draw need renewal. 


Cornwall-street Bridge (over Stony brook, West Roxbury ). 


This is a small wooden bridge, built in 1892. It is in 
good condition. 


Cottage Farm Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R., 
Brighton). 


The present bridge was built in 1895-96. With the ex- 
ception of the plate girders on the outside lines of the bridge, 
and some special construction under the sidewalks, the super- 
structure is composed of twenty-inch steel beams filled be- 
tween with brick arches and Portland cement concrete, on 
which is a wearing surface of Sicilian rock asphalt. The 
sheet lead on the lower flanges of the beams has been torn 
off in places. The bridge is in good condition. 


Cottage-street Foot-bridge (over flats, Hast Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, built in 1889, for foot travel 
only. Some of the piles are commencing to decay, and one 
pile needs repairing ; the cross-bracing is in poor condition 
and should be renewed where necessary, the flooring and 
fences at the ends of the bridge need repairing and the fences 
should be painted ; otherwise the bridge is in fair condition. 


Dartmouth-street Bridges (over Boston §& Albany R.R., and 
Providence Division, N. Y., N. H. §& H. R.R.). 


The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad was built 
in 1878-79, and is maintained by the City. Very extensive 
changes were made in this bridge in 1899 by the railroad 
companies necessitated by the new location of the tracks of 
the N. Y., N. H. & H.R.R., leading to the South Station and 
the abandoning of the tracks connecting this road with the 
B. & A. R.R. The short plate-girder span was entirely 
removed, and the main truss span moved northerly about 
thirty-four feet along the street line, and new masonry built 
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to support the bridge in its new position. During the year 
the entire bridge has been cleaned and painted. The lower 
planking is poor, and should be renewed when the bridge is 
again sheathed. 

The bridge over the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R., 
was built in 1899, and is maintained by the railroad company. 


Dorchester-avenue Bridge (over Old ‘Colony Division, N. Y., 
LAGI EB: ed EN Hg 88 ¥ 
See page 129. 


Dorchester-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1869. It is principally 
maintained by the railroad company, and was repaired and 
put in fair condition in 18938. ‘The. bridge is, however, too 
light a structure for the street-car traffic now passing over it, 
but as the railroad tracks are to be removed very soon and 
the bridge abandoned, it can be made to do service for a year 
or two longer, if carefully looked after. 


Dover-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This was originally a wooden pile bridge, built in 1805, 
rebuilt in 1868-59, and again in 1876. In 1898-94, upon 
the abolition of the grade crossing of the Old Colony Rail- 
road, the present iron structure resting on masonry piers 
was built. The under part of the bridge has been painted, 
and new walks have been laid on the sidewalks of the draw, 
and general repairs have been made; the draw-piers are 
being repaired; some new track is needed for the draw; the 
rack should be realigned in order that the draw may be 
reversed; the masonry piers need repointing. (See page 
106.) 


Ellicott-arch Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 17 feet 6 inches 
span. It was built in 1889, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Essex-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for the 
Boston and Cambridge bridges; the City pays one-half the 
cost of maintenance. It is a wooden pile bridge, with a 
wooden leaf draw, and was originally built in 1850; the draw 
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was rebuilt in 1891; the woodwork above the piles was 
renewed in 1896. The upper part of the up-river pier has 
been rebuilt. The bridge should be painted; one Samson 
post needs additional fastening; the curb irons on the Cam- 
bridge side need regulating, and the staging under the bridge 
on the Boston side needs strengthening. 


Everett-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R., Brighton). - 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1891, by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company. As reported last year the bridge 
needs painting and slight repairs to some of the woodwork. 


Federal-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile iron 
draw, and was rebuilt in 1891-2. The sidewalks on the 
draw have been replanked, the waterways have been repaired, 
the gates have been painted, and general repairs have been 
made. ‘The fence on the main bridge needs painting, the 
sidewalk needs resurfacing in part, the wharves and fender- 
guards need repairing; the deck of the draw needs renewal, 
the bulkheads at the draw-landing should be trimmed, and 
the draws should run on further; some loose lumber has 
been caught in the piling and should be removed ; additional 
stops are needed for the draw, the trucks should be cleaned, 
and a spare truck should be provided; some of the spur- 
shores have begun to decay, and need refitting; the irons on 
the waterway need repairing. 


Fen Bridge (in the Fens). 
This bridge was built in 1891-3. It is in good condition. 


Ferdinand-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. In 1899 this bridge 
was shortened about three feet at its southerly end, and the 
old south abutment replaced by a brick pier. This work was 
done by the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R. in connection with its new 
location of tracks leading to the South Station. The fences 
on the bridge need some repairs, and the lower planking 
should be renewed. 


Forest Hills Entrance Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This bridge was built in 1894-5. It is maintained by 
the Park Department, and is in good condition. 
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Gold-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, New 
Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This bridge was built in 1895, replacing a foot-bridge 
which was built in 1890. The bridge has been painted, and 
the roadway has been sheathed; the sidewalk plank should 
be renewed, and the walls need some repointing; otherwise 
the bridge is in good condition. 


Granite Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw. 
The City maintains the part within its limits. The bridge 
was originally built in 1887. The fence has been repaired 
and painted. The piling is getting worn; the spur-shores 
should be rebolted, and the piles should be cross-braced; the 
sidewalk and up-stream pier should be replaned; the fender- 
guard needs repairing, the abutment should be repaired, and 
the bridge should be painted. 


Harvard Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This is an iron bridge, with an iron turntable draw, and 
was built in 1887-91. The bridge is in the care of two 
Commissioners, one appointed from Boston, and one from 
Cambridge, and the expense of maintenance is borne equally 
by each city. The roadway has been sheathed during the 
year, and the ironwork on the Boston side has been painted, 
excepting the railings. The Cambridge side should be 
painted, and the railings on both sides. ‘The under plank- — 
ing should be renewed. ‘The planking of the draw-piers is 
very rotten and dangerous in places; both piers should be 
replanked. ‘The masonry should be pointed. The sidewalks 
are in very poor condition, and cannot be considered credit- 
able to the cities responsible for the maintenance of the 
bridge, 


Harvard-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven §& Hartford R.f., Dorchester). 


The sidewalks are supported by the City, the roadway by 
the railroad; the brickwork under one of the walks needs 
repairing; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Huntington-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1872, and in 
1876-7 the abutments were rebuilt and the bridge widened 
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by the addition of two new girders. In 1896, in conse- 
quence of changes in the grade of the avenue, the floor was 
entirely rebuilt, the ironwork thoroughly cleaned and painted, 
and new girders added for supporting the water-pipes. The 
bridge is in good condition. 


Ipswich-street Bridge (over Waterway in the, Fens). 
The bridge was built in 1898, and is in good condition. 


Irvington-street Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.f.). 
This is an iron foot-bridge, built in 1892, and is now in 
good condition except painting, which should be done during 
the year. 


L-street Bridge (over Reserved Channel, South Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron retractile draw. 
It was built in 1892. General repairs have been made. 
Some of the piling in the fender-guard and under the six- 
foot walk needs renewal. ‘The iron girders need repainting. 
The bridge is in good condition. 


Leverett-Pond Foot-bridge (in Leverett Park). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 24 feet span and 5 
feet 5 inches rise. It was built in 1894, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Leyden-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach § Lynn 
This is an iron bridge, built in 1889. The bridge should 


be painted, and the sidewalks should be repaired. Otherwise 
the bridge is in good condition. 


Linden Park-street Bridge (over Stony Brook). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1887. The sidewalk 
planking is very thin, and should be renewed, and the entire 
bridge painted. 


Longwood-avenue Bridge (over Muddy River and Boston 
gf Albany R.R.). 


The original wooden structure was built in 1857, and re- 
built in 1877. ‘The present masonry arches were erected in 
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1899 by the Park Departments of Boston and Brookline, 
and are maintained jointly by them. 


Malden Bridge (from Charlestown to KHverett). 


This bridge is being rebuilt, and the travel is accommo- 
dated by a temporary bridge which is in good condition. 
(See page 180.) 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. It was thoroughly 
repaired in 1893, with the exception of the wooden fences. 
These fences are now in very poor condition, and should be 
rebuilt. Some new lower planking has been put in during 
the year, and the ironwork painted. ‘The sidewalks should 
be resurfaced. 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Providence Division, 


New York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. It is in good con- 
dition with the exception of the lower planking, which should ° 
be renewed. ‘The sidewalks have been replanked during the 
year. 


Mattapan Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The City maintains the part within its limits. This is an 
old iron bridge, and is in poor condition, and will soon be re- 
placed. A new deck of 4-inch spruce has been put on the 
roadway, and the sidewalksh ave been repaired. Plans are 
being made by the Metropolitan Park Commission for a new 
bridge at this place, and the work of construction will be 
commenced at an early date. 


Meridian-street Bridge (from Hast Boston ‘to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turntable 
draw on a pile foundation. The original structure was built 
in 1858. It was rebuilt soon afterwards, and was widened 
and rebuilt in 1884, excepting the draw, which was built in 
1875-76. The chords of the draw were rebuilt in 1896. 
Only general repairs have been made. ‘The waterways are 
in poor condition, some of the piles should be replaced, the 
ribbons, caps, planking and irons need renewal in places; 
the wharf should be redecked, the facias on the sidewalks are 
getting poor, the stringers and bulkhead at the Boston end 
of the channel need strengthening, the draw should be fur- 
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nished with some new rack, the track is getting much worn, 
and one pile under the sidewalk should be spliced. 


Milton Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The City maintains the part within its limits. The origi- 
nal structure is very old. It was widened in 1871-72. The 
older part of this bridge was built of stone, and the widening 
is an iron structure on stone columns. The Roslindale and 
West Roxbury R.R. Co. has laid a track across the bridge, 
previously rebuilding the westerly sidewalk in a new loca- 
tion. The bridge should be painted and the sidewalk plank- 
ing on the down-stream side of the bridge should be renewed ; 
one of the cap-stones over the first waterway is cracked. 


Mt. Washington-avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw. It was 
built in 1854, and rebuilt in 1870-71; this bridge is in poor 
condition. It has the only draw of importance in the City 
that is moved by hand-power; the draw-pier is in poor con- 
dition, and is so low that it is covered with water at every 
high course of tides. ‘The sidewalks, draw landings, bracing 
on bents, roadway pavement and one of the fender-guards 
are in very poor condition, the waterways are out of repair, 
the foundation of the house is in poor condition. The bridge 
should be rebuilt. 


Neponset Bridge (from Dorchester to Quincy). 


The City maintains the part within its limits. The origi- 
nal structure was built in 1802, and the present one in 
1877. The draw is too heavy to be handled by hand, and 
should be replaced by a turntable draw. The fences and 
iron girders have been painted, and general repairs been 
made. ‘The up-stream draw arm is bent from being struck ; 
the piers and fender-guards need extensive repairs; the 
stringers near the gudgeons are in poor condition, and the 
iron flaps need thorough overhauling. 


Neptune-road Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach § Lynn 
R.R.). 
This is an iron bridge, built in 1887-88, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. The roadway plank should 
be renewed ; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 
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Newton-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1872. The sidewalks have 
been resurfaced. The bridge should be painted and the 
lower planking repaired. 


North Beacon-street Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 


The City maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. ‘The original 
structure was built in 1822, and the present one in 1884, 
As was reported last year the bridge is in poor condition, 
several of the draw arms need renewal, and some of the piles 
and deck planking. ‘The pier needs replanking along the 
channel-way, and new plank and capsills on the top. The 
bolts and fastenings to the draw are broken and need renewal. 


North Harvard-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


The City maintains the part within its hmits. This bridge 
was originally built in 1662, and was rebuilt, except the 
piling, in 1879; the draw was built in 1891. The bridge is 
in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston and Cam- 
bridge bridges; the City pays one-half the cost of mainte- 
nance. The bridge has been painted and minor repairs 
have been made. The abutment, piling, roadway plank and 
fence are in poor condition; the counterbalances need addi- 
tional rear strikers. ‘This bridge should be replaced with a 
new and wider structure, more in keeping with the improve- 
ments recently made in the vicinity. | 


Perkins-street Foot-bridge (over the B. g¢ M. R.R. and 
B. § A. RR. in Charlestown). 


This is a new bridge of three spans, two of wooden string- 
ers and one of steel Pratt trusses; it. was built under the 
Grade Crossing Act and is connected with the street by 
flights of steps; the bridge is completed, and will be opened 
to travel in a few days. 


Prison-Point Bridge (from Charlestown to Cambridge). 


This bridge was originally built in 1838, and the present 
structure was built in 1876-77. It is a wooden pile bridge, 
with an iron leaf draw. The bridge is in the care of the 
Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge bridges; the 
City pays one-half the cost of maintenance. It is in: poor 
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condition, ‘The planking on the draw and a part of the 
bridge has been renewed, and the hinges have been repaired. 
The stringers near the gudgeons are rotten, the draw-arms 
are bent and broken, the planking under one sidewalk is in 
poor condition; this bridge will probably be soon rebuilt at 
a higher grade, owing to the abolishing of the grade crossing 
of the Boston & Maine Railroad. 


Public Garden Foot-bridge. 

This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1867, and was 
thoroughly repaired in 1887. During the year new hard 
pine planking has been laid, and the bridge is now in good 
condition. ‘ 


Scarboro’ Pond Foot-bridge (in Franklin Park). 
This is an elliptical masonry arch of 40 feet span and 8 


feet 8 inches rise. It was built in 1898, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Shawmut-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R., and 
Providence Division, New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford R.R.). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1871, and although it was 
cleaned and painted in 1897, parts of it, particularly over the 
main tracks of the B. & A. R.R., are very rusty. The 
whole bridge should be stripped, cleaned and painted, and 
the cast-iron parapet covering the sidewalk girders should be 
taken off so that the condition of these girders can be ascer- 
tained. The lower planking is also very poor and should be 
renewed. 


Spring-street Bridge (from West Roxbury to Dedham). 


This isastone bridge. The City maintains the part within 
its limits. It is in good condition. 


Stony-brook Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is an ornamental brick arched bridge, with stone 
facings, built in 1891-92, and maintained by the Park 
Department. It is in good condition. 


Summer-street Bridges (over A, B, C, streets).

Swett-street Bridges (over South Bay Sluices). 


These are wooden bridges, built in 1875, as temporary 
structures; the easterly bridge has been strengthened and 
redecked and except the wing bulkheads both bridges are 
in fair condition. 


Tremont-street Bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of fifteen feet span. 
It was built in 1893, and is maintained by the Park Depart- 
ments of Boston and Brookline. 


Warren Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile iron 
draw. The present structure was built in 1883-84. The 
piers and wharves have been replanked. Some of the side- 
walk planking has been renewed, and the concrete sidewalks 
been repaired and resurfaced ; the fencing has been repaired 
and painted, and new sidewalks have been built on the draw. 
Some of the piles under the wharf supporting the draw- 
tender’s house are broken, the fender-guards are in poor con- 
dition, the paving, the planking on the waterway and the 
track timbers need repairing; the sidewalk near the old 
Fitchburg Station should be extended about 20 feet. 


West Boston Temporary Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This bridge was built in 1898-99 to accommodate the 
travel using West Boston bridge till the Cambridge bridge 
should be built; it is in care of the Commissioners for the 
Boston and Cambridge bridges; the City pays one-half the 
cost of maintenance. The bolting near the draws needs 
overhauling; the bridge is in good condition. 
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West Fourth-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


In 1893-94 the grade crossing of the Old Colony Railroad 
on this street was abolished, and an iron bridge built, extend- 
ing from the end of Dover-street bridge at the South Boston 
side of Fort Point channel.to the easterly line of Foundry 
street. The surface is maintained by the City, the rest of 
the structure by the railroad company. The sidewalk plank- 
ing has been renewed, the lower planking patched, and some 
sheathing laid by the City during the past year. The lower 
planking is in poor condition and should be renewed. ‘The 
bridge should be painted. 


West Rutland-square Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, built in 1882; it is now in 
good condition, except the planking which should be renewed 
this year. 


Western-avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


The present bridge was built in 1879-80, and the draw in 
1891. It is in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston 
and Cambridge bridges, and the City pays one-half the cost of 
maintenance. Ordinary repairs have been made. The main 
bridge on the Cambridge side is in good condition, the plank- 
ing on the piers and waterway need repairing. On the 
Boston side, some of the piles, the deck planking and fences 
are poor and need renewal, and the pier planking needs re- 
newal in part. 


Western-avenue Bridge (Brighton to Watertown). 


- The City maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw and was rebuilt in 
1892-93. The draw has been painted, and the bearings at 
the ends of tbe draw have been adjusted. Two lines of 
tracks of the Boston Elevated Railroad now cross this bridge, 
and additional stringers of hard pine were placed in the draw 
under each rail. <A large latch is needed at the Watertown 
end of the draw. The Boston end of the draw should be 
raised and the centre taken out and adjusted. The angles of 
the up-stream pier and fender-guards are broken and should 
be repaired and scupper holes should be made in the flooring 
of the draw foundation inside the track circle. _ 
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Winthrop Bridge (from Breed’s Island to Winthrop). 


This is a pile bridge without a draw. It was originaliy 
built in 1839; it was rebuilt in 1851, and was extensively 
repaired in 1870. ‘This is an old bridge, and is now being 
repaired. 


Wood Island Park Foot-bridge. 


This is a steel foot-bridge, built in 1898-99, and connects 
Prescott street, East Boston, with Wood Island Park, span- 
ning the tracks of the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad. 
The walls need pointing and the bridge should be painted. 


Bridges wholly Supported by Railroad Corporations. 


The bridges maintained by the several railroad companies 
are in good or fair condition, with the exceptions noted. One 
of the trusses of the Dorchester-avenue bridge has been re- 
built. The abutments and filling between the two bridges 
on Main street and the two bridges on Mystic avenue have 
been removed and additional bridge work built, making one 
bridge at each place instead of two. 

Most of the railroad bridges over the Midland Division, 
N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R., in South Boston and the Norfolk- 
street bridge, near the Dorchester Station, are in need of 
repairs; the stringers should be examined by removing the 
planking, and the woodwork should be renewed where neces- 
sary. 
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SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The work of the Surveying Division has proceeded upon 
the general lines of former years and has consisted mainly of © 
giving lines and grades of public streets, to builders and 
owners, as required in connection with building operations, 
and doing such surveying as called upon for by the several 
City Departments, the greater part being for the Street 
Laying-out Department and the Street Department. 

During the season of 1900 the construction of Common- 
wealth avenue was completed. 

The large amount of construction and repair work. per- 
formed by the Street Department called for an unusual 
amount of line and grade work by this Division. 

Two hundred and twenty-five petitions to lay artificial 
stone sidewalks have been reported upon to the Superintend- 
ent of Streets. 

In eighty-eight cases the Paving Division was notified that 
the existing edgestone should be reset to the correct line and 
grade. 

The amount of edgestone required for one hundred and 
eighty-one estates was ascertained and reported upon,to the 
Paving Division. 

Fifty-four petitions to construct coal holes, bulkhead and 
sidewalk areas were reported upon to the Superintendent of 
Streets. 

Two hundred and thirty-nine petitions for the construction 
of catch-basins were reported to the Sewer Division. 

A system of catch-basins was furnished the Sewer Division 
on seventy-nine streets, calling for six hundred and fourteen 
basins. | 

The locations of two hundred and eighty-nine catch-basins 
were staked out, and sketches of the same furnished the 
Sewer Division. 

Two hundred and forty-three plans and profiles, represent- 
ing a total length of thirty and six-tenths miles, showing 
1,712 buildings, property owners names, established grades, 
areas of land taken or to be taken for street widenings or 
relocations, public alleys, etc., were completed for the Street 
Laying-out Department. 
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A few of the more important being Carleton street, from 
Yarmouth street to Massachusetts avenue; South Hunting- 
ton avenue, from Heath street to Centre street; Hyde Park 
avenue, from Forest Hills street to the Dedham line; Ruther- 
ford avenue, from Chapman street over Devens street and 
Bow street to City square; Boardman street, from Saratoga 
street to Gladstone street, and Heath street, from Hunting- 
ton avenue to Parker street. 

Plans have been made of ten passageways for the purpose 
of laying them out as Public Alleys. 

Fifty-six plans have been made for the purpose of assess- 
ing benefits occasioned by the laying out and construction 
of new streets. The most important being that of Columbus 
avenue, from Park square to Franklin park. 

The grades and lines of twenty private streets submitted 
to the Street Commissioner were examined and reported 
upon. . 

Plans of the following cemeteries have been made for the 
Cemetery Commission: Central Burial Ground, on the 
Common ; South Burial Ground, at the South End; Bunker 
Hill Burying Ground, Charlestown; Eliot Cemetery, Rox- 
bury ; North Burying Ground, Dorchester; South Cemetery, 
Dorchester, and the Market-street Burying Ground, Brighton. 

Surveys have been made for the Hospital Department, at 
the City Hospital, and a plan prepared of the Emergency 
Hospital site in Haymarket square. 

This Division, as Custodian of the records, in relation to 
the magnetic variation in Suffolk County, is frequently 
called upon to furnish information upon that subject. The 
following table, covering a period of thirty years, gives the 
number of tests for each year and the yearly average of the 
same :

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[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT TO THE 
WATER DEPARTMENT. | 


During the past year 20.4 miles of main pipe have been 
laid and 11.1 miles abandoned, making a net increase of 9.3 
miles, and a total length in the system of 7138.4 miles. The 
following classification will indicate to some extent the 


character of the work done: 
Miles. 


(1) Extension of large supply mains. 1.0 

(2) Extension of mains for new buildings (by 
petition) . 5.6 

(3) Relaying old or small mains : nig’ gece 


(4) Relaying in advance of street construction. 6.0 
(5) Miscellaneous work precy necessitated by other 
construction Bo ercupse 


The most important work done during the year is as 
follows : 

The 30-inch high service main was extended in Washing- 
ton street, Dorchester, from Bowdoin street to Talbot avenue, 
there connecting with a 16-inch line. A 20-inch main was 
laid in B street, South Boston, from Danby to Claflin street, 
thence crossing under twenty-three freight tracks of the 
N.Y., N. H. & H. R.R. and through Binford street to A 
street; this lne materially improves the fire service in a 
district where values are rapidly growing. A 24-inch pipe 
was laid from the 30-inch high service main on the Common 
to the subway, it there divides into three 16-inch pipes, which 
pass over the subway roof in channels provided for the 
purpose, and which are each connected with the 16-inch line 
in Tremont street. 

The new location of the Boston & Providence R.R. made 
it necessary at Castle square to abandon two lines of 30-inch 
pipe for a distance of about 120 feet; four lines of 20-inch 
‘steel pipes were substituted for them and were carried under 
the floor of the new highway bridge over the railroad tracks 
and connected by 80” x 20” Y branches on each end; in 
addition to being enclosed in tight boxes formed by special 
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bridge construction the steel pipes were covered by Voorhees 
patent insulation as a further protection from freezing. 

The work of abolishing the grade crossing at Cambridge 
street, Charlestown, carried out by the B. & M. R.R., caused 
a number of changes in the water pipes in that vicinity — 
820 feet of 30-inch wrought-iron cement-lined pipe was 
abandoned in Cambridge and Perkins streets, and a like 
amount of 30-inch cast-iron pipe was laid in the same streets 
to replace it; the old cement-lined pipe, laid in 1869, was 
found to be remarkably clean on the inside; its wrought-iron 
shell, originally 0.16-inches thick was reduced in spots by 
rusting to a thickness of 0.11 inches, and the cement lining 
and covering showed but slight tensile strength; 3,150 feet 
of 12-inch pipe was laid in Cambridge street and in other 
streets affected by the change of grade, replacing in each case 
pipe of a small size; also 680 feet of 6-inch was relaid in 
different streets. 

The following work was done in connection with the 
changes of grade on Dorchester avenue, Boston street and 
Swett street.

The 12-inch mains in Atlantic avenue and Commercial 
street, from Oliver to Prince, and the 6-inch main in Clinton 
street, from Commercial to Atlantic avenue, were relaid with 
16-inch pipe, making a great improvement in the fire service 
of the north-eastern section of the City. 

A 16-inch main was laid in Summer street, from Dewey 
square to the foot of Bedford street, replacing a 12-inch pipe. 

The 16-inch main in Western avenue, Brighton, was 
extended from Everett street to Market street, replacing 
a 12-inch main. 

A 16-inch main was laid in Blue Hill avenue, Dorchester, 
from Gaston to Edgewood street, replacing an 8-inch pipe. 

A 16-inch main was laid in Corinth street, West Roxbury, 
from Birch to Washington street, replacing a 6-inch pipe. 
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A 12-inch main was laid on each side of Washington 
street, from Canton street to Northampton street, replac- 
ing a single line of 6-inch pipe and reinforcing the supply in 
a district where the fire supply was altogether inadequate. 

A number of other streets in different parts of the City 
were relaid with 12-inch, 10-inch and 8-inch pipe, to improve 
the existing service; about one-half the total amount of work 
done throughout the year was of this class. 

In relaying practically no leaks have been found in the 
joints of the old pipes, and the fact that no considerable 
amount of water is wasted in this way is a tribute to careful 
and effective work. 

Considerable attention has been given to improving the 
designs of the gates and hydrants ; the old B. W. W. type of 
gate, with body in three pieces, and with heavy lead joints, is 
being given up as fast as new drawings, patterns, etc., can 
be made. The type of gate adopted is equally durable, 
much lighter, and consequently more economical. The 
Bachelder independent valve hydrant is now being manufact- 
ured exclusively, from drawings made in this office; each 
outlet is controlled by its own valve, making it possible, with- 
out shutting off the’ water, to connect a second and third 
engine to a hydrant already in use. | 

The patterns owned by the Water Department (400 in 
number, comprising 2,100 different parts) have been marked 
with composition letters and listed in a * Pattern Book; ” 
a room has been set apart for their storage with stalls, shelves, 
etc., suitably marked. 


ELECTROLYSIS. 


While the water-pipe system of the City has not suffered 
from electrolysis in the past to so great an extent as was 
feared, there is reason to believe that the conditions are grow- 
ing worse, and that something must be done or the pipe sys- 
tem will suffer serious damage. 

The accompanying report of Messrs. Stone-and Webster 
shows the special work which has been done during the past 
year to determine the electrical condition of the pipe system, 
and in addition to this special work a large number of obser- 
vations were made when pipes were exposed in excavations ; 
these observations cover every section of the City, and show 
that serious damage is being done to services in some places. 
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Witiram Jackson, Esq., City Engineer, 
Ciry Hatt, Boston, Mass. : 


Dear Sir, — In our report on the electrolysis of water pipes 
for the year 1899 we considered in detail the voltmeter readings 
in various sections of the City, paying much attention to a com- 
parison with what we had found the preceding year. In our 
investigations for 1900 we have not deemed it essential to take 
so many readings or to make so detailed a comparison, for the 
reason that we find the conditions varying so little from year to 
year. ‘Therefore, in this report we make but a general compari- 
son of the conditions in 1899 and 1900, emphasizing only such 
points as we believe of particular importance, notably the serious 
conditions that still prevail in the Field’s Corner District. 

In 1899 we made two electrical surveys of the City, taking 
about 450 voltmeter readings each time; in 1900 we took hardly 
more than 250 such readings, a sufficient number, however, 
to enable us to report with much certainty upon the general con- 
ditions. From the accompanying tables it will be seen that the 
grand averages of the two years are about the same, 1 volt being 
the positive average for 1899, and 1.1 for 1900; 1 and 1.1 the 
negative averages for 1899, and 1.3 for 1900. So also with 
the maximum readings, +6 being the highest positive reading 
for 1899 and +6 for 1900; —10 the highest negative reading for 
1899 and —12 for 1900. Therefore, we consider the conditions 
about the same for the two years, with certainly no general im- 
provement for 1900. In considering the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way system apart from the others, it will be seen that likewise 
the conditions for the two years were about the same. Owing to 
a new line having been opened on Commonwealth avenue to 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir there is a local increase in the size of the 
readings in Brighton, and we should expect this stight difference 
on account of the unusually heavy grade on that avenue. 

The other roads, taken by themselves, show, on an average, 
conditions somewhat for the worse. | 

We use in making up our averages only the maximum read- 
ings; therefore where we took but a single reading in any district 
this will be the average as well as the maximum. In one instance 
(Lynn & Boston Railroad, on Breed’s Island), the fluctuation 
was from —.5 to —9.5, according to the position of the cars. 
But we used only — 9.5 in making up our averages. We may 
further add that where there is the most uninterrupted traflic, and 
consequently the most continuous flow of current, the readings 
are apt to be the steadiest, the maximum, minimum and average 
tending to become one and the same. Much variation in voltage 
generally indicates an inferior return circuit, but the greatest 
fluctuations are apt to be in districts where the traffic is light, 
hence are not a sure sign that there is any very large flow of 
current on to the pipe system. The above case is where a single 
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car caused almost the entire movement of the needle, and, being 
in a negative district, we do not consider it cause for alarm. 
The troubles to pipe caused by the Lynn & Boston Railroad are 
likely to be on some other water system than that belonging to 
the City of Boston. 

The West Roxbury & Roslindale Street Railway has com- 
paratively light traffic, and, although we found — 12 volts on 
Oakland street, the needle only shot up to that figure momenta- 
rily, so we are not prepared to say that serious trouble is immi- 
nent because of this reading. 

High + readings on River street, in the Mattapan district of 
the Norfolk-Suburban Street Railway, still maintain, and there we 
expect that trouble will soon be apparent. 

We come now to a point to which your attention should be 
particularly called, namely, corrosion along Park street, Dor- 
chester avenue, and Neponset avenue, in the Field’s Corner 
district of Dorchester. We have been accustomed to ask for 
special excavations in order to examine the service pipes of this 
district, and last year we reported the notes that we made on 
several of these investigations. So evident is it now, however, 
that the lead services in this locality are being seriously injured 
that we no longer think it worth while to have special excavations 
made beyond those that are necessitated by the frequent cases of 
bursted pipes. 

Since our last report, breaks at the following places have 
occurred, all of which cases we attribute to electrolysis : 

June 8, 1900, No. 1294 Dorchester avenue, between pander 
and Leedsdale streets. 

July 20, No. 208 Neponset avenue, opposite Boutwell avenue. 

January 25, 1901, No. 117 Park street. 

February 21, Neponset avenue and King street. 

March 1, No. 105 Park street. 

March 7, Park street, near corner of Geneva avenue. 

These vary in distance from the power station from one-half 
mile to one mile. Within these limits we should expect to find 
corrosion on almost any of the services. 

Believing that the mains themselves were probably affected, we 
had six excavations made on July 23,1900, all on Park street, 
between Adams street and Dorchester avenue, the short section 
where the services have suffered the most injury. We found, 
however, almost no corrosion beyond the usual surface rust, 
except in one instance. There, on the bell of the joint, the 
graphite formation could be shaved to a slight depth with a knife. 
Although the mains have, so far as we know, shown no marked 
corrosion, we should be surprised to learn that they are absolutely 
free. We happen to have found almost no signs of electrolytic 
injury to mains in that district, but of course this does not prove 
that the injury is not going on in sections adjacent to where we 
made our inspections. 

In other localities there have been cases of bursting pipes, but

only in the case, at the corner of Harrison avenue and Massachu- 
setts avenue, do we attribute the trouble to electrolysis. Along 
here we had four excavations made in order to examine the con- 
ditions. Only slight traces of corrosion were found. 

There was during the winter a break on Clinton street, another 
on Atlantic avenue, corner Summer street, another on Causeway 
street, between Friend and Portland streets, none of which do we 
think were due to electrolysis, unless it took place years ago, for 
the voltmeter readings have for several years past indicated that 
in these localities the current flows on to the pipes and not off of 
them, and there is no indication that the bursting was due to 
corrosion at the joints.

IN GENERAL. 


During the year there has been an unusual number of 
breaks in large mains. On August 8 the easterly 30-inch 
main in Tremont street broke about 70 feet south of Boyls- 
ton street. At this point the original line of main pipe, laid 
about 1850, had been supported during the construction of 
the subway, the excavation for which extended 17 feet be- 
low the pipe; when uncovered a rigid support in brick- 
work was found a few feet south of the break, while north- 
erly no rigid support was found for a distance of 24 feet. 
The pipe was of normal thickness, and the iron of excellent 
quality. This main was uncovered for a distance of 220 
feet between Boylston and Eliot streets, its position in rela- 
tion to the subway being practically the same as at the point 
where the break occurred; the supports were found to vary 
in character, at one point the pipe being in immediate danger 
of failing, the old supports were removed and new ones 
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of a uniform character were built under the pipe for the 
entire distance. A further examination of the conditions 
under this main should be made still further south of Tre- 
mont street. The easterly 30-inch main on Tremont street 
again broke on September 5, opposite Hollis street. At this 
point the pipe had been supported during the construction of 
the subway below it; when the broken pipe was removed it 
was found to have rested directly upon a short upright piece of 
8 x 8-inch spruce, imbedded in cement at the point where 
the break occurred. Between October 19 and December 5 
six breaks occurred in the 48-inch main which runs from 
Chestnut Hill reservoir to Boylston street, Brookline, con- 
necting with the three large mains from the Brookline reser- 
voir; this main was laid in 1868, and up to the time of the 
first break had been connected directly with Chestnut Hill 
reservoir, and consequently had been subjected to a head not 
exceeding 15 pounds; the immediate cause of the develop- 
ment of the breaks was an increased pressure on the low 
service of the City furhished by the Metropolitan Water 
Board, which increase, the main, if of normal condition, should 
have easily withstood. The broken pieces indicated in two 
or three cases at least the existence of old cracks, and in 
most of the samples tested the iron was found to be of 
inferior quality. ‘The line is now in service under a pres- 
sure of over 80 pounds. The following is a statement of 
tests made of pieces cut from broken pipes : 
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In view of the dangerous and uncertain conditions existing 
at Shirley Gut it was decided to lay a second main under the. 
Gut to Deer Island. The new line was located about 350 
feet west of the 8-inch line laid in 1896, at a point where the 


- channel is 150 feet wide at low water mark. After a trench 


had been dredged across the channel a line of 12-inch flexible 
pipe, which had previously been made up on rolls on the 
Winthrop shore, was hauled across the channel by steam 
power, the friction of the pipe on the bottom of the channel 
being reduced by empty oil casks attached to the pipe. The 
trench was then refilled. A test showed the line to be prac- 
tically tight. The pipe used, shown in cut on opposite page, 
was of special design; the fact that the lead must remain in 
the bell, whatever position the pipe assumes, is. believed to be 
of advantage in sub-aqueous work. 

On May 10 the Metropolitan Water Board made a taking © 
of the lines which formerly supplied East Boston and 
Chelsea, from the Boston side of the Mystic draw, through 
Chelsea and across Chelsea creek to East Boston, a total 
length of about 10,600 feet of pipe. A 24-inch siphon is 
now being laid under the Mystic river by the Metropolitan 
Board, they having removed the old 24-inch and 30-inch 
siphons, both of which were broken.

The total quantities of work done and measured are as 
follows: 

Edgestones set, 23,562 linear feet; gutter paving laid, 
7,837 square yards; brick sidewalks laid, 735 square yards ; 
-erushed stone sidewalks constructed, 7,776 square yards ; 
artificial stone sidewalks laid, 47,698 square feet; coal tar 
concrete sidewalks laid, 1,785 square yards; flagging cross- 
walks laid, 818 square yards; macadam surface (6 inches 
thick), 28,072 square yards; Telford (8 inches thick), 1,989 
square yards; macadam (4 inches thick), 1,989 square yards. 

In addition to the above, measurements were made of 
work as follows: i 

Square yards coal tar concrete walk, 489; square yards 
of artificial stone walk, 16,541; linear feet of edgestone 
set and reset, 264,982; square yards block-stone paving 
and crossings laid and relaid, 161,428; square yards round- 
stone paving relaid, 61,356 ; square yards brick paving laid 
and relaid, 147,863 ; square yards asphalt blocks laid, 2,377.

ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets were constructed under Chapter 323 of 
the Acts of 1891, and acts in amendment thereof or in addition 
thereto : : 

Aberdeen street, Beacon street to Brookline branch of Bos- 
ton & Albany Railroad, is about 385 feet long. The contract 
for constructing the surface of this street and for building retain- 
ing wall, board fence and bulkhead was awarded to J. O’Brien & 
Son. Work under this contract was begun February 8, 1900, and 
completed August 21,1900. Crushed stone, straight edgestones, 
and gutter blocks were furnished by the City and hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractor; circular edgestones were 
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furnished on the work by the City, and flagging for crosswalks 
by the contractor. A contract for laying the artificial stone side- 
walks was-awarded to Taylor, Carr & Andrews. Work under 
this contract was begun July 9, 1900, and completed August 21, 
1900. 

Alexander street, from Alexander street, southerly, about 
611 feet. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this con- 
tract was begun October 25, 1899, and substantially completed 
November 25, 1899 (a small amount of work required to finish 
roadway and sidewalks was done during season of 1900). It 
is a 6-inch macadam road, with brick and crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were fur- 
nished by the City, and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor; circular edgestones and bricks were furnished on the work 
by the City, and flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Annabel street, Columbia road to Sumner street, is about 429 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this con- 
tract was begun November 14, 1899, and completed May 8, 1900. 
It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were fur- 
nished by the City, and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor; and circular edgestones were furnished on the work by 
the City, and flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Ashley street, Breed street to Walley street, is about 641 feet 
long. A contract for filling this street to sub-grade was made 
with H. & D. Burnett on November 20, 1899, at the rate of 44 
cents per cubic yard, measured in place. Work under this con- 
tract was begun December 4, 1899, and completed March 24, 
1900. Total amount of filling deposited was 7,825 cubic yards. 

Bennington street, Chelsea street to Belle Isle Inlet, is 
about 10,621 feet long. A contract for depositing about 82,000 
cubic yards of filling in this street was awarded to Jones & 
Meehan, November 20, 1899 at the rate of 53 cents per cubic 
yard, measured in place. Work under this contract was begun 
January 16, 1900, and is still in progress; 100,400 cubic yards 
of filling were deposited before February 1, 1901. 

Plans and specifications have been prepared for extending the 
abutments of the bridge (formerly Leyden street bridge) over 
the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad so as to widen the 
existing bridge. Plans have also been made for a wooden bulk- 
head on the northerly line of the railroad for supporting the filling 
of the street. 

Blandford street, Commonwealth avenue to the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, is about 399 feet long. A contract for depos- 
iting about 15,000 cubic yards of filling in this street was 
awarded to the Boston & Albany Railroad Company, December 
27, 1899, at the rate of 45 cents per cubic yard, measured in the 
bank. Work under this contract was begun January 3, 1900,

and completed May 9, 1900. ‘Total amount of filling deposited 
was 10,400 cubic yards. 

Chiswick road, Chestnut Hill avenue to Englewood avenue, is 
about 2,046 feet long. The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under 
this contract was begun September 10, 1899, and substantially 
completed December 28, 1899 (a slight amount of surfacing being 
required to finish roadway and sidewalks during season of 1900). 
It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks, without 
edgestones and with ‘‘ hip” gutters. Crushed stone and gutter 
blocks were furnished by the City, and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor, and flagging for Grosswalks was furnished 
by the contractor. to 

Columbia road. During the year, under the contract with 
Simon J. Donovan, dated October 25, 1898, for grading that 
portion of Columbia road between Atlantic and I streets, there 
have been deposited 110,078 cubic yard of filling. The work is 
not yet completed. 

Congreve street, South street to Centre street, is about 1,409 
feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to William Finneran. Work under this con- 
tract was begun November 4, 1899, and completed July 7, 1900. 
It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were fur- 
nished by the City, and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor; circular edgestones were furnished on the work by the 
City, and flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Cummington street, Blandford street to Avon street, is 
about 1,186 feet long. A contract for depositing about 54,000 
cubic yards of filling in this street was awarded to the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company, December 27, 1899, at a rate of 45 
cents per cubic yard, measured in the bank. Work under this 
contract was begun January 3, 1900, and completed May 9, 
1900. Total amount of filling deposited was 48,292 cubic — 

ards. 

‘ Custer street, Woodman street to Arnold Arboretum is about 
509 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this contract 
was begun May 14, 1900, and completed June 6, 1900. Itisa 
6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed 
stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were furnished by the 
City, and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor ; circular 
edgestones were furnished on the work by the City, and flagging 
for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Dresden street, Boylston street to Spring Park avenue, is 
about 393 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Thomas Minton. Work under this 
contract was begun April 11, 1900, and completed May 18, 1900. 
It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were fur- 
nished by the City and hauled to the site of the work by the 
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contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on the work by 
the City, and flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Edison Green, Dorchester avenue to Pond street, is about 
1,344 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this 
contract was begun April 16, 1900, and completed July 9, 1900 
(including setting about 420 linear feet of park curb and grading 
and seeding a centre planting space about 10,241 square feet in 
area). It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were fur- 
nished by the City and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor; circular edgestones and park curb were furnished on 
the work by the City, and flagging for crosswalks by the con- 
tractor. 

Edwin street, Dorchester avenue to Florida street. (See 
report of Superintendent of Streets for 1899, page 272.) A 
contract for laying the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to 
Patrick Lyons. Work under this contract was begun October | 
30, 1899, and completed June 9, 1900. 

Esmond street, Blue Hill avenue to Harvard street, is about 
1,518 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to T. F. Bradley. Work was begun May 
8, 1900, and completed August 30, 1900. Itis a 6-inch macadam 
road with artificial stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks 
and straight edgestones were furnished by the City and hauled to 
the site of the work by the contractor; circular edgestones were 
furnished on the work by the City, and flagging for crosswalks by 
the contractor. A contract for laying the artificial stone side- 
walks was awarded to Warren Bros. Company. Work under this 
contract was begun July 5, 1900, and completed August 25, 1900. 

Florida street, King street to Templeton street, is about 1,133 
feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this contract was 
begun October 30, 1899, and completed August 30, 1900 (in- 
cluding grading and seeding a centre planting space about 
14,619 square feet in area and loaming and sodding a sidewalk 
planting space about 5,442 square feet in area). ‘This street is 
50 feet wide, and was built in the following manner: ‘Two side- 
walks each 8 feet wide, 4.5 feet of the 8 feet being either coal tar 
concrete or artificial stone, the rest of the sidewalk being grass, 
bounded by granite edgestones; two 6-inch macadam roadways, 
each 9.5 feet wide without block gutters, and a*centre planting 
space with trees, 15 feet wide. Crushed stone and straight edge- 
stones were furnished by the City and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on 
the work by the City, and flagging for crosswalks by the con- 
tractor.

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that portion of the street between Lonsdale and Templeton 
streets was awarded to Warren Bros. Company. Work under 
this contract was begun June 27, 1900, and completed July 9, 
1900. Fourteen maple trees were planted in the centre planting 
space in addition to those already there. 

Hubbard street, Chestnut avenue to Lamartine street, is 
about 449 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Thomas Minton. Work under this 
contract was begun November 20, 1899, and substantially com- 
pleted December 27, 1899 (asmall amount of work being required 
to finish the surface of the roadway and sidewalks during the 
season of 1900). It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone 
sidewalks; crushed stone, edgestones and gutter blocks were fur- 
nished by the City and hauled to the site of the work by the 
contractor, and flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the con- 
tractor. 

Ipswich street, Boylston road to Boylston street, is about 
2,366 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work was begun 
under this contract August 16, 1899, and substantially completed 
December 8, 1899 (a small amount of work being required in sur- 
facing roadway and sidewalks during season of 1900). Itisa 
6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks; crushed 
stone, straight edgestones and gutter blocks were furnished by 
the City and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor ; 
circular edgestones were furnished on the work by the City, and 
flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. Another contract was 
made with Collins & Ham for building fence on northerly side of 
street along location of the Boston & Albany Railroad. 

The Parkway bridge was unfinished, but temporary wooden 
fences and floor had been constructed so that it was open to 
travel. The ornamental iron fences have been completed, and the 
roadway has been paved with asphalt and the sidewalks with arti- 
ficial stone. The fences should be painted to correspond in 
color with the fences on the adjoining bridge over the railroad. 

Lauriat avenue, Ballou avenue to Norfolk street, is about 
769 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Timothy F. Bradley. Work under this 
contract was begun August 22, 1899, and completed August 
21,1900. Itis a Telford (8 inches) macadam (4 inches) road. 
Telford stone, crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edge- 
stones were furnished by the City and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on 
the work by the City, and flagging for crosswalks by the con- 
tractor. Under this contract the sidewalks were omitted, but 
artificial stone sidewalks have since been constructed under the 
supervision of the Street Department. 

Newburg street, Beech street to Belgrade avenue, is about 
1,980 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James Doherty & Co. Work under this 
contract was begun November 14, 1899, and completed May 22, 
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1900. It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were fur- 
nished by the City and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor; circular edgestones were furnished on the work by the 
City, and flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Oakview terrace, from Centre street about 861 feet south- 
easterly. The contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this contract was 
begun November 9, 1899, and completed July 138, 1900, not 
including artificial stone sidewalks. It is a 6-inch macadam road 
with artificial stone sidewalks and sidewalk planting spaces 2 feet 
wide on a portion of the street, together with an oval planting 
space near the upper end about 5,200 square feet in area. Crushed 
stone, straight edgestone and gutter blocks were furnished by the 
City and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; cir- 
cular edgestones were furnished on the work by the City, and 
flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. A contract for laying 
the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to Patrick Lyons. 
Work under this contract was begun May 21, 1900, and com- 
pleted June 30, 1900. 

Orkney road, Strathmore road to Sutherland road, is about 
841 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Daniel E. Lynch. Work under this con- 
tract was begun May 2, 189%, and substantially completed Sep- 
tember 12, 1899 (a small amount of work being done in sur- 
facing the roadway and sidewalks during season of 1900). It is 
a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks; crushed 
stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were furnished by the 
City and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; cir- 
cular edgestones were furnished on the work by the City, and 
flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. i 

Rowe street, Ashland street to Seymour street, is about 475 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Philip Doherty. ‘Work under this contract 
was begun December 7, 1899, and suspended December 23, 1899. 
This contract was cancelled by letter of Superintendent of Streets, 
dated May 26, 1900. 

Rozella street, Adams street to Muzzy street, is about 322 
feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street and for rebuilding a retaining wall at the Mary Hemen- 
way School was awarded to Timothy F. Bradley. Work under 
this contract was begun November 27, 1899, and completed 
June 14, 1900. It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone 
sidewalks ; crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones 
were furnished by the City and hauled to the site of the work by 
the contractor ; circular edgestones were delivered on the work by 
the City, and flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Seymour street, Canterbury street to Brown avenue, is about 
1,150 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to T. F. Welch. Work under this contract 
was begun December 5, 1899, and suspended December 21, 1899. 
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This contract was cancelled by letter of Superintendent of Streets, 
dated May 26, 1900. 

Shafter street, Waterlow street to Faxon street, is about 744 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this contract was 
begun April 4, 1900, and completed May 23,1900. It is a 6-inch 
macadam road with brick sidewalks ; crushed stone, straight edge- 
_ stones and gutter blocks were furnished by the City and hauled 

to the site of the work by the contractor; circular edgestones and 
bricks for sidewalks were furnished on the work by the City, and 
flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Warner street, Harvard street to Park street, is about 830 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Timothy F. Bradley. Work under this 
contract was begun April 12, 1900, and completed July 17, 1900, 
not including the artificial stone sidewalks and sidewalk planting 
spaces. It is a 6-inch macadam road with artificial stone side- 
walks; crushed stone, straight edgestones and gutter blocks were 
furnished by the City and hauled to the site of the work by the 
contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on the work by the 
City, and flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. A contract 
for laying artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to Warren 
Bros. Company. Work under this contract was begun June 14, 

-1900, and was completed July 3, 1900. ‘The sidewalk planting 
spaces were finished by Timothy F. Bradley July 17, 1900.

and removing part of the old draw foundation, and recover- 
ing the remaining part.

East Boston FERRIES. 


Repairs of Piers. — Specifications were made early in the 
year for the renewal of a few piles in the pier heads at the 
East Boston landing of the North Ferry. The work was done 
by W. H. Ellis & Co. 

Specifications were made in March for repairing the north 
pier of the North Ferry, East Boston side. The work was 
done by Ross & Fowler at a cost of $826.60. 

Specifications were made in April for repairing the middle 
pier of the South Ferry, Boston side. The work was done by 
George Hayes & Co. at a cost of $648. 

Specifications were made in December for rebuilding 29 
feet of the northerly pier of the North Ferry, Boston land- 
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ing, and making other small repairs on the same pier. The 
work was done by Wm. J. Lawler at a cost of $472.89. 


Mount WASHINGTON AVENUE BRIDGE. 


A plan and specifications were made for making general 
repairs on this bridge, but as the plan failed of approval by 
the Harbor and Land Commissioners no work has been done. 


SouTH UNION STATION. 


Early in April, 1900, the work of repaving Atlantic avenue 
with granite blocks on a concrete base with pitch and pebble 
joints was resumed under the contract with H. Gore & Co., 
dated Nov. 6, 1899, and the entire work completed July 30, 
1900. ER 

The area paved included the portion of the street east of 
the street car tracks between Summer street and Kneeland 
street and a small area at the intersection of Beach street, 
where the work had been postponed on account of the delay 
in setting the special track-work at that point. Two small 
areas in Dewey square were also repaved with granite blocks, 
thus completing the entire pavement in the square on a con- 
crete base with pitch and pebble joints. 

Beach street, between Atlantic avenue and South street, 
was regraded, the edgestone set, sidewalk relaid with brick, 
and the street repaved with granite blocks on a gravel base. 


WINTHROP BRIDGE. 


Plans and specifications were made for renewing some of 
the piles of this bridge which had been badly eaten by the 
“limnoria,”’ and for making general repairs. _A contract was 
made November 30 with William L. Miller for doing the work, 
which is now under way.

ATLANTIC AVENUE EXTENSION. 


Surveys and borings have been made preparatory to the con- 
struction of this work. Plans and specifications have been pre- 
pared for the southerly approach between Dorchester avenue and 
the Harbor Commissioners line on the South Boston side of Fort 
Point channel, and also for a portion of the northerly approach. 
Plans have been made for the foundations of the piers which are 
to be in the yard of the Boston Terminal Company. 


BENNINGTON STREET EXTENSION. 


Plans and specifications have been prepared for extending the 
abutments of the bridge (formerly Leyden-street bridge) over the 
Boston Revere Beach and Lynn Railroad, for widening the exist- 
ing bridge. Plans have also been made for a wooden bulkhead 
on the northerly line of the railroad for supporting the filling of 
the street. 


BroaDWAY BrIDGE REBUILDING. 


A survey has been made preparatory to rebuilding this bridge 
and borings have been taken. A plan has been made of a 
temporary wooden foot-bridge to be used during the reconstruc- 
tion of the permanent bridge. 


CHARLESGATE BRIDGE OVER IPswiIcH STREET. 


At the beginning of the year this bridge was unfinished, but 
temporary wooden fences and floor had been constructed so that 
it was open to travel. 

The ornamental iron fences have been completed, and the road- 
way has been paved with asphalt and the sidewalk with artificial 
stone. ‘The fences should be painted to correspond in color with 
the fences on the adjoining bridge over the railroad. 


CHELSEA BripGr, Nortu. 


The temporary bridge, built around the draw of this bridge to 
accommodate travel while work was being done on the permanent 
bridge, was opened to street car travel May 12, and to team 
travel May 15, 1900, and was used continually until September 
24, 1900, when travel was resumed over the main bridge. 
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The contract for widening the opening of the main bridge from 
45 to 60 feet was awarded to William J. Lawler, February 27, 
1900. This contract included the building and extending of two 
new draw-piers, strengthening and enlarging the draw foundation, 
building two new fender-guards on the up and down-stream sides, 
making a new landing for the draw on the Chelsea side of the 
main bridge and cutting off about 10 feet of the main bridge on 
the Charlestown side. The iron draw was lengthened about 15 
feet on the Chelsea end, and 10 feet on the Charlestown end was 
added as a counterbalance. The contract for the work on the 
draw was awarded to the Boston Bridge Works on January 2, 
1900, for the sum of $9,992. The necessary changes to the elec- 
trical apparatus for moving the draw were made by the General 
Electric Co., and the machinery was refitted by Miller & Shaw. 

Travel was resumed over the main bridge on September 24, 
1900, and the temporary bridge with its draw was soon after 
removed. 

The total cost of the work was $61,490.44, of which the City 
of Boston paid $30,690.44, the remainder being donated. 


CoLuMBIA Roan. 


The only work done during the year has been that under the 
contract with Mr. Simon J. Donovan, dated October 25, 1898, for 
erading that portion of Columbia road between Atlantic and I 
street’ Under this contract there have been deposited 110,078 
cubic yards of filling. The work is not yet completed. 


CONGRESS—STREET GRADE CROSSING. 


Upon the petition of the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of 
Boston, a commission was appointed by the Superior Court for 
the alteration of the grade crossing of Congress street and the 
railroad of the New England Railroad Company. Before any 
action was taken by the Commission, however, a special act was 
passed by the Legislature (Chap. 535, Acts of 1896) and ap- 
proved by the Governor, June 9, 1896, authorizing them to 
abolish the crossing ‘‘ either by carrying Congress street over the 
location and lands of the New England Railroad Company, or 
altering the location of Congress street east of a point on that 
street 375 feet east of the easterly boundary of A street, or by 
discontinuing any portion of Congress street east of said point on 
that street and locating and constructing a new street 100 feet 
wide, including a bridge over Fort Point channel in substitution 
therefor.’’ It also provided that the expenses of the alteration 
and improvement ‘‘ shal! be paid by the railroad company and 
the City of Boston and the Commonwealth, in such proportions 
as the Commission shali decide to be just and equitable, consider- 
ing all the relations of the parties.’’ 

Under this authority, after numerous hearings, the commission 
filed its report with the Superior Court on March 10, 1897, and

the report was accepted, and a decree was entered March 13, 
1897. The decree provided for the discontinuance of ‘ that por- 
tion of Congress street east of a point on that street about three 
hundred eighty-eight and eighteen one-hundredths (888.18) feet 
east of the easterly boundary of A street over the railroad and 
land of the New England Railroad Company to the westerly side 
line of B street,” and in substitution therefor a new street was 
laid out 100 feet wide in extension of Summer street from the 
westerly line of Dorchester avenue, on the Boston side of Fort 
Point channel to the junction of Congress street, as heretofore 
planned, and L-street bridge at the ‘* Reserved Channel,’’ South 
Boston flats. Three approaches to this new street were also laid 
out by the decree; the first approach called for the widening of 
Congress street to a width of 80 feet from Atlantic avenue to 
the harbor line on the westerly side of Fort Point channel, and 
the building of a new street 80 feet wide along the harbor line 
between Congress street and the new street in extension of Sum- 
mer street; the second approach called for a new street 60 feet 
wide from A street along substantially the old location of the 
New England Railroad, to a junction with the new street near 
the harbor line on the easterly side of Fort Point channel; and 
the third approach provided for the building of portions of three 
streets already planned on the land of the Commonwealth on the 
South Boston flats, a part of D street 80 feet wide between its 
_ intersection with the new street and Fargo street, a part of Fargo 
street 50 feet wide between D and C streets, and a part of C 
street 60 feet wide between Fargo and Congress streets. 

The decree further provided that the New England Railroad 
Company should build the bridge over its lands, including the 
necessary abutments and piers, and that the City of Boston 
should do all the other work. The decree also provided that the 
expense of the whole work should be paid in the following pro- 
portions : The Commonwealth, 31 per cent.; the City of Boston, 
30 per cent.; and the Railroad Company, 39 per cent. 

The first work entered upon by the City in carrying out its part 
was the construction of the bridge across Fort Point channel, the 
general plans for which were approved by the Board of Harbor and 
Land Commissioners, September 7, 1897, and the necessary 
authority for the construction of the bridge and the building of the 
sea-walls was obtained from the United States Government 
through the Secretary of War, dated September 23, 1897. The first 
contract of the work, that for building the west abutment, was let 
on October 7, 1897, and the other contracts were let as rapidly as 
plans could be prepared. 

The masonry abutments and piers were completed December 30, 
1898, and the steel superstructure of the fixed spans on June 15, 
1899. The timber foundation for the draws and the necessary 
draw-piers were completed on August 8, 1899. On August 14, 
1899, work was so far advanced that the portion of the new street 
across Fort Point channel, and the approach leading to A street, 
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South Boston, were opened to public travel. At that time, how- 
ever, only one of the draws was put in service, the power -for 
operating it being furnished by a temporary steam plant. Later 
the electric plant was installed, and on January 26, 1900, the care 
of the portion of the new street and the approach, which had been 
opened to travel, and the operating of the draws, were turned 
over to the Street Department. 

The work of building the streets and bridges east of A street 
was prosecuted during the year 1900, and on December 4, 1900, 
when the roadway of the bridge constructed by the railroad com- 
pany over its tracks was paved and the sidewalks laid, the entire 
work was turned over to the care of the Street Department. 

The new street in extension of Summer street, as built is 4,954 
feet in length, measured on it centre line from the westerly side 
line of Dorchester avenue, to its intersection with centre line of 
L-street bridge, at the abutment on the westerly side of the 
reserved channel. The width of the new street for its entire 
length is 100 feet, divided into two sidewalks, each 12 feet in 
width, and a roadway 76 feet in width reduced slightly at some 
of the bridges by the trusses projecting above the roadway. The 
roadway is paved with granite blocks for its entire length, except 
the portion on the draw-bridge at Fort Point channel, and granite 
edgestones are set on the curb lines on all filled portions of the 
street. 

The gradient of the new street, starting from Dorchester avenue, 
rises at the rate of 1.75 feet per 100 feet to the draw over Fort 
Point channel; across the draw and to the easterly line of the 
channel, the grade is level at 25.50 feet above city base; from 
the easterly line of the channel to the bridge over A street, the 
gradient rises at the rate of 1.75 feet per 100 feet; from this point 
the gradient rises at the rate of 0.90 feet per 100 feet to the ~ 
bridge over the railroad tracks. Across the tracks to the west- 
erly line of B street the grade is level at 40.50 feet above city base. 
At the latter point the gradient descends at the rate of 0.74 feet 
per 100 feet to the westerly line of C street, and from this point 
the gradient descends at the rate of 1.50 feet per 100 feet to ele- 
vation 16 feet above city base and continues at this elevation to 
L-street bridge. . 

The bridge over the channel consists of four deck-plate girder 
spans resting on masonry piers and abutments, and two retractile 
draws over a 50-foot channel-way for the passage of vessels. 
The four fixed spans rest on four granite masonry piers with 
concrete foundations, and two granite masonry abutments with 
similar concrete foundations. _Borings made before the work of 
construction was begun showed that the bed of the channel was 
a layer of soft black silt, varying in thickness from 3 to 6 feet, 
und overlaying a stratum of soft blue clay, the top of which was 
at about 15 feet below city base on the westerly side of the 
channel and sloped to about 20 feet below, on the easterly side. 
This clay layer extended to a depth of about 40 feet below city 
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base gradually becoming harder as it was mixed with sand and 
gravel. Below this depth the material was a fairly hard blue 
clay with increasing proportions of gravel and sand until a depth 
of about 50 feet below city base was reached where the material 
was almost entirely sand and gravel. 

One of the provisions of the license granted by the Board of 
Harbor and Land Commissioners for the building of this bridge 
required a channel for vessels to be dredged 50 feet in width and 
to a uniform depth of 16 feet below low water, extending from 
Congress-street bridge to Mt. Washington-avenue bridge. 

The design adopted for the pile and concrete foundations of 
the piers consisted of a mass of concrete 11 feet 4 inches wide at 
the top, which was at elevation 0, city base and increasing in 
width 2 inches for each foot in depth of the piers. Piers 1 and 
2 (numbered from the west side of the channel) were carried 
down to 18 feet below city base, at which elevation the width 
was 14 feet 4 inches, and Piers 3 and 4 were carried down 
22 feet where they had a width of 15 feet. Spruce piles were 
driven in alternate rows of four and five piles each, spaced 15 
inches on centres, and were cut off at 4 and 3 feet respectively 
above the bottom of the concrete. 

In the rows containing four piles, the two centre piles were 
driven vertically, and in ‘the rows containing five piles the centre 
pile only was driven vertically, all others in both rows being driven 
at an inclination of 1 to 12, the foot of all inclined piles spreading 
outward from the centre, thus increasing the area of the founda- 
tion over which the piles distribute the load coming on them more 
than 50 per cent. 

The construction of the piers proceeded in the  eollbwine order : 
The mud and soft material was excavated to elevation, minus 19 
for Piers 1 and 2, and to elevation, minus 23 for Piers 3 and 4. 
At a few points where the soft material extended slightly deeper, 
the dredging was carried down until all the soft material was 
removed. The dredging was carried one foot below the required 
elevation of the bottom of the concrete to allow for the swelling 
of the clay caused by the driving of the piles, and soundings 
taken after the piles were driven showed that this allowance was 
not too large. After the dredging was completed, the spruce 
piles for the foundation were driven. The piles were from 35 to 
45 feet long, not less than 6 inches in diameter at the point, and 
were driven with the aid of a ‘* follower,” so that only a short 
portion of the pile was wasted. The average total penetration of 
the pile caused by the last five blows of a hammer weighing 2,600 
pounds, and with a fall of 10 feet, was about 64 inches, the 
maximum allowed under the above conditions was 9 inches. As 
soon as the. piles had been driven in any pier they were sawed off 
at the required grade and a coffer-dam, made of 6-inch splined 
spruce sheeting, was constructed to serve as a mould for the con- 
crete foundation. ‘The sides of the coffer-dam were driven at the 
inclination of 1 to 12, and the sheeting was held in position during 
driving by double wale-pieces, the outside piece being attached 
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to piles driven outside the sheeting for this purpose. The sheet- 
ing was further secured against internal pressure by one-inch 
diameter rods extending across the pier and fastened by nuts on 
the outside of the sheeting. After the concrete was in place, and 
the masonry laid, this coffer-dam was cut off at elevation 0, city 
base. 

After the coffer-dam was in place, the space enclosed was 
filled with Portland cement concrete composed by measure of one 
part of Portland cement, two parts of sand and four parts of 
sound broken stone or gravel. The mixing was done in a con- 
tinuous mixing machine, having paddles revolving on a horizontal 
shaft in an inclined trough. The mixed concrete was conveyed in 
wheelbarrows to place where it was to be deposited. The method 
of depositing the concrete was by means of an iron chute or tube 
about twelve inches in diameter, having a hopper at the top to 
receive the concrete when dumped from the wheelbarrows. ‘The 
chute was made in sections so that its length could be adapted to 
any required depth of the foundation. It was suspended by a 
differential hoist from a truck on a travelling frame which could 
be moved on a track from end‘to end of the pier, and the truck 
itself could be moved from side to side of the pier. By means of 
poles shod with saddled-shaped irons, the chute could be pushed 
so that its lower end would follow the battered sides of the coffer- 
dam and enable the concrete to be deposited close to the sides 
of the sheeting. When the concrete had reached an elevation 
within one foot of its finished surface, the water was pumped 
from the coffer-dam and the final foot laid with the dam free from 
water. This last layer was thoroughly rammed, and its surface 
made smooth at the élevation required to receive the first course 
of masonry. 

The piers above the concrete foundation are built of Cape Ann 
granite laid solid in Portland cement mortar, the exposed surfaces 
are quarry-faced, pitched to line, with no projections of more 
than 3 inches. ‘The beds and vertical joints were dressed to lay 
$-inch joints. The faces of the piers under the coping show 
seven courses, all of 22-inch rise, excepting the two upper 
coursse in’each pier which are of 21-inch rise. The bottom 
course is composed entirely of headers extending through the 
pier, the other courses being laid in ‘* Flemish” bond, all headers, 
however, extending through the pier. The stretchers vary in 
width from 22 inches in the top course to 30 inches in the 
bottom, the space between the stretchers being filled solid with 
Portland cement concrete of the same proportions as that used in 
the foundation. ‘The coping stones of the piers are 22 inches 
deep, quarry-faced on vertical faces and hammered on top. The 
coping stones at the ends being dowelled to the course below. 
All face joints are pointed with mortar composed of equal parts 
Portland cement and fine sand. 

In cross section the piers were 4 feet 6 inches wide under 
the coping, increasing .in width by a curved batter face to 8 
feet at the foundation. The coping on all piers was 5 feet 
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6 inches wide. ‘The piers with the exception of Pier 2 (which is 
protected by the piling of the draw foundations) have pointed 
ends with curved faces to aid in passing ice and other floating 
material. The lengths of Piers 1, 3 and 4 measured on the 
centre line at the foundation are 105 feet 104 inches and at the 
coping 101 feet 64 inches, and of Pier 2, measured at the same 
elevations are respectively 99 feet 2 inches and 98 feet. 

The abutments on the west and east sides of Fort Point channel 
are similar in design, that on the west side bonding into the sea 
walls, which are built along the harbor line on that side of the 
channel, while that on the east side has return walls extending 
back about 35 feet along both street lines. The design of the 
foundations of the abutments was similar to those of the piers 
and consisted of a mass of concrete supported by spruce piles. 
The foundations were prepared by dredging out the soft material 
and then driving spruce piles the same as was done at the piers. 
The piles in the two front lines were driven at an inclination to 
the vertical of 1 in 6, and in the remaining lines they were driven 
vertically. The piles were driven in rows of seven piles each, 
the rows in the west abutment being spaced 2 feet on centres, and 
those on the east abutment 2 feet 2 inches on centres. ‘The 
inclined piles at the front of the abutments were cut off at eleva- 
tion minus 9 and the others at elevation minus 2. Coffer-dams 
were driven about the foundations to hold the concrete, the front 
line of sheeting being driven at the same inclination as the front 
piles. After the sheeting was in place clean gravel was deposited 
within the coffer-dam and back of it, that within the dam being 
placed with great care so that the finished surface on top should 
have a uniform slope of 2 horizontal to 1 vertical, and the foot 
of the slope should be below the original surface of the bottom 
of the channel. In the case of the west abutment this was at 
elevation minus 15, and in the case of the east abutment at 
elevation minus 12. On this sloping surface of gravel the con- 
crete rested. The object of this form of construction was to 
provide a mass of concrete round the front piles carried down to 
a depth which would insure protection to these piles from the 
ravages of worms, and at the same time to use the minimum 
quantity of concrete. ‘The concrete used was of. the same quality 
and mixed the ‘same as specified for the piers, and was deposited 
in a similar manner by means of a chute. 

The masonry of the abutment is similar in quality to that of 
the piers. In cross section the west abutment is 12 feet 3 inches 
wide at its base, which is at elevation 0, and 9 feet 6 inches at 
the bridge seat at elevation 13.5; and the parapet is 5 feet 6 
inches wide at the bridge seat and 12 inches at the top. The 
east abutment is of the same dimensions as the west, excepting 
the width at the base which is 6 inches less. 

‘An opening for a sewer outlet was built through the west abut- 
ment 5 feet square, the bottom of the outlet being at elevation 
2.75 above city base. Some difficulty was found in the construc- 
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tion of the return walls of the east abutment because of the old 
sea-wall, which crossed the street back of the new abutment. 
The old wall was taken down to about elevation 8 at the points 
where the return walls crossed it, and five lines of 15-inch steel 
I-beams were built into the masonry of each return wall, where 
it spans the old wall, the whole being surrounded by Portland 
cement concrete. In front of each abutment riprap was dumped 
to a depth of at least three feet above the bottom of the con- 
crete. 

Each of the four fixed spans over the channel consists of six 
steel-plate girders spaced 18 feet apart on centres. The lengths 
of the girders, measured between centres of bearings for each 
span, numbered from the west side are: For span 1, 70 feet 84 
inches up-stream girder and 78 feet 10 inches down-stream girder ; 
for span 2, 80 feet 5 inches and for spans 3 and 4, 85 feet. The 
depths of the girders for spans 1 and 2 increase from 7 feet at the 
abutment end to 8 feet 2 inches at the draw-span; the depths of 
those for spans 3 and 4 being uniformly 8 feet 3 inches. The floor- 
ing is supported by built beams 2 feet 6 inches deep, carrying 15- 
inch I-beam stringers. A hard-pine spiking strip is bolted on the 
top of each stringer to which the floor planking is spiked. The floor 
planking is of hard pine planed to a uniform thickness, from 6-inch 
stock, and coated on top with a creosote preservative compound. 
On the planking is laid a waterproof coating consisting of four 
thicknesses of roofing felt, thoroughly mopped with roofing-pitch. 
This waterproofing is protected by a one-inch layer of concrete 
composed of road-pitch and sand. ‘The wearing surface of the 
roadway is of granite block paving, laid on a thin bed of sand, - 
with the joints between the blocks filled with pitch and peb- 
bles. 

The sidewalk floor beams are cantilevers, resting directly on the 
top of the outer girders of the bridge, and anchored to the road- 
way floor-beams. At their outer ends they support a facia, which 
forms the outside finish to the sidewalk, and at their inner ends 
they support a channel-beam to which is attached a cast-iron curb. 
The flooring of the sidewalk consists of pressed steel buckle plates 
riveted to the sidewalk beams, facia and channel beam. ‘The 
wearing surface of the sidewalk is of rock asphalt with a pitch con- 
crete base. At the outer edges of the sidewalks strong but 
simple wrought-iron railings, with cast-iron posts, about 3 feet 7 
inches high, are built the entire length of the bridge. 

Between the curb and the granite paving of the roadway there 
is a continuous longitudinal slit kept open by separators, which 
provides for the surface drainage of the roadway and sidewalk. 
The ends of the flooring plank are protected by copper flashing® 
and the water is diverted from the floor-beams and from the piers 
and abutment, by copper gutters. 

The fixed span adjacent to the draw landing has overhanging 
girders carrying heavy cross beams upon which the main girders: 
of the draw rest when it is in position for travel. 
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The draw-span consists of two retractile draws moving inde- 
pendently on heavy trucks which roll on steel rails supported by 
steel beams on a pile foundation. The foundations for these 
draws are similar to other retractile draws built in Boston, the 
only important difference being the substitution of steel I-beams, 
20 inches deep for the hard pine timber heretofore used for the 
upper track stringers. These beams are arranged in sets, one 
beam under each rail, the whole being solidly braced by steel 
angles, and bolted to the heavy timbering resting on the oak 
piles of the foundation. On the beams, 6 inch by 6 inch hard 
pine ties are placed and these in turn support the rails. The 
object of this construction was to secure a support for the rails 
which could be more easily renewed by the substitution of new 
ties for those which might become soft or rotten, instead of tear- 
ing out heavy timbering, as has been found necessary in the 
other form of construction. 

Each draw has a roadway 32 feet 6 inches wide in the clear 
and a sidewalk 11 feet 6 inches wide. ‘The draws have each 
three lines of girders, each line being composed of two non-con- 
tinuous plate girder spans. The outside girders which span the 
channel used for the passage of vessels, rest at their front ends 
when the draw is closed, on cast-iron shoes, supported by canti- 
lever girders projecting from the fixed spans, and at the other ends 
they are supported by the rear girders by means of a pin connec- 
tion. The rear girders are supported on trucks resting on the 
rails of the foundation. When the draw is opened the front ends 
of each of the outside girders are carried by suspension rods 
passing over Samson posts erected at the front end of the rear 
span and then back to rear end of this span; the front end of the 
‘middle girder being supported by means of a heavy cross girder 
attached to the outside girders. Proper counterbalance for the 
draw when open is provided by cast-iron boxes filled with lead. 
The floor is supported by built floor-beams riveted to the three 
lines of main girders. The flooring consists of two courses of 
spruce plank, the upper being 2 inches thick and the lower 4 
inches thick, the latter being kyanized. The stringers are of 
hard pine 4 inches by 14 inches. 

The motive power for the draws is furnished by two electric 
motors of the street-car type, one for each draw, placed in inde-| 
pendent motor houses located on the draw foundation. Each motor 
is geared to a horizontal drum, 3 feet in diameter, whose axis is at 
right angles with the line of motion of the draw and whose centre 
is on the line passing through the centre of gravity of the draw, 
and parallel to the line of motion. A wire cable 1 inch in diam- 
"eter attached to the draw at its centre of gravity by an adjusta- 
ble hitch, passes over a sheave 3 feet in diameter located at the 
channel face of the foundation and then back to the drum and a 
second cable leads directly from the hitch to the drum, the move- 
ment of the draw being accomplished by winding up on the drum 
either of the cables as it is desired to open or close the draw. 
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The motors are operated by controllers, one for each draw, 
placed in the controller house which is located between the draws 
near the face of the channel, enabling one man to operate both 
draws at the same time, and to have full view of the channel for 
the passage of vessels and the landings of the draws. Brake 
levers are also placed near the operator’s station so that he can 
check at will the speed at which either draw is moving. Latches 
are provided at the landings so that the draws are locked auto- 
matically when closed. | 

A house for the use of the draw-tenders while on duty is built 
on a wharf between the. draw and Dorchester avenue, and fur- 
nished in a comfortable manner. 

The bridge over A street is a deck structure similar in design 
to the fixed spans across Fort Point channel, and consists of six 
plate girders, 53 feet span, centre to centre of end- bearings, 
spaced 18 feet apart. The girders are 4 feet 3 inches deep at 
the centre and 4 feet 6 inches at the ends, measured from back to 
back of flange angles. The flooring is the same as the spans over 
Fort Point channel, the wearing surface of the roadway being of 
granite block paving and the sidewalks of asphalt. 

The abutments of this bridge are of granite ashlar masonry 
resting on a foundation of concrete and spruce piles. Borings 
taken at these abutments showed a soft clay at 24 feet below the 
surface of A street, or at about elevation minus 8. The founda- 
tion was excavated to elevation 4, or about 12 feet below the 
surface of the street and spruce piles driven in rows of seven 
piles each, the rows being spaced 2 feet 4 inches on centres. 
The front pile in each row was driven at an inclination of 1 to 5, 
and an additional pile was driven between each row also at the 
same inclination. The foundation consists of a mass of Port- 
land cement concrete 15 feet 6 inches wide and 9 feet in thickness. 
The masonry above the foundation is of granite, laid solid in 
Portland cement mortar. 

The bridge over B street is a thorough plate-girder structure 
consisting practically of two independent bridges, each bridge 
covering half the width of the street. This gives two roadways 
31 feet wide in the clear, and two sidewalks about 9 feet in the 
clear. The girders are 86 feet 6 inches long over all, and 7 feet 
deep at the end, and 8 feet 6 inches deep at the centre, the top 
flange being curved. ‘The floor-beams are built girders, spaced 
about 17 feet on centres, and are 3 feet 104 inches deep at 
centre girders, and 2 feet 8§ inches deep at curb girders. The 
roadway stringers are 15-inch I-beams built into the floor-beams 
and spaced 3 feet 6 inches on centres. The roadway flooring is 
of 6-inch hard pine resting on spiking strips, bolted to the steel 
stringers. ‘The waterproofing and paving are the same as on the 
A-street bridge and fixed spans over the channel. 

The sidewalk is supported on cantilever beams which are 
anchored to the roadway floor-beams. The buckle plate floor is 
carried on built beams stringers and a facia, which forms the out- 
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side finish of the bridge. The wearing surface of the sidewalk is 
of rock asphalt, the same as on the other bridges. This bridge is 
supported at its westerly end on the same piers that support 
the easterly end of the railroad bridge, but at its easterly end 
an abutment was built similar in construction to those at A 
street. 

The bridge over C street is a two-span steel-beam structure 
with brick and concrete arches turned between the beams. At 
the side lines of C street masonry abutments with concrete and 
pile foundations are built of the same design as those at A street, 
and in the centre of C street a masonry pier is built. The foun- 
dation of the pier is of Portland cement concrete supported by 
spruce piles. The piles are spaced 2 feet 6 inches by 3 feet on 
centres, and the mass of concrete is 10 feet 6 inches in thickness, 
111 feet 10 inches long and 8 feet wide at its base, which is at 
elevation 4 and stepped off to 6 feet wide at the top. As a 30-inch 
by 42-inch brick sewer had been built on the centre line of C street 
it was necessary to provide for it in the new structure, and it was 
accordingly rebuilt in the mass of concrete, with a single ring of 
bricks. On this concrete foundation two courses of granite 
masonry were laid, the upper course 24 feet high being entirely 
above the finished surface of the street and was 2 feet 6 inches wide, 
100 feet 54-inches long. On this pier a steel trestle rests, which 
supports the ends of the beams, forming the bridge. The beams 
under the roadway are 24-inch steel I-beams, weighing 90 lbs. per 
foot, 30 feet 104 inches long and spaced 38 feet 4 inch on 
centres. Between the beams brick arches are turned made of a 
single ring of brick, and above these arches the entire roadway is 
filled solid with Portland cement concrete to within 9 inches of the 
finished surface of the paving. A granite curbing is set in the 
concrete, and the whole surface is protected by a four-ply water- 
proofing made of roofing felt thoroughly mopped with road pitch. 
The paving is of granite blocks laid with pitch and pebble joints. 
The sidewalk flooring consists of 12-inch I-beams spaced trans- 
versely 14 feet 34 inches on centres and supported by plate 
girders, one on each street line, and one near each curb line. 
Between these beams brick and concrete arches are built similar 
to the roadway arches, and an asphalt wearing surface is laid on the 
concrete. ‘The under sides of the arches are painted with asbes- 
tine cold water paint. 

The new street over filled land, between Fort Point channel 
and A street, between A street and the railroad company’s 
property and between B street and C street, was required by the 
decree to be filled solid, and the filling supported by timber bulk- 
heads. On the northerly side of the street, between the channel 
and A street, the owner of the abutting property erected build- 
ings for the entire length, so that the foundation walls supported 
the filling. 

The design of bulkhead adopted served the double purpose of 
a support for the filling and a foundation for the plank sidewalk. 
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It consisted of two lines of piles thoroughly braced, both verti- 
cally and horizontally, the outer line of piles being driven about 
18 inches inside the street line and the inner line about 18 inches 
back ‘from the curb line; the piles in. the former were spaced 6 
feet on centres, and in the latter 3 feet on centres. The face of 
the bulkhead which supported the filling was made of 38-inch 
plank. The bulkheads were anchored back into the filling by one 
or two rods according to the height of the bulkhead, the rods 
being from 1 inch to 14 inch in diameter. These rods were secured 
to anchors made of 38-inch plank set vertically in the filling, and 
located from 14 to 25 feet back from face of the bulkhead. The 
bulkheads east of A street were all built with oak piles on the 
curb lines, and hard-pine planking for their faces, those west 
of A street were built entirely of spruce timber. ‘These bulk- 
heads varied in height from 13 feet to 26 feet 6 inches above the 
surface of the ground in front. The piles. of these bulkheads 
are capped every 6 feet by 3-inch by 10-inch double girder-caps on 
which rest the 38-inch by 8-inch longitudinal stringers spaced 
_ about 3 feet 6 inches on centres, and on these the 38-inch plank- 
ing forming the sidewalks is placed. On account of the wooden 
buildings abutting on the south side of the street near B street, it 
was deemed advisable to make the bulkheads fireproof in front of 
these buildings. The anchors and piling with its facing near the 
curb line, were built the same as in the others, but the otter line 
of piles were spaced 3 feet on centres and surrounded by a wall 
of Portland cement concrete 2 feet thick extending from the sur- 
face of the ground in front to the top of the piles. This wall was 
tied to the curb bulkhead by 1-inch diameter rods, four to each 
pile. ‘The bracing and plank sidewalk used at the other bulk- 
‘heads were omitted at this point. On all bulkheads wooden 
fences were built, those east of A street being 54 feet high, made 
of 55-inch wide boards separated by 14-inch spaces, and those 
west of A street being rough two rail fences 34 feet high. The 
bulkheads on the approach from A street were built of a single 
line of spruce piles driven near the street lines, and faced and 
anchored in the same manner as the other bulkheads. 

Between the lines of bulkheads the new street was filled solid 
and paved with granite blocks on a gravel base, and granite 
edgestones were set on both sides for the entire length of the 
street. The sidewalks had a wearing surface of crushed stone 
except on the north side between A street and the channel where 
a plank walk was laid. 

Where the new street was built across’ the lands of the Com- 
monwealth, the filling was allowed under the decree to slope on 
the adjoining lands. Surface drainage with the necessary catch- 
basins and manholes have been provided for the entire length of 
the new street. West of A street the surface water is discharged 
into Fort Point channel; between A street and the railroad, the 
discharge is into the City sewer in A street; between B and C 
streets the discharge is into the State sewer in C street, and 
east of C street the discharge is into the reserved channel. 
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Under the decree Congress street has been widened 20 feet on 
its northerly side, from Atlantic avenue to the harbor line on the 
westerly side of Fort Point channel, making the total width of 
the street 80 feet; and a new street 301 feet long has been laid 
out and built 80 feet wide between Congress and Summer streets, 
along the harbor line, in continuation of Dorchester avenue ex- 
tension. The roadway of this approach is 60 feet wide, and the 
sidewalks each 10 feet wide. Between Atlantic avenue and the 
old abutment of Congress-street bridge it was only necessary to 
fill the widened portion of the street to the required grade, and 
repave the street. This section of the street was paved with ~ 
granite blocks on a concrete base and pitch and pebble joints 
were used. Edgestones were reset on both sides of the street 
and the sidewalks paved with brick, and new catch-basins built on 
the west side. Beyond the old abutment it was necessary to build 
sea-walls on both sides of Congress street and along the new 
street on the water side from the northerly side of Congress street 
to the new abutment at Summer street, the northerly end of this 
wall serving as a new abutment for the old pile bridge on Con- 
eress street. It was also necessary to build a short length of 
wall on the westerly side of the new street to prevent the filling 
from sloping under the building at the corner of Congress street 
and Dorchester avenue extension. 

In design the foundations of these walls on the harbor front 
are similar to those of the abutments of Summer-street bridge, 
already described; the only important difference being the addi- 
tion of anchor rods to the foundations of the wall on Dorchester 
avenue. ‘These rods were 12 inches in diameter, and were spaced 
from 3 to 5 feet on centres, depending on the height of the wall. 
One end of each rod was secured to the foundation by large, cast- 
iron washers embedded in the concrete near its top, and the other 
end was anchored to the oak piles of the old wharf back of the 
wall. In cross section the wall at the top was 3 feet wide under 
the coping, and at the bottom it varied from 10 feet wide, where 
the wall was 18 feet high, to 12 feet 6 inches where it was 23 feet 
6 inches high. The entire wall, except the part forming the 
abutment of Congress-street bridge, was capped with a granite 
coping, and has a wrought-iron railing of the same design as those 
used on the bridges. In consequence of the uncertainty of the 
foundation under the building on the southerly side of Congress 
street, it was deemed advisable to build the wall on this side of 
the street far enough back from the street line to avoid any 
possible injury to the foundation of the piers on which the build- 
ing rests, and which projected about 3 feet into the street. The 
face of the wall was thereforé placed 4 feet 6 inches back from 
the face of the building, and this space spanned by steel-beams 
anchored to the wall. The design adopted for this wall provided 
a Portland cement concrete foundation 8 feet 6 inches wide and 
11 feet deep, extending from the top of the black silt at eleva- 
tion minus 5 to elevation 6 feet, supported by spruce piles spaced 
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2 feet on centres, in rows 2 feet 3 inches apart. To retain the 
silt in position, and serve as a coffer-dam for the concrete, 6-inch 
hard pine sheeting was driven not less than 7 feet into the clay 
below the silt. On this concrete foundation a rubble masonry 
wall was built laid solid in Portland cement. In order to relieve 
the wall as much as possible from the pressure of the filling back 
of it, a pile platform was built at elevation 5, extending back 16 
feet from the wall, and upon this rested the filling directly back 
of the wall. The sidewalk, which was partly over the wall and 
partly over the space between the wall and the adjoining building, 
was supported on 10-inch steel I-beams, spaced 3 feet on centres 
and anchored to the wall. Between the steel beams the space 
was filled with concrete for their full depth, expanded metal being 
used where the concrete acts asa beam. During the construction 
of the walls on Congress street, and the filling, grading and 
paving of that street, an unobstructed roadway, not less than 31 
feet wide, and one sidewalk, were maintained at all times for the 
accommodation of traffic. | 

The wall on the westerly side of Dorchester avenue ex- 
tension for a length of about 70 feet from the corner of Con- 
gress street, was built to serve as a foundation for the new 
side wall of the building built on the new street line. Con- 
siderable difficulty was found in driving the piles for the founda- 
tion of this wall, because of the piers of the old building. The 
bases of some of the piers below low water were more than 5 
feet square, but as it was known that these piers rested on piles, 
it was not considered necessary to remove the foundation below 
low water. Expanded metal was used in the concrete foundation 
of the new wall to aid in distributing the load. About 20 feet 
in length of wall, in addition to that under the building, was 
built of the same design as that on the south side of Congress 
street to prevent the filling in the street from reaching the old 
pier foundations under the building. Beyond this building the 
filling was allowed to slope on the adjoining property. In order 
to allow of the free ebbing and flowing of tide water under the 
building on the corner.of Dorchester avenue and Congress street, 
two lines of 20-inch cast-iron pipe were laid through the walls on 
Dorchester avenue and connected by wooden flumes set in the 
filling of the street. 

The sewer in Congress street was extended from the old abut- 
ment to a new outlet in the new abutment at the harbor line. 

Between the new walls the street forming this approach was 
filled solid for its entire length, the roadway paved with granite 
block on a gravel base, granite edgestone set and the sidewalks 
paved with brick. 

The approach from Congress street laid out and built under 
the decree covered parts of three streets which had been already 
planned by the Commonwealth in the development of South 
Boston flats. 

The portion of the approach over C street, between Congress 
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and Fargo streets is 386 feet long and 60 feet wide, divided into 
a roadway 44 feet wide and two sidewalks each 8 fect wide. 

The portion over D street, between the new street and Fargo 
street, is 294 feet long and 80 feet wide divided into a roadway 
60 feet wide and two sidewalks each 10 feet wide. ‘The gradi- 
ent of this portion is 1.50 feet per 100 feet. 

The portion of the approach called Fargo street, between C 
and D streets, is 550 feet long and 50 feet wide, divided into a 
roadway 34 feet wide, and two sidewalks each 8 feet wide and 
has a gradient of 1.70 feet per 100 feet. This portion of the 
approach was built under the direction of the Board of Harbor 
and Land Commissioners in connection with the construction of 
other portions of Fargo street,. between B street and Summer 
street, near L-street bridge. 

On all of the streets forming this approach the construction 
was the same, the filling was allowed to slope on the adjoining 
land, the roadway paved with granite blocks on a gravel bed, 
granite edgestones were set on both sides of the streets and the 
sidewalks were surfaced with crushed stone. 

The approach to the new street from A street laid out and built 
under the decree, and since named Melcher street by the Board of 
Aldermen, is 652 feet long measured on its centre line, and 60 feet 
wide, divided into a roadway 40 feet wide, and two sidewalks each 
10 feet wide. For a distance of 300 feet from A street the filling 
slopes on the adjoining property, but beyond this distance timber 
bulkheads are built on both sides of the street to its intersection 
with the new street as already described. 

The roadway was paved with granite blocks on gravel base, 
and granite edgestones are laid on both sides of the street. The 
sidewalks have plank surfaces, and catch- pea were built and 
connected with the sewer in A ‘street. 

The bridge over the freight tracks of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad consists of four spans of three trusses 
each, and are of the following lengths, measured on the centre 
line of the street, beginning at the westerly end of the bridge: 
Span one, 96.51 feet, from face of the parapet to centre line of> 
piers; span two, 191.18 feet, between centres of piers; span 
three, 206.07 feet, between centres of piers, and span four, 
. 210.48 feet, from centres of piers to the westerly side line of B 
street. 

The westerly end of span one rests on a masonry abutment 
similar in construction to those built on the other bridges on the 
new street, the other end of this span and the ends of all other 
spans, except at B street, rest each on bents of three steel col- 
umns, supported on masonry foundations; the three piers at B 
street, however, are entirely of masonry. 

The abutment is of granite masonry laid solid in cement mortar, 
and supported on a pile foundation with a concrete cap. The 
piles were driven in rows of seven piles each, the piles being 
spaced two feet on centres, longitudinally and transversely. 
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The concrete cap, which is 3 feet thick and 15 feet wide, was 
carried up to elevation 8, where the masonry foundation begins. 
The width of this foundation is 14 feet at the bottom, and is 
stepped off to 11 feet at the surface of the ground. 

The abutment is 10 feet wide at the surface of the ground and 
4 feet 10 inches under the bridge seat, at elevation 36. The 
bridge seat is 5 feet 2 inches wide projecting 4 inches over the 
face of the abutment, and is 21 inches deep. Above the bridge 
seat is a masonry parapet carried up to the under surface of the 
roadway paving. The foundations for the steel columns are all 
of the same design and differ only in areas, which vary in accord- 
ance with the loads coming upon them. The dimensions of the foun- 
dations are as follows: Centre pier of north-westerly bent is 21 
feet square at the bottom and 8 feet square at the top; side piers 
of same bent 17 feet square at the bottom and 6 feet square at 
the top. The centre pier has 100 piles in its foundation, and the 
side piers 64 piles in each. The centre pier of the middle bent 
is 26 feet square at the bottom and 10 feet square at the top; side 
piers of this bent are 22 feet square at bottom and 9 feet square at 
top. The centre pier has 169 piles, and the side piers each have 
121 piles. The centre pier of the south-easterly bent is 25 feet 
square at the bottom and 11 feet square at the top; side piers of 
this bent are 19 feet square at bottom and 9 feet square at top. 
The centre pier has 144 piles, and the side piers each have 81 
piles. The lower course in all these piers is of concrete, 3 feet in 
thickness with the top at elevation 8, above city base. All the 
other courses are of granite laid in cement mortar and are of a 
uniform rise of 2 feet, except the top course which is 2 feet 6 
inches in thickness. The elevation of the top of all these piers 
is at 16.50 feet above city base. 

The three piers in the bent at the line of B street are built 
entirely of granite masonry from the concrete foundation to the 
bearings ‘for the truss shoes. The concrete foundation of the 
centre pier is 37 feet long and 20 feet wide, and the side piers are 
25 feet long and 20 feet wide. The centre pier has 162 piles in its 
foundation, and each side pier has 99 piles, all piles being cut off 
at elevation 6. The concrete is 3 feet thick and is carried up to 
elevation 8, where the granite masonry foundation begins. The 
foundation masonry consists of four courses of 24-inch rise laid in 
cement mortar, and stepped off regularly from the dimensions given 
for the concrete foundation to a uniform width of 11 feet 6 inches, 
and to a length of 28 feet 6 inches for the centre pier and 17 
feet 6 inches for the side piers. The top of the foundation 
masonry is at elevation 16, substantially the present surface of 
the ground. Above the foundation the masonry is of quarry-faced 
ashlar laid in uniform courses. The dimensions of the centre pier 
are at foundation, length 26 feet, width 8 feet; under coping 
at elevation 33, length 16 feet, width 7 feet 34 inches. The 
width of the side piers is the same as the centre pier and the 
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length is uniformly 15 feet for the entire height. Each pier is 
surmounted by a granite coping 24 inches in thickness, projecting 
6 inches beyond the body of the piers on all sides. 

The built steel columns upon which the trusses of the bridge 
rest, are 19 feet 5g inches long, measured from the top of the 
masonry to the distributing caps. The side columns are 5 feet 
by 6 feet 9 inches in cross section and the centre column is 6 feet 
by 6 feet 9 inches, outside dimensions, built up of plates and 
angles and thoroughly laced with angles. The foot of each 
column is anchored to the foundation by four 2-inch diameter 
bolts set in the masonry. ‘The distributing caps are 7 feet 7 
inches long; of 7 feet 5 inches wide for centre column and 6 feet 
5 inches wide for side column; and consist of a nest of eight 15- 
inch I-beams for each cap, with 1 inch base plate and # inch top 
- plate. 

The superstructure of the bridge is divided into four spans, 
each span consisting of*three through trusses of the Baltimore 
type. The lengths of spans measured between centres of end 
pins are: Span one, 98 feet 4 inches; span two, 188 feet 2 inches ; 
span three, 203 feet 1 inch; and span four, 211 feet 6 inches. 
The trusses are of a uniform depth of 25 feet between centres of 
pins and are spaced 40 feet apart on centres, dividing the bridge 
into two roadways 35 feet 6 inches wide in the clear and two side- 
walks about 8 feet wide in the clear. 

The flooring is supported by built floor-beams 4 feet 4 inches 
deep at the centre and 3 feet 4 inches deep at side trusses, hung 
_ to the bottom chord pins by U-suspenders 1 inch square, two 

at each connection. The ends of the floor-béams have projecting 
sidewalk brackets carrying a built facia, 36 inches feet which 
forms the outside finish of the bridge. 

The roadway stringers are of creosoted hard pine 8 inches by 
16 inches, spaced 26 inches on centres, and rest on shelf-angles 
riveted to the floor-beams. The floor planking is also of creo- 
soted hard pine 6 inches in thickness. The planking is protected 
by a waterproof coating similar to that used on the bridges built 
by the City. The wearing surface of the roadway is of granite 
block paving, laid on a thin bed of sand, with the joints filled 
with pitch and pebbles. 

The stringers of the sidewalks are 3 inches by 12 inches, creo- 
soted hard pine, spaced 26 inches on centres, and the planking is 
creosoted hard pine, 3 inches in thickness. 

The wearing surface of the sidewalk is an asphalt composition, 
on a coal tar concrete base, the whole being 3 inches in thickness. 
The railings are of the same design as used on the bridges built 
by the City. 

As required by the decree this bridge was designed and con- 
structed by the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company. The expense of maintaining its wearing-surface, 
however, must be borne by the City, while the maintenance of the 
rest of the structure falls on the railroad company. 
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DoRCHESTER AVENUE GRADE CROSSING. 


The work of raising Dorchester avenue, Boston, Swett, and the 
adjacent streets so as to pass over the tracks on the new location 
of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad has been 
completed with the exception of the permanent superstructure of 
the bridge on Swett street where a temporary wooden super- 
structure has been built. 

The main features of this-work were described in the last 
annual report. The streets affected by the changes in grade 
have all been reconstructed; the main thoroughfares Dorchester 
avenue, Boston and Swett streets, have the roadways paved with 
granite blocks on a gravel base, and the sidewalks paved with 
brick with granite curbstones; the side streets are finished with | 
granite curbstones, gutters paved with granite blocks, roadways 
with Telford macadam and sidewalks with crushed stone surfaces. 
Where the abutting land is vacant wooden fences have been built 
on the street lines. All of the pipes, electric conduits, poles and 
manholes on the streets have been raised to conform to the new 
grades. Catch-basins have been built where required and con- 
nected with the sewers. 

In some cases where settlement for damages had not been 
made with abutters, retaining walls were built within the street 
lines for supporting the street. The total length of such walls 
was 570 feet, and their cost $9,502.86. 

The masonry for the bridges on Dorchester avenue, Boston, 
and Swett streets is substantially of the same character in each. 
No piles were required, good hard bottom having been found at 
orades varying from 2.5 to 3.5 feet above city base. The 
foundations below grade 12 are of American cement concrete. 
Above the foundations the masonry is of granite ashlar with rub- 
ble backing and cut-stone bridge-seat and parapet courses. The 
walls are ballasted with quarry chips. 

The total amount of filling deposited on Swett and adjacent 
streets was 37,064 cubic yards costing $13,865.94, of which 
6,152 cubic yards costing $2,617.21 was on account of the widen- 
ing of the street, and was paid by the Street Department. 

The paving and regulating of Swett and adjacent streets was 
done under the contract with Messrs. Jones and Meehan, dated 
December 8, 1899. The work was finished on July 25 at a cost 
of $21,681.09. There was also paid to the same contractors 
$1,315.80 by the Street Department for additional work done on 
account of the widening of Swett street. 

The filling on Dorchester avenue and the approaches thereto 
was done by several parties, but the larger part was done by the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company. The 
total amount of filling was 65,599 cubic yards. 

The abutments for the bridge on Dorchester avenue were 
built by Messrs. Holbrook, Cabot and Daly under their contract 
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dated May 27, 1899, and were finished late in March at a cost 
of $23,427.41. 

On April 17, 1900, a contract was made with Messrs. Jones 
and Meehan for paving and regulating Dorchester avenue, Kemp 
and Albert streets. The work was completed on September 4, at 
a cost of $18,612.33. 

On April 20, 1900, a contract was made with Messrs. Collins 
and Ham for surfacing Powers, Rawson, Washburn and Howell 
‘streets. They finished their work on August 16, at a cost of 
$5,268. 

The bridge superstructures on Dorchester avenue and Boston 
street were built by the Toledo Bridge Company under a contract 
dated October 6, 1899. The Dorchester-avenue bridge was 
finished on June 19, at a cost of $13,483.78. 

The erection of the bridge on Boston street was begun on 
July 10, and finished on August 18, at a cost of $9,945.50, 
including the removal of the temporary wooden bridge. 

There were built on the whole work 7,560 linear feet of wooden 
fences at a cost of $2,496.25.

INDEPENDENCE SQUARE. 


On April 27, 1900, a contract was made with the W. A. Murt- 
feldt Co. for building steps at the corner of M and Second streets, 
and also at the corner of N and Second streets. The work con- 
sists of artificial stone steps with landings, and with iron railings. 
They serve to connect the promenade on the square with the 
street below. ‘The work involved some changes in the drainage 
of the square. It was finished on August 3, at a cost of $2,444.15. 


MALpEN BRIDGE. 


The temporary bridge mentioned in the last report as being 
built by Benj. Young, was completed in June, at a cost for con- 
tract work of $26,552, and was opened to travel early in June; 
it is 40 feet wide with one sidewalk 7 feet wide on the northerly 
side; the draw is the one used on the old bridge, and was moved 
to the new foundation, and the old bridge was closed. An ap- 
proach was built through the Charlestown playground. 

Specifications and plans were made for building a pile bridge 
60 feet wide with a draw-way of 50 feet, near the site of the old 
bridge, and a contract was made with William J. Lawler, June 11, 
1900, for building the main bridge and wharves, but not includ- 
ing the draw, for $66,079, and about a third of the work is done. 
January 22, 1901, a contract was made with the New England 
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Structural Company for building and erecting the draw, in ac- 
cordance with plans and spevifications made by this department, 
for $15,200.

Satt-Water Frre Protection, Crry Institutions, Lone Istanp. 


During the past year a salt-water system of fire protection for 
the City buildings on Long Island has been completed. Its 
essential features are a pipe system of 3,400 feet of 6-inch cast- 
iron pipe with hydrants necessary to protect the different build-’ 
ings; a Blake Underwriter pump of 1,500 gallons per minute 
capacity located on the south-easterly shore of the island, at high 
water mark; a pump-well, 4 feet in diameter, extending to grade 
—4.5; a suction box (2 feet by 1 foot) with its top at grade 
—2.0 running level from the pump-well to a point about 150 feet 
beyond mean low water mark and a crib (14 feet by 14 feet by 
4 feet) on the end of the suction box. Steam is supplied from 
the Institutions boiler-house which is 400 feet distant, and full 
working pressure is always maintained at the pump. Tests made 
show the ability of the plant to satisfactorily furnish six efficient 
fire streams.

APPENDIX I. 


(REVISED ORDINANCES, 1898, CHapreR 16.) ENGINEERING 
DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The Engineering Department shall be under the 
charge of the City Engineer, who shall be consulted on all matters 
relating to public improvements of every kind in respect to which 
the advice of a civil engineer or architect would be of service ; 
shall, unless otherwise specifically provided, take charge of the 
construction of all public works of the City which properly come 
under the direction of a civil engineer; shall make such surveys, 
plans, estimates, statements, and descriptions, and take such 
levels and prepare such specifications and contracts as the mayor, 
the board of aldermen, the common council, any committee of 
the city council or of either branch thereof, the board of street 
commissioners, or any officer in charge of a department, may 
need in the discharge of its duties; shall, upon being notified by 
the superintendent of streets, supervise all repairs on the bridges 
of the City used as highways which affect the safety of the struct- 
ures, and shall, when required by the mayor or any officer in 
charge of a Department, measure the work done by contract for 
the City, and certify to the results of such measurement. Said 
engineer shall have the custody of all surveys and plans relating 
to the laying out, locating anew, altering, widening and grading 
of streets; and his office shall be deemed to be the office of the 
surveyor of highways. 

Snort. 2. Said engineer shall, in his annual report, include a 
report upon the safety and completeness of all ponds, basins and 
reservoirs under the charge of the water department, and of all 
bridges within the city limits used as highways.

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MERIDIAN LINE. 


In 1870 an act was passed by the Massachusetts Legislature requiring 
each land surveyor, in the State, at least once in every year to adjust 
and verify his compass by the meridian line established in the county 
wherein his surveys were to be made. 

A meridian was marked by stone monuments and a book of record 
kept by a custodian designated by the County Commissioners. 

The law compelling surveyors to test their compasses annually was 
modified in 1875 so that surveyors who did not use the compass in turn- 
ing angles were relieved from the penalty attaching to the violation of 
the original act. 

The meridian posts for the County of Suffolk were placed on the 
southerly portion of the ‘‘ Parade Ground,’’on Boston Common. They 
are granite posts, three in number, placed 200 feet apart, are eighteen 
inches square at the base, one foot square at the top and eight feet 
long ; being firmly set in a bed of concrete with their tops originally 
just below the surface of the ground. 

A stone curb was placed even with the surface of the ground over the 
top of each post with a metallic composition cover. 

The surface of that part of the Common where the posts are set was 
raised several feet in 1897, the posts being protected by building a 
brick*manhole around each stone. The posts being accessible by the 
removal of the manhole cover. 

As the cover and cap of the manholes are made of iron, it is now 
necessary to set up the.compass in the production of the line marked 
by the monuments to avoid local attraction. The point selected has 
been 290 feet north of the northerly stone.

His Honor Tuomas N. Hart, Mayor: 


Str, — No radical change has been made in this Depart- 
ment during the last year; the practice of strengthening, as 
far as possible, the present locations by equipment, rather 
than by the building of new houses for new companies, has 
been followed; and, in my opinion, should be adhered to for 
some years to come, inasmuch as the present Department is 
sufficient to provide reasonable protection in the various 
districts; and it does not seem fair to expect the City to 
furnish engine and ladder companies for the purpose of pro- 
viding the outlying districts with that protection which is 
necessary to prevent conflagrations in the business quarters. 
While the losses on buildings during the year have been some 
$170,000 less than those of 1899, the losses on contents have 
exceeded those of 1899 by some $240,000; which figures 
may show the effect of large streams of water, without which 
a conflagration has the advantage. It is a source of con- 
gratulation that no fire has “ got away ” from the Department, 
although we are well aware that the dreaded conflagration 
may at any time assume proportions not reached of late.

All of whom have distinguished themselves by exception- 
ally good work on occasion; but the success in putting out 
fires, which the Department has attained, has been owing to 
the perpetual vigilance and uniform zeal of all the officers 
and men without distinction. Hoseman Herbert Pierce of 
Engine 42 and Hoseman Patrick J. McCarthy of Engine 8 
have died during the year from injuries received while on 
active duty. 

Ninety-six (96) members were injured, and were off duty 
a total of 2,973 days, an average of 31 days each. 

The Fire-Alarm Branch of the Department has continued 
its good work during the last year, having successfully 
struck 9,260,476 blows in performing its duty; and no fire- 
alarm box has failed in its work of properly transmitting 
alarms from the street to headquarters. 

The new Veterinary Hospital has answered all require- 
ments, no horse, among the 358 employed, having died of 
disease during the year. 

The large self-propelling engines have continued their good 
service, and certainly are a marked success in dealing with 
fire through their large streams, while their motive power has 
proved very effective. 

The electric signal, by means of wire inserted through the 
hose giving direct communication with the engine, has proved 
of much service in preventing the delay necessary when 
water has to be called for by messenger, it having been 
adopted for 10 engines in the City proper. 
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The adoption of rubber tires has greatly increased the ease 
of travel of apparatus, as well as saved much wear and tear, 
and their further adoption will be continued as fast as 
practicable. 

The adoption of outside standpipes on high buildings does 
not progress as fast as the interests of property would seem 
to demand; while fire-escapes, where built, are often of a 
character. to insure disaster to those citizens of ordinary voca- 
tions who may be required to use them; in my opinion, the 
best outside escape is that at present attached to the Franklin 
School on Waltham street. , 

Besides the danger from the many well known fire-traps 
throughout the city, the large buildings of iron construction, 
when used for the storage of wool and other combustible 
material, add, in my opinion, to the gravity of the situation 
by their readiness to twist and fall when subjected to severe 
heat, and thus become a menace to a fire department. 

The wooden villages springing up in the country districts 
continue to offer ready fuel for the flames; but as long as 
owners prefer to oppose all attempts to extend the lines on 
which brick buildings must be built, the Fire Department and 
insurance companies must stand in the gap as best they can.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1900-1901. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT, OLD CouRT HOUSE, 
Boston, February 1, 1901. 
Hon. THomas N. HART, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Str, — The Board of Health respectfully submits its 
twenty-ninth annual report, covering the work of the Health 
Department for the past year, together with a statement of 
the receipts and expenditures of the Department from Feb- 
ruary 1, 1900, to February ghey i 

A statement of the sanitary condition of the City, as called 
for, may be approximately given by a brief review of the 
changes which have taken place within a few years and the 
conditions as they exist to-day. ; 

The water supply of Boston is well provided for. It is of 
good quality, ample in quantity, and well protected against 
the danger of pollution, by law, and with the most trust- 
worthy custodians. 

The food supply is in abundance, of excellent quality, 
and under good supervision. The principal markets are kept 
scrupulously neat, and are a credit to the City. Meat, fish, 
fruits, and vegetables arrive in the city in better condition 
now than ever before. Some small markets, pedlers on 
the streets, and Saturday evening venders of meats and other 
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provisions are less neat and trustworthy, and continue to 
need particular watching. The milk supply was never 
better. It is faithfully watched by the Bureau of Milk 
Inspection, and all places for its production, detention and 
sale are now under regulations of this Department and 
watched with care. 

Owing to the unsatisfactory condition of the milk drawn 
from cows in the: sale sheds at Brighton on Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays of each week, and the difficulties in the way of 
securing anything like cleanliness in handling it, the Board 
was compelled to order all such milk to be turned into the 
public sewer as soon as drawn. Since the order was issued 
no such milk has been used as food from that place. 

The abattoir in Brighton is the only place left in the City 
for the slaughtering of animals for food, and this is provided 
with a competent and trustworthy inspector, who is on con- 
stant duty at that place. 

The killing of chickens by the Hebrew people has been 
driven from the numerous dwellings, sheds, and other un- 
suitable places in the City, and permitted only in four differ- 
ent sections of the City, in buildings fitted up specially for 
the purpose. ‘This change was a great advance, from a sani- 
tary standpoint, although the troubles are not yet over, and 
this business will soon have to go to the abattoir or out of 
town. 

Offensive trades and employments have been regulated 
and made less noisome and dangerous. Bone-boiling and fat- 
rendering establishments, lime kilns, phosphate works, and a 
variety of other offensive trades are less in number, and nearly 
all have undergone such modifications as to be comparatively 
unobjectionable and rarely complained of. Soap factories 
and gas plants have ceased to be intolerable nuisances and 
have become inoffensive manufactories. 

In the last fifteen years 8,889 privy vaults have been dis- 
continued by order of the Board, and only rarely has one 
been built during this time, and then only as a _ practical 
necessity. ‘The same is true to nearly the same extent with 
cesspools, which are now allowed only in the absence of 
sewers and for surface water. 

Dead animals, such as horses, mules, pigs and goats, are 
quickly removed from the City without expense, on notifica- 
tion to the proper parties. 

Eighty-three old stables, which were practically worn out 
and unfit for repairs or so badly situated as to be a serious 
annoyance to occupants of other buildings, have been ordered 
removed by order of the Board during the last four years. 
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Other stables have been vigorously altered to conform to 
reasonable sanitary conditions. Stables are now permitted 
only upon conditions for better sanitary construction and 
care, and the storing of manure on the premises for more 
than twenty-four hours will soon be prohibited. 

The streets, although better paved than formerly, and 
somewhat cleaner are, nevertheless, too rough and uneven on 
the surface for economical and comfortable use, or for the 
economical and necessary cleaning. 

The “lanes,” “alleys” and “ courts” of the City are gener- 
ally in a bad sanitary condition, and subject to a great deal of 
complaint. These places, nominally private, are receptacles 
for all sorts of waste material, and no one assumes the care, as a 
rule, until forced by order of the Board of Health or the courts. 
A small improvement in these private alleyways has taken 
place within a few years. Under a law passed a few years 
ago the City has laid out and paved a few of these alleyways 
at the expense of the abutters, and the City is made respon- 
sible in the act, for keeping such alleyway “free from any 
substance which is liable to cause sickness or a nuisance.” 

This is a singular way of saying that the City must keep 
them clean, if that is what was intended. 

The tenement-house population is large, and composed 
generally of a class of persons who are too poor or otherwise 
indisposed to promote cleanliness and healthful conditions. 
This is a great drawback in any city, and Boston does not 
differ greatly in this respect from most other large cities. A 
very large amount of our work is done in the tenement 
houses and a fair amount of improvement in their conditions 
can be seen as aresult. The lodging houses and their occu- 
pants have been most radically changed from the unwashed 
tramp in his day clothes, sleeping on the floor, on settees, or 
filthy beds in unclean, unventilated and overcrowded places, 
we have clean, light, and ventilated dormitories, supplied 
with such necessary furnishings and conveniences, and under 
such rules and care as health and cleanliness require. 

The number of lodging houses has greatly diminished, 
owing to stringent regulations. 

Barber shops had become in many instances unclean, and, 
for want of proper sanitary care, had become a source of 
danger to health. They have been placed under regulations, 
greatly improved, and are under constant supervision. 

The plumbing and gas-fitting in buildings have been 
brought to a higher standard of excellence, which has dimin- 
ished the risk to life, and greatly increased the healthful 
conditions. 
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The docks have been greatly relieved from the ingress of 
sewage, and other wastes, and are gradually improving. 

The tide water flats have been considerably reduced in 
area by filling. Those remaining are less offensive as a 
whole than formerly, but in places the condition of the flats 
at low tide is bad, needs attention and will be mentioned else- 
where in the report. There are still some drains discharging 
overboard from private property, but these drains are being 
cut off as fast as practicable. 

Vacant lots are much less used for the deposit of rubbish 
and filth than was formerly the case, and the means for 
making owners clean them up are much greater. 


MoRTALITY. 


The total number of deaths for the year was 11,678, an 
increase over the previous year of 511 deaths. The popula- 
tion, by census in the middle of the year, is 560,892. The 
death-rate for the year, as calculated on this population is 
20.82 per 1,000 inhabitants. This rate is more by .70 than 
that of the previous year, and with three exceptions the 
lowest on record. There were 8,787* deaths from zymotic 
diseases, including consumption, an increase of deaths from 
the same group of the previous year. ‘There were 228 more 
deaths from diphtheria and croup than in 1899, with a pro- 
portionate increase in the number of cases. The percentage 
of deaths to the number of cases of diphtheria reported was 
10.79 as against 9.77 per cent. the preceding year. There 
were 181 deaths from scarlatina, 107 more deaths than in 
the preceding year, and higher than the average of the five 
previous years. Typhoid fever has caused 148 deaths during 
the year, 22 less deaths than the preceding year. Forty- 
seven of the deaths from this cause occurred during the 
months of August, September and October, and 88 of the 
whole number died between the ages of 20 and 40 years. 

There were 88 deaths from measles during the year. 
The number of deaths of children under five years of age 
was 3,752, compared with 3,591 for the previous year, 
showing an increase of 161 deaths. The respiratory diseases 
are still the most fatal, causing fully 26 per cent. of the 
whole mortality the past year, as against 27 per cent. in 
1899. 


* The increased number of deaths in the zymotic group in 1900 over that of 1899 is 
chiefly due to the incorporating into this group, pulmonary, laryngeal, and general 
tuberculosis, with some forms of diarrheal diseases.

During the past year the Board has found it necessary, 
from time to time, to adopt the following regulations : 


BARBER SHOPS. 
May 4, 1900. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the follow- 
ing regulation respecting barber shops was adopted : 


The place of business, t together with all the furniture, shall be 
kept, at all times, in a cleanly condition. 

Mugs, shaving ‘brushes and razors shall be sterilized by i immer- 
sion in boiling water after ev ery separate use thereof. 

A separate, clean towel shall be used for each person. 

Alum, or other material, used to stop the flow of blood shall be 
so used only in powdered form, and applied on a towel. 

The use of powder-puffs is prohibited. 

The use of sponges is prohibited. 

Every barber shop shall be provided with running hot and 
cold water. 

No person shall be allowed to use any barber shop as a 
dormitory. | 

Every barber shall cleanse his hands thoroughly immediately 
after serving each customer. 


IcE DEALERS. 
May 9, 1900. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health this day, the follow- 
ing regulation was adopted, to take effect from this date: 


Ordered, That each and every party selling ice in Boston, fill 
out over the signature of the chief clerk or other responsible 
officer of the party and return to the Board of Health at its 
office, Old Court House, Boston, Mass., on or before June 1 of 
the year, a blank of the following form : 

1. Give the name and situation of each and every river, 
brook, pond or lake from, which you cut ice, and the approximate 
number of tons you cut annually from each. 

2. Give the name of each and every party from whom you 
take ice to sell and the approximate number of tons taken 
annually from: each.

July 24, 1900. 
At a meeting of the Board of Health this day, the law 


relating to the killing of poultry, passed July 16, 1896, was 
amended so as to read as follows: 


No live chickens, geese, ducks or other fowls, shall be brought 
into or kept, or held, or offered for sale, or killed or plucked, in 
any place in the City of Boston, without a permit therefor in 
writing from the Board of Health, which shall be subject to 
revocation by said Board at any time. 

No careass of any hen, chicken, turkey or goose shall be 
brought into, or exposed for sale in the City of Boston, unless 
the feathers have been removed from said carcass before the 
game is brought within the City limits. 


REFUSE. 
July 31, 1900. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, it was 
voted to amend the regulation prohibiting the removal of 
refuse, etc., passed by this Board September 8, 1876, so that 
it will read as follows: 

Ordered, That no person removing earth, dirt, sawdust, soot, 
ashes, shavings, hair, shreds, manure, oysters, clams or lobsters, 
waste water, or any animal or vegetable substance, house offal, 
swill, rubbish or filth of any kind whatsoever, shall suffer it to 
leak, escape or drop from any vehicle by hin owned or driven 
into or upon any street, court, square, lane, alley, wharf or pub- 
lic enclosure in the city of Boston, or suffer offensive odors to 
escape from such vehicles to the discomfort or annoyance of 
people residing, doing business or travelling on the route over 
which such vehicles are driven. Nor shall any person engaged 
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in collecting any of the articles heretofore enumerated suffer any 
vehicle to remain standing in any street, court, square, lane, 
alley, wharf or public enclosure in the City of Boston, except for 
the purpose of removing the refuse so collected, for a longer time 
than ten consecutive minutes. 


MILK. 
August 31, 1900. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the follow- 
ing regulation was adopted : 


‘¢ No milk drawn from a cow in the City of Boston within 
forty-eight hours after said cow is brought into said city shall be 
sold or used for human food, and all milk drawn from any cow 
within forty-eight hours after said cow is brought into said City 
shall be destroyed within one hour after it is drawn from the cow.” 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


December 24, 1900. 


Ata meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the regu- 
lation respecting contagious diseases, adopted July 1, 1895, 
was amended so as to read as follows : . 


Whoever is infected with small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or 
croup, Shall immediately proceed to some isolated place or room 
designated by the Board of Health, and no person who has been 
so affected shall leave such place or room, and no article shall be 
removed from such place or room, until the Board of Health 
shall certify, in writing, that all danger of communicating such 
disease to others is passed. 

Every parent or guardian of any child or ward infected with 
small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or croup, shall immediately 
cause such child or ward to be conveyed to some isolated place or 
room approved by the Board of Health, and no parent or 
guardian shall permit such child or ward to remove from such 
place or room until the Board of Health shall find and certify, in 
writing, that all danger of communicating such disease to others 
has passed. 

No person other than the attending physician, nurse, and agents 
of the Board of Health shall enter any apartment or other place 
set apart for the treatment of small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
or croup, until the Board of Health shall certify, in writing, that 
such apartment or place has been satisfactorily disinfected. . 

No person having the care of any other person who has been 
affected with small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or croup, shall 
advise or permit such other person to leave any place designated 
by the Board of Health as a place of isolation of such infected 
person before said Board of Health shall have certified, in writ- 
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ing, that such person can leave such designated place without 
danger to others. | 

No physician who has been in attendance upon any person who 
has been infected with small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or 
croup, shall advise or knowingly permit such person to leave any 
place designated by the Board of Health as a place of isolation 
of such infected person before said Board of Health shall have 
certified, in writing, that such infected person can leave such 
place without danger to others. 

In cases of small-pox, all crusts resulting from the pus- 
tules must have disappeared, and the patient, and all infected 
articles, be disinfected before being released from isolation. 

In cases of scarlet fever, ali traces, of desquamation must 
haye disappeared, and the patient, and all infected articles, be 
disinfected before being released from isolation. 

In cases of diphtheria, all traces of the false membrane must 
have disappeared, two consecutive negative cultures from both 
nose and throat be obtained (the second one to be obtained by an 
agent of the Board of Health), and the patient, and all infected 
articles, be disinfected before being released from isolation. 


HoORSESHOEING SHOPS. 


February 28, 1901. 


Whereas, the Board of Health is of the opinion that walls, 
hitching-bars, chains, and ropes in horseshoeing shops to which 
animals affected by a disease known as glanders have been 
secured are liable to become the means of spreading said disease 
to healthy animals subsequently secured to such walls, hitching- 
bars, chains, and ropes, it is therefore 

Ordered, That the walls, hitching-bars, chains, ropes or other 
apparatus in horseshoeing shops to or by which horses may at 
any time be secured, shall be thoroughly disinfected by the pro- 
prietor of such shops with a 5% solution of chloride of lime at 
the close of each day’s business. 


REFUSE MATERIAL. 


January 21, 1901. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health this day, it was 
voted to amend its regulation, passed February 28, 1899, 
prohibiting the storage of rags, old paper, and other refuse 
material in any building used as a dwelling, so as to read 
as follows: ; 


Whereas, It is a practice in this City to collect rags, old paper, 
junk, and other refuse material, from dumping-grounds, streets, 
and other places and to store, sort, and otherwise handle the 
same within dwellings, and 


Be City DocumENT No. 16. 


Whereas, In the opinion of this Board, such rags, old paper, 
junk, and other refuse material are a source of filth, and capable 
of conveying infectious diseases from person to person, and of 
otherwise creating sickness, therefore 

Ordered, That on and after this date, no rags, old paper, junk, 
or other refuse material, gathered or recovered. from any source, 
shall be brought into or allowed to remain within any building 
used as a dwelling.

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ALLEYWAYS. 


In the year 1894 an act was passed by the Legislature 
giving the Board of Health the power to order private ways 
paved, when, in their judgment, the public health de- 
manded it, but made no provision as to the manner in 
which the work should be done, except to provide for a hear- 
ing, if requested, and an appeal to the Court of Equity in 
case any of the abutters refused to comply. While a great 
many private ways were paved under this act, it always 
proved to be very unsatisfactory for many reasons. First, 
on account of the difficulty of determining the rightful 
owners ; second, in getting the different abutters to sign an 
agreement to pay their proportionate share for the work (as 
in many cases it would require almost a hundred signatures) 
in determining as to whether the bidders were responsible 
to do the work in a proper manner, and if, after the work was 
done, it was as it should be. This last problem was impor- 
tant as it was work entirely foreign to the work of the 
Department, and should, in justice to the parties paying for 
it, be passed upon only by engineers competent to give the 
proper grades and judge if the pavement were properly laid. 
In consequence of these many difficulties, the Chairman of 
the Board had a consultation with Mayor Quincy, the result 
of which was, that in 1898 an act was passed which gave to 
the Street Commissioners the power to lay out certain alleys 
as “ Public Alleys,” the work to be done by the Street Depart- 
ment, and the expense to be alien on the property. While 
at the time of its enactment it was supposed this act would do 
away with all difficulties of the former one, it has not done 
so, as a large proportion of the alleys do not, according to the 
decision of the Corporation Counsel, come under its provi- 
sions, and it certainly should be amended as soon as possible 
to cover the ground for which it was originally intended. 

These private passageways constitute one of the great 
sources of nuisance, of great annoyance and trouble to the 
owner and abutter and to the Board of Health. In a great 
many cases there are from seventy to eighty abutters ; a report 
must be made, the owners and their addresses looked up in or 
out of the City, notices written and sent to them, and this on 
an average of once a week from May to October. In addition 
to this is the fact that the nuisance in these alleys is almost 
invariably caused by the outside public, and the abutters, in no 
way responsible, are obliged to clean up the nuisance caused 
by these outsiders, not once but many times during the season. 
Another serious cause of delay is the fact that in a great 
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many instances the owner lives out of the City and pays no 
attention to the notices of the Board of Health. 

The Board of Health would therefore recommend that the 
City Council consider the propriety of having this work done 
by the Street Department at the time they clean the adjacent 
streets, which might easily be done, as they have the facilities 
at hand to do the work, as ordered by the Mayor, on public 
alleys.* 

TIDE—WATER FLATS. - 


The flats lying between Dorchester avenue, Swett street, 
the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R., and land of Pierce & Cavanagh 
in South Boston were the source of extremely offensive odors 
during the summer of 1900, and were bitterly complained of 
by the residents of Washington Village and its vicinity. An 
examination showed several acres of flats left bare at low 
tide and covered with a most foul smelling semi-liquid filth, 
largely due to unclean materials used in the process of filling. 
The odors were very offensive, travelled considerable dis- 
tances, and the complaints were fully justified. The owners 
of the offensive flats were notified, met the Board of Health 
on the premises to discuss the methods of relief and were 
ordered to abate the nuisance. Several hearings and con- 
ferences were held in the office of the Board of Health, at 
which efforts were made to bring about an agreement between 
the several owners to unite in building an inexpensive dam 
(recommended by the Board of Health) and which would 
have quickly abated the nuisance and held it while the 
filling was being done for permanent effect. The Board, 
finding it impossible to secure action on the part of the 
owners by this process, and having no money in its appro- 
priation which could be used for this purpose, requested the 
Law Department, on July 28, to proceed against the owners 
for maintaining a nuisance. The case is still pending and 
the nuisance still exists, and will be heard from without doubt 
next season. [or less than one thousand dollars the Board of 
Health would have abated the nuisance in two weeks, saved 
incalculable discomfort to residents and travellers near this 
place for the whole summer, and the expense would have 
become a lien upon the property to remunerate the City.

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RoxBuRY CANAL. 
The old Roxbury canal, near the junction of Albany 


street and Massachusetts avenue, is still a subject of com- 


plaint. It is one of the most foul-smelling spots in the City, 
and is within 300 feet of the City Hospital, in which there 
are 830 patients, and abuts-one of the principal thorough- 
fares of the City. It has no means for flushing away its 
constantly accumulating filth, and the Board of Health has 
no power to abate the nuisance. The overflow from the 
City sewer into this canal is regarded as a necessity, and 
must therefore continue. Any immediate or temporary 
relief must come from the removal of accumulated filth by 
dredging the head of the canal,for a distance of at least two 
hundred feet. The following correspondence pertains to this 
nuisance, which remains unabated, and which should receive 
attention before the warm season returns. Considering the 
difficulties in the way of relieving the stagnant and un- 
wholesome condition of the waters in the dead end of the 
canal leading from the Fenway basins to Huntington avenue | 
in connection with the difficulties found in the Roxbury 
canal, we would respectfully suggest that the City Engineer 
be asked to consider the feasibility of connecting these 
two canals by a proper conduit, and take advantage of the 
waters at a higher level in the Fenway basins to flush the 
filthy contents of the two canals down Fort Point channel 
to the harbor on the latter part of each ebb tide. If this 
should be considered feasible and not too expensive, it would 
undoubtedly relieve the whole trouble in the Fenway basins 
by a daily renewal with clean water from Charles river, and 
greatly mitigate the condition of the Roxbury canal. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT, OLD CouRT HOUSE, 
Boston, October 4, 1900. 
Hon. Tuomas N. Harr, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Dear Sir, — We beg to call your attention to the bad con- 
dition of the old Roxbury canal, which extends from Swett 
street to the South Bay. It.receives a storm overflow from the 
Albany street sewer, and also a considerable quantity of dry 
weather sewage. It is a long pocket in which foul matters lodge 
without having the means of flushing. Atlow tide particularly 
the offence is so great as to be an extreme nuisance and a menace 
to the health and comfort of the whole neighborhood, but par- 
ticularly to the inmates of the City Hospital. The bed of this 
canal is covered with soft filth to the depth of several feet. We 
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know of no way in which this nuisance can be rendered tolerable 
except by occasional dredging, which ought to be done now with- 
out delay.

GARBAGE PLANT. 


The warm season of 1900 brought the same complaints 
against the odors from the garbage plant at Cow Pasturé by 
the residents of Dorchester and South Boston, as occurred in 
1899, the first year of the operation of the plant at this 
place. ‘The same exhaustive investigation was made by the 
Board of Health as was done in 1899. Hearings were also 
given, and the evidence of more than one hundred of the 
most trustworthy citizens of Dorchester and South Boston 
was taken. ‘This evidence was wholly in support of the com- 
plaints against the garbage plant and in corroboration of the 
evidence otherwise gained by the personal observations of the 
Board and its officers. The Board declared by unanimous 
vote that in its judgment said garbage plant was a public 
nuisance, and of such character as to warrant an appeal to 
the Supreme Court for an injunction to restrain the New 
England Sanitary Product Company from further opera- 
tion of the plant. The City Solicitor was called and 
requested to make said application to the Supreme Court in 
behalf of the Board of Health, which he did on July 27, 
1900, and on September 4, the defendant company, by its 
counsel, filed a.demurrer, which the Court decided to hear 
on October 16. The counsel for the defence secured delay 
on said hearing, and the delay was not only secured but has 
been maintained ever since against the expressed wishes and 
to the great annoyance of the Board of Health, which has 
been ready and amply prepared with evidence to meet the 
case in court at any time. The Board desires to disclaim 
any part of the responsibility for the delay in bringing this 
case to trial or for any lack of effort to relieve the dis- 
comfort of the complainants. 

The following communications refer to this subject:

Mayor of the City of Boston: 
Dear Sir, — The order of the Common Council ‘‘ That the Board 
of Health, through his Honor the Mayor, make a report as to 
whether the Garbage Plant at Cow Pasture is a nuisance to the 
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residents of Dorchester and South Boston, and if it is, why is it 
not abated,’’ and referred to the Board of Health by his Honor, 
the Mayor, with request for its return with report, has this day 
been received. In compliance with this request we have to say 
that we completed our second investigation of the Garbage Plant 
on the 23d day of June and was convinced that ‘‘ the Garbage 
Plant at Cow Pasture”? was a nuisance to the residents of Dor- 
chester and South Boston. The Board then reviewed the lan- 
guage of the garbage contract and concluded to ask the Corpora- 
tion Counsel certain questions concerning said contract, which 
contract the Board had previously, but without due care, thought 
to be available in case the plant should become a nuisance. 
' Three days later, on June 26, the Board addressed the Corpora- 
tion Counsel and received his reply, as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing communications : 


‘OFFICE OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, June 26, 1900. 
Mr. Anprew J. BAILEY, 
Corporation Counsel: 


Dear Sir, — Referring to the contract between the City of Bos- 
ton and ‘The New England Sanitary Product Company,’ if the 
Board of Health should be satisfied, and should so declare to 
the Superintendent of Streets, that the Garbage Plant at Cow 
Pasture, being conducted under said contract, is a nuisance and 
‘objectionable to the public health and comfort,’ would this 
declaration, signed by the Superintendent of Streets and ap- 
proved by the Board of Health and the Mayor, and served upon 
said company, place the Superintendent of Streets in a position 
to cancel said contract ? 

Or, can said company conduct said Plant for five days in suc- 
cession in such a manner as to create a public nuisance, ‘ ob- 
jectionable to the public health and comfort,’ and repeat this 
experience indefinitely, with intervals of a day of relief between 
the five-day periods, without violating the terms of said contract 
and rendering same liable to revocation by the City?

In reply to your communication inquiring as to the power of 
the Board of Health over the method of carrying on the work 
of the New England Sanitary Product Company at Cow Pasture, 
Ihave’ to say that under the provisions of Article 9 of that con- 
tract ‘if the contractor from any cause except fire, or extraor- 
dinary ice in the water surrounding the City or of Boston 
Harbor, or of process of law, or other extraordinary or unavoid- 
able cause as aforesaid, shall fail for more than five successive 
days to remove or to cremate or render said garbage as required 

‘in this contract, or dispose of the residue or waste thereof as so — 
required, the superintendent (of streets), acting for the City, by: 
notice in writing to that effect, signed by him and approved by 
the Board of Health of said City and the Mayor, given to the 
contractor or mailed to him at the business address given by him 
to the superintendent, may cancel said contract, or, ete.’ 

You will see by this that the power of the Board of Health, so 
far as the contract is concerned, is simply to approve the action 
of the superintendent, and if the superintendent draws up a 
notice of the description set forth in that Article and that notice 
is approved by the Board of Health and the Mayor, his power is 
absolute to cancel the contract, and that is the end of the com- 
pany’s authority to do any work thereunder.

On receiving the Corporation Counsel’s reply yesterday, the 
Board concluded that the garbage contract was not available in 
case the plant became a nuisance. The Board now has but one 
recourse, and it is already taking such other steps as may be 
necesssary in the proper treatment of this subject.

TENEMENT HOUSES. 


The semi-annual inspections of tenement houses have 
been made as usual. Under the law, a tenement house in 
Massachusetts is one occupied by four or more families, 
while in New York it is one occupied by three families, which 
was the law in Massachusetts until the statute was amended 
in 1894. This change was, in the opinion of the Board of 
Health, a step in the wrong direction, as a great majority of 
_ the three-family houses require supervision fully as much as 
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do four-family houses, and are equally in need of semi- 
annual inspection and ‘of the benefits of the law compelling 
whitewashing. While the statute compels a semi-annual 
inspection, a very large number of the tenement houses in 
the poorer sections of the City require a weekly, and, in 
many cases, almost a daily visit, in order that they may be 
kept in anything like a cleanly condition, as the tenants of 
this class of houses, instead of carrying their garbage and 


rubbish down stairs and placing the same in the proper 


receptacle, just throw it out of the windows, either into the 
yard of their own house, or, as is more often the case, into 
the yard of the adjoining house, the owner of which may be 
a person who is making an honest endeavor to keep his 
premises in a cleanly condition, and the discouraging part of 
the whole matter is that the Board of Health is obliged to 
compel the innocent owner of the property to clean up. 
The great bulk of the tenement houses of Boston are com- 
posed of buildings originally erected for one or two families, 
which have been converted by means of partitions into four 
and six-family tenements. Houses originally having two 
rooms on a floor have thus been altered into four-room 
tenements on each floor, the two inside rooms being without 
either light or ventilation. 

During the year 749 of these dark rooms have been so 
changed as to provide light and ventilation. On re-inspection 
of these tenement houses, where light and ventilation have 
been provided by means of transoms and openings cut in 
partitions, it is almost invariably found that the opening’s 
have been closed or covered up by the tenant. 

Another very bad feature in connection with these altered- 
over houses is the location-of the water-closets, as in the 
old days they were located either in the darkest corner of the 
cellar, or in the entry under the stairs, with no ventilation 
and not a ray of light. During the year 1,252 such water- 
closets have been changed so as to provide light and ventila- 
tion, and in allcases where there was any possibility, they 
have been located where they can have outside light and air. 
In addition to this relocation of water-closets, 3,074 have 
been cleaned, repaired, and put in good condition. While a 
great deal of work has been done in this direction the past 
year, there is still much more to be done. 

During the winter season there is still much overcrowding 
in tenement houses. This can be determined only by night 
inspection, which has been made from time to time, and as a 
result, the tenements in these districts now are being 
measured and cards posted in the language of the different

nationalities, denoting the number a persons allowed to 
sleep in each room. 

In Boston, as in all other large sitive open areas or breath- 
ing spaces should be provided in the congested tenement- 
house districts, and as this is being done in large cities all 
over the world, Boston should not be behind. The Board of 
Health in this connection recommend that, as Cross street 
is to be widened in the near future, the territory bounded by 
Salem street, the northerly side of Stillman street, the easterly 
side of Endicott street, and the northerly side of Cross 
street be taken possession of by the City and made a breath- 
ing spot, thus doing away with a number of old, unsanitary 
and dilapidated tenement houses, and also abolishing Mor- 
ton street, which is one of the narrowest, dirtiest, and most 
unsanitary streets in the City of Boston. 


HOSPITAL FOR CONSUMPTIVES. 


A year ago the Board of Health called for reports of all 
cases of consumption affecting the lungs and throat, with a 
view of isolating as many of the cases as might seem best, 
giving instructions to all, and disinfecting after every removal 
of such a case. The work has progressed favorably with 
the aid and approval of the medical profession and the 
community. The one thing lacking in making this work 
more effective is a well located and accessible hospital for 
patients in the advanced stages of the disease, and where the 
necessary treatment and security against the spread of the 
disease cannot otherwise be obtained. Thus far we have 
made moderate use of the Tewkesbury Almshouse, Long 
Island Almshouse, and some private hospitals within the 
City. There are evident objections and some difficulty in 
securing sufficient hospital accommodations for our patients 
in this way, and we respectfully beg that provision for this 
class of patients be made as soon as it may be found practi- 
cable. The following circular was issued for the information. 
of persons suffering from this disease: 


CONSUMPTION. 
May 1, 1900. 
Directions for consumptives and those living with them: 
Consumption is caused by the bacillus of tuberculosis, a particular 
form of germ. This germ grows in the lungs of the consumptive 
patient in enormous numbers, and the material (called sputum or 


spit) coughed up by the patient contains a great many of them. 
When this sputum is allowed to dry in the room, it may become 
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powdered and be blown about in the air. Any person breathing 
this air in the room may take the germs into their lungs, and, after 
a time, become consumptive. 


This is the first danger to be guarded against. ‘The patient 
should not spit upon the floor, carpet, wall, stove or anywhere 
except into a cup kept for the purpose. The cup should be 
one-third full of water and carbolic acid (see disinfectant solution 
No. I.). The water keeps the sputum moist and the carbolic acid 
kills the germs. The cup should be emptied into the water-closet 
twice a day and carefully washed afterwards each time with carbolic 
acid (Solution I.) followed by boiling water. If paper or paste- 
board cups are used the cup with its contents should be burned and 
a new one substituted. This is the best plan. Handkerchiefs used 
by the patient should be boiled in water for half an hour by 
themselves, and then washed each day. It is better to use worth- 
less cloths and burn them, instead of boiling and washing. When 
away from home the patient should spit into the handkerchiefs 
or cloths. These should not be carried loose in the pocket, but 
in a tobacco pouch or other waterproof receptacle. On returning 
home the handkerchiefs should be boiled, or the clothes burnt, 
and the pouch well washed with carbolic acid and water (see 
disinfectant solution No. I.). 

Great care should be taken by the patient to prevent the hands, 
face, and clothing from becoming soiled with the sputum. The 
lips are particularly apt to become smeared with the sputum, and 
the hands also, when handkerchiefs are used. Both face and 
hands should be frequently washed with hot water and soap, 
followed by carbolic acid and water (see disinfectant solution 
No. II.). The kissing of consumptive patients is dangerous, 
especially to children. 


The second source of danger is in the fine spray thrown off by the 
patient from the mouth in talking, coughing, laughing, sneezing, 
spitting, etc. The germs are present in this spray which floats 
about in the air and settles upon the furniture, etc. 


' The danger is not so great as from the dried sputum, but per- 
sons not having consumption run the risk of infection on this 
account if they remain long in a room used by a consumptive 
patient. No consumptive patient should sleep in the same room 
with any one else. 


The third source of danger is from clothing and knives, forks, 
spoons, plates, cups, etc., used by the patient. 


These should all be boiled in water after use. The patient’s 
clothing, night-robes, sheets, pillow-slips, etc., should not be 
mixed with the general wash of the family, nor sent to a public 
laundry, but boiled for half am hour and then washed by them- 
selves at home. Articles of food, especially milk, should not be 
used by the family after standing for any length of time in the 
room used by the patient. 
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Consumption is by no means always fatal, and, in the earlier stages, 
recovery often takes place. The room occupied by the patient should 
be as large, airy, and well lighted as possible. Carpets, curtains, 
and upholstery should not be used. If already in use they should 
be removed and disinfected. Floor rugs should be frequently taken 
up and exposed to sunlight for a day and then swept or beaten in 
the open air, and, at intervals, disinfected with steam. They should 
not be swept or beaten in the house. The floors, woodwork, furni- 
ture, windows, etc., should be wiped with a cloth wetted in a disin- 
fectant solution, not swept or dusted. The bowl of the water-closet 
used by the patient should be washed each day with a disinfectant 
solution also. Male patients should not wear beard or mustache, 
but should be clean shaved. 

If these directions are followed, but little danger of infection to 
the family will exist, and the patient will be in good circumstances 
for recovery. The patient should have nourishing food, plenty of 
fresh air and light, and occupation suited to the general condition of 
the disease. The patient should avoid swallowing the sputum, and 
should abstain from excesses of all kinds, alcoholic, etc. 


DISINFECTANT SOLUTIONS. 


I. For sputum cups, and for washing Surniture, woodwork, metal 
surfaces, floors, etc. 
Carbolic acid, half-pint ; Water, five quarts (label ‘‘ poison ”’). 


II. For washing hands and face : 
Mix one quart of Solution I. with one quart of water (label 
‘* poison ’’). 


III. For steam disinfection and disinfection of rooms : 
- Apply at Boston Health Department, 11 Old Court House, Boston. 


After the removal of a patient from a house or room, disinfec- 
tion will be performed by the Board of Health. The householder 
must notify the Board of Health of the removal of the patient 
within twenty-four hours. 


REMOVAL OF OLD BUILDINGS. 


- Since the enactment of the law passed in 1897 and 
amended in 1899, for the removal of certain buildings in 
Boston, 209 have been ordered down by the Board of Health, 
158 of these have been removed, and 15 have been allowed 
such alterations as would warrant the Board in rescinding its 
order for removal, and 36 arein process. The administration 
of this law calls for considerable care and conservative judg- 
ment to avoid injustice, hardship, and litigation. The Board 
has proceeded steadily with the work without much difficulty 
and without successful interference from any source. 
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SCHOOL—HOUSES. 


At the request of the School Committee an examination 
was made of the sanitary condition of all the school-houses. 
Upon completion of this work the following report was 
made : 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT, OLD CouRT HOUSE, 
Boston, March 26, 1901. 


To the Honorable School Committee, City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with your request, an inspection 
has been made of the sanitary condition of the public school 
buildings of Boston. Accompanying this communication we 
submit a detailed report of the condition of each school. A 
general summary of it is as follows: 


Ventilation. 


A large majority of the class-rooms are ventilated by shafts, 
without power, and are practically useless. In every case these 
shafts should be supplied with power to aid circulation. In some 
cases the power is provided, but is not made use of by the janitor 
in charge, and in one instance (the Hyde School, on Hammond 
street), the noise accompanying the running of the motor is so 
great that it cannot be used. In quite a number of the school- 
rooms the pipes which supply the fresh-heated air to the class 
rooms are located in the same rooms with the water-closets and 
urinals, and in some cases directly over them, and, as in a 
number of instances, the joints and slides are not tight, and the 
foul air is transmitted to the class-room above. In no instance 
should these fresh-air pipes be located in the same rooms with 
the sanitaries. 


Sanitaries. 


In a large number of the school buildings the old and offensive 
flush vaults remain, and are located either in the basement or in 
the yard near to the school building, and, in some cases, even 
the old privy vault still remains. In a number of instances the 
teachers’ water-closets and sinks, throughout the building, dis- 
charge into the flush vault, in the basement or yard, as the case 
may be, and in one case (the Bennett Annex), the flush vault 
in the basement is discharged into the vault in the yard in the 
rear, and is used by the Bennett Grammar School, and as this is 
an overflow vault the fecal matter from two large schools remains 
in the bottom as in the old privy vault. This privy, like most of 
those located in the yards, is not supplied with heat, and in cold 
weather the contents of the vault are frequently frozen through- 
out the winter. 

Those vaults should, without exception, be abolished. During 
the last few years a number of iron washout closets have been 


put in, and, in most cases, the troughs have been merely painted, 
| 
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instead of being enamelled, in consequence of which condition 
they very soon become rusted, corroded and offensive. If these 
closets are to be used enamelled troughs should be provided in 
every instance. 

The urinals in use in the schools throughout the City are, as a 
rule, offensive. A large number of the teachers’ water-closets 
are long hopper or pan closets, and are located in dark and 
unventilated rooms. ‘These should be replaced with short hopper 
tank supply closets and located where they will have outside light 
and air. A number of schools are provided with a system of 
cremating the excrement. This system should be abolished where 
there are sewers in the streets, and the drainage carried direct to 
the sewer. This recommendation applies particularly to the 
Bowditch School on Green street, of which complaints have been 
frequently made to this Board, and upon investigation these com- 
plaints were found to be justified; in a number of schools the 
roofs leak and the walls and ceilings need cleaning, painting and 
whitewashing. 

In summing up, the Board of Health makes the following rec- 
ommendations: First, that all ventilation shafts from class-rooms 
be provided with some power to aid circulation and make them 
constantly effective for the purpose for which they were intended. 
Second, that all flush and privy vaults be abolished; all long 
hopper closets, pan closets and iron washout closets be removed, 
and all these fixtures within the buildings be replaced by indi- 
vidual short hopper closets, in a place well lighted, heated, and 
ventilated. 

Third, the individual earthen urinal should be provided in place 
of the urinals now in use. 

Fourth, the Board of Health is of the opinion that, as far as 
possible, all water-closets and urinals for the pupils should be 
located in a separate building connected with the school building 
by a covered passageway, the whole to be well lighted, heated, 
and ventilated. 

It should be said that the numerous defects found in the 
plumbing and draining systems, and the many calls for repairs 
and alterations, are not peculiar to our public school-houses, but 
are such as may be found sooner or later in nearly all classes of 
buildings, and, while the Board of Health does not expect that 
funds can be obtained for the immediate remedy of all the defects 
found in the school-houses, it hopes to see a candid recognition of 
such faults and a movement made toward their ultimate correc- 
tion.

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MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 


There has been no material change to be noted in the 
prosecution of this work during the past year in Boston. 
This system of school inspection has gradually been adopted 
by other cities and States and is now generally recognized 
as most important in the early discovery and treatment of in- 
fectious diseases, and also in pointing out many other dis- 
eases and disturbing physical conditions in the public 
schools. 

A review of this work by Mr. Edwin M. Seaver, Superin- 
tendent of Public Schools of Boston, in his last annual re- 
port gives a gratifying endorsement to medical inspection of 
schools as practised here. This review will be read with 
much satisfaction by those who are discussing the question 
of adopting the system in other places and by those who 
know the author of the report. 

Mr. Seaver calls attention, with characteristic clearness, to 
the faulty condition of our laws pertaining to school attend- 
ance of children without vaccination and the return of 
children to school after recovery from infectious diseases. 
In 1894 our statute law concerning vaccination was amended 
so as to allow unvaccinated children to attend school it they 
could obtain from a physician a certificate stating that they 
were unfit for vaccination. The result has been that children 
in excellent health are being certified as unfit for vaccination 
and are in school without the precaution against small-pox, 
which the law formerly required. It is only a question of 
time, in our judgment, when the evil of the amendment will 
be realized in the presence of small-pox.

MORGUE. 


The old City Morgue, which stood on North Grove street, 
and which had become practically useless by reason of age, 
lack of room and necessary facilities required in such a build- 
ing, was removed in February, and with an appropriation at ° 
hand for the purpose we constructed a new building on the 
most modern and approved plans. The appropriation not 
- being quite sufficient (as was known in the beginning) to 
finish and equip the morgue, a small,additional appropriation 
was requested, but not yet received. It is considerably im- 
portant that this building should be finished, equipped, and 
put into use as soon as possible, for there is now no public 
place for the necessary care of bodies at the North and West 
Ends of the City which must be prepared and held under ap- 
propriate conditions for identification and other legal uses.

LABORATORY. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 

report for the year ending January 31, 1901: 
The first part describes the laboratory methods used in the 
routine diagnostic examinations of specimens from suspected 
cases of tuberculosis, diphtheria, typhoid fever, malaria, glan- 
ders, rabies, etc., and a brief outline of the principles involved 
in the interpretation and application of laboratory findings to 
every-day practice. 

Mallein is now supplied free to veterinarians for use in 
cases of suspected glanders. 

The second part of the report gives the results of the 
routine work, and of certain special investigations concerning 
disinfection by sulphur, infection of clams, etc., the relation 
of blank cartridge wounds to lockjaw, and arsenic in cal- 
cimine. 

The appendix contains most of the tables illustrating the 
work.

Hours for receiving Specimens.—Specimens are received 
at the laboratory daily throughout the year from 8.30 A.M. 
to 6 P.M., except on Sundays and legal holidays, when the 
hours are from 8.80 A.M. to 10 A.M., and from 1.380 P.M. 
to 6 P.M. 

Transmission of Specimens. — Outfits for specimens from 
Tuberculosis, Diphtheria, Typhoid and Glanders are kept at 
certain drug stores appointed for the purpose, and known as 
“culture stations.” (See page 52.) Malaria outfits are 
supplied from the laboratory only. After the specimen is 
collected, it may be taken or sent directly to the laboratory. 
If preferred, specimens from cases of Tuberculosis, Diphtheria 
and Glanders may be returned to the station from which the 
outfits were obtained. They must not be mailed under any 
circumstances. If received at the culture station early 
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enough to reach the laboratory before 6 P.M., they are 
forwarded free to the laboratory the same day. Typhoid and 
Malaria specimens should not be left at the stations, but 
should be sent directly to the laboratory by mail. If special 
examinations are required the specimens should be sent by 
special messenger at the physician’s expense. 

Examinations. —'The laboratory is open for examination 
of specimens from 8.30 A.M. to 5 P.M., except that on 
Saturdays the closing hour is 12 M., and on Sundays and 
legal holidays, 10 A.M. 

Reports.—Early reports from the specimens submitted are of 
importance chiefly in the diphtheria diagnostic work. Every- . 
thing else is subordinated to obtaining these results quickly. 
All positives for diagnosis, and all doubtful or unsatisfactory 
results where a second examination may be desirable are 
reported to the physician by telephone when possible. Nega- 
tive results for diagnosis and cultures for release are not 
reported by telephone, except upon request. All results are 
reported to physicians by mail, whether telephoned or not. 

The diphtheria results are usually available by 10 A.M., 
sputum and typhoid results by 11 A.M., and other examina- 
tions by 12 M. Telephone inquiries should not be made 
before these hours. : 

Swab and Five-Hour Examination in cases of suspected 
Diphtheria. — When requested, the laboratory is ready at all 
times during hours (9 A.M. to5 P.M., Saturdays, 9 A.M. to 
1 P.M., Sundays, 9 A.M. to 10 A.M.) to examine the swabs 
themselves from cases for diagnosis. It has been found that 
in about one-half of the cases finally proving positive after 
the ordinary incubation, a positive diagnosis can be made 
from the swab without waiting for incubation, thus saving 
from fifteen to twenty-four hours. <A negative result from 
the swab is unreliable. In such cases, if the culture has 
been brought into the laboratory before 12 M., a five-hour 
incubation may be given, and reported on at 5 P.M., except 
on Saturdays, Sundays and holidays. A negative result 
from this examination also is unreliable, and the regular 
over-night incubation must then be proceeded with. 

Positive results from the swab, the five-hour or the over- 
night incubation are equally reliable. 

Persons Hligible for Examination. — Boston physicians 
may send cultures from patients resident within or outside 
of Boston. Physicians resident outside of Boston may send 
cultures from patients resident in Boston. When both 
physician and patient reside outside of Boston the cultures 
should be sent to the State Board of Health.

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Horses Eligible for Examination. — Boston veterinarians 
may send preparations from horses whose owners are resident 
either within or outside of Boston. Veterinarians resident 
outside of Boston may send preparations from horses, the 
owners of which reside in Boston, or from horses stabled 
or working, in Boston, although their owners are non- 
residents. If the veterinarian resides outside of Boston 


and the horse is stabled and works outside of Boston, prepara- 


tions may be sent if the owner is a resident of Boston. 
Otherwise the preparations should go to the State Board of 
Cattle Commissioners. 

fi METHODS. 


Tuberculosis. 


Outfits. — For suspected tubercular sputum, square wide- 
mouthed bottles of about half an ounce capacity are sup- 
plied, contained in a pasteboard box and accompanied by a 
paper form, with directions on one side and on the other, 
blank spaces to be filled out by the physician with particulars 
of the case.. To prevent infection of the laboratory from 
sputum, each bottle is sent out half-filled with 5 per cent. 
carbolic acid solution. The sputum is deposited in this 
solution and remains soaking there until it is examined. 
The carbolic acid not only kills the bacilli but also acts on 
them as a mordant, improving their staining qualities. On 
receipt of the outfit at the laboratory, the cover of the box 
is taken off and the whole outfit exposed to the vapor of 
formalin over night in a tight receptacle with the object of 
killing any bacilli scattered during the process of collection 
over the outside of the cork or bottle, etc. 

No bottle containing sputum will be received for examina- 
tion if leakage from the bottle during transit has occurred. 

If the examination of urine for B. tuberculosis is desired, 
it is best to send to the laboratory the whole amount passed 
in 24 hours. Special precautions should be taken to prevent 
contamination with smegma or other foreign matter. 

Examination. — The sputum specimens are examined usu- 
ally on the morning following receipt. 

Briefly, the examination consists in smearing the sputum 
upon a glass slide or coverslip, drying, staining with hot 
carbol-fuchsin, washing, decolorizing with a solution consist- 
ing of 3 per cent. of hydrochloric acid in 95 per cent. 


alcohol, washing again and counterstaining with methylene 


blue in aqueous solution. B. tuberculosis is stained red by 
this process, most other organisms blue or not at all. An 
apparatus’ was designed by Mr. B. R. Rickards, assistant 
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bacteriologist, for staining many specimens at once. A cut, 
with explanations, is appended. 


AN APPARATUS FOR RAPIDLY STAINING LARGE NUMBERS 
OF SPUTUM SPECIMENS. | 
The apparatus (Fig. 1) consists of a long narrow copper 


bath mounted on legs which are inclined and terminate at a 
broad base weighted with lead to ensure sufficient stability.

At one end near the top are two inlets; the upper one (A) 
for the admission of the stain, the lower (B) for water. In 
the bottom of the bath (at the same end) is a small outlet 
(C) for the stain, closed by means of a rubber tube and 
pinch-cock. At the other end of the bath, partitioned off by 
a false wall, is a one-half-inch siphon, the inner end of which 
is left at least three-eighths of an inch from the bottom to 
‘ prevent the effect of capillarity. The top of the siphon is 
about on a Jevel with the upper inlet. Guides are placed at 
each end of the bath proper. The bottom of the bath is 
eight inches above the base, allowing room for a Bunsen 
burner. The entire apparatus is nickel plated. 

Instead of the ordinary small microscopic slide, a piece of. 
thin plate glass (nine inches long by three wide) is used. It:

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is etched with hydrofluoric acid as shown in the diagram. 
(Fig. 2.) ) ; 

The etched area above the spacings furnishes a roughened 
surface on which the names of the patients can be written 
with lead pencil, or, better still, with a Faber blue pencil, 
made especially for writing on glass. ‘This serves to identity 
the specimens. ‘The slide slips easily into the bath, and is 
held upright by the guides at the ends. Since the slide is 
three inches wide and the bath but two and one-half deep, 
one-half inch of the slide projects above the top of the bath, 
furnishing a convenient means of handling it. Lach slide 
has space for ten or twelve specimens. Thus thirty specimens 
or more can be stained at one time. ? 

Carbol-fuchsin and Loeffler’s methylene blue are used as 
the stain and counterstain, with 3 per cent. hydrochloric acid 
in 95 per cent. alcohol as the decolorizer. 

The technique employed is as follows: 

By means of a rubber tube and siphon attachment carbol- 
fuchsin is admitted from the stain bottle through the inlet

(A) into the bath until it is about two-thirds full, or until 
the stain has reached the lower edge of inlet (B). This 
depth is sufficient to cover the preparations without starting 
the siphon. 

An ordinary Bunsen burner with a wing tip may be used 
to heat the stain to the requisite temperature. 

While the stain is heating, the specimens for examination 


‘are smeared and dried. The slide is then placed in the 


bath. 

As soon as the specimens are stained sufficiently (about 
four minutes at 50° C. being used in this laboratory), the 
carbol-fuchsin is drawn off through outlet (C) into a 
bottle kept for this purpose. It is well to have the two stain 
bottles of the same size, so that when the one used for 
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receiving the stain becomes full, it can be exchanged for the 
one connecting with the inlet (A). 

Water is then turned into the bath through the lower inlet 
(B). The bath fills until the top of the siphon is reached, 
then drains rapidly and almost completely, leaving but three- 
eighths of an inch of water in the bottom. ‘The siphon 
breaks and the bath again fills and empties, and so on. By 
means of this intermittent filing and flowing the slide is 
washed quickly and completely, without requiring any further 
attention. 

When the washing is complete the slide is taken from the 
bath, and the preparations decolorized. For this purpose is 
used a glass vandy tray, which is a trifle over nine inches in 
length, and wide enough to contain two slides side by side. 
At the ends of this tray small strips of glass are cemented 
to the bottom. The slides are placed in the tray, specimen 
side down, the ends resting on the glass ledges. These 
ledges serve two purposes, — they prevent any scraping of 
the preparation by contact with the bottom of the tray, and 
they economize the decolorizer. The solution is drawn 
beneath the slide by capillarity, and can be made to flow 
back and forth by tilting the tray. Thus it is necessary to 
use but a very small quantity. 

After decolorizing, the slide is again placed in the bath 
and washed. It is then withdrawn, dried, stained with 
methylene blue, and examined. 

Compulsory Notification of pulmonary a {i yngeal tuber- 
culosis being now established in Boston, the receipt by the 
physician of a positive report from the laboratory makes it 
incumbent upon him to report the case to the Board of 
Health as tuberculosis.

Interpretation of Results. 


Positive Results. — It is probable that very occasionally a 
few tubercle bacilli may be found in the mouths of healthy 
persons, but persons suffering from any affection of the 
lungs, larynx, etc., and presenting also the tubercle bacillus in 
their expectoration may safely be considered as suffering from 
the disease. 

Negative Results. — A single negative result does not de- 
monstrate the absence of the bacilli from the particular speci- 
men of sputum examined, nor, if that absence be confirmed 
by subsequent examinations of successive specimens, is the 
absence of the disease necessarily established. A negative 
result from a patient suffering from consumption may 
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depend on (a) improper collection of specimen, saliva being . 
taken instead of true pulmonary expectoration; (6) the 
presence of but few bacilli, — the microscopic examination 
being unreliable for the detection of very small numbers; (¢) 
the absence of the bacilli from the sputum notwithstanding 
the presence of the disease. This latter is to be expected 
when there is little or no breaking down of the lung tissue 
as in the early stages of chronic consumption and sometimes 
throughout the course of acute miliary tuberculosis. 

A clinical diagnosis of tuberculosis, pulmonary or genito- 
urinary, should not be reversed upon a single negative result. 
The error described under:(4) may be eliminated by repeated 
examination, but it is a question whether even a dozen 
negative sputum examinations should be allowed to offset 
well-marked clinical indications in such cases as are given 
under (c). | 

In certain cases, injection of guinea pigs is necessary to 
reach a final decision, but the results are then available only 
after four to twelve weeks. 


Diphtheria. 


Vutfits. —One serum tube, one swab tube containing 
two swabs, a card to be filled out by the physician with the 
particulars of the case, and a paper giving directions, are 
enclosed in a pasteboard slide box, which is disinfected in 
formaldehyde gas each time before being sent out. Before 
taking an outfit from a culture station the serum should be 
inspected, and if dry or bad, rejected. For diagnosis, one 
swab may be used for the nose and one for the throat, both 
being inoculated on the same serum tube. or release, this 
procedure is required by a regulation of the Board of Health. 
If it is desired to obtain for diagnosis separate results from 
the nose and the throat, two outfits should be used, the nose 
swab being inoculated on one serum, the throat swab on the 
other, but nothing is gained by taking separate nose and 
throat cultures for release. When a rapid or swab exami- 
nation for diagnosis is contemplated, it is well to rub the 
swab on the suspected area in the nose or throat a second 
time after the inoculation of the serum. The swab is then 
returned directly to the swab tube. This procedure in- 
creases the reliability of the swab results by increasing the 
amount of material made available for examination. 

Incubation. — All diphtheria cultures received up to 6 P.M. 
are placed in the incubator at 37°C over night for examl- 
nation at 8.80 A.M. the next day. 


. 
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Release. — By a regulation of the Board of Health, two 
consecutive negative cultures from both the throat and nose 
are required from each case reported as diphtheria before 
isolation is officially terminated and disinfection performed. 
In all cases the second of these cultures must be taken by 
the medical agent of the district in which the patient resides. 

When the first negative for release is obtained the proper 
medical agent is notified by telephone from the Board of 
Health (Old Court House) to take a culture. Should this 
prove negative, it constitutes the required second negative, 
and the patient is then released. 

Should the agent’s culture be positive, as it is in ahout 
one-third of the positive cases, a first negative must again be 
obtained and be followed by a second negative in order to 
secure the two consecutive negatives required. 

Removal of Cases to the City Hospital. — By arrangement 
with Dr. J. H. McCollom, any case on which a positive re- 
sult is reported from this laboratory will be accepted at the 
City Hospital as showing the presence of diphtheria bacill, 
and will only be discharged on obtaining the regular release 
cultures. Under this agreement a report on all the positive 
cultures obtained in this laboratory each day is forwarded to 
Dr. McCollom. The isolation of well persons carrying 
diphtheria bacilli is not involved, however, in this agreement. 
When the hospital is crowded preference will be given to 
membrane cases. 

The Interpretations of Bacteriological Findings in the 
Diagnosis of Diphtheria. — The most satisfactory definitions 
and nomenclature of bacterial diseases are based, not on 
clinical characteristics merely, but on the presence and 
activity of specific bacterial toxins, —those poisons formed 
only by the specific bacteria of the disease in question. 
Under this conception the disease of diphtheria exists always, 
and exists only when the body shows a reaction to toxins 
Formed by the diphtheria bacillus. Bacterial diseases are in 
brief toxicological diseases, due to poisoning by chemical 
compounds of a peculiar kind—just as are the chronic 
diseases caused by lead, arsenic, etc., or acute attacks due to 
morphine, strychnine, etc. A clinical condition known to 
be due to the action of lead, whether mild or severe, and 
whatever the particular svmptoms shown, is properly classi- 
fied as plumbism. So also a clinical condition, due to 
diphtheria toxins, whether mild or severe and whatever the 
particular symptoms shown, is properly classed as diphtheria. 
This classification is not only theoretically correct but is im- 
portant from the therapeutic standpoint, indicating the 
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proper treatment as well as the sequele and complications to 
be expected, and from the public health standpoint as indi- 
cating the nature and infectiveness of the disease. A merely 
clinical classification, based on anatomical features alone, 
cannot be relied on to indicate any one of these important 
features. Unfortunately there is no generally applicable and 
reliable method for detecting both the presence and activity 
of diphtheria toxins. 

The detection of the diphtheria bacillus is used as an indi- 
cator of the presence of the diphtheria toxins. It is not 
absolutely reliable, for the diphtheria bacillus does not always 
produce its toxins. But even the presence of the toxins (it 
determined by subsequent guinea-pig tests) does not necessa- 
rily indicate their actual activity. The body forces tend to 
neutralize these toxins, and sometimes neutralize them com- 
pletely. If the patient presents symptoms clearly those 
of diphtheria poisoning, both the presence of the toxins 
and their activity may be inferred. If the symptoms 
are indefinite, the presence of the diphtheria bacillus 
may be assumed to show the presence of diphtheria toxins; 
and the existence of symptoms, indefinite though they 
be, may be assumed to result from the activity of the toxins. 
It is true that diagnoses based on these assumptions are not 
always correct, but the percentage of error is much smaller 
than that of unaided clinical diagnosis. 

If the person from whom a positive culture is obtained 
presents no symptoms of any kind, either the absence of the 
toxins or their complete neutralization— it does not matter 
which, so far as the patient is concerned —may be inferred. 
Such a person certainly is not suffering from the disease of 
diphtheria. But so long as diphtheria bacilli remain in_ his 
nose or throat he constitutes a nucleus from which the 
bacilli may be distributed to others. 

The absence of the diphtheria bacillus is, on the other hand, 
- absolute proof of the absence of the disease,’ since diphtheria 
toxins are not formed except in the presence of diphtheria 
bacilli. The difficulty lies in proving absolutely that the 
bacilli are, in fact, absent. If absent from the nose and 
throat they will not, of course, appear in the cultures there- 
from. But even when present in the nose or throat they do 
not always appear in culture,—that is, if only one culture 
be taken. Indeed, two or three, or even four negative cul- 
tures may occasionally be taken from throats carrying the 
bacilli. This is epecially true of pure laryngeal cases where 


1 Laboratory experiments with toxins are of course, not here included. 
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the seat of lesion is not readily reached. Hence, while one 
negative culture is of some value, two, three or four should 
be taken in suspicious cases before rejecting a clinical diag- 
nosis of diphtheria on the bacteriological results alone. 

No Growths.— This is a laboratory term used to designate 
any culture which for any reason (usually because the serum 
is too dry or has been liquified by contaminating bacteria) 
does not yield material satisfactory for examination. 

A Negative Report, Accompanied by a Request for Another 
Culture is sent whenever a negative result is obtained from a 
case clinically diphtheria (as indicated by the physician’s 
diagnosis ) or from a case showing membrane on pharynx and 
tonsils, or from a laryngeal case, or from a case yielding 
bacilli of doubtful identity. 

Tests for Virulence.—'These are made on request in cases 
where patients recovered from diphtheria are kept in isola- 
tion for extended periods on account of diphtheria bacilli in 
the nose or throat. If the bacilli prove non-virulent, release 
is granted without waiting for two consecutive negatives. 

Virulence and Toxicity.— The ordinary pathogenic bacteria 
are capable of producing both within and outside of the liy- 
ing tissues substances which are poisonous to those tissues. 

Certain bacteria, however, while incapable of producing 
poisons within the tissues may be able nevertheless to pro- 
duce outside of the tissues substances which, should they reach 
the tissues, may act as poisons upon them. 

It is a question whether any bacterium exists capable 
of producing poisons within the tissues, but incapable of 
producing them outside the tissues. Certain organisms 
seem to present this character, but the evidence is far from 
complete. 

The ability to grow and produce poisons within the 
living tissues is termed virulence. The ability to grow 
and produce poisons outside of the living tissues is 
termed toxicity. The ordinary pathogenic bacteria, in- 
cluding the diphtheria bacillus, are both virulent and 
toxic, although individual diphtheria cultures vary in 
virulence and toxicity and some diphtheria cultures possess 
neither. A test for virulence requires simply the introduc- 
tion of the living bacillus into the living tissues. If the 
bacillus survives, grows, and produces a sufficient quantity 
of toxins, and, if the body fails to neutralize the latter, the 
body will present more or less typical lesions. It is evident, 
however, that a test for virulence is qualitative only. The 
number of bacilli injected cannot readily be measured, 
and much less the rate of their subsequent growth or rate of 
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toxin production. Hence not even a vague idea of the 
amount of toxins formed can be had nor of their relative 
intensity. 

A test for toxicity is a different matter, and in the case of 
the diphtheria bacillus a more delicate indication of low erades 
of virulence. The bacilli are grown outside of the body in 
liquid media, from which the bacilli are removed by filtra- 
tion. A fairly stable chemical mixture, capable of accurate 
measurement, is thus secured and comparative amounts of 
poison can be definitely expressed in terms of “grams of 
guinea-pigs killed by milligrams of toxic media used,” or in 
other ways. For practical public health purposes rela- 
ting to isolation and release, it is sufficient to know that a 
given diphtheria culture is or is not virulent or toxic. 
The determination of the exact degree of toxicity 1s not as 
yet considered of practical moment, since a bacillus of low 
toxicity in great numbers or attacking an individual of low 
resistance may be as harmful as a bacillus of high toxicity, 
in small numbers or attacking a person of high resistance. 


Typhoid Fever. 


The dried-blood method for the Widal reaction is used. 

Outfit. — This consists of aluminum foil, on which the blood 
is to be dried, and a small copper wire loop for transferring 
the blood to the foil. With this foil is a card, to be filled 
out by the physician, and a circular of directions. All three 
fit into a manila envelope for safe keeping. After the 
physician has taken the blood preparation it is returned to 
the laboratory by mail, postage two cents. 

Examination. — The dried blood is mixed on the foil with 
ten times as much sterile water; a drop, of this dilution is 
mixed on a coverslip with a drop of broth containing typhoid 
bacilli, making a total dilution of one in twenty. This prep- 
aration, mounted as a ‘hanging drop,” is observed at inter- 
vals under the microscope for from thirty minutes to one 
hour. If loss of motility only, or clumping only, occurs, the 
preparation is called atypical, and another requested. If 
both occur, a positive, and if neither, a negative report is 
sent. A new typhoid culture on agar, reaction —- 15 (1.5 
per cent. acid) is made every day from a previous agar cul- 
ture one month old. This ensures that there shall always be 
an agar culture one month old in the laboratory. From this 
month-old agar a broth culture also (-+ 15 initial reaction ) 
is made every day, and is ready for use next day after incu- 
bation for twenty-four hours at 87° C. 
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Interpretation of Results of Widal Test in Typhoid Fever 
Diagnosis. — The Widal reaction occurs in blood as one of 
the results of the reaction of the body forces to the toxins 
of the typhoid bacillus. It may be obtained from rabbit’s 
blood within three or four days after injecting the rabbit 
with living or dead typhoid bacilli. In such rabbits the re- 
action is not necessarily or usually associated with the lesions, 
intestinal or otherwise, characteristic of typhoid fever in the 
human. Nor is it essential that the human patient should 
have the ordinary symptoms, etc., of intestinal typhoid fever 
in order to develop a reaction. It is sufficient that the 
human patient should suffer from the effects of the typhoid 
bacillus toxins, whatever clinical or anatomical conditions may 
accompany them. Moreover, once developed, the reaction 
may last for years after recovery, although usually it disap- 
pears within a few months. The presence of the reaction in 
the human means then the existence at some time past or 
present of an infection with the typhoid bacillus (Cabot) — 
usually, but not necessarily, an infection taking the form of 
ordinary intestinal typhoid fever. 

To interpret a positive report properly the physician must 
know whether such a previous infection existed, and how long 
before, if at all. If there is a clear and reliable history of 
freedom from anything resembling typhoid fever previous to 
the attack, it may be usually assumed with safety that no 
previous typhoid infection existed, and that the Widal reac- 
tion obtained developed during the present attack. One 
source of error lies in the fact that reliable histories regard- 
ing typhoid fever cannot always be obtained, and that in any 
case a Slight or obscure typhoid infection, other than intes- 
tinal, might have existed without recognition as “ typhoid.” 

A negative Widal reaction is of little or no significance. 
The Widal reaction does not develop in the human before 
the fifth day usually, may not develop until late in the dis- 
ease, and is not constantly present after development, so that 
a negative result may be interposed between two positives. 
It is easy to see that a patient might have typhoid fever and 
with it the Widal reaction present on certain days of the 
attack and yet. that, by a coincidence, all the blood for the 
test might be taken on “off” days,—days on which no 
Widal reaction could be obtained. While this possibility 
should be remembered, it is not likely to be encountered if 
several successive specimens be taken. An atypical reaction 
means nothing. ‘The subsequent reactions may be ‘positive 
or negative. 
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Malaria. 


Outfit. — This consists of a small flat tin box, which con- 
tains half-a-dozen clean coverslips wrapped in paper. On 
application to the laboratory, one such box, accompanied. by 
a circular of directions and a card to be filled out with the 
particulars of the case by the physician, is mailed to the 
address given. The outfit should be returned to the labora- 
tory by mail. 

Examination. — Upon receipt of the coverslips, with the 
blood smeared on them as directed, the examination is carried 
out. The greatest care should be exercised to obtain a thin 
even smear of blood upon the coverslip. Better and more satis- 
factory results can be obtained by the examination of Fresh 
undried blood. The physician places a small drop of blood 
on a slide, quickly drops a coverslip upon it, and at once 
seals the coverslip to the slide with a little vaseline carefully 
applied to the whole circumference of the coverslip. ‘This 
preparation must be taken to the laboratory at once by a care- 
ful person, who is directed not to disturb it in any way. 


Glanders. 


Outfit. — This consists of a cylindrical copper box contain- 
ing an eight-inch test tube, a card for particulars of the case 
and a circular of directions. The test tube contains a large » 
swab of a design similar to that used for the diphtheria work. 
The outfits are sterilized each time before being sent out. The 
object to be sought by the veterinarian is the accumulation 
in the cotton of as much as possible of the suspected material 
from the nasal discharge or ulcers of the suspected horse. 

Examination. — On receipt of an outfit at the laboratory 
the swab is transferred to 5 c.c.’s of sterilized water and 
shaken thoroughly in it. The resulting suspension is inocu- 
lated intra-abdominally into well-grown male guinea-pigs, and 
a positive or negative diagnosis is based upon the develop- 
ment or non-development of testicular lesions within seven 
days, after further examination of the testes, when enlarged, 
for the isolation of the organism. 

Interpretation of Results of Guinea-Pig Test. — On inject- 
ing a guinea-pig with the emulsion obtained from a swab 
taken from a suspected horse, a mixture of organisms is usu- 
ally introduced into the peritoneal cavity, especially if the 
preparation comes from the horse’s nose. This mixture may 
or may not contain the glanders bacillus. If the glanders 
bacillus is not present, nor any other pathogenic organism 
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in sufficient numbers or of sufficient virulence to produce 
death, the guinea-pig, after a few hours or days of depression, 
recovers completely. If the glanders bacillus be present, 
and the other organisms also present fail to kill, the typical 
scrotal lesions or the peritoneal lesions will develop, the 
former usually within twenty-four to seventy-two hours, the 
latter later on. (or description of these lesions see Annual 
Report of 1899.) If, however, acute septic organisms be 
present in the injected liquid, the guinea-pig is likely to die 
within twenty-four hours, whether the glanders bacillus be 
present or not, and before the glanders lesions have time to 
develop. In these cases the test is evidently of no value, 
and should be repeated. 

The following summary of the relation of the guinea-pig 
result to the diagnosis in the horse may be given: 


Guinea-pig inoculation positive (scrotal or peritoneal lesions, 
with isolation of the glanders bacillus) — lesion in horse 
positive (glanders). 

Guinea-pig inoculation negative (guinea-pig survives without 
lesions) — lesion in the horse negative (not glanders). 

Guinea-pig inoculation wnsatisfactory (guinea-pig dies within 
a short time, without development of typical lesions and 
without isolation of glanders bacillus ) — lesion in the horse 
undetermined (no diagnosis). 


It must be remembered that a negative diagnosis may 
occasionally be obtained from a lesion in the horse, due to 
the glanders bacillus, but from which the glanders bacillus has 
disappeared, or in which has been outgrown by other organ- 
isms. In some cases a: faulty technique in collecting the 
specimen may have existed. Moreover, a negative result 
may be obtained, and be correct, from one lesion in a horse, 
whereas another lesion may yield a positive result, the first 
lesion in such cases being due to other causes than glanders, 
notwithstanding that the horse was infected with glanders at 
the time. Thus more than once a negative result from an 
ulcer on the leg has been accompanied by a positive result 
from the nose of the same horse. 

Swab Examinations, and Cultures Direct from the Swab. — 
Occasionally a direct microscopic examination of the material 
obtained from the suspected horse will show an organism 
which is indistinguishable from the glanders bacillus. <A 
diagnosis can rarely if ever be made by this method, since 
the glanders bacillus presents no morphological characters so 
distinctive as to permit of its absolute recognition under the 
microscope alone. In some cases also a direct inoculation 
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on potato from the swab will result in the development of 
typical glanders colonies. This is a reliable method if the 
glanders bacillus be isolated, but unfortunately rarely suc- 
ceeds in practice. 

The results of the Glanders diagnostic service will be 
found in the Appendix to this report. 


Rabies. 


Collection of Specimen. — Dogs or other animals suspected 
of rabies should not be killed, but should be confined securely, 
and notification sent to the Veterinarian of the Board of 
Health. If the animal is dead the whole carcass should be 
preserved, and notification sent as above. Failing this the 
head at least should be kept for examination. 

Examination. — Rabies is examined for by injecting under 
the dura (exposed by trephining) of a full-grown rabbit one 
half ac.c. of an emulsion consisting of about one gram of the 
brain or spinal cord from the suspected animal in 10 c.c.’s of 
sterile water, filtered through absorbent cotton and paper. 
The trephine hole is just posterior to a line joining the 
centres of the eyes. Paralysis or convulsions developing 
after fourteen days, followed by death, is good evidence of 
the presence of rabies, if other infections can be excluded by 
a careful autopsy of the rabbit, with cultures from blood and 
organs. Two rabbits at least should be inoculated with the 
same material in each case. 

Rapid or Histological Method. — Suggested by Babes, 
1892, and confirmed as reliable by Van Gehuchten and Nelis, 
this method consists in rapid hardening, cutting, staining, 
mounting and direct microscopic examination of the bulb of 
dogs, etc., suspected of the disease. The method has been 
lately further discussed by Ravenel and McCarthy (Path. Soc. 
Phil. Journ. 1901, Univ. Med. Magazine). Van Gehuchten 
and Nelis found the lesions more marked in the interverte- 
bral ganglia and in the plexiform ganglia of the pneumo- 
gastric than in the bulb. Ravenel and McCarthy fix in 10 
per cent. formalin, transfer to 95 per cent., and then to 
absolute alcohol, cutting after freezing or embedding in 
celloidin or paraffin. 

The sections are stained with hematoxylin and eosin. It 
appears that the lesions are best developed in the animals 
dead of natural or street rabies. If killed in the early 
stages of the attack the lesions are less characteristic, but 
more so in the ganglia than in the bulb. When the lesions 
are present, rabies may be inferred ; when absent, rabies can- 
not be entirely excluded. A rabbit inoculation should be 
made also. 
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Influenza. 


Influenza is examined for by direct staining of nasal or 
bronchial discharges, and by cultures from these regions and 
from the blood on glycerine agar, on the surface of which 
sterile human or pigeon’s blood has been smeared. Sputum, 
etc., for examination, should be sent to the laboratory in small 
sterile wide-mouthed bottles, properly stoppered and labelled. 


Other Examinations. 


Any disease of a bacteriological nature will be examined 
free of charge. Before collecting specimens from diseases 
other than those already enumerated, communication should 
be had with the laboratory. 

The examination for B. pestis bubonicae was described in 
the last annual report. 


Preparation of Media. 


This, a very important part of bacteriological work, was 
discussed in the report of 1898. It is sufficient to say here 
that the methods then employed have been continued with- 
out change. 3 

A table is appended, showing the method in use for mak-

Storage of Media. 


Media of all kinds are kept for use, ready tubed, in square 
wire baskets, which the writer finds most convenient when 
not more than four inches deep, the tubes being five and six 
inches long. ‘This ensures the projection of the tubes above 
the top of the basket and makes their handling more easy. 
Each basket is labelled with the name of the medium (broth, 
plain agar, glycerine agar, etc.), the date of its preparation 
and a number corresponding with the records kept of its 
preparation. An excellent label consists of a small piece of 
aluminum foil attached to the basket by a wire ring. The 
name can be written on the foil with the blue Faber pencils 
used for writing on glass. These labels have the advantage 
that they will pass through the steam sterilizer without efface- 
ment. The baskets of media are kept in a refrigerator. The 
writer finds that drawers with perforated sides and bottoms, 
fitted into the lower part of an ordinary refrigerator, make the 
most convenient method of storage. When tubes are removed 
from any basket for use, the name of the medium and its 
number is copied from the aluminum label on the test tube 
label. Thus every culture made carries with it a reference 
to the records showing when and how the medium was ee 
pared, its exact composition, etc. 


‘ Preparation of Mallein. 


Ordinary nutrient broth, to which has been added ive per 
cent. of pure re-distilled glycerine, is used. The reaction is 
adjusted to +- 15 (1.5 per cent. acid) and the broth is then 
sterilized in litre flasks, about 400 to 500 c.c.’s. in each flask. 
After incubation at 87° C. for three days to test sterility, 
each flask is weighed with the broth it contains and the 
weight recorded. The weight of the flask being known the 
weight of the broth is easily ascertained. 

B. mallet, grown on plain nutrient agar at 387° C. for 
forty-eight to seventy-two hours, is inoculated into each 
flask, preferably by rubbing the loopful of bacilli on the 
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inside of the flask wall at the upper level of the broth, in 
order to secure the formation of a surface pellicle. Melted 
paraffin is then poured on the surface of the cotton plugs 
after burning them down to the level of the flask mouth, 
and the flasks are incubated at 37° C. for four to six weeks. 
The surface pellicle should begin to develop in two or three 
days, but sometimes requires a week or ten days. It appears 
as a white, moist, opaque viscid mass at the edge of the upper 
level of the broth, which by that time is cloudy with the 
growth of the bacilli. It develops by extension from this 
mass, or sometimes by detached islands of membrane floating 
on the surface. These are flat and semi-transparent, resem- 
bling films of paraffin at first, but soon increase in diameter 
- and become whitish, opaque and wrinkled, simulating some- 
what the surface pellicle formed by B. subtilis. At the end 
of the period specified most of the membrane has usually 
disappeared, breaking up and settling to the bottom of the 
flask. 

The mallein cultures are then concentrated by boiling to 
one-half the original weight, cleared by adding white of egg, 
(the writer’s method) filtered through a porcelain or Berken- 
feldt bacterial filter, sterilized, filled into sterilized bottles 
containing one or two c.c.’s. each and again sterilized. They 
are then ready for use. One-half per cent of carbolic acid 
may be added as a preservative. The method of making 
mallein for diagnosis and the interpretations of the results 
are given in the report of the Veterinarian. 


DISINFECTION, 


The Effect on Plague Baeilli of Short Exposures to Sulphur 
. Dioxide. 


By direction of the Chairman of the Board, an experiment 
was made to determine whether two hours’ exposure to 
sulphur gas can be relied on for killing plague bacilli. 

Conclusions. — Plague bacilli, exposed on glass rods to 
the action of sulphur dioxide at a humidity of 83, were 
killed in two hours by the action of the gas (probably as 
H, SO,) under the conditions of the experiment, which were 
as follows:

With the exception of Staph. pyogenes aureus, these were 
grown on plain nutrient agar at 387° C for 72 hours. The 
former was grown on potato under the same conditions. 

Test Objects. — Glass rods (9 inches long, ¢ inch diameter) 
were placed in stoppered test tubes, with the ends projecting 
from the tubes for use as handles, and sterilized. Half an 
hour before the experiment the rods were withdrawn from 
their tubes, the ends opposite the handles were rubbed over 
the surface of the test cultures and the rods returned to their 
tubes. Each rod was identified by a label on the handle, 
properly marked. Three rods were prepared from each 
culture. The solid growth thus transferred to the rods 
quickly dried at room temperature. Direct exposure to 
sunlight was avoided throughout because of its rapid action 
on plague bacilli. The handles of the rods were then placed 
in holes bored in the tops of three wooden blocks, and the 
blocks were placed in the test-room. Each block carried one 
rod from each of the test cultures. Just before igniting the 
sulphur the tubes were withdrawn, leaving the dried bacteria 
exposed on the. upper ends of the rods. On the completion 
of the experiment, each rod was thrust, bacteria-end first, 
into a tube of plain nutrient agar, the bacteria rubbed off as 
freely as possible on the agar surface and the rod left with 
its lower end resting in the condensation water. These tubes 
were incubated at 37° C. Five days after the first inocu- 
lation, the rods were again rubbed over the agar surfaces and 
the condensation water was run up upon the agar also. 
The tubes were then incubated for twelve days more. 
Any bacteria remaining alive on the rods had thus every 
chance of development. 

Test-room. — This was 74 feet long, 64 feet high and 4 
feet wide, containing nearly 200 cubic feet and almost air 
tight. It was fitted with pressure gauges, thermometers and 
a hydrometer. The sulphur was burned in a pan on the 
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floor at one end of the room. The wooden blocks, carrying 
the test objects, were at the other end, one placed on the 
floor, the second in the middle of the wall, the third near the 
top of the wall. The hydrometer stood about the centre of 
one of the long sides of the room. The thermometers were 
placed, one in the middle of the ceiling, one in the middle of 
the test object wall and one in the upper corner of the same. 
These thermometers projected through the ceiling and wall 
to the outside so that readings could be taken from them at 
any moment during the experiment. | 

Sulphur. — Four hundred and ten grams of ordinary stick 
sulphur (a proportion of 44 pounds to 1,000 cubic feet), 
broken small, was burned in an ordinary flared tin pan, the 
bottom of which was raised five to eight inches from the 
floor. Twenty grams of methyl alcohol were added to insure 
ready ignition of the sulphur. Calculations showed that 
abundant oxygen to support combustion is assured when the 
proportions here used are followed. 

As soon as the alcohol was ignited the door was closed 
and pasted up. Temperature and pressure readings were 
taken at frequent intervals thereafter. (See table.) In 
about two hours the door was opened and the closet aired. 
On account of the strong sulphur fumes still present the , 
test objects were not removed until fifteen hours later, when 
the odor of sulphur was very weak. No changes in air 
pressure were detected during the experiment. About one 
ounce of sulphur was found unconsumed. 

Controls. —Since the temperature of the test-room was 
raised by the burning of the alcohol and sulphur (see table), 
it became necessary to determine to what extent the curve of 
temperature alone was responsible for the bactericidal effects 
obtained. Rods were therefore prepared from the original 
test cultures used in the experiment and were subjected to 
the same curve of temperature in a water-bath for the same 
length of time. They were left over night and then inocu- 
lated on agar. Other controls were made from the same 
original test cultures on agar and grown at 387° C.

Examination of Charles River Clams. 


By the direction of the Board of Health, the bacteriologi- 
cal examination of clams (Mya arenaria) taken from the 
Charles river in the neighborhood of the Harvard bridge, was 
begun in August, 1900. | 

Conclusions. — These clams contain within their intestines 
at least three species of bacteria characteristic of sewage. 
These organisms were not found in the intestines of clams 
or oysters from less contaminated or uncontaminated waters. 
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History. — Fora long time clam digging has been common 
on the Cambridge side of the Charles river basin, but 
residents of the neighborhood state that the Boston side was 
invaded in July; 1900, for the first time in years. 

_ The clam flats on the Boston side lie between the river 
wall and the channel below Harvard bridge, near the ends of 
Gloucester and Hereford streets. 

The Beacon Street houses which back on the river dis- 
charge their sewage directly into the water along this wall, 
contaminating all this area. 

The clam-diggers come up the river in dories on the ebb 
tide, secure the clams during low tide and return on the flow, 
selling the’ clams along the harbor front, particularly at T 
W hart. 

General Considerations. — It has been definitely established 
that if infected with the typhoid bacillus, living shell-fish 
may retain the living typhoid bacilli for various periods up 
to ten days or more, and that once infected, raw shell-fish may 
convey the infection to those who eat them. | 

Dr. Plowright reported (Br. Med. Jour., Sept. 8, 1900) 
that 30 out of 70 persons constituting the population ot 
North Lynn, England, ate clams (Mya arenaria) on a certain 
day. Fifteen of these 30 ate the clams cooked, the other 15 
ate them raw. Ten of the latter group developed typhoid. 
The clams came from flats on the Great Ouse, 3 miles below 
a sewage outlet. 

The general sewage of a community is capable of produc- 
ing typhoid infection only when typhoid bacilli are present 
in the sewage, but since typhoid fever cases frequently exist 
or may develop at any time in such a community, sewage 
must always be regarded as a possible source of danger when 
the circumstances are such that its bacterial contents may 
reach the human intestine, undestroyed. 

An untreated sewage, whether it contains the typhoid 
bacillus or not, always contains large numbers of other bac- 
teria, some of which are believed to produce various intes- 
tinal disorders other than typhoid. 

The general proposition is accepted, therefore, that food 
which may be eaten raw should never be exposed to un- 
treated sewage containing the typhoid bacillus, nor to unin- 
fected sewage unless the food is of such a character that 
it can be thoroughly cleansed before it is eaten. 

Examination. —In examining the clams, attention was 
devoted solely to the bodies of the clams and not to the 
water contained in the shells. 
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The water around the clam in the shell is practically the 
same as the water surrounding the shell itself. 

To prove the bacterial contamination of the water, 
whether lying inside or outside of the shell, was unnecessary, 
since it was evident on simple inspection. | 

The whole point in making an examination of the clams 
lay in determining whether the bodies of the clams — the 
actual substance eaten by the consumer — contained liy- 
ing sewage bacteria. While this might be inferred from the 
fact that the clams lay in grossly contaminated water, it was 
desired to obtain the actual demonstration also. The intes- 
tine of the clam was selected as that portion of its body 
most likely to show any infection which might exist. 

The technique of examination was as follows: 

The clam shell was opened with precautions against injury 
to the clam body which might infect its tissues with bacteria 
from the outside of the shell or the water within it. 

The clam body was then washed and pinned out on a_par- 
affin block. ‘The upper surface of the portion containing 
the intestine was seared with a hot spatula, as is done in tak- 
ing cultures from organs at autopsies. 

With a knife, sterilized by dipping into alcohol and then 
igniting the alcohol at a Bunsen flame, an incision was made 
exposing the intestine. With a pair of forceps (similarly 
sterilized) the intestine, with more or less other tissue 
attached to it, was picked out and dropped into a sterile tube 
of water or broth. 

Intestines from several clams were placed in each tube and 
the emulsions thus obtained were examined microscopically, 
by culture and by direct injection into guinea-pigs and rab- 
bits. 

Results. — From the intestines of these clams were isolated 
and identified — 


B. colt communis. 
B. enteriditis sporogenes (Ilein). 
B. aerogenes capsulatus (Welch). 
These three are commonly found in sewage. A number 
of other bacteria, also isolated, were not further examined. 
B. coli communis.— In the absence of the typhoid bacillus, 
this bacterium, since it resembles the typhoid bacillus in 
many respects, is considered an indicator of the probable 
behavior of the typhoid bacillus under parallel circum- 
stances. 
B. enteriditis sporogenes.— This bacterium is looked upon 
by Klein as one of the causes of summer diarrhea. The 
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cultures isolated in this investigation were virulent in guinea- 
pigs. It produces spores, and is resistant to boiling for short 
periods (3 or 4 minutes). It is possible that it is a variety 
of B. aerogenes capsulatus. 

B. aerogenes capsulatus. — This bacterium is not as yet 
known to be associated definitely with intestinal disturb- 
ances but sometimes produces other lesions by direct inocu- 
lation into the tissues. 

The typhoid bacillus was not found. It was unlikely 
that it was present in the sewage at the time of the exami- 
nation, for the sewage reaching the Charles directly at this 
point comes from a limited number of houses, and typhoid 
fever was known to exist in only one of these at the time, 
while the disinfection of the excreta from this case was under 
the charge of a trained nurse. 

The search for typhoid bacilli in sewage known to contain 
them is, in most cases, practically hopeless, since even in 
severe epidemics, the number of typhoid patients contributing 
to the sewage is almost always small as compared with the 
total contributing persons. Moreover, only a small pro- 
portion of the bacteria present in a typhoid stool are typhoid 
bacilli. 

Finally, if the sewage discharges into a large body of 
water, dilution of the sewage occurs and with it a further 
reduction of the number of typhoid bacilli per unit of cubic 
contents. Typhoid bacilli probably do not greatly increase 
in number in water and probably rarely survive more than 
two or three weeks. To hope. to find, by examining a few 
cubic centimeters from a large mass of water, a bacillus 
present in the proportion of one individual to every ten or 
one hundred gallons of water is almost if not quite useless. 


Examination of Oysters, ete., from Marion. 


In November, 1900, four cases of typhoid fever were 
reported to the Board of Health with an accompanying sug- 
gestion that their origin might be traced to the eating of 
oysters, lying in sewage-polluted water at Marion, where the 
patients, residents of Boston, had been living during the 
summer. 

Mr. Jordan, Chief Sanitary Inspector, and the writer 
were directed by the Board to inspect the conditions 
at Marion and to secure oysters for bacteriological investiga- 
tion. In company with Dr. Morse, Medical Inspector of the 
State Board of Health, bound on a similar errand, they 
visited Marion, November 6, 1900. Dr. Morse supplied 
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many details regarding the conditions existent in Marion, 
discovered in his previous visits. ‘The oysters, clams, etc., 
collected for examination during the trip were divided be- 
tween, Dr. Morse and the writer. 

Conclusion. — So far as present evidence shows the source 
of infection of these Marion cases, in the writer’s opinion, 
still remains an open question. 

As too often happens, the cases had been ‘called to the 
attention of the Board at a date so late that the conditions 
existent at the time of infection had changed. 

During the investigation the following general outline 
was obtained by questioning several local residents. 

History.— Marion is asmall community situated on the west 
side of an arm of Buzzard’s Bay, and during the summer ac- 
commodates a number of summer residents. Of these, about 
one hundred and fifty live at a hotel. The hotel and about 
twenty cottages, accommodating 120 to 150 persons, are 
ranged along the water and discharge their sewerage into it 
at variable distances from the shore through pipes running 
out under the water directly in front of the houses. The 
hotel sewerage system possesses an intercepting ‘basin or 
cesspool for solid matters, the liquids being discharged from 
this basin at intervals on the half ebb tide. The discharge 
from the cottages is continuous. Somewhat above the 
hotel, a sewerage outlet from a local educational institution 
empties into the arm. An island, occupied by a summer 
resident, is, situated a little below the hotel and nearly mid- 
way of the arm. The hotel sewage outlet is stated to be 
about 1,600 feet above this point. On the opposite side of 
the arm is situated a cove (Blankenships) from which many 
of the oysters eaten in Marion are obtained. 

So far as could be learned the four cases of typhoid were 
infected during September. All were summer residents. 
No cases developed among the hotel guests. 

The water, milk, vegetables and food supply (other than 
the oysters) were investigated by Dr. Morse without detecting 
any source of infection. 

The hotel oysters were obtained from a distant source. 
The regular inhabitants and the summer cottagers obtained 
their oysters from Blankenships Cove as arule. The former 
usually bought in small quantities and ate them at once. 
' The latter usually bought in larger quantities and stored 
them for a day or two in the shallow sea water just in front 
of their houses, eating them by degrees. This custom had 
prevailed all summer. 
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Summary. —In favor of the view that the oysters were 
responsible, are the following points : 

1. All those attacked had eaten oysters which had lain 
in the water exposed to sewage contamination, but no cases 
occurred amongst the far larger numbers who had eaten 
oysters from the same original source which had not lain in 
the same water. 

2. The fact that no other source of infection could be 
detected. 

Against the view that the oysters were responsible are the 
following points: | 

1. The incidence of the disease was atypical, — the four 
persons attacked were all over thirty (three males and one 
female), but those similarly exposed who escaped included all 
ages and sexes, at least one-third of them below thirty. 

2. Only one (the female) of those attacked had lived at 
all continuously at Marion. The three males, in contrast 
with many of those not attacked, are stated to have gone back 
and forth to Boston, taking one or two meals there, nearly 
every day. One of them spent three weeks in Canada also. 

3. These conditions had continued all summer without 
previous outbreaks. 

4. Careful search failed to show any direct evidence that 
the sea water at Marion had reéeived, previous to the devel- 
opment of these cases, the discharges of any typhoid patient. 
In the absence of such infection the sewage could not give 
rise to new cases. 

No one of these points is decisive, for or against, because 
definite evidence was hard to obtain, and all the evidence 
obtainable presented many loopholes. Epidemics sometimes 
fail to follow established lines, so that the possibility ‘of 
infection cannot be ruled out simply on the ground that the 
incidence was atypical. 

Examinations. — The bacteriological examinations were 
conducted as described in the Charles river investigation 
(which see). For the reasons described in the report of that 
investigation the intestines of living oysters and clams were 
examined in preference to the water in the shells. Careful 
and repeated search failed to detect in the oysters or clams 
any of the organisms previously detected in the Charles 
river clams, the only bacterium found which is even distantly 
connected with sewage being a variety of proteus, the sig- 
nificance of which is but slight. 

Remarks. —- The practice of storing oysters, even for short 
periods, in waters, exposed to sewage contamination is to be 
strongly deprecated; but so also is bathing in the same 
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water, with the attendant danger of swallowing occasional 
mouthfuls. The bulk of the Marion sewage was small in 
comparison with the bulk of the sea water into which it 
poured. The rise and fall of the tides twice a day tended 
to minimize the dangers further by dilution and by scouring 
action. ‘Thousands of ‘persons every year probably eat 
oysters from much worse contaminated waters, paying the 
penalty doubtless in occasional cases of typhoid, but without 
developing epidemics of sufficient proportion to attract atten- 
tion. It is true that no chances at all, however small, 
should be taken. Provision should be made by municipal and 
State authorities to prevent the development or storage of 
shell-fish for sale in contaminated waters, a matter which 
will grow in importance as sea-side population becomes 
denser. Either the removal of the beds or the diversion or 
proper treatment of the sewage should be insisted on in such 
cases. , 


Examination of Blank Cartridges for B. tetani. 


At least seven cases of tetanus (lockjaw), six of which 
were fatal, occurred in Boston as the result of injuries from 
fireworks on or about June 17 and July 4, 1900. Blank 
cartridges were responsible for several of these injuries. An 
investigation was made to “determine whether the tetanus 
infection in these cases was due to infection of the wads of 
the cartridges themselves or merely to concomitant circum- 
stances. 

Conclusions. —'The blank cartridge itself may be consid- 
ered usually innocent from the bacteriological standpoint. 
The infection seems to be due to the serious nature of the 
wound inflicted, and the circumstances under which it is 
usually inflicted. 

Tetanus is due to the presence and activity of the poisons 
produced by the tetanus bacillus, an organism which is 
found in the soil, varying in abundance in different places. 
This bacillus grows best in the absence of air. A punctured 
wound, or a deep ragged wound, therefore, furnish favorable 
conditions for it. Such wounds, if soil, dirt, etc., containing 
the tetanus bacillus reaches them, are likely to result in 
tetanus unless the body forces suéceed in neutralizing the 
poisons they produce or the bacilli happen to be non-virulent. 
Clean-cut open wounds are less likely to result in tetanus, 
because they are more readily washed out, and the air is not 
so readily excluded from them. 

A clean weapon of any kind, cutting or breaking a clean 
skin is unlikely to infect the wound with tetanus bacilli, 
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but if soil, etc., reaches the wound afterwards, the disease 
may develop. Any weapon already dirty with soil, or a clean 
weapon cutting through a soil-dirtied skin may carry the 
infection directly into the wound. 

Blank cartridge wounds seem to be particularly favorable 
to the tetanus bacillus. Owing to the cheap and dangerous 
construction of the ordinary toy pistol accidental wounds are 
not uncommon, especially amongst the younger boys. In such 
cases the cartridges are usually discharged at close ranges, 
and the pasteboard wad is driven through the skin with an 
explosive force which makes a ragged wound, lacerating the 
tissues deeply in different directions. 

The wound is often in the hand. Here particularly tough 
faciae overlying softer parts conduce to the extension under 
the faciae of ramifications of the main wound and prevent 
ready exploration and disinfection of these. 

The hands of those engaged in fireworks celebrations are 
likely to be more or less begrimed with soil, dust, etc., and 
this dirt is likely to be carried into the wound. 

While these features partly suffice to explain the greater 
frequency of tetanus from blank cartridge wounds than from 
those inflicted by other forms of fireworks, it was considered 
well to try whether the blank cartridges themselves might 
not be infected. 

A similar investigation was carried out by H. G. Wells, 
and yielded negative results, in which cartridges obtained 
from different parts of the country were examined. In the 
tests made here a larger number of cartridges, of local makes, 
were tried. | 

The methods consisted in (1st) separating the wads, pow- 
der and shells of 350 cartridges of different calibres; (2d) 
injecting these directly or extracts and anaerobic cultures 
made from them into guinea-pigs and rabbits; (8d) micro- 
scopic examination of the cultures, extracts, etc. 

Nothing resembling the tetanus bacillus was seen, nor did 
any of the animals exhibit signs of tetanus. 


Arsenic in Calcimine. 


In December, 1900, complaint was made to the Board of 
Health that Paris green (arsenite of copper) had been used 
in tinting the walls of certain of the class-rooms and dressing- 
rooms of the Polk-street School, Charlestown. By the direc- 
tion of the Board this subject was investigated. 

It was found that, two or three months earlier, the walls 
complained of had been tinted green. These walls, when

rubbed with the finger, yielded a light green powder. On 
brushing down the wall with a clean piece of paper sufficient 
dust for a test was obtained. Dust was also collected from 
the floors. Both of these samples yielded arsenic. A paper 
box labelled “ Pozson,” “ Paris green,” said to be an original 
container of the material used for the tint, was secured and 
the green dust remaining in it yielded arsenic also. Action 
was taken by the Board. 

In January, 1901, a somewhat similar complaint was made 
regarding the blackboards of four other schools. | On investi- 
gation a greenish tint was readily apparent on the boards 
complained of, but tests for arsenic were negative in all cases. 
The green chalk used was examined also with-similar results. 

An appendix follows, containing tables illustrating the 
routine work.

The persons positive “ for diagnosis” yielded at least one positive culture early in 
the course of the attack. Those negative ‘‘ for diagnosis” yielded only negative cul- 
tures at any time. 

Those positive ‘‘for release” include all those examined for release alone which 
yielded one or more positive cultures. Those negative ‘‘ for release’? were examined 
only for release and yielded no positive cultures at any time. Six cases (up to July) 
negative ‘for diagnosis” but positive “for release,’’ have been included with the 
positives for release. 

The cases from August, 1900, to January, 1901, inclusive, were not classified com- 
pletely for lack of time.

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Column 4 (based on columns 1, 2, and 3) shows, apparently, that if 100 persons 
carrying B. diphtherie be examined by one culture only, the bacilli will probably 
fail of detection in six. This figure is too low because of the fact (shown in columns 6 
and 7) that but one culture, and that one negative, was sent in from each of a large 
number of persons (column 5), some of whom doubtless would have yielded the 
bacilli on a subsequent examination, had such been made. 

Column 10 (based on columns 7, 8, and 9) shows apparently that if 100 suspected per- 
sons yield negative cultures on a single examination, twenty-two of them nevertheless 
carry the bacilli. This figure is too high for general application because the mere fact 
that'a second culture was sent in shows that all the persons thus examined twice were 
strongly suspected of the disease, and amongst such the proportion of bacillus-carrying 
persons is naturally higher than amongst the ordinary run of persons examined for 
diganosis composed partly (50 per cent.) of cases believed not to be diphtheria, partly 
(30 per cent.) of cases on whom the diagnosis is doubtful and only partly (20 per cent.) 
of strongly suspected cases. The real error lies somewhere between these extremes.

DIAGNOSIS. 
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Column 13 (based on columns J and 2) shows that when a physician makes definitely 
& positive clinical diagnosis at the time of taking the culture, bacilli are found in 68 
per cent. of the cases. 

Column 14 (based on columns 4 and 5) shows that when the physician makes defi- 
nitely a negative clinical diagnosis at the time of taking the culture, bacilli are found 
in 11 per cent. of the cases. 

Two sources of error in comparing the clinical and bacteriological examinations 
must be noted: One, that the physician’s early diagnosis may change later on, indeed 
even before the result of the culture is reported; the other, that the cultural report, 
especially when negative, does not indicate correctly in all cases the presence or 
absence of the disease of diphtheria, although the positive reports are reliable as show- 
ing the presence of the bacilli of diphtheria. The percentage of bacillus-carrying 
persons reported negative from the laboratory is probably small; so also the percent- 
age of persons suspected more or less strongly of diphtheria and found positive at the 
laboratory, yet not suffering from the disease, is also small. It is impossible, how 
ever, to give the exact figures.

Very little stress can be laid on the distinction between membrane and exudate in 
this table. Moreover, even if correctly stated, the presence or absence of lesion given 
applies only to the time at which the culture was taken for diagnosis. The table 
serves to show, however, that 84% of the positive cultures showed what appeared to 
be membrane or exudate; 10% more showed inflammation, and in only 6% was ab- 
sence of lesion recorded. These percentages are calculated without reference to those 
cases on which no record of lesions was made.

This table is incomplete, because, in many cases, the date of earliest symptoms was 
not recorded; such cases were not included above. Moreover, the length of the stages 
given are those obtaining in actual practice here, not those necessarily existing. Thus 
the bacilli are present and detectable before the earliest symptoms Bavelop: bat they 
are not usually detected bacteriologically by us until the second or third day, simply 
because the physician is usually called in not earlier than this time. 

The length of the intervals recorded between the first positive and last positive, be- 
tween the last positive and first negative, and between the first and second negative 
depends somewhat upon the frequency with which cultures are taken, especially in 
the latter two stages.

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REPORT OF MEDICAL INSPECTOR. 


To the Board of Health : 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to-submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1900: 


Infectious Diseases. 


Fifty-three cases of eruptive diseases reported as small-pox 
have been examined during the year. Seven of these were 
found to be small-pox. 

These cases were cared for, as is customary, by the Depart- 
ment, viz.: removal of patient to the hospital, thorough 
disinfection, vaccination and revaccination of all persons that 
have been in contact or exposed to patient, surveillance of 
suspects for two weeks, and a daily visit made until all 
danger has been removed. 

Of these cases, numbering seven, there were no deaths. 

Four thousand nine hundred and seventy-seven cases of 
diphtheria and 1,710 cases of scarlet fever were reported the 
past year. Each case has been investigated, and a report 
made whether or not the case was properly isolated. In 
many cases isolation was not approved, and these cases were 
sent to the hospital, and when necessary an order was ob- 
tained for a forcible removal. 

During the past year 872 persons, dying without a physi- 
cian in attendance, have been reported to this office. In all 
these cases a personal visit has been made, the body exam- 
ined, and a probable diagnosis made before granting a per- 
mit for burial. 

Seventeen cases have been referred to the Medical 
Examiner for investigation.

GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1900: 

There have been 4,118 persons vaccinated, and 1,042 cer- 
tificates of vaccination have been issued. The City Prison 
has been visited on Sundays and holidays, where cases have 
been treated of abrasions, contusions, delirium tremens, de- 
mentia, epilepsy, fracture, sprain, incised wounds, lacerated 
wounds and scalp wounds. At the Chardon-street Home, 
cases have been attended of acne, anzmia, acute bronchitis, 
chronic bronchitis, broncho-pneumonia, child-bed, colds, con- 
junctivitis, contusions, cystitis, debility, delirium tremens, 
dementia, gastro-intestinal catarrh, hysteria, icterus, incised 
wounds, melzena neonatorum, neuralgia, abdominal tumor, 
otorrhcea, paronychia, stomatitis, syphilis, thrush, urticaria, 
and varicilla. 

Suffolk County Jail— One thousand seven hundred and 
eighty-six patients have been treated, the number ‘of visits 
required being 8,236. There were three deaths, and two 
patients were sent to the hospital.

The hospitals and out-building at Gallop’s Island are all 
in good condition. 

Steamer “ Vigilant” is in fair condition at present, but will 
probably need extensive repairs to the ‘hull within a year or 
two.

The above table refers to animals arriving at the different 
stock-yards which were unable to walk to the abattoir be- 
cause of injury during transportation, or from what was 
supposed to be a slight illness; these were shot at the stock- 
yards, and carted to the abattoir in the ambulance. 

Of the above forty-nine animals, thirty-three were found 
to be slightly injured, two were pregnant, three had lamini- 
tis, two were wild, and nine had septicemia, the last nine 
being condemned.

Under the head of “Cows from Eastern States” is under- 
stood animals from all of the New England States, including 
Massachusetts. | 

By comparison of the above table, with table under the 
head of « Diseases found among animals after having been 
killed,” etc., it will be seen that only 150 of the 310 cases of 
tuberculosis were condemned. This means that 160 of these 
cases were slight, and not condemnable under the act passed 
by the Legislature of 1898. 

The total number (310) of tuberculous cattle found at the 
abattoir during the past year shows a large increase as com- 
pared with the total number (234) found during the year 
1899. This, however, is due to the great increase in number 
(6,336) of Eastern cows killed during the past year as com- 
pared with the number (8,936) killed during the year 1899, 
although the percentage (4.86) of tuberculous Eastern cows 
found during the past year is lower than the percentage 
(5.89) found in the same class of animals for the year 1899. 


INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 


The inspection of cattle kept for the production of milk 
within the city limits has been continued as heretofore. All 
cattle that have, upon physical examination, shown any 
symptoms of tuberculosis have been subjected to the tuber- 
culin test. 

Forty-six animals have been tested with tuberculin, of 
which seven were found tuberculous and quarantined. These 
were at once reported to the Board of Cattle Commissioners 
in accordance with the Public Statutes. 

During this inspection three cases of actinomycosis of 
the udder were found and reported to the Board of Cattle 
Commissioners. ; 

Upon examination of the various dairies within the City 
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it was found that considerable improvement has been made 
in the condition of milk-rooms. 


(GGLANDERS. 


There have been reported by veterinarians to the Board of 
Health during the past year 224 horses under the suspicion 
of having glanders. Of these, 52 on examination were 
found to be affected with some non-contagious disease, 
and the remaining 172 proved to have glanders. ‘Twenty- 
four of these cases, upon inquiry, were found to have been 
owned and stabled outside of Boston, or had been stabled in 
Boston for so short a time that no doubt existed but that the 
animals were infected with glanders before coming to Boston. 
The State Board of Cattle Commission were notified of such 
cases, thus enabling them to investigate. 

In addition to the above cases of glanders reported to this 
office, the Board of Health, by examination of all animals in 
stables where a case of glanders occurred, and also in many 
other stables, found thirty-three cases of glanders, or 16 per 
cent. of the total number of cases, all of which would other- 
wise have remained in such stables, a constant danger to the 
other animals, for some time before being discovered by the 
owner. 

During such stable inspections 4,500 horses have been 
examined. ‘These examinations are made on Sundays only, 
as at no other time is it possible to find all animals in. :

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All stables in which glanders occurred during the past 
year have been thoroughly disinfected. 

Mallein has been used to a considerable extent, par- 
ticularly in such cases as were doubtful from a clinical 
standpoint, and where material for guinea-pig test was 
not available, as, for instance, where the. only lesion to 
be discovered clinically was an enlarged sub-maxillary gland 
with no nasal discharge. Where it has been possible, all 
horses which have been associated with another animal having 
glanders, as, for instance, a mate working in the same team 
with a glandered horse, have been subjected to the mallein 
test. In such cases, where no symptoms are present and a 
reaction is made to mallein, the horses have been kept under 
strict observation by the Board of Health. 

The following table shows, in a condensed form, the rela- 
tion of the mallein test to the clinical diagnosis at the time 
of making the mallein test, and to the final diagnosis based 
on autopsy, guinea-pig test, or prolonged observations :

~The conclusions, which are the same as in 1899, drawn 

from tables numbered VI. and VII., are as follows: 


1. All animals, whether suspected of glanders or not, 
failing to react to the mallein test, may be considered free 
from glanders. (See columns 4 and 5.) 

2. Animals, whether suspected of glanders or not, react- 
ing to the mallein test, may or may not be affected with 
glanders. (See columns 2 and 3.) It will be seen, how- 
ever, that 87 per cent. of the animals giving a positive 
mallein reaction are affected with glanders. 

3. Animals giving a doubtful reaction to the mallein test 
may or may not be affected with glanders. (See columns 6 
and 7.) 

Attention is called to the fact that the conclusions are 
drawn as a result of the above one hundred and seventy-nine 
cases. The following standards of reaction have been used, 
in the work of this Department, in all records, tables, etc., in 
this report relating to the mallein tests: 

1. If the rise in temperature is 1° or less the reaction is 
negative unless the temperature before testing is 104° or 
more. (See below, 4.) 

2. When the temperature before testing is not above 
102° and during the test reaches 104° or more, the reaction 
is positive; but if, during the test, the temperature does not 
reach 104° (the rise, however, being more than 1°) the reac- 
tion is doubtful. 

3. When the temperature before testing is between 102° 
and 104° and, during the test, rises 2° or more, the reaction 
is positive, but if the rise is less than 2° (and more than 1°) 
the reaction is doubtful. 

4. If the temperature before testing is 104° or more, the 
test is of no value, since it is impossible to recognize whether 
the reaction is positive, negative, or doubtful. 
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Meruop oF Maktna MALLEIN TEST. 


Having, by previous examination, ascertained what the 
ordinary temperature of the suspected animal is, a subcuta- 
neous injection of mallein is made in the thick portion of the 
neck. The reaction to mallein consists in a high rise of tem- 
perature with more or less swelling at the point of injection. 
The rise in temperature occurs usually in from six to eight 
hours, requiring the temperature to be taken within about 
six hours, and again thereafter about every three hours. 
A swelling at the point of injection is always present; but, 
if glanders is present, it is large, well marked, with abrupt 
edges. If glanders is not present, the swelling is small and 
flat. The results, where a reaction has taken place, usually 
runs somewhat as follows: ‘Temperature at time of in- 
jection, 10 P.M.,101°; 5 A.M., 104°; 7 .A.M.,105°; 9 A.M., 
105°; 11 A.M., 105°; 5 P.M., 105°; in forty-eight hours, 
probably back to 102°. During the test, no water is allowed, 
but food given as usual.

Guinea-Pig Test for Glanders. — All animals reported to 
this office as suspected of having glanders, and which upon 
clinical examination were doubtful, although presenting a 
discharge either from the nose or a local ulcer, have been 
held for a guinea-pig test. The laboratory facilities of the 
Board of Health have been open to all veterinarians of 
the City for both the guinea-pig and mallein tests, but 
although these tests are valuable aids to diagnosis in suspected 
cases, the veterinarians have not availed themselves of this 
opportunity to any considerable extent.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF MILK AND 
VINEGAR.

To the Board of Health, Boston, Mass. : 


GENTLEMEN, — I beg to submit the following report on the 
work of the Bureau of Milk Inspection during the year ended 
January 31, 1901: 

The number of samples of milk examined was 13,978, of 
which, 8,149 were taken from milk wagons, 5,621 from shops 
and restaurants, and 208 were brought in by citizens. Of 
the total number, but 2 were found to contain added coloring 
matters, and only 13 contained preservatives. These 13 
samples were obtained from seven dealers, all of whom were 
prosecuted and convicted. 

The Legislature of 1900 passed no new laws relating to 
the sale and inspection of milk, but amended the existing 
statutes in the matter of the penalty for the first conviction 
for the sale of milk not of good standard quality or for cus- 
tody or possession of the same with intent to sell. Hitherto 
the penalty has been a fine of not less than fifty nor more than 
two hundred dollars; under the amendment it is now not 
exceeding fifty dollars, and no minimum is given. The 
penalty for a second offence is unchanged ; not less than one 
hundred nor more than three hundred dollars. No change 
was made in the penalty for the sale of milk to which color- 
ing matters, preservatives or other foreign substances have 
been added. 

The number of samples of butter, oleomargarine and cheese 
examined was 1,137, less than 50 of which proved to be oleo- 
margarine, and these were mainly from restaurants and board- 
ing houses where transient trade is solicited. An occasional 
fraudulent dealer doing business from a wagon strays into 
the City limits, but the business of selling the prohibited 
article as and for butter is practically dead. No new legis- 
lation was passed concerning butter and oleomargarine by 
the Legislature of 1900. 

The number of samples of vinegar taken during the year 
was 805. As in former years the quality has been, in general, 
very high.

DisposAL oF Mink PRODUCED AT THE BRIGHTON 
STocK—Y ARDS. 


August 31,1900, the Board of Health passed the fol- 
lowing regulation : 


*“ No milk drawn from a cow in the City of Boston within 
forty-eight hours after said cow is brought into said City 
shall be sold or used for human food, and all milk drawn 
from any cow avithin forty-eight hours after said cow is 
brought into said City shall be destroyed within one hour 
after it is drawn from the cow.” 

In accordance with instructions from your honorable 
Board, I have caused the provisions of this regulation to be 
strictly enforced at the stock-yards in Brighton where, 
hitherto, there has been much cause for complaint. 

This regulation prohibits the sale of milk from cows 
commonly known among cattle dealers as “bagged cows.” 
By the term bagged cows is understood a cow in which the 
milk has been purposely allowed by the owner to remain in 
the udder beyond at least one regular time of milking, to 
give the udder a good, full appearance at the time of sale. 

Wednesday is the stock-market day at the Brighton 
Stock-yards, and upon this day cattle dealers from all over 
New England gather to sell their cattle. All cattle, many 
of which are prepared for sale in the above mentioned 
manner, are usually sold within forty-eight hours after 
arriving at the yards. Thus this class of animals comes 
within the provisions of this regulation. 

Previous to the passage of this regulation it was the cus- 
tom, after the sale of each cow, to have such cow milked by 
some one employed by the cattle dealer, who was usually a 
milk pedler, and in some cases, women and boys of the 
neighborhood of the yards. Furthermore the care of such 
milk after having been drawn from the cow, was not in 
accordance with the milk regulations of the Board of Health. 
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By the enforcement of the above regulation the sale or use 
of all such milk whether from “bagged cows” or not, has 
been stopped. 

Fruit and vegetables have been closely inspected at the 
wharves and depots on their arrival by steamship or rail- 
road,

GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report, for the year ending January 31, 1901: 

Licenses were granted to remove bones, grease, etc.: In 
March, 72; April, 2; May, 4; July, 2; August, 1; Septem- 
ber, 3; October, 5; N uecdber: oy Deratiter 4; January, 8. 

The renewals were: February, 67; April, 70; May, 72 
June, 68; July, 68; August, 70; September, 71; October, 
73; November, 63; December, 68; January, 71. 

Numbers were assigned to pedlers, Chapter 47, Section 
86, Revised Ordinances, 1898: March, 258; April, toe 
May, 142; June, 101; ly 06; August, 68 ; September, 22 22; 
October, 20): N pacer 27; December, 21. January, 29, 

Vehicles and receptacles inspected, and numbers approved : 
in February, 127; April, 278; May, 352; June, 360; July, 
412; August, 476; September, 482 ; October, 453; Novem- 
ber, 465 ; December, 456; January, 435. 

The vehicles and receptacles used by pedlers and collect- 
ors of bones, grease, etc., licensed by this Board are in good 
condition ; particular attention has been given as to cleanli- 
ness. 

The City Collector received the past year $1,825 for City 
licenses, $248 for County licenses; a total of $2,078, the 
smallest amount received in any year since 1893. 

This is due to the system inagurated by the Street Depart- 
ment in 1899. Over 1,500 permits were issued by the 
Street Department, which were supposed to expire December 
1, 1899. Less than 1,100 pedlers were licensed by the 
Secretary of State and the Board of Health, many of whom 
did not have, or require a permit to sell on the street. 

This shows that hundreds of unlicensed pedlers have been 
doing business illegally on permits and information from the 
Street Department. Permits which had expired on Decem- 
ber 1, 1899, were extended to December 1, 1900, and a large 
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number of new permits were granted. Arrangements were 
made by which this Department would receive a list of 
these permits; but the list is incomplete and so unreliable as 
to be almost worthless. For this reason our record of ped- 
lers now doing business in Boston is not complete. 

I wish to call your attention to the fact that lieenses are 
granted to pedlers who have not complied with the ordinances 
or statutes. For example: William Rattazo was given a 
permit to sell « All articles under Chapter 68, Section 1 ok 
Public Statutes.” His name is not recorded with the Board 
of Health, and he has not been assigned a number, as pro- 
vided in Chapter 47, Section 86, Revised Ordinances, 1898. 

Chalesto Pastore was given a permit to sell “An article 
manufactured by himself.” He has no license as provided for 
in Chapter 68, Section 8, of the Public Statutes. 

Ciracio Zarella was given a permit to sell “fruits, etc.” 
He should have a license, as provided for in Chapter 68. 

The granting of licenses by the Board of Aldermen to 
minors for the sale of buttons, badges, small-wares, etc., is 
said to be illegal by the Corporation Counsel, and has driven 
out of business a number of adult pedlers from whom the 
City had received a revenue. 

The work of this Department has been to properly enforce 
the law, and every pedler found has had the law and ordi- 
nances explained to him, so that he might conform to all 
the requirements.

All but 9 adults 
and 11 very small children were subsequently identified and 
claimed for burial by relatives and friends. 

There was made by the Medical Examiner and his assist- 
ant 22 autopsies, at which I assisted.

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APPENDIX. 


The following regulations, adopted from time to time by 
the Board of Health, are still in force: 


REMOVAL OF MANURE. 
May 10, 1875. 

Ordered, That no manure shall be removed except in a 
tight, canvas-covered vehicle, with the covering so secured to 
the sides and ends of the vehicle as to prevent the manure 
from being dropped or left in any street or way of the City 
in process of removal, and not loaded in or upon any street, 
lane, alley, or passageway or upon or across any sidewalk. 


OFFENSIVE TRADES. 
August 7, 1878. 
Ordered, That, after this date, the exercise of the trade 
or employment of manufacturing fertilizers or guano from 
fish or other animal matter within the limits of the City 
of Boston, except on the islands in the harbor, at the abat- 
toir in the Brighton district, or such other places as may 
have been or may hereafter be assigned by said Board, such 
trade or employment being in the opinion of the Board a 
nuisance, hurtful to the inhabitants, the exercise of which is 
attended by noisome and injurious odors. 


Puspitic FUNERALS. 
November 21, 1882. 

Whereas, The diseases designated as small-pox, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, and typhus fever are contagious and dan- 
gerous to the public health, and have been, and may easily 
be, contracted at funerals from dead bodies or apartments 
which have been infected by such diseases ; it is, therefore, 

Ordered, That from after this date no public funerals 
shall be held over the remains of any person having died of 
small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or typhus fever, without 
the written permit of the Board of Health, and under such 
regulations as may prevent the spread of either of said 
diseases. 
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Ordered, further, that the remains of persons dying of 
either of said diseases shall at once be placed in a tight or 
sealed coffin, and shall not.thereafter be exposed to view or 
disturbed except for burial. | 


UNDERTAKERS. 
January 3, 1890. 


The following Statute Law and the Regulation of the 
Board of Health is published for the information of Under- 
takers and others having charge of the burial of bodies: 


CHAPTER 124, COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS, IN 
THE YEAR 1883. 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE REMOVAL AND .TRANSPORTATION OF 
CERTAIN BODIES FOR BURIAL. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section Five of Chapter 32 of the Public Statutes, re- 
lating to the burial or removal of bodies for burial, is amended by in- 
serting in the eleventh line thereof, after the word ‘‘ bury’’ the words 
‘‘or remové.”’ 


Stor. 2. No railroad corporation, or other common carrier or person, 
shall convey or cause to be conveyed, through or from any city or town 
in this Commonwealth, the remains of any person who has died of 
small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or typhoid fever, until-such body 
has been so encased and prepared as to preclude any danger of com- 
municating the disease to others by its transportation, and no local 
registrar or clerk shall give a permit for the removal of such body until 
he has received from the Board of Health of the city, or the Selectmen 
of the town where the death occurred, a certificate, stating the cause of 
death, and that said body has been prepared in the manner set forth in 
this section, which certificate shall be delivered to the agent or person 
who receives the body. 


Sect. 3. This Act shall take effect upon its passage. 


REGULATION. 


In BoARD OF HEALTH, January 38, 1890. 


In pursuance of the above law the Board of Health makes the follow- 
ing regulation: 

Ordered, That the bodies of all persons dying from small-pox, diph- 
theria, membraneous croup, scarlet fever, or typhus fever must immedi- 
ately be prepared for the coffin, wrapped in a sheet saturated in a 10% 
solution of chloride of zinc and placed in a coffin, which must be made 
absolutely tight, and which must not be reopened. ~ 

INsTrRucrTions. — It will be necessary for Undertakers to first comply 
with the above Law and Regulation, and then certify the same to this 
Board. The Board of Health will thereupon issue the required certifi- 
cate. 

Blanks for the Undertakers’ use will be furnished at this office. 
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INSTRUCTIONS TO SUPERINTENDENTS OF CEMETERIES 
AND UNDERTAKERS. 
October 1, 1899. 
In disintering the remains of persons who have died from 
any infectious disease the following instructions must be 
followed: 


After excavating the earth to within six inches of the 
coffin or box containing an infected body, the box and earth 
upon it must be saturated with a solution of fresh chloride 
of lime (one-half pound to a gallon of water), and when the 
box containing the body is raised or handled it must be 
thoroughly washed with the same solution. No such body 
shall be removed except in a tightly sealed and suitable box. 
No person will be allowed to disinter or remove the 
remains of any person who has died of small-pox without 
first having been vaccinated very recently and to the satis- 
faction of the Board of Health. 


WALL DRAPERIES. 
October 11, 1898. 
At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the fol- 
lowing regulation was passed: 


«The Board of Health hereby adjudges that the use of 
‘Wall Draperies’ at funerals is a source of filth and cause 
of sickness, and hereby orders: That the use of such 
draperies in any room or place used for a funeral or for the 
preparation or retention of any human body before or in 
connection with such funeral, be and hereby is, forbidden.” 


Cows. 
April 26, 1892. 

Whereas, Cows’ milk is one of the most common and nec- 
essary articles of food, and is oftentimes seriously impaired 
in usefulness and rendered dangerous to health by the want 
of proper care in its production or subsequent treatment or 
handling ; it is, therefore, ordered that the following regula- 
tion be and is hereby adopted: 


Section 1. No person shall use any building as a stable 
for cows unless it contains at least 1,000 cubic feet of space 
for each animal, is well lighted and ventilated, has tight 
roof and floors, good drainage, a supply of pure water, and 
all other necessary means for maintaining the health and 
good condition of the cows, and has been approved by the 
Board of Health. 
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Sect. 2. Every person using any such building shall 
keep the same and the premises connected therewith, and all 
Jand used for pasturage of the cows, clean and free from 
filth. 


Sect. 3. Every person keeping a milch cow shall permit 
it to be examined from time to time, as to its freedom from 
disease, by a veterinarian designated by the Board of Health. 


SEotT. +. No person having an infectious disease, or hav- 
ing recently been in contact with any such person, shall 
milk cows or handle cans, measures, or other vessels used 
for milk intended for sale, or in any way take part or assist 
in handling milk intended for sale, until all danger of com- 
municating such disease to other persons shall have passed. 


Sect. 5. No person shall sell or use for human food the 
milk of a diseased cow, or permit such milk to be mixed 
with other milk, nor until it has been boiled, shall sell or use 
such milk, or any mixture of such milk, for food of swine or 
other animals. 


RECEPTACLES FOR GARBAGE, ETC. 
September 6, 1892. 


Ordered, That no person, unless authorized so to do, be 
allowed to handle, disturb, or remove the contents of any 
receptacle for garbage or rubbish of any kind placed in the 
yards, passageways, or public streets. 


DESTRUCTION OF CLOTHING, ETC. 


September 10, 1892. 

Ordered, That hereafter no articles of clothing or bedding 
in use shall be thrown overboard from any vessel in Boston 
Harbor without the written consent of the Board of Health 
or the Quarantine Physician; nor shall any such articles be 
removed from any vessel at her dock without such permis- 
sion; such articles shall no longer be brought to the City to 
be destroyed, but shall be burned in the harbor, under the 
supervision of the Quarantine Physician, in the furnaces of 
the steamers. 


OYSTER SHELLS. 
October 17, 1892. 
Whereas, The storing and handling of oyster shells near 
business and residential districts are attended by noisome 
and injurious odors, it is hereby ordered that no oyster shells 
shall be kept in or removed from any building, yard, or other 
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place within the built-up portions of the City, except by 
written permission from the Board of Health, and only at 
such times and in such manner as shall be prescribed in said 
permit. 
QUARANTINE. 
March 4, 1893. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, it was or- 
dered that the several quarantine regulations, now in force 
at this port, be revised so as to read as follows: 


Ordered, That any vessel arriving at this port, which has 
on board at the time of her arrival, or has had during her 
passage to this port, any sickness of a contagious infectious, 
or doubtful character which may be dangerous to the public 
health, or which has come from or has been in any port or 
place which has been epidemically infected with any conta- 
gious or infectious disease within the six months next pre- 
ceding such arrival, or has on board any merchandise which 
has come by transhipment from any such infected port or 
place within the six months next preceding, or has on board 
any immigrants (except from British America) shall be 
anchored at quarantine. 

Infected persons found on such vessels shall be removed 
to the hospital on Gallop’s Island, and there detained until 
all power to infect others shall have ceased. Cargoes and 
personal baggage, which in the opinion of the Port Physician 
or the Board of Health may be infected, shall be removed to 
Gallop’s Island and there disinfected, when such disinfection 
cannot be properly done on board the vessels or on lighters. 

All immigrants, on arrival at quarantine, shall be subjected 
to examination as regards their freedom from contagious or 
infectious disease and their protection from small-pox. 

All persons under ten years of age who have not been 
successfully vaccinated, and all persons over ten years of age 
who have not recently been successfully vaccinated or revac- 
cinated, shall be considered as unprotected from the effect of 
the contagion of small-pox, persons having had an attack of 
small-pox excepted. 

All persons not so protected shall be vaccinated er sub- 
jected to a quarantine of fifteen days’ observation. | 

All old rags, paper stock, hair, feathers, hides, skins, 
wool, and similar materials which are liable to convey dis- 
ease germs must be accompanied by satisfactory certificates 
as to their place of collection and packing for shipment. 

No article of clothing or bedding in use shall be thrown 
overboard from any vessel in Boston Harbor without the 
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written consent of the Board of Health or the Quarantine 
Physician; nor shall any such article be removed from any 
vessel at her dock without such permission; all such articles 
which are to be destroyed shall be burned in the harbor 
under the supervision of the Quarantine Physician, in the 
furnaces of the steamers. 

No vessel shall leave quarantine, nor shall her cargo, or any 
part thereof, be discharged, nor any person be allowed to go 
on board or to leave her while in quarantine, without the 
written permit of the Port Physician, who is hereby author- 
ized and instructed to take such measures with regard to said 
vessel, cargo, and persons, as, in his judgment, the public 
health may require. 

It is also hereby ordered, that during June, July, August, 
September, and October, of each year, subject to such changes 
as circumstances may from time to time require, all vessels 
arriving in this harbor from the following ports shall stop at 
the Quarantine Station, viz.: All vessels from any port in 
Europe, from the Western, Maderia,. Canary, or Cape de 
Verde Islands; from the Mediterranean or Straits thereof, 
from the west coast of Africa, or around the Cape of Good 
Hope; from the West India, Bahama, or Bermuda Islands ; 
from any American port south of Virginia, including Central 
and South America; and vessels arriving from any place in 
the United States or British America, where they may have 
touched on their way from any foreign port or place above 
named. 

No such vessel shall leave quarantine or unload her cargo 
or any part thereof, nor shall any person go on board or leave 
the vessel while in quarantine without the written permit of 
the Port Physician, who is hereby authorized and instructed 
to take any measures in regard to such vessels, as, in his 
judgment, the public health may require. 

The Port Physician is hereby authorized and instructed to 
demand and receive the quarantine fees which are hereby 
made and established by this Board, and which are as follows: 


For examination of vessels of 500 tons and upward (regis- 
tration tonnage), eight dollars. 
~ For examination of vessels under 500 tons (registration 
tonnage), five dollars. — 

For disinfecting vessels, from ten to fifty dollars. 

For baths and disinfecting personal clothing re baggage, 
one dollar for each person. 

For vaccination, twenty-five cents for each person. 

For board of patients in hospital, ten dollars a week. 
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Such fees to be by the Port Physician paid to the City 

Treasurer. 
DEPOSIT OF REFUSE. 

March 30, 1898. 

Voted, That, whereas, in the opinion of the Board of 
Health, the use of refuse materials in filling ponds and 
bodies of water and wet lands is a nuisance, source of filth, 
and cause of sickness, it is therefore 

Ordered, That no person shall throw into any pond or 
body of water or upon any land which at any time is covered 
with tide-water, within the limits of the City, any refuse, ani- 
mal or vegetable matter, or any perishable material or rubbish 
or filth of any kind whatsoever, between the first day of April 
and the first day of November, except in accordance with a 
written permit issued from the Board of Health to the owner 
of such pond or land, and no owner of such pond or land 
shall refuse or neglect to remove therefrom any refuse or 
filth hereinbefore described which shall be thrown or placed 
in-or upon the same within the period hereinbefore specified. 


FIntinc For Ponps AND WET LANDs. 
April 10 1893. 

Whereas, In the opinion of the Board of Health, the use 
of refuse materials in filling ponds and bodies of water and 
wet lands is a nuisance, source of filth, and cause of sickness, 
it is therefore ordered that no person shall throw into any 
pond or body of water, or upon any land which at any time 
is covered with tide-water, within the limits of the City, any 
refuse, animal or vegetable matter, or any perishable material 
or rubbish or filth of any kind whatsoever, between the first 
day of April and the first day of November, except in accord- 
ance with a written permit issued from the Board of Health 
to the owner of such pond or land, and no owner of such 
pond or land shall refuse or neglect to remove therefrom any 
refuse or filth hereinbefore described which shall be thrown 
or placed in or upon the same within the period hereinbefore 
specified. 

TEXAN CATTLE. 
July 29, 1893. 

Whereas, Northern and Western cattle exposed to those 
coming from Texas, or to the premises which have been used 
by Texan cattle, are likely to contract a disease known as 
Texas fever among cattle, it is therefore ordered that none 
of the cattle arriving from Texas shall be driven over any 
road or across any lands which are used or liable to be used 
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by other cattle, nor in any way exposed to such other cattle 
within the limits of Boston, except within the yards immedi- 
ately connected with the abattoir. 


STORAGE OF FRUIT. 
August 3, 1893. 
No person shall store or keep or allow to be stored or kept 
in any building of which he is the owner or occupant, and 
which is in use in whole or in part as a dwelling-house, any 
fruit or merchandise, except in accordance with a written 
permit from the Board of Health. 


KILLING OF POULTRY. 
July 16, 1896. 
That no live chickens, geese, ducks, or other fowls, shall 
be brought into, or kept, or held, or offered for sale, or killed 
or plucked, in any place in the City of Boston, without a 
permit thereof in writing from the Board of Health, which 
shall be subject to revocation by said Board at any time. 


SPITTING IN: STREET CARS AND UPON SIDEWALKS. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, March 23, 1899, 
the regulation dated October 18, 1896, respecting spitting in 
street cars, was amended so as to read as follows: 


“The Board of Health hereby adjudges that the deposit 
of sputum in public places is a nuisance, source of filth, and 
cause of sickness, and hereby orders: That spitting upon the 
floor, platform, or steps of any railroad, or railway station, 
ear, public building, hall, church, theatre, market, or any 
sidewalk immediately connected with said public places, be, 
and hereby is, prohibited.” 


OFFENSIVE TRADES. 
October 18, 1896. 

The Board of Health hereby forbids the exercise of the 
trades or employments of slaughtering animals, rendering 
animal-matter (except fresh tallow), manufacturing fertilizers, 
mixing or storing refuse, animal or vegetable substances, 
smoking fish or meat, refining oils, making varnish, asphaltum, 
glue, gas, gasoline, or any burning fluid within the limits of 
the City of Boston, except at such place or places as may be 
assigned by said Board; such trades or employments being 
nuisances, hurtful to the inhabitatnts of said City, dangerous 
to the public health, attended by noisome and injurious odors, 
and otherwise injurious to the estates of said inhabitants. 
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PEDLERS. 


The following laws have been passed by the State and City 
for the government of pedlers: 


No person shall sell any articles to any person on a public 
street or go from house to house selling articles, or cry his 
goods in the street and ways, unless he is a minor, licensed 
by the Clerk of Committees to sell articles, or he has received 
a permit from the Superintendent of Streets to sell articles 
on a public street, recorded his name and place of residence 
with the Board of Health, and receive from said Board a 
record number. 

No such permit or number shall be given to or used by 
any person unless the person sells only the following articles, 
produced or grown in the United States, viz.: Brooms, live 
animals, fruits, provisions, agricultural products or imple- 
ments, hand tools used in making boots and shoes, fuel, 
newspaper, books, pamphlets, or the products of his own 
labor or the labor of his family other than jewelry, wines, 
spirituous liquors, indigo, playing cards, or feathers; or the 
person has received a license as Hawker and Pedler from the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth and —is an honorably dis- 
charged soldier or sailor of the late war, 07 —is over seventy 
years of age, or—has paid the City Treasurer twenty-five 
dollars, or — is qualified to vote and has paid a tax on his 
stock in trade in Boston, or — is licensed by said Secretary 
as a Hawker and Pedler throughout the Commonwealth or 
throughout the County of Suffolk. 

No person selling articles shall refuse or neglect to exhibit 
his permit, license, and certificate whenever the same is de- 
manded by any public officer. 

No person shall sell spirituous liquors, wines, jewelry, 
feathers, playing cards, or indigo. 

No person shall have in his possession, with intent to sell, 
fish of any kind, unless they are kept in covered stalls or 
fish-boxes, or in covered carts, well secured from the rays of 
the sun, nor any fish other than flounders, smelts, or other 
small fish, salmon or shad, unless they have been cleansed of 
their entrails and other refuse parts. 

No person selling articles shall carry them in any vehicle 
or receptacle, unless the same is neat, clean, and free from 
leaks, and has printed upon it his name, the number of his 
license, and the number given him by the Board, of Health, 
in letters and figures at least two inches in height. 

No person selling articles shall carry them in any manner 
that will injure or annoy the public health or comfort. 
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No person selling articles shall cry his wares to the dis- 
turbance of the peace and comfort of ‘the inhabitants. 

No person shall place or permit to remain in any street for 
more than ten minutes any of his goods or articles without a 
permit from the Superintendent of Streets. 

No person shall, on foot in any street, carry or display any 
show-card, placard, or sign without a permit from the Super- 
intendent of Streets. 

No person selling articles shall stop or stand with a cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle for the purpose of hawking, pedling, 
or selling goods, wares, merchandise, fruit, or other articles, 
between the hours of eight o’clock A.M. and half-past six 
o'clock P.M., in or occupy any part of the following streets, 
ways, or squares ; namely, Haymarket square, Sudbury street, 
Court street from Sudbury street to Scollay square, Scollay 
square, Tremont street from Scollay square to Eliot street, 
Ehot street from Tremont street to Washington street, 
Washington street from Eliot street to Franklin street, 
Franklin street from Washington street to Devonshire 
street, Devonshire street from Franklin street to Milk street, 
Milk street from Devonshire street to Pearl street, Post 
Office square, Water street to Washington street, State street, 
between Merchants row and Devonshire street, and Wash- 
ington street from Adams square to Haymarket square, or 
any of the streets, ways, or squares included within the terri- 
tory bounded as above described, or except in accordance 
with an order of the Board of Aldermen, stop or stand in, 
or occupy any part of the streets, ways, and squares in the 
City proper, north of Massachusetts avenue, with a hand-cart 
or wheelbarrow, for the purpose of hawking, pedling, or sell- 
ing any goods, wares, or merchandise, fruit, or other articles, 
between the hours of eight o'clock A.M. and halt past 
Bie M. 

- No person shall sell or expose for sale by public auction 
any articles except in such place as is expressly described or 
set forth in his license or permit.

ConTAGIOUS DISEASES. 
March 10, 1897. 
At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, it was 
voted to amend the regulation of July 1, 1895, respecting 
contagious diseases, so to read as follows: 
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1. Whoever is infected with small-pox, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, or membraneous croup, shall immediately proceed 
to some isolated place or room designated by the Board of 
Health, and no person who has been so affected shall leave 
such place or room, and no article shall be removed from 
such place or room until the Board of Health shall certify in 
writing that all danger of communicating such disease to 
others is passed. | 

2. Every parent or guardian of any child or ward in- 
fected with small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or mem- 
braneous croup, shall immediately cause such child or ward 
to be conveyed to some isolated place or room approved by 
the Board of Health, and no parent or guardian shall permit 
such child or ward to remove from such place or room until 
the Board of Health shall find and certify in writing that all 
danger of communicating such disease to others has passed. 

3. No person other than the attending physician, nurse, 
and agents of the Board of Health, shall enter, nor shall any 
dog, cat, or other animal be allowed to enter any apartment or 
other place set apart for the treatment of small-pox, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, or membraneous croup until the Board of 
Health shall certify in writing that such apartment or place 
has been satisfactorily disinfected. 

4. No person having the care of any other person who has 
been infected with small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or 
membraneous croup, shall advise or permit such other person 
to leave any place designated by the Board of Health as a 
place of isolation of such infected person before said Board of 
Health shall have certified in writing that such person can 
leave such designated place without danger to others. 

5. No physician who has been in attendance upon any 
person who has been infected with small-pox, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, or membraneous croup, shall advise or knowingly 
permit such person to leave any place designated by the 
Board of Health as a place of isolation of such infected per- 
son before said Board of Health shall have certified in -writ- 
ing that such infected person can leave such place without 
danger to others. 

MILK. 
December 22, 1898. 

Whereas, In the opinion of the Board of Health infectious 
diseases are spread by the -distribution of milk produced, 
stored, and distributed under improper conditions; it is, 
therefore, | 


Nore. — The amendment is shown by words in italics, 
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Ordered, That the following regulations be and hereby 
are adopted : 


ARTICLE I. 


SEecTION 1. All persons in the City of Boston engaged 
in the production of milk for sale, or in the business of sell- 
ing, delivering, or distributing milk in said City, shall annually 
on the first day of May, or within thirty days thereafter, 
make written application to the Inspector of Milk, on forms 
prescribed by the Board of Health, for a license. 


Seot. 2. No person in said City shall engage in the busi- 
ness of producing milk for sale, or in the sale or distribution 
of milk in the City of Boston, without a license so to do, 
under these regulations and such other conditions as the 
Board of Health may impose; said license to be revoked if. 
the licensee fail to comply with the conditions of his license 
or the regulations of this Board. 


SrctT. 8. The conditions under which every cow is kept 
whose milk is brought into the City of Boston, or kept, de- 
livered, distributed, sold, or offered for sale in said City, shall 
be made known by the license to the Inspector of Milk in 
such detail as the Board of Health may require, and shall be 
approved by said Board; and no milk except that derived 
from such cow shall be brought, kept, delivered, distributed, 
sold, or offered for sale in said City. 


SEcT. 4. No milk shall be sold, offered for-sale, or dis- 
tributed in the City of Boston unless the cows from which it 
is derived have, within one year, been examined by a com- 
petent authority, and shown to be free from diseases danger- 
ous to the public health; but this shall not be construed as 
forbidding the sale or use of milk from cows not tested with 
tuberculin. — 


SzcT. 5. All persons having a permit or license to sell, 
deliver, or distribute milk in the City of Boston, shall keep a 
copy of the license constantly posted in a conspicuous place 
on the premises, and shall have his name and the number of 
his license marked in plain uncondensed Gothic letters, not 
less than one inch in height, on vehicles used by him in the 
conveyance and sale of milk. 


ARTICLE II. 


SECTION 1. No milk for sale or distribution shall be stored 
in that portion of a building which is used for the stabling of 
horses, cows, or other animals, or for the storing of manure, 
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or in any room used in whole or in part for domestic or 
sleeping purposes. 


Sect. 2. No person in the City of Boston engaged in the 
business of producing milk for sale, and no person engaged 
in the business of storing or delivering milk in said City, 
shall store, cool, or mix said milk in any room which is occu- 
pied by horses, cows, or other animals. All rooms in which 
milk is stored, cooled, or mixed, shall be provided with tight, 
walls and floor and kept constantly clean. The walls and 
floors of said rooms to be of such a construction as to allow 
easy and thorough cleansing. The room or rooms aforesaid 
shall contain proper appliances for washing or sterilizing all 
utensils actually employed in the storage, sale, or distribution 
of milk, and all such apparatus and utensils shall be washed 
with boiling water or sterilized by steam regularly after being 
so used. 


Srcr. 8. No urinal, water-closet, or privy shall be located 
in the rooms called for in the preceding section, or so situated 
as to pollute the atmosphere of said rooms. 


Srot. 4. All milk produced in the City of Boston for sale 
shall be strained, cooled or stored as soon as it is drawn from 
the cow. 

ARTICLE III. 


Section 1. Milk kept for sale in any. store, shop, restau- 
rant, market, bakery, or other establishment, shall always be 
kept in a covered cooler, box, or refrigerator, properly drained 
and cared for, and while therein shall be kept tightly closed 
and only in such locations and under such conditions as shall 


be approved by the Board of Health. 


ARTICLE’ IV. 


SecTION 1. All cans, bottles, or other vessels of any sort, 
used in the retail sale, delivery or distribution of milk to the 
consumer, must be cleaned or sterilized before they are again 
used for the same purpose, and it shall be deemed a sufficient 
reason for forfeiture of license for any milk dealer to fail so 
to do. 


Srcr. 2. No person shall use in any way a milk vessel for 
any other substance than milk, and any licensed milk dealer 
who shall so misuse such vessel shall be liable to forfeiture 
of license. 

ARTICLE V. 


Section 1. Every person engaged in the production, 
storage, transportation, sale, delivery, or distribution of milk 
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shall immediately on the occurrence of any case or cases of 
- infectious disease either in himself or in his family, or amongst 
his employees or within the building or premises where milk 
is stored, sold or distributed, notify the Board of Health, and 
at the same time shall suspend the sale and distribution of 
milk until authorized to resume the same by the Board of 
Health. No vessels which have been handled by persons 
suffering from such diseases shall be used to hold or convey 
milk until they have been thoroughly sterilized. 


MILK. 
. August 31, 1900. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the follow- 
ing regulation was adopted : 


“No milk drawn from a cow in the City of Boston within 
forty-eight hours after said cow is brought into said City 
shall be sold or used for human food, and all milk drawn 
from any cow within forty-eight hours after said cow is 
brought into said City shall be destroyed within one hour 
after it is drawn from the cow.” 


STORAGE OF REFUSE. 
January 21, 1901. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, it was voted 
to amend its regulation, passed February 28, 1899, prohibit- 
ing the storage of rags, old paper, and other refuse material 
in any building used as a dwelling, so as to read as follows: 

Whereas, It is a practice in this City to collect rags, old 
paper, junk, and other refuse material, from dumping- 
erounds, streets, and other places, and to store, sort, and 
otherwise handle the same within dwellings, and 

Whereas, In the opinion of this Board, such rags, old 
paper, junk, and other refuse material are a source of filth, 
and capable of conveying infectious diseases from person to 
person, and of otherwise creating sickness, therefore 

Ordered, ‘That on and after this date, no rags, old paper, 
junk, or other refuse material, gathered or recovered from 
any source, shall be brought into or allowed to remain within 
any building used as a dwelling.

RULES FOR LODGING-HOUSES. 
March 22, 1898. 


The following rules have been adopted by the Board of 
Health for the government of lodging-houses : ‘ 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT. ? 149 


1. The means for light and ventilation must be satisfac- 
tory to the Board of Health and beyond the control of lodgers. 

9. All floors and stairways must be sound, smooth, and 
either painted or shellacked. 

3. There shall be allowed not less than'300 cubic feet of 
space to each lodger in sleeping rooms. 

4. Open and spacious dormitories will be preferred. 

5. Single or small rooms will be allowed only in excep- 
tional cases, and then only with fireproof partitions. 

6. No carpeting will be allowed on floors or stairways. 

7. There shall not be less than two horizontal feet be- 
tween the sides of any two beds. 

8. All bedsteads must be single and of iron. 

9. Blankets will be required and “comforters” will be 


prohibited. 
10. Mattresses must be covered with a waterproof cov- 
ering. 


11. No person will be allowed to retire or sleep in his 
day clothing. 

12. No person who is not clean will be allowed to retire 
without a bath. 

13. Water-closets (one to every 20 lodgers), lavatories 
and shower bath, with hot and cold water, all with open 
plumbing, must be furnished on each floor, and the floors to 
same shall be of marble, slate, or concrete. 

14. All movable receptacles for excretions are prohibited. 

15. Smoking in sleeping rooms is prohibited. 

16. All stairways, fire-escapes, and-other means of exit 
in case of fire must be in accordance with the statutes and 
ordinances on that subject, and to the satisfaction of the 
Building Commissioner. 

17. Stoves for heating will be allowed only under the 
most favorable conditions for safety. 

18. The use of portable kerosene lamps is prohibited. 

19. A reliable person or persons must be in attendance 
at all hours of the night. 


BARBER SHOPS. 
May 4, 1900. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the follow- 
ing regulation respecting barber shops was adopted : 

The place of business, together with all the furniture, shall 
be kept, at all times, in a cleanly condition. 

Mugs, shaving brushes and razors shall be sterilized by 
immersion in boiling water after every separate use thereof. 

A separate, clean towel shall be used for each person. 
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Alum, or other material, used to stop the flow of blood 
shall be so used only in powdered form, and applied on a 
towel. | 

The use of powder-puffs is prohibited. 

The use of sponges is prohibited. 

Every barber shop shall be provided with running hot and 
cold water. . 

No person shall be allowed to use any barber shop as a 
dormitory. 

Every barber shall cleanse his hands thoroughly imme- 
diately after serving each customer. 


IcE DEALERS. 
May 9, 1900. 
Ordered, That each and every party selling ice in Boston, 
fill out over the signature of the chief clerk or other responsi- 
ble officer of the party and return to the Board of Health at 
its office, Old Court House, Boston, Mass., on or before June 
1 of the year, a blank of the following form: 


1. Give the name and situation of each and every river, 
brook, pond or lake from which you cut ice, and the approxi- 
mate number of tons you cut annually from each. 

2. Give the name of each and every party from whom 
you take ice to sell and the approximate number of tons 
taken annually from each. 

3. Give the situation of each and every storehouse, depot, 
agency, railroad terminal, or other place from which you take 
your ice into vehicles for distribution in Boston. 

4. Give the name of each and every party distributing 
ice in Boston to whom you regularly or occasionally supply 
ice, and the approximate number of tons supplied to each. 

5. Do you classify the ice you sell as “For drinking 
purposes,” “ For cooling purposes only, not to be used for 
drinking,” etc. ? 

6. Do you sell “snow ice?” 

7. Do you flood your ice field ? 

8. Do you have chemical analyses made for you of the 
water used or of the ice therefrom ? 

9. Do you take precautions to maintain your sources of 
supply in good, clean and wholesome condition, and, if so, 
what ? 

POULTRY. ! 
7 July 24, 1900. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the law 
relating to the killing of poultry, passed July 16, 1896, was 
amended so as to read as follows: 
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No live chickens, geese, ducks or other fowls, shall be 
brought into, or kept, or held, or offered for sale, or killed or 
plucked, in any place in the City of Boston, without a permit 
therefor in writing from the Board of Health, which shall be 
subject to revocation by said Board at any time. 

No carcass of any hen, chicken, turkey or goose shall be 
brought into, or exposed for sale in the City of Boston, unless 
the feathers have been removed from said carcass before the 
same is brought within the City limits. 


REFUSE. 
July 31, 1900. 
At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, it was voted 
to amend the regulation prohibiting the removal of refuse, 
etc., passed by this Board September 8, 1876, so that it will 
read as follows : 


Ordered, That no person removing earth, dirt, sawdust, 
soot, ashes, shavings, hair, shreds, manure, oysters, clams, or 
lobsters, waste water, or any animal or vegetable substance, 
house offal, swill, rubbish or filth of any kind whatsoever, 
shall suffer it to leak, escape or drop from any vehicle by 
him owned or driven into or upon any street, court, square, 
lane, alley, wharf or public enclosure in the City of Boston, 
or suffer offensive odors to escape from such vehicles to the 
discomfort or annoyance of people residing, doing business or 
travelling on the route over which such vehicles are driven. 
Nor shall any person engaged in collecting any of the articles 
heretofore enumerated suffer any vehicle to remain standing 
‘in any street, court, square, lane, alley, wharf or public 
enclosure in the City of Boston, except for the purpose of 
removing the refuse so collected, for a longer time than ten 
consecutive minutes. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


December 24, 1900. 
At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the regula- 
tion respecting contagious diseases, adopted July 1, 1895, 
was amended so as to read as follows: 


Whoever is infected with small-pox, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, or croup, shall immediately proceed to some isolated 
place or room designated by the Board of Health, and no 
person who has been so affected shall leave such place or 
room, and no article shall be removed from such place or 
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room, until the Board of Health shall certify, in writing, 
that all danger of communicating such disease to others is | 
passed. 

Every parent or guardian of any child or ward infected 
with small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or croup, shall imme- 
diately cause such child or ward to be conveyed to some 
isolated place or room approved by the Board of Health, and 
no parent or guardian shall permit such child or ward to 
remove from such place or room until the Board of Health 
shall find and certify, in writing, that all danger of communi- 
cating such disease to others has passed. 

No person other than the attending physician, nurse, and 
agents of the Board of Health shall enter any apartment or 
other place set apart for the treatment of small-pox, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, or croup, until the Board of Health shall 
certify, in writing, that such apartment or place has been 
satisfactorily disinfected. 

No person having the care of any other person who has 
been affected with small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or 
croup, shall advise or permit such other person to leave any 
place designated by the Board of Health as a place of isola- 
tion of such infected person before said Board of Health 
shall have certified, in writing, that such person can leave 
such designated place without danger to others. 

No physician who has been in attendance upon any person 
who has been infected with small-pox, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, or croup, shall advise or knowingly permit such 
person to leave any place designated by the Board of Health 
as a place of isolation of such infected person before said 
Board of Health shall have certified, in writing, that such 
infected person can leave such place without danger to others. 

In cases of small-pox, all crusts resulting from the pustules 
must have disappeared, and the patient, and all infected 
articles, be disinfected before being released from isolation. 

In cases of scarlet fever, all traces of desquamation must 
have disappeared, and the patient, and all infected articles, 
be disinfected before being released from isolation. 

In cases of diphtheria, all traces of the false membrane 
must have disappeared, two consecutive negative cultures 
from both nose and throat be obtained (the second one to be 
obtained by an agent of the Board of Health), and the 
patient, and all infected articles, be disinfected before being 
released from isolation. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 
Revised October, 1899. 


The following circular is issued for the purpose of remind- 
ing all persons that greater care should be exercised to prevent 
the spread of this disease. Diphtheria is an infectious disease, 
and may be easily communicated from person to person. It 
may be conveyed directly in the act of kissing, coughing, 
spitting, sneezing; or indirectly by infected articles used, as 
towels, napkins, handkerchiefs, etc. The patient’s fingers 
are constantly carrying the bacilli from the mouth and nose 
to whatever thing he touches. The poison clings with great 
tenacity to rooms, houses, furniture, clothing and other things, 
and may occasion the disease even after the lapse of months. 
Diphtheria attacks all classes at all ages and at all seasons of 
the year. By preference it attacks children and those who 
are debilitated from exposure to filth, dampness or foul air 
from whatever source. When a case of diphtheria occurs in 
any family the sick person must be placed in a room apart 
from the other inmates of the house, be nursed as far as pos- 
sible by one person only, and remain isolated or be taken to 
the hospital. All doubtful cases should be referred for diag- 
nosis to the laboratory of the Health Department. The sick 
chamber should be well warmed, exposed to sunlight and well 
aired. Its furniture should be such as will permit of cleansing 
without injury, and all extra articles, such as window and 
table drapery, woollen carpets, upholstered furniture and all 
hangings should be removed from the room during the sick- 
ness. The physician and nurse, as a rule, should be the only 
person admitted to the room. 

Visitors to the infected house should be warned of the 
presence of a dangerous disease therein, and children espec- 
ially should not be admitted. All clothing removed from the 
patient, nurse, or their beds, should be at once placed in a 
solution of corrosive sublimate (one drachm of corrosive 
sublimate and eight drachms of common salt to each gallon of 
water — 1 in 1,000 — in a wooden vessel marked “ Poison’”’) 
by the nurse before being ‘carried through the house or 
handled by any other person. ‘They may be soaked in this 
fluid for a convenient time and then bozled for one-half hour. 
It is better not to use handkerchiefs for cleansing the nostrils 
and mouth of the patient, but rather soft rags, which should 
be immediately thereafter burned. All vessels for receiving 
the discharges of the patient should constantly contain some 
of the disinfecting liquid. Water-closets and privies in the 
house should be disinfected daily with a solution of fresh 
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chloride of lime (half a pound to the gallon of water). Every 
kind and source of filth in and around the house should be 
thoroughly removed and disinfectants freely used. Cleanli- 
ness tends both to prevent and mitigate the disease. Drains 
should be put in perfect order and ventilated. Children in 
the family should not attend school or mingle with other 
children until the patient has wholly recovered, has yielded 
two successive negative cultures, all infected articles have 
been disinfected, and these facts certified by the Board of 
Health. On the recovery, removal or death of the patient 
the most thorough disinfection should follow; this will be 
done by the Board of Health. After disinfection has been 
done the room and everything in it should be thoroughly 
aired. The walls and ceilings should be brushed and the 
floors and other woodwork washed with the solution of cor- 
rosive sublimate, and all vessels and utensils used in the room 
should be thoroughly washed with the same solution. All 
wash-bowls, water-closets, sinks and slop-hoppers should be 
thoroughly washed with the solution of chloride of lime.

The entire expenditures for all departments of the Hos- 
pital during the year was $433,672.74. Of this amount 
$302,766.15 was on account of the Hospital proper; 
$94,009.17 on account of the South Department; $9,396.77 
on account of the eight out-patient departments; $8,736.52 
for the Convalescent Home; $2,096.48 on account of deter- 
mining the settlement of paying patients; $0,942.38 on 
account of new buildings; and $10,725.27 on account of 
Pathological Department. 

From the amount expended for the Hospital proper, $302,- 
766.15, should be deducted the difference in the amount of 
stock on hand February 1, 1901, which was $8,187.92 more 
than February 1, 1900, making the total amount chargeable 
to the expenditures of the year $294,578.23. Of the total 
amount expended, several items were for purposes not within 
the ordinary yearly maintenance of the patients. From the 
itemized table of disbursements it will be seen that there was 
paid for card cataloguing clinical records, etc., $240.26 ; for 
. Medical and Surgical Reports, $14.44; making a total of 
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$254.69, which, deducted from the total expenditures of 
the Hospital proper, leaves $294,323.54 properly chargeable 
to current expenses. The weekly cost per patient was 
$13.47. There has been collected and paid into the City 
Treasury the sum of $68,594.47, largely on account of 
receipts for the board of patients. This amount does not 
enter into the computation of the weekly cost per patient, as 
it was paid into the City Treasury. 

The maximum number of patients in the Hospital proper 
at any one time was 495, or thirty-eight less than the cor- 
responding number last year. The minimum number at any 
one time was 337. The daily average number of patients 
was 418,%°,, or thirty-five less than last year. The total 
number of patients treated in the wards was 8,578, which 
was 121 more than last year. . 

The report of the Superintendent presented herewith 
contains, besides other information, a more detailed statement 
of the year’s expenditures, the number of patients admitted, 
and is accompanied by the medical. and surgical statistics. 
These tables give in detail the number of patients treated in 
the out-patient departments during the year, with classified 
statements of their diseases, and results of treatment. 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


There has been collected from patients of all classes the 
sum of $66,835.28. There was received from the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, for the board of patients, $82,655.74 ; 
from various cities and towns, $10,311.38; there has been 
collected at the Superintendent’s office, on account of private 
room and ward-paying patients, $22,110.72; and for the 
board of paying patients at the South Department, $1,757.44. 
During the last eighteen years there has been collected and 
paid into the City Treasury the sum of $855,374.21. 


OuT—PATIENT DEPARTMENTS. 


The total number of out-patients treated this year was 
27,328, and the total number of visits was 99,125. There 
has been a steady increase during recent years in the num- 
ber of out-patients, especially in the Surgical Department. 
Of the 99,125 visits made to the departments, 61,213 were 
surgical out-patients. The cramped, unhealthy and incon- 
venient accommodations alluded to in recent reports, is soon 
to be remedied by the construction of an enlarged building 
upon the site of the present Surgical Out-Patient Department. . 
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With these increased accommodations it is expected that the 
clinics will be more largely attended, and that an improved 
service will be rendered. 


PRESENT CAPACITY OF THE HOSPITAL. 


The present capacity of the Hospital is 828 beds, the same 
as last year. 

Hospital RENOVATIONS. 

The report of the Superintendent shows that the amount 
expended upon repairs to buildings in all departments of the 
Hospital was $29,170.40, of which amount $20,282.50 was 
upon the Hospital proper, which includes general repairs 
upon buildings, repairs upon boilers and heating apparatus, 
plumbing, refrigerating plant, and also the expenses of 
annual house cleaning. 

The amount expended atthe South Department was 
$7,829.74, the larger portion of which expenditure was upon 
general repairs. Any building devoted to contagious dis- 
eases needs frequent and thorough renovation. 


New BUuILDINGS. 


The only radical improvement made in the Hospital build- 
ings during this year has been the enlargement of the central 
kitchen, which was begun last year, but not completed. 
From a practical point of view this is one of the best and 
most radical improvements made in recent years. The main 
kitchen has been doubled in size, as well as the bakery. The 
rearrangement of the scullery, kitchen stores, and other ad- 
ditions to the kitchen, have been the best that could be de- 
vised under the restricted conditions. This improvement 
was made from the Thomas T. Wyman fund, Arthur F. 
Estabrook and C. Herbert Watson, executors. 


HospiraL NECESSITIES. 


During this year the Trustees have presented to Your 
Honor and the Honorable City Council the improvements 
which they deemed to be necessities. The improvements by 
the addition of new buildings during the last ten years have 
been quite large, but the general work of the Hospital has 
also increased, leaving many old buildings not only ill 
adapted to the work, but.inferior to the standards of the new 
parts, and making radical changes absolutely necessary. 
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Near the close of the present year an appropriation was 
made for the following purposes: A new Out-Patient 
Department Building, $100,000; a new ward for isolating 
patients, $120,000; brick walls, grading, surfacing and com- 
pleting ¢g grounds about Nurses’ Homes, $18,000; corridor to 
connect N urses’ Homes, $9,500; elevator for medical build- 
ing, $4,000; permanent improvements, miscellaneous, 
$20,000, making a total of $266,500. No appropriations 
received during recent years are more opportune than these, 
which will complete much unfinished work necessary to 
round out the perfected plans, and also for tearing down two 
important buildings — the Surgical Out-Patient Building, 
and Wards K and L; and in place of these antiquated ones 
erecting modern buildiags, better adapted to hygienic prin- 
ciples.

There will be found on pages 31, 32 and 33 a detailed ac- 
count of the expenditures of this department, the various 
sub-divisions being kept the same as at the Hospital proper. 
The approximate sum spent upon this department has been 
$94,009.17, from which there should be deducted the difference 
in the amount of stock on hand February 1, 1901, which was 
$407.02 more than was on hand on February 1, 1900. This 
gives $93,602.15 as the sum charged on the books to main- 
tenance for the year. This sum expended upon 4,129 
patients, and divided by 14,978 weeks’ board, gives $6.24 as 
the cost per patient per week. ‘The total expenditures upon 
subsistence supplies was $27,183.05, and the total number 
of weeks’ board, of an average of 399 persons, was 20,799. 
This gives a weekly cost per person, for uncooked subsist- 
ence supplies, of $1.30, or eighteen cents per day. 

The South Department, originally intended for 240 beds, 
has for continuous months during the past year ranged from 
280 to 335 patients. For five years after the opening of 
this department, we were able to receive all cases applying, 
that were suitable for admission; but during the last two 
years the demand has been so great that many have been 
rejected. One hundred and fifty-five patients were rejected 
solely for want of accommodations. Further details as to 
cause of rejection, etc., will be found on page 22. The 
statistics for the South Department will be found on pages 
22 to 25. 

The following statistics indicate, in a measure, the increase 
in the amount of work over the corresponding period of the 
previous year. At the beginning of the year there were 
298 patients, against 258 the previous year. The number 
of patients admitted was 8,831, against 2,787 the previous 
year. The largest number on any one day was 3880, against 
323 the previous year. The daily average number of 
patients was 287, an increase of 37 over the previous year. 
The average days’ stay was 25. The total number of weeks’ 
board was 14,978. Of the total number of patients ad- 
mitted 508 have died, including 151 who died within. forty- 
eight hours after admission, or 29 per cent. of all deaths. 
The death rate of diphtheria during the year was 11.03 per 
cent. 
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CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The Convalescent Home is now in its tenth year. The 
number of patients during the year was 457, and the total 
number of days’ board 9,316. The average weekly cost was 


$6.56. 


RELIEF AND AMBULANCE STATION ON HAYMARKET 
SQUARE. 


During the past year the Hospital has made contracts for 
the erection of a three-story building for a Relief and Ambu- 
lance Station, amounting to $97,728.36. The Trustees 
expected to complete this station from the Thomas T. 
Wyman Fund, but as it was insufficient, some additional 
money will be required for the completion and equipment. 
of this building. It is expected that this Relief Station will 
be ready for use late in the autumn of 1901. 


TRAINING SCHOOL FoR NURSES. 


The Training School for Nurses is in the twenty-third 
year of its organization. There have been graduated 632 
nurses, and of this number 48 during the past year. There 
are now 187 nurses, of whom 100 are at the Hospital 
proper, 35 at the South Department, and 2 at the Conva- 
lescent Home. 

The third-year course, which was established in 1897, has, 
proved to be a desirable addition to the course. During the 
year 1898 four graduate nurses received the cwm laude di- 
ploma; thirteen in the year 1899, and eight in 1900 — 
making a total of twenty-five. This third-year feature is re- 
stricted to the graduates of this Hospital. 

The usual course of study and lectures in practical train- 
ing has been carefully conducted. The Trustees have in- 
formation that their graduates are much sought, and are 
gratified at the favorable reports of their success in private 
nursing and as training school superintendents. 


MEDICAL AND SURGICAL REPORTS. 


The eleventh series of the Meclical and Surgical Reports 
was issued during the year, the editors being Drs. Burrell, 
Councilman and Withington. The volume is a book of 254 
pages, with many illustrations. The issuing of these reports 
makes available for the use of the medical profession the 
work done at the Hospital, and the demand for the books 
shows that they are much appreciated. 
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Girts, BEQUESTS, AND PERSONAL ASSISTANCE. 


During the year the Hospital has received, as a residuary 
legatee, a bequest from the late Silas Durkee, M.D., for- 
merly a member of the Board of Consulting Physicians and 
Surgeons, amounting to $15,050, the same to be held in trust 
for the permanent benefit of The Boston City Hospital. 

The Hospital has also received a bequest of $6,000 from 
the late Daniel S. Ford. This fund was unrestricted, but 
was intended for the general benefit of the Hospital. 

The Trustees reiterate the fact, that while the Hospital is 
supported in the main from the municipal tax levy, it is still 
a charity, and the Trustees believe that gifts and legacies 
may wisely be provided by liberal and philanthropic citizens. 


MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF. 


The following are the changes in the Medical and Surgical 
Staff during the present year:

Throughout the year 
the Hospital has received from many persons gifts of books, 
reading matter, toys for children, and considerable quantities 
of clothing and underwear for poor patients. The various 
organizations, such as the Boston Young Men’s Christian 
Union, City Missionary Society, Episcopal City Mission, 
Easter Flower Mission and other organizations, have con- 
tinued their pleasant ministrations, each in its own way, and 
all have helped to relieve the tedium of the patients. 

The thanks of the Trustees are especially due to the gentle- 
men of the Medical and Surgical Staff for their constant 
attendance on the sick, and their interest in matters relating 
to the Hospital.

The foregoing tables of disbursements show the expendi- 
tures of the Hospital Department during: the fiscal year, 
February 1, 1900, to January 31, 1901, inclusive. Table 
No. 1 shows the disbursements by departments, according to 
the general sub-divisions, and includes statistics of the 
department divided into the Hospital proper, Out-Patient 
Departments, Pathological Department, Settlement Account, 
South Department, Convalescent Home and New Buildings. 
Table No. 2 shows the disbursements for the year in the 
same departments, itemizing the various sub-divisions, and 
includes, for all practical purposes, the quantity, cost and 
average price paid for the various items. Table No. 3 is a 
résumé of Tables 1 and 2, so distributed as to indicate the 
actual cost of each department, and the net cost to the City 
for maintaining the Hospital proper. 

The total expenditures during the fiscal year for the Hos- 
pital Department, in all its various branches, have been 
$433,672.74, and the disbursements have been made as 
follows :

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The Hospital Proper. — The Hospital has three sub-divi- 
sions: The Hospital Proper, Out-Patient Departments, and 
the Pathological Department. In computing the pro rata 
cost per patient per week, the cost of the Pathological De- 
partment is not included in that of the Hospital, but for ex- 
ecutive reasons is tabulated separately, in order to know the 
cost of running that Department. ‘The expenditures for the 
South Department for infectious diseases, the Convalescent — 
Home, and the new buildings are kept in separate tables. _ 
— South Department. — The total expenditure for the South 
Department was $94,009.17, against $83,170.68 tor the 
previous year, and allowing for the difference in stock at the 
beginning and close of the year, the sum of $93,602.15 repre- 
sents the cost of the maintenance for.the fiscal year. The 
per capita cost per week at the South Department was $6.24. 

Out-Patient Departments. — ‘The expenditure in the vari- 
ous Out-Patient Departments was $9,396.77. 

Convalescent Home. — The expenditure for the Convales- 
cent Home was $8,736.02. The daily average was 25 patients, 
and the average weekly cost, $6.56. 

New Buildings. — ‘The items of expenditure upon new 
buildings taken from the Hospital maintenance appropriation 
during the year, were as follows:

It should be noted that the above sums are taken from the 
maintenance appropriation, and used for the final equipment 
of the buildings as indicated, and not for maintenance. 

The total expenditures in the Hospital Department have 
been $433,672.74, but the net cost to the City for maintain- 
ing the Hospital proper was only. $225,322.05. 

The expenditure upon the Hospital proper was for the 
care of 8,578 patients in the wards for 152,901 days’ or 
21,843 weeks’ board, which makes an average weekly cost of 
$13.47, or a daily cost of $1.92 for patients of all classes. 
The net cost per patient, per week, to the City was only 
$10.31. The cost of uncooked food supplies for all persons, 
including patients and the entire household at the Hospital 
proper, was $96,960.22. The average number of patients 
was 418-1; of officers and employees, including house and

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nursing staff, 355-+ ; or a total daily average of 774 persons. 
The number of weeks’ board for all persons was 40,383, and 
the weekly cost, per person, for uncooked food supplies, was 
$2.40, or 34 cents per day. 

There has been collected and paid into the City Treasury 
during the year $66,835.28 on account of all classes of pay- 
ing patients, as follows:

The interest received from trust funds for the support of 
free patients was $1,585.24, and from the sale of old mate- 
rial $83.21. There was also received $87.50 as premium 
for unloading coal, and $3.24 from Bay State Gas Company 
on account of overpayment. These sums amount to 
$68,594.47, which was the total income of the Hospital 
Department for the fiscal year. Interest on trust funds, 
$1,585.24, and premium on coal, $87.50 —total, $1,672.74, 
were added to Hospital appropriation. Income from paying 
patients, $66,835.28; from old material, $83.21; and from 
the Bay State Gas Company, $3.24 — total, $66,921.73, was 
paid into the City Treasury, and hence could not be used for 
Hospital expenditures. This sum reduces the net cost to 
the City for the Hospital Department, for all purposes, to the 
sum of $365,078.27, and for the Hospital proper, $234,171.68. 

There have been treated in the various out-patient depart- 
ments 27,328 patients, at a cost of $9,396.77. Other statis- 
tics, found elsewhere, include the number of out-patients, 
number of their visits, rate of mortality, work of ambulances, 
census of days’ board of all persons, the occupation, nativity, 
ages, civil and physical condition of patients when dis- 
charged, which have been tabulated as Hospital Statistics. 

The maximum number of patients in the Hospital in any 
one day was 495, as against 533 in the previous year. The 
minimum number was 337, in comparison with 863 for the 
previous year. The daily average during the year was 
418.9". and the average length of stay was 177"75 days. 

The annual cost for the Convalescent Home was $8,736.52. 
This sum was expended upon 457 patients, who received 
9,316 days’ or 1,331 weeks’ board, at a weekly average cost 
of $6.56 per patient. 
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The total number of deaths from February 1, 1900, to 
January 31,1901, was 992. ‘This does not include the sta- 
tistics of the South Department. 7

the rate of mortality for the year ending January 31, 1901. 

This percentage of deaths is for the total number of 
patients treated in the Hospital. Thirty-eight per cent. of 
the total deaths occurred within forty-eight hours after 
admission. 

During the year 8,578 patients were treated in the wards, 
27,328 as out-patients, 457 at the Convalescent Home, and 
4,129 at the South Department, a total of 40,492 who have 
received the benefits of the Hospital in all departments, or 
2,241 more than last year. 

During the year 11,951 persons applied for admission. Of 
this number 8,181 were admitted, and 8,820 were rejected, 
the latter being 198 more than last year. The number 
rejected was 31 per cent. of all persons applying. The 
causes of rejection appear in the table of applicants not ad- 
mitted, on page 16. Of the number not admitted, 412 either 
changed their minds or were deferred. Of this class, how- 
ever, 497 were admitted within three days after application, 
and 108 admitted later. There were also rejected 794, solely 
for want of vacant beds, but 972 were admitted later. There 
were 908 applicants who could be treated in the various out- 
patient departments, without the additional cost of receiving 
them in the wards. Admission was denied to 264 for lack 
of information that they were suitable cases. There were 
referred to other and more appropriate institutions 444, and 
165 were rejected as apparently incurable or unsuitable for 
treatment here. Various other causes of rejection appear in 
the tabulated form. 

The ambulance service of the Hospital, like other depart- 
ments, shows increased work. The total number of persons 
carried during the year was 7,119, an increase of about 20 
per cent. over any previous year. Of this number 3,999 
were for the Hospital proper and 8,120 for the South De- 
partment. The odometers on the ambulances show a total of 
26,584 miles during the year. The record also indicates that 
one ambulance with different horses went 59 miles in one 
day. The number of accident cases received was 1,210.

The depreciation in the value of buildings, located on 
made land and constructed as are the buildings of this 
Hospital, is very large, and there is constant demand for 
repairs. If the general condition of the buildings is kept up 
to the proper standard, it inevitably requires yearly a con- 
siderable expenditure of money. The amount expended 
upon repairs to buildings in all departments of the Hospital 
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during the year was $29,170.40. Of this $20,282.50 was 
for the Hospital proper, $108.11 on the Out-Patient 
Departments, $503.82 on the Pathological Department, 
$7,829.74 on the South Department and $446.23 on the 
Convalescent Home. 

There was expended at the Hospital proper on boilers and 
heating apparatus, $3,921.31 ; on plumbing, $2,467.29 ; refrig- 
erating plant, $381.09; and upon general repairs, $9,734.94. 
Three wards were vacated, and painted throughout. The 
helps’. and employees’ dining-rooms were completely reno- 
vated. Radical changes were made in the long centre cor- 
ridor, by tearing out the wooden dado, and replacing it with 
brick. The housekeeper’s department was entirely changed 
and reorganized, and now the rooms are convenient and suit- 
able. Many of the subordinate offices in the Hospital were 
entirely renovated, and much other work, including enamel- 
ling, was done in the surgical operating and other rooms. 

When the nurses were transferred to the Vose House, and 
the Nurses’ Home vacated, it was given a complete renova- 
tion. The old laundry chambers, formerly occupied by 
laundry women, were entirely reconstructed, and are now 
used entirely by male help. Much work was done in the 
Pathological Department, in painting and renovating the 
whole building, and many other general repairs were made 
wherever needed. An attempt has been made to bring the 
older parts of the buildings and corridors up to the standard 
of the new buildings, and the Hospital never, as a whole, 
has been in so good a condition of repair as at the present 
time. 

The principal and most useful addition to the Hospital 
during the past year is the alteration and enlargement of the 
central Hospital kitchen. Since the old kitchen was built 
the Hospital population has increased nearly three times. 
The entire ground between the long central hospital 
corridor and the corridor leading to Wards W and X was 
taken for this purpose. The enlarged kitchen is 48 by 44 
feet, and is lighted and aired from a large skylight, made 
after the improved greenhouse pattern, 32 by 24 feet with 
-a curved top surmounted by a roof with louvres. This 
gives plenty of light, and, what has long been desired, plenty 
of fresh air. The walls are of pressed brick, enamelled 
white, and the floor of slate. There are now twelve jacket 
kettles and steamers, together with tea and coffee apparatus, 
hot tables, 18-foot range, two broilers, and gas-roaster. A 
new scullery has been made, 28 by 15 feet. Dish-washing 
machines of very large capacity have been installed for 
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the purpose of washing tins and carriers. The food is now 
kept hot upon a hot table, and goes directly out to special 
slide-windows, where the porters take it to tle wards. The 
tins are then returned to the scullery, and by isolating this 
work the noise is removed from the large kitchen, and the 
work done to much better advantage. A storeroom for 
cook’s dried stores has been made in the passageway, also 
shelves and racks for food-tins, and, on the opposite side, 
twelve lockers for the kitchen workers. The bakery also has 
been enlarged, and is now 32 by 20 feet. An additional 
bakers’ oven has been constructed, and this, with steamers, 
fruit-kettles, gas-griddles, and bread-raisers, has brought, the 
general condition of the Hospital bakery up to a high 
standard. Adjoining this is an ice-cream room with a 
special ice-house connected with it, and a forty gallon ice- 
cream machine and ice-crusher has been installed, so that, 
in all the wards, the patients can have ice-cream for des- 
sert every day. There has also been arranged a special 
cellar for,range coal, charcoal, and wood; also storage for 
potatoes, of two carload capacity. All these improvements, 
together with refrigerators, kept cool by the ammonia process 
machine, make the culinary department of the Hospital 
thoroughly up to date in all its parts, well proportioned, and 
sufficient for the work not only of the present Hospital, but 
for any building possible on the present site.

The Training School has graduated during the year forty- 
eight nurses, making a total of 632 since the formation of 
the school. Six nurses have completed the third-year course 
and received the ewm laude diploma, making a total of 26. 

The Superintendent of Nurses and her assistants have 
given 220 class recitations at the Hospital proper, and 144 
at the South Department, making a total of 864 during the 
year. The school has received thirty-three lectures on Friday 
afternoons from members of the Medical and Surgical Staff 
and others. 

The cooking classes in the school continue in charge of 
Mrs. Boland Pequignot, forty-one lessons having been given 
to the classes in sections, in addition to four lectures before 
the whole school. 

Mrs. Gulli J. Callowhill, of the Boston Normal School of 
Gymnastics, has given seventy-eight lessons in massage to 
the nurses, in sections of four pupils each. 

Five graduate head nurses have left the Hospital during 
the year to take charge of other hospitals or fill other hospital 
positions. 

The Vose House for nurses has now been occupied for a 
year, and has proved a valuable addition to the Hospital build- 
ings. It meets the requirements admirably, and the nurses 
enjoy many comforts, and even luxuries not possible under 
the old conditions, and not found in all hospitals. 

William E. Currier, M.D., resigned his position as First 
Executive Assistant; Frederick R. Cummings, M.D., was 
promoted from Second Executive Assistant to First Execu- 
tive Assistant; Frank H. Holt, M.D., was appointed Sec- 
‘ond Executive Assistant; and Robert Hazen, M.D., was 
appointed Assistant Resident Physician at the South Depart- 
ment. 
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I take pleasure in acknowledging my appreciation of the 
good work of those associated with me in the subordinate 
management of the hospital, not only of officers, but also 
nurses, orderlies, and other employees. 

In presenting this, my twenty-second annual report, to the 
Trustees, I tender to them my grateful acknowledgments 
for their continued support and confidence.

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HOUSE RULES, 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, GQVERNMENT AND DIS— 
CHARGE OF PATIENTS; ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


HovusE RULES 


The doors and gates of the Hospital will be closed at 10 
o'clock in the evening, at which time all inmates shall be 
quiet, and all not on duty shall be in their rooms, unless 
otherwise specifically permitted. 

All officers, nurses and employés of the Hospital, when 
going and coming to and from the Hospital, shall enter and 
go out by the Entrance Office and by no other entrance. 
Such officers and employés as are required shall use the 
time-register and method of booking that the Hospital rules 
require. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the Hospital 
between the hours of 10 o’clock in the evening and 7.30 
o'clock in the morning. 

No employé shall be absent from the Hospital, except when 
permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. ~ 

No officer, nurse, orderly or other employé shall directly 
or indirectly receive money or other gifts from, or in behalf 
of patients, except with the approval of the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating lquors is pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by the Physi- 
cians or Surgeons. 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and inci- 
vility are prohibited. 

All employés shall observe such further rules and directions 
for their conduct as may from time to time be established. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. | 


Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
- Hospital, on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, between 
9 and 1 o’clock. | 

Whenever able, a patient shall apply in person for admis- 
sion; when not able to apply in person, a patient may be 
admitted on application made in his behalf, or upon visit at 
his residence by the admitting Physician. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 


HospiTAL DEPARTMENT. 167 


Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the Hospital 
at such rates of board as the Trustees may, from time to 
time, by vote, determine; payment for such board being 
secured by the friends of the patients or by the authorities 
of the cities or towns to which the patients belong. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the Trustees, the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a part of 
the board shall be paid. If separate apartments, or articles 
not usually furnished at the Hospital, are provided, such 
payment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease, or alcoholism, 
shall be admitted, except as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case 
is judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms, 
which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


GOVERNMENT OF* PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
Hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visits of the Physicians and Surgeons, and always before 
7.30 o’clock in the evening, unless specially excused by the 
Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing, and 
perform such other services as may be reasonably required of 
them. 

No patient shall leave the Hospital grounds without a pass 
from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward without the 
consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for 
him, any article of food whatsoever, or any other article, 
without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking and incivility 
are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and any wish for the performance of a particular re- 
ligious rite shall be granted when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be by him 
reported to the Trustees. 


DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 
Patients discharged on the recommendation of the Visiting 
Physicians or Surgeons shall be provided with a certificate, 
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stating their condition at the time of discharge, whether 
cured, relieved or not relieved, which certificate shall be 
signed by the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the approval of the Superintendent, a written statement to 
that effect shall be required from any person assuming the 
responsibility of the removal. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises, except on 
business, or at such times as may be fixed for the reception 
- of visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or 
of some one of the Trustees. 

On week days from 2 to 3 o’clock in the afternéon friends 
may be permitted to visit patients, though no patient shall 
receive more than two visitors on thesameday. In all cases, 
however, the Trustees and Superintendent may exercise dis- 
eretionary powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular visiting 
hours they shall not be permitted to remain more than half 
an hour, except a special permission to remain for further 
time is granted. 

All visitors shall leave the Hospital when the bell rings at 
the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or pass the 
night therein, without permission of the Superintendent or 
one of the Trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to a patient shall be left at the Entrance 
Office. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE SOUTH DEPARTMENT.. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital, located on 
the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue, shall be desig- 
nated as the South Department of The Boston City Hospital. 
It shall receive patients who require treatment for diphtheria 
and scarlet fever, and for other infectious diseases as may be 
determined from time to time by the Trustees. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees, have the general control and manage- 
ment of this department, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Rules of the Hospital shall, so far as applicable, and 
except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various officers 
and employés and to the conduct and management of this 
department. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital, located on 
Dorchester avenue in Dorchester, shall be known as the 
Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients recover- 
ing from acute diseases as shall be transferred to it from the 
main Hospital for treatment during convalesence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the Trustees, have the control and management 
of the Convalescent Home, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the approval 
of the Trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, under their 
direction, such further assistants as may be necessary for the 
proper conduct and service of the Home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have the immediate charge of the Home, and the control 
of all nurses and other employés and patients. She shall 
reside at the Home. 


ADMISSION AND DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be transferred from the Hospital to the 
Convalescent Home by the Superintendent, subject to the 
direction of the Trustees, on recommendation of the Visiting 
Staff or otherwise; and the Superintendent shall keep a rec- 
ord of all patients so transferred. When patients are so 
transferred they shall be considered as discharged from the 
Hospital. Payment for board shall be required, the same as 
of patients at the Hospital, but separate apartments shall not 
be furnished at the Home. No person whose case is 
adjudged to be incurable shall be admitted to the Home. 

Patients shall not be allowed to remain at the Home for a 
longer period than two weeks, except on recommendation of 
the Physicians, or for special cause approved in writing by 
the Superintendent. All patients remaining beyond the 
period of four weeks shall be forthwith reported to the 
Trustees. 

Patients when discharged shall be provided with a certifi- 
cate, stating the date of admission and discharge, and their 
condition when leaving the Home. 
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GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all rules established for 
the government of the Home. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients on week days, 
between 3 and 4 o’clock in the afternoon. In all cases the 
Trustees, Superintendent, and Matron may exercise discre- 
tionary powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the Home and grounds at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of the Home 
or grounds other than the reception room, except by permis- 
sion from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink toa 
patient unless by permission of the Matron. 
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THE BOSTON CITY HOSPITAL. 
TRAINING SCHOOL FQR NURSES. 


The Trustees of The Boston City Hospital in 1878 
established a Training School for Nurses, in ‘order to give 
to women desirous of becoming professional nurses a system- 
atic course of training and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the Trustees of the 
Hospital, like all other departments of the Hospital service. 
The Superintendent of the Hospital has the general super- 
vision of all matters relating to the school, its ‘course of 
work and study, lectures and discipline. The Superintend- 
ent of Nurses has the immediate charge of all the nursing 
in the Hospital, of all persons employed in the wards, and 
also the instruction and management of the nurses in the 
Training School. All female nurses in the Hospital must 
be connected with the school. : 

The course requires two years, and includes general medi- 
cal and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmic, aural 
and gynecological nursing, and also the nursing of con- 
.tagious diseases. Maternity nursing is theoretically taught, 
but there are no maternity wards connected with the Hos- 
pital. Those wishing to receive such a course of instruction 
should apply to the Superintendent of The Boston City 
Hospital. | 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty- 
three to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health, 
and should send with their application a certificate from a 
physician, certifying to the fact. They should also send a 
brief personal history, and give the names and addresses of 
three responsible persons, not of their own kin, who know of 
their good character and capabilities. Upon the recommen- 
dation of the Superintendent and the approval of the Trus- 
tees, they will be received for two months on probation. 
The fitness of candidates for the training and work, and the 
propriety of retaining or dismissing them, will be determined 
by the authorities in charge of the school, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees. : 


f 
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An entrance examination is given to candidates before or 
during the term of probation. This examination is in simple 
arithmetic, English composition and writing from dictation. 

At the end of the first month, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and enter upon 
the regular course of training, but such candidates are not 
permitted to join the school formally until the end of the 
second month, when, if accepted, they sign an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years, and to conform 
to allrules. At the end of the first six months the record 
and work of each pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her 
fitness to make a good nurse, and the right is reserved by 
the authorities of the Hospital to terminate then, or at any 
time, the connection of any pupil or nurse with the school, 
for inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, 
or for any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

During the first two months pupils are called Probationers, 
for the remainder of the first year Junior Nurses, and during 
the second year Senior Nurses. Nurses who remain in the 
Hospital after graduation become Head Nurses. 

The nurses in the Training School (including Proba- 
tioners) reside at the three Nurses’ Homes connected with 
the Hospital, which have rooms for two hundred nurses. 
The houses afford home-like surroundings, and have the best 
of conditions necessary to good health and personal hygiene. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of the Training School, under the authority of the Superin- 
tendent of the Hospital and of the Trustees, and the nurses 
are subject to the rules of the Hospital, like any other 
service. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, etc.; giving baths, keeping patients 
warm or cool, prevention and dressing of bed-sores, and 
proper management of the patient under various conditions, 
with different diseases or injuries; the making and applying 
of bandages and rollers, preparation of splints, application 
and management of surgical apparatus, applying of fomen- 
tations and poultices, the” dressing of burns, ulcers, and 
wounds, and other minor dressings, cupping, leeching and 
subsequent treatment, and the administering of enemas. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emergencies 
occurring in Hospital and private nursing, as well as in the 
accidents of ordinary life. They are also given lessons in 
massage by a professional instructor. There is a systematic 
course of training in cookery for the sick, the serving of 
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food and delicacies in the proper manner, and the feeding of 
helpless patients, or those who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick rooms 
in a proper manner, and the proper care of sick rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, 
respiration, expectorations, the secretions, state of the skin 
and eruptions; of mental condition as to delirium, stupor, 
shock, ete.; of the condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of 
diet or of stimulants and medicines; the behavior of wounds 
and the after treatment in surgical operations ;' and in the 
managing of convalescents. Nurses are taught the adminis- 
tering of medicines and the application of external remedies, 
how to take notes on cases, the making up of the nurses’ 
record, and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The course of training includes a fixed course of instruc- 
tion during the two years from manuals and text-books, 
mainly given by the Superintendent of Nurses, the Assistant 
Superintendents of Nurses, and graduate head nurses. Lect- 
ures and demonstrations, chiefly upan practical points, are 
given at stated times by the medical and surgical staff of 
the Hospital. While the instruction by the manuals, text- 
books, lectures, demonstrations, quizzes and models is con- 
siderable, the main reliance is upon accurate daily drill in 
the wards, operating rooms and other departments of the 
Hospital. Examinations, both written and oral, are held 
from time to time by the authorities of the school and by the 
Hospital staff, and nurses cannot pass to graduation unless 
attaining, on critical marking, at least 70 per cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the wards, 
operating rooms and out-patient departments of the Hospital. 
They are given six months’ training in medical wards, and six 
months’ in surgical wards; the remainder of the time to be in 
such wards or departments as the management may appoint. 

Probationers are not paid during their first month, but for 
the remaining months of the junior year they receive seven 
(7) dollars per month, and for the senior year, ten (10) 
dollars per month, to pay for the expenses of their uniform, 
personal clothing, and other minor requirements. This sum 
is in nowise intended as wages, it being considered that their 
education during this time is a full equivalent for their ser- 
vices. When the full term of two years is completed the 
nurses receive, if they pass all the examinations and are 
otherwise satisfactory, a diploma certifying to the regular 
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course of training and practice, and are then permitted to 
wear the graduates’ badge of the school. 

The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, but 
some are invited to remain in the service of the Hospital as 
head nurses, and receive twenty (20) dollars, twenty-five 
(25) dollars, thirty (80) dollars, thirty-five (80) dollars per 
- month, with opportunities of promotion. Graduate head 
nurses who prefer to remain in hospital work, or return after 
a term of private nursing, are given post-graduate instruc- 
tion in ward management, hospital housekeeping, and minor 
administration. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candidates 
may enter whenever vacancies occur. ‘They are, as a rule, 
received in the order of acceptance, but those desiring to 
enter with less delay can generally anticipate a fixed date by 
placing themselves on the emergency list. When coming to 
the Hospital they should bring with them the following arti- 
cles: Three gingham or calico dresses, made plainly; eight 
large white aprons, made of bleached cotton, two yards wide, 
meeting in the back, with bibs plain at the top and gathered 
slightly at the bottom, two pearl studs on the band, two inches 
wide, with hem at bottom five inches in depth and two inches 
from bottom of the dress ; two bags for soiled clothes; one 
pair of scissors, a pin-ball and a napkin ring; a good supply 
of plain underclothing — every article to be distinctly marked 
with pen and indelible ink with the owner’s name. ‘T'wenty- 
one pieces are allowed for the laundry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear noiseless, broad-toed 
and flat-heeled boots. If the teeth are out of order in any 
way they must receive attention before coming for the pro- 
bationary month. Nurses are required to wear the Training 
School uniform after they join the school. Material for 
dresses and caps will be sold at cost price. 

Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 A.M. to 8 P.M; 
for night nurses from 8 P.M. to7T A.M. Nonurse is required 
to do both day and night duty on the same day, except in 
rare emergencies. Each nurse on day duty is allowed one 
hour after 1.30 o’clock P.M., for rest and recreation, one-half 
day after 1.30 o’clock P.M., each week, and four hours on 
Sunday. Two weeks’ vacation is allowed each year. If 
nurses are sick they are cared for in the Hospital, but they 
receive no pay. Nurses on night duty are required to be in 
bed from 9 A.M. to 4 P.M. Nurses may be called upon for 
five months’ regular night duty during the two years’ train- 
ing; besides‘ special cases ” to a limited number.

A lecture is given to the Training School on Fridays at 4 P.M., in the Operating 
Amphitheatre, by a member of the Medical and Surgical Staff, once a week between 
September 15 and June 15. The following are among the lectures given: 

Five.— Surgical Dressings: poultices, washes, fomentations, bandaging, splints: 
leeches and blisters, enemas, surgical hemorrhage, etc. 

Three.—Theory of Wounds: modes of healing, granulations, ulcers, cellulitis, 
suppuration, sloughs, erysipelas, pyemia, gangrene, sepsis, etc. 

Three. — Bacteriology, brief history and general theory: micro-organisms; general 
distribution in air, water, etc. Elementary consideration of pathogenic and non- 
pathogenic micro-organisms, Exhibition of apparatus and cultures. Practical points 
for nurses. 

Two.— Theory of sepsis: aseptic treatment, different methods; dressings, with 
demonstrations and “ quiz drill.” 

Two.— Emergencies: hemorrhage, burns, heat-stroke, fits or seizures, drowning, 
fractures, immediate treatment of wounds and injuries, foreign bodies in eye, nose 
and ear, poisons, domestic emergencies, and practice of expedients. 

Two.— Surgical anatomy and landmarks, hemorrhages, etc. 

One. — Surgical Operations: care of patients before, during, and after operations; 
anesthesia and recovery; accidents, hemorrhage, shock, especially as in private 
nursing.
